TO  OPEN: 


1.  Raise  either  cover  to  an  angle  not  over  90°. 

2.  Pull  out  locking  rod. 

3.  The  studs  or  posts  are  now  released^  permitting  the  insertion  or  removal 
of  sheets. 

TO  CLOSE: 

1.  Raise  cover  on  the  side  which  has  been  opened  to  an  angle  of  not  over 
90°. 

2.  Align  the  sheets  in  the  binder  so  that  the  studs  or  posts  fit  into  the  slots  in 
the  metal  casing,  on  the  inside  of  the  cover. 

3.  Push  in  the  locking  rod,  so  that  the  3  studs  or  posts  are  securely  engaged. 

TO  LOCK  PERMANENTLY: 

When  the  book  has  been  completed,  it  can  be  permanently  sealed,  as 
follows: 

1.  Remove  the  small  wrench  from  the  white  box  sent  with  the  binder. 

2.  Raise  the  top  cover  to  on  angle  of  not  over  90°,  and  pull  out  the  locking 
rod. 

3.  Place  the  hooked  end  of  the  wrench  on  the  rod  and  break  off  che 
exposed  part  of  the  rod. 

4.  Carefully  align  the  studs  or  posts  in  the  slots  in  the  metal  casing  on  the 
inside  of  the  cover. 

5.  With  the  small  end  of  the  wrench,  push  the  rod  into  the  casing,  making 
sure  it  engages  the  three  studs. 

6.  Repeat  this  operation,  on  the  lower  cover. 

NOTE:  Never  have  both  locking  rods  released  at  the  same  time,  and  do 
not  break  the  ends  off  until  the  book  is  to  be  sealed  permanently.

V.  GENERAL  MANAGER'S  REPORT. 

^*  ?^n'^!fi^'^^'  "^"^^   ^^'  President  Sibley,  Director  Macdonald  and 

General  Manager  Waipole  met  with  the  full  Board  of  A^^eda  Countv 
Supervisors  for  the  purpose  of  discussing  the  possibiStils  oHhe 


Regional  Parks  administering  parks  for  the  entire  Alameda  Coiinty. 
It  was  suggested  by  the  Supervisors  that  perhaps  they  could  make 
use  of  an  established  organization  which  possessed  the  know-how 
and  the  proved  ability  to  extend  the  parks  throughout  the  county. 

The  Supervisors  expressed  the  thought  that  they  might  contact, 
for  the  time  being,  with  the  Regional  Parks  for  its  services  in 
carrying  out  this  extension  of  parks.  They  also  stated  that  they 
would  wish  to  hold  further  conferences  with  the  Regional  Park 
Board  to  discuss  the  matter  in  detail,  going  into  all  the  ramifi- 
cations of  the  possibilities  of  the  Regional  Park  District  being 
extended,  and  of  securing  additional  tax  contributions  from  the 
rest  of  Alameda  County. 

B,  On  Saturday,  Jiine  9,  the  Junior  Rangers  of  the  Tilden  Nature  Area 
held  their  annual  family  outing  night  for  parents.  Approximately 
200  people  were  there  to  see  the  dedication  of  the  new  Nature 
Lodge  and  Museum.  Interest  in  the  junior  ranger  program  is  in 
full  evidence  when  parents  are  present,  and  most  parents  agree 
that  this  is  one  of  the  finest  youth  activities  they  have  encountered, 

C,  The  General  Manager,  as  President  of  the  California  Society  of  the 
American  Institute  of  Park  Executives,  attended  the  quarterly 
meeting  of  this  organization  in  San  Mateo  on  Monday,  June  l8.  The 
San  Mateo  County  Park  Department  was  host  to  over  UO  park  executives 
who  attended  the  meeting, 

A  tour  of  the  San  Mateo  County  Parks  showed  how  similar  their 
operation  is  to  the  Regional  Parks'.  They  now  have  2,300  acres, 
and  expect  to  expand  to  over  6,000  acres  of  parks  for  the  County 
of  San  Mateo,  Their  type  of  operation  for  handling  picnicking 
groups  and  their  recreation  program  is  very  much  like  ours.  The 
tour  was  very  interesting,  and  the  prdiblems  they  seem  to  experience 
are  similar  to  those  we  have, 

D.  Attendance  during  the  month  of  June  was  extremely  heavy,  parti- 
cularly on  Father's  Day,  June  17,  when  we  reached  a  peak  atten- 
dance so  far  this  year.  On  that  day  the  Roberts  Area  took  in 
almost  $500  in  swimming  and  parking  fees,  and  all  the  parks  were 
crowded  to  capacity,  mostlj'-  with  family  groups  as  there  were  very 
few  large  picnics  scheduled  for  that  date.  All  swimming  areas 
were  crowded  and  all  picnic  areas  were  taken. 

Day  camping  groups  are  now  beginning  to  take  over  the  parks  on 
weekdays,  and  almost  all  available  facilities  are  alreac^  reserved 
for  day  camping  purposes.  We  have  greatly  improved  the  Girls' 
Camp  in  Redwood  Regional  Park  by  installing  five  new  tables,  a 
new  stove  and  a  new  flush-type  restroom. 

F.  Work  Progress  Report:  During  the  month  of  June,  the  following 
projects  were  either  started  or  completed: 

1,  Tilden  Regional  Park. 

a.  In  the  Nature  Area  the  chicken  yard  has  been  enlarged  and 
things  made  to  look  better.  Traffic  is  getting  so  heavy 

on  Sundays  that  we  barely  have  a  chance  to  get  things  fixed 
up  in  time  for  the  following  weekend, 

b.  Installed  a  new  roof  on  shed  over  the  front  door  of  the 
Nature  Lodge.  This  was  installed  in  tine  for  the  dedi- 
cation, 

c.  Cut  down  and  bucked  up  two  large  trees  at  Caves  picnic 
area  to  be  used  for  firewood. 

d.  Cleaned  up  around  the  new  pine  grove  on  South  Gate  Road. 

e.  Completed  painting  the  interior  of  the  Brazilian  Building 
kitchen. 

f .  Constructed  a  top  for  the  spring  vwater  tank  at  the  ampitheater. 

g.  Completed  clean-up  of  the  service  yard,  the  upper  half,  replied 
lumber  and  pipe  and  prepared  the  upper  yard  for  more  efficeint 
use. 
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h.  Couplet ed  the  fence  along  the  edge  of  the  Meadows  Playfield, 
i.  Overhauled  and  put  into  service  our  three  fire  trucks  for 

Tilden  Park, 
j.  Welded  and  constructed  a  guard  fence  to  be  installed  at 

Lake  Temescal. 
k.  Checked  and  refilled  all  fire  extinguishers  througnout  the  park. 
1.  Made  up  five  new  fire  grates  to  be  used  in  Redwood  Regional  Park, 

2,  Tilden  Golf  Course. 

a.  Constructed  30'  of  drain  on  No,  k   fairway. 

b.  Builti  a  concrete  drain  with  grill  at  No.  18  green. 

c.  Installed  a  new  gas  plate  at  the  driving  range. 

d.  Picked  up  all  benches  in  the  park  on  the  golf  course,  painted 
and  returned, 

e.  Replaced  50'  of  sod  on  aprons  of  greens. 

f.  Rebuilt  the  fence  along  No.  2  fairway  to  prevent  balls  from 
going  into  the  rough. 

g.  Constructed  two  bag  racks  for  the  golf  course, 

h.  Installed  a  new  bearing  and  packing  in  the  pump  motor  at 
Lake  Anza. 

3.  Temescal  Regional  Park. 

a.  Completed  installation  of  metal  fence  seven  feet  high  across 
the  spillway  as  a  safety  precaution. 

b.  Carved  and  painted  twelve  park  signs  for  use  in  all  parks. 

c.  Treated  all  roses  and  flower  beds  with  commercial  fertilizer. 

d.  Replaced  broken  planks  in  diving  platform  and  put  on  safety 
walk. 

3.  Repainted  all  white  stripes  and  pavement  signs  in  the  parking 

area, 
f.  Replaced  UO*  of  old  water  line  in  Lakeside  picnic  area, 

U.  Redwood  Regional  Park. 

a.  Installed  flying  horse  swings  in  childrens'  play  area  at 
Roberts  Area. 

b.  Hauled  and  spread  Ik  truck  loads  of  sand  in  childrens'  play 
area. 

c.  Construction  of  rest  room  building  at  Giris'  Cairqs  area  is 
complete, 

d.  Completed  construction  of  a  concrete  septic  tank,  9'  x  9' 
X  10'  sewer  and  leaching  lines  at  Girls'  Camp, 

e.  Completed  grading  off  entended  playfield  at  Gins'  Camp. 

f.  Constructed  three  20'  picnic  tables  and  three  10'  picnic 
tables  at  Girls'  Camp  area. 

g.  Painted  all  white  lines  on  entrance  roads  and  parking  areas 
at  Roberts  Area. 

h.  Painted  all  white  lines  on  roads  throughout  Redwood  Park, 
i.  Installed  water  tanks  and  puir^DS  on  Ford  and  Willys  pickups 

for  fire  season, 
j.  With  park  grader,  graded  all  roads  and  main  trails  through- 
out the  park. 

5«  Grass  Valley  Regional  Park. 

a.  Cleaned  away  four  fallen  trees  in  day  camp  area,  also  took 
out  stumps  and  prepared  the  area  for  use  by  the  Oakland 
Recreation  Department . for  its  day  camp. 

b.  Replaced  one  culvert  12"  by  20'  and  one  culvert  36"  x  UO* 
at  the  day  camp  area, 

c.  Completed  grading  all. roads  and  firebreaks  possible  using  the 
park  grader. 

d.  Carried  on  work  with  the  first  picnic  area  scheduled  for  Grass 
Valley,  We  hope  to  have  this  open  by  July  1.  It  will  include 
five  tables  and  two  firepits,  and  two  dry-pit  toilets. 


VI.  UNFINISHED  BUSINESS. 

A,  At  the  time  the  agenda  was  prepared  we  had  not  received  an  answer 

to  ovir  letter  to  the  District  Attorney's  office  requesting  an  opinion 
on  the  acquisition  of  Eden  Township  by  a  vote  of  the  peopxe. 
However,  at  our  meeting  with  the  Board  if  Supervisors,  Supervisor 
Dunn  pointed  out  that  it  might  be  possible  to  go  ahead  and  allow 
the  people  of  Eden  Township  to  have  an  election  for  the  purpose 
of  joirdng  the  District  and  later  have  it  ratified  by  the  State 
Assembly  by  an  amendment  of  our  enabling  act  to  make  it  legal 
for  the  Regional  Park  District  to  extend  over  the  rest  of  Alameda 
County.  I  believe  that  if  we  did  this  we  would  have  to  have  an 
opinion  from  the  District  Attorney's  office  to  give  us  a  legal 
reason  for  allowing  them  to  hold  an  election, 

VII.  NEW  BUSINESS. 

A.  The  General  Manager  has  ma:de  a  survey  of  all  organizations  outside 
the  Regional  Park  District  which  make  use  of  Regional  Parks  on  a 
reservation  basis.  The  purpose  of  this  survey  is  to  provide  concrete 
evidence  that  may  be  presented  to  the  state  parks  showing  just  how 
large  an  area  of  the  Regional  Park  District  is  actually  serving. 

It  is  possible  that  if  we  coiold  prove  to  the  State  Assembly  and 
Senate  that  we  serve  a  great  many  more  people  than  those  actually 
living  within  the  Park  District  who  pay  taxes  to  us,  that  there 
might  be  a  chance  for  the  Regional  Parks  to  be  eligible  for  some 
of  the  money  being  held  in  the  park  fund  derived  from  tidelands 
oil.  The  survey  shows  only  those  organizations  which  actually 
made  reservations,  and  undoubtedly  twice  as  many  people  from  out- 
side the  Park  District  made  use  of  our  parks  on  a  family  basis, 
not  making  reservations  in  advance. 

General  Manager  Walpole  referred  to  the  Senate  Interim  Committee 
on  Recreation,  State  Beaches,  and  Parks,  which  has  issued  a 
Preliminary  Report  on  the  State  Park  Program  and  attendant  problems. 
This  report  mentions  the  use  of  Regional  Parks  as  a  buffer  between 
the  state  and  local  parks,  and  recommends  that  this  subject  be 
thoroughly  investigated. 

General  Manager  Walpole  suggested  that  the  Senate  Interim  Com- 
mittee be  invited  to  hold  one  of  its  meetings  at  the  Brazilian 
Building  so  that  they  could  see  the  Regional  Park  tjrpe  of  park 
area.  This  suggestion  was  accepted  and  the  GenEral  Manager  was 
authorized  to  attend  the  Senate  Interim  Committee  on  Recreation 
State  Beaches  and  Parks  meeting  in  Angel's  Camp  to  extend  the 
invitation. 

B.  The  General  Manager  made  a  recommendation  to  the  Board  that  the 
following  salary  increases  be  granted.  In  almost  all  cases,  this 
was  a  normal  step  raise  forthe  employees.  In  addition,  the  salary 
increase  maintains  Regional  Park  Employees'  salaries  on  a  fairly 
equal  basis  with  salaries  paid  by  other  organizations  of  our  type 
which  have  about  the  same  amount  of  meney  to  spend.  These  recom- 
mended raises  amoiont  to  an  advancement  of  approximately  k%,   and 
will  increase  the  budget  by  about  $11,000  for  the  coming  year.

Our  income  has  been  rising  steadily  this  year  due  to  the  increase 
in  valuation  of  property,  although  we  have  not  yet  been  able  to 
get  a  clear  picture  of  just  how  much  this  increase  is  going  to 
mean  to  us.  However,  the  golf  course  is  remaining  considerably 
better  than  self-supporting,  and  the  increase  in  parking  fees  at 
Lake  Temescal  from  10^  to  250  is  bringing  more  revenue,  as  is  the 
parking  charge  on  weekends  at  Lake  Anza.  The  Roberts  Area  is 
proving  to  be  self-supporting  and  is  showing  an  inclination  to 
increase  over  last  year.  All  in  all,  we  seem  to  be  in  good  shape 
financially,  and  we  are  keeping  ovir  expenditures  well  under  con- 
trol. 

Director  Goodrich,  stated  that  he  felt  the  salary  of  the  Gtaieral 
Manager  should  be  increased  along  with  the  salary  increases  of 
the  other  employees,  and  the  Board  of  Directors  voted  unanimously 
in  favor  of  granting  the  recommended  salary  increases  to  both  the 
onployees  as  well  as  the  General  Manager  whose  salary  shall  be 
advanced  in  proportion  to  the  other  raises  or  $U0,00  per  month.

A,  On  July  9j   a  meeting  was  held  which  included  people  from  the 
Hayward  area  inside  Eden  Township,   Senator  Breed,   Francis 
Dunn,  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  Douglas  R.  Dunning, 
Deputy  District  Attorney^     Under  dLscussion  was  the  pro- 
posed annexation  of  Eden  Tovmship  to  the  East  Bay  Regional 
Park  District.     We  came  away  from  the  meeting  xd-th  the 
thought  that  the  District  Attorney's  office,  inspite  of  de- 
claring originally  in  answer  to  our  letter  that  it  would  not 

be  legal  for  Eden  Toxmship  to  hold  an  election,  that  it  would  be 
possible  to  go  ahead  and  hold  the  election.     Senator  Breed 
stated  that  he  would  change  our  act  to  amend  the  municipal 
utility  district  clause  after  the  first  of  the  year  at  the 
beginiiing  of  the  Stcte  Senate  session,     'ie  are  working  on  the 
matter  now,  and  hope  if  will  be  possible  for  the  election  to 
be  held  this  fall. 

B,  Directors  coming  up  for  election  this  fall:     President  Sibley, 
Secretary  Roberts  and  Director  1-Iacdcnald  are  the  three  candi- 
dates who  come  up  for  re-election  this  fall.     August  28  is  the 
first   day  to  circulate  nomination  papers,  and  September  22  is 
the  last  day  to  leave  nomination  papers  -and  Certificates  appoint- 
ing Verification  Deputies  in  the  coionty  clerk's  office  for  ex- 
amination and  certification  September  27,  is  the  last  day  to 
file  Affidavits  of  Independent  Candidate  with  the  county  clerk. 

The  next  Board  meeting  falls  on  August  23,  and  on  that  date  we 
can  begin  circulating  petitions.     Five  hundred  verified  signa- 
tures are  requried  to  place  the   candidate  $n  nomination.     It 
is  usually  necessary  to  secure  at  least  800  signatures  to 
be  sure  of  500  valid  sigr-atures, 

C,  Day  camping  groqjs  are  now  in  full  swirig,  using  practically 
all  park  facilities  on  weekdays.     Again  this  year  at  Lake 
Temescal,  we  are  having  the    day  camp  for  handicapped  children. 
Approximately  300  handicapped  children  attend  the  camp  during 
the  summer.     This  is  an  extremely  worthy  program,  and  one  that 
Lake  Temescal  is  particularly  adapted  to  handle, 

D,  Qualifying  forthe  Nineteenth  Annual  Regional  Championship  golf 
tournament  was  started  on  the  weekend  of   July  27,  28  and  29* 
As  usual,   two  dollar  entry  fees  are  collected  for  this  toxirna- 
ment  to  pay  for  the  trophies  that  are  given  away.     Aboiit  260 
golfers  will  take  part,   and  as  in  the  past,  a  week  before 
qualifying  began  all  entries  were  taken  with  still  a  number  of 
persons  wishing  to  play.     Unfortunately  260  people  is  the  maxi- 
mum we  can  accommodate  in  a  tournament  of  this  sort, 

E,  Attendance  during  the  month  of  July  was  very  heavy.     The  warm 
days  in  the  early  part  of  the  month  rocketed  the  svdnLTiing  atten- 
dance to  new  heights.     The  Fourth  of  July  vras  a  tremendously 
tlusy  day,  with  all  facilities  crowded.     There  was  an  estimated 
attendance  on  that  day  of  some  90,000  people  at  all  parks,  but 
not  a  single  accident  of  a  serious  nature  was  reported  in  any 

.    of  the  parks. 

F,  Work  Pr  ogress  Report:  During  the  month  of  July,  the  following

f .  Installed  a  carved  sign  at  the  Lake  Anza  parking  lot 
showing  the  t:  me  when  cars  must  be  out  of  the  laek  area. 

g.  Set  tow  concrete  legs  and  posts  for  a  gate  on  the  road 
west  of  the  Nature  Area,  using  metal  posts  set  in  concrete. 

h.  Dug  200'  of  drain  ditch  in  the  service  yard  to  serve  the 
septic  tank,

IV.     DISTRICT  MANAGER'S  REPCHT. 

A.  On  Sunday,  August  26,  the  finals  were  held  in  the  Nineteenth 
Annual  Regional  Championship.     Approximately  a  thousand  people 
turned  out  to  gallery  the  matches.     Twaity-six  trophies  were 
given  to  the  winners  and  runners-up  in  each  of  the  flights. 
The  entry  fee  of  $2.00  per  golfer  covered  the  cost  of  all  tro- 
phies.    This  was  the  19th  year  we  have  held  this  tournament,   and 
it  has  become  very  popular,  attracting  a  large  number  of  specta- 
tors, as  well  as  the  limited  field  of  250  contestants. 

B.  As  noted  at  the  last  Board  Meeting,  August  28  is  the  first  day  to 
begin  securing  signatures  on  the  nomination  papers  of  our  three 
candidates  for  re-election— President  Sibley,  Secretary  Roberts, 
and  Director  John  A.  Macdonald,     We  would  like  to  get  the  nomina- 
tion papers  in  to  verify  signatures  as  soon  as  possible,  and  we 
have  had  several  inquiries  from  people  who  have  indicated  that 
they  might  wish  to  run  for  election  to  the  Board,     We  will  have 
to  check  their  nomination  papers  as  to  the  legality  of  the   signa- 
tures they  obtained,  and  will  also  have  to  certify  to  that  and 
place  them  on  the  ballot,  if  they  are  successful  in  obtaining 
500  legitimate  signers. 

All  monies  used  in  conducting  the  campaign  for  the  Directors  will 
be  taken  out  of  the  Directors'   Fund  v^iich  is  held  separate  from 
other  park  monies  and  consists  of  fees  for  attending  board  meet- 
ings.    We  have  approximately  $800  in  that  fund  at  this  time. 
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G.  Day  camping  in  the  parks  is  finally  coming  to  a  close  after  one  of  the 
largest  attendance  sessions  we  have  ever  had.  Approximately 
ten  new  groups  made  use  of  the  parks  this  summer  for  day  camp- 
ing programs;  and,  in  all,  approximately  17,000  children  at- 
tended the  day-camps  in  the  various  Regional  Parks.  The  de- 
mand is  certainly  growing  for  this  type  of  activity;  and  to 
accomodate  this  demand,  we  will  be  forced  to  provide  more  rest- 
rooms  and  more  areas  where  day  camping  may  be  e^q^erienced. 


D.  Attendance:  During  the  month  of  August,  attendance  was  marred 
somewhat  by  exceptionally  foggy  weather.  However,  all  picnic 
areas  were  reserved  on  every  Sunday,  and  people  made  extensive 
use  of  the  parks  in  spite  of  the  foggy  weather.  V/e  are  e:q)ec- 
ting  large  crowds  over  the  Labor  Day  Weekend,  and  are  making 
every  effort  to  have  enough  of  our  enployees  in  the  parks  over 
the  three-day  holiday  to  maintain  all  of  the  fire-fighting  equip- 
ment. Labor  Day  is  usually  one  of  the  top  days  of  the  year; 

and  if  the  weather  is  warm  and  dry,  the  fire  hazard  is  extremely 
high.  All  employees  and  a  number  of  maintenance  men  will  be 
working  over  that  weekend  to  maintain  fire  crews. 

E.  Work  Progress  Report:  Although  a  great  deal  of  time  has  been 
taken  up  in  maintenance  work  such  as  picking  up  garbage,  provi- 
ding wood  for  day  campers,  and  the  many  other  maintenance  tasks 
that  must  be  done  during  the  summer  months,  the  following  work 
has  either  started  or  completed:

V.  UNFINISHED  BUSINESS 

A.     Several  times  in  the  past  the  Board  has  had  the  District  Manager 
approach  the  East  Bay  Municipal  Utility  District  concerning  pur- 
chase of  the  Siesta  Valley  property  which  adjoins  the  south  end 
of  Tilden  Park.     Always  in  the  past  the  Utility  District  has  in- 
dicated only  slight  interest  in  selling  this  property,  and  its 
price  has  beer,  extremely  high.     The  last  time  they  were  approached 
concerning  this  property,  we  asked  them  to  sell  it  to  us  and  to 
add  it  to  the  end  of  our  payments  for  Grass  Valley,     They  refused 
to  do  this  without  a  substantial  down  payment.     Recently,  Mr. 
Wagner,  the  Property  Manager  for  the  East  Bay  Minicipal  Utility 
District,  approached  the  General  Manager  and  indicated  that,  with 
a  large  down  payment,  the  Utility  District  would  now  be  willing  to 
part  with  the  Siesta  Valley  Property.     With  the  permission  of  the 
Board,  the  General  Manager  will  write  them  to  find  out  irdiat  their 
terms  would  be  andprice  they  would  make  this  property  if  it  is 
for  sale.     Director  Macdonald  pointed  out  that   Siesta  Valley  was 
a  part  of  the  originally  planned  area  to  be  included  in  the  Re- 
gional Parks,   and  the  Board  agreed  that  since  it  is  a  particularly 
desireable  area  it  wtuld  be  unfortunate  if  it  should  ever  he  sub- 
divided.

IV.  COMMUNICATIONS. 

A..  Letter  of  September  214,  1956,  received  from  Senator  Arthur  H.  Breed, 
Jr.,  enclosing  a  letter  from  an  engineering  firm  regarding  prelimi- 
nary work  on  a  proposed  sports  car  road  in  Grass  Valley  Regional 
Park.  Senator  Breed  requested  that  he  be  informed  if  the  specifica- 
tions mentioned  in  the  letter  would  be  sufficient  for  a  presentation 
of  the  Sports  Car  Club  of  America  to  the  Board  of  a  proposal  for  con- 
struction of  a  road  for  sports  car  use  around  Grass  Valley.

The  Gen- 
eral Manager  attended  a  number  of  sessions  on  public  relations 
and  swimming  pools,  and  Director  Macdcnald  attended  several  com- 
missioner sessions.  He  probably  has  some  interesting  things  to 
report  concerning  his  experiences.  The  convention  was  very  in- 
formative. Eight  hundred  park  executives  were  in  attendance, 
coming  from  ail  over  the  United  States  and  Canada,  and  some  were 
from  other  countries. 

Director  Macdcnald  commented  on  sessions  for  commissioners,  which 
he  attended  at  the  convention.  He  learned  that  the  land  and  water 
area  considered  as  adequate  for  park  facilities  is  ten  acres  per 
thousand  people.  He  also  heard  discussions  and  talks  on  the  prob- 
lems of  park  land  being  taken  over  for  freeways,  the  possibilities 
of  obtaining  monies  from  state  funds  set  aside  for  reducing  child 
delinquency,  and  learned  that  at  Michigan  State  University  there 
is  a  special  department  iidxLch  will  provide  information  to  assist 
park  executives  in  coping  with  problems  such  as  vandalism. 

B.  On  Sunday,  September  l6,  a  number  of  park  executives  who  were  on 
tour  after  the  convention  came  into  Oakland  and  were  entertained 
by  the  combined  park  departments  of  Oakland,  Berkeley,  and  San 
Francisco,  and  the  Regional  Park  District  at  a  barbecue  at  Dimond 
Park  in  Oakland.  On  the  following  day,  Monday,  September  17,  a 
general  tour  was  conducted  for  three  bus-loads  of  these  men 
through  '^ilden  Park,  the  Berkeley  parks,  and  San  Francisco  parks. 
President  Sibley  was  present  for  the  tour  and,  with  the  General 
Manager,  conducted  visitors  through  Tilden  Park  and  the  Berkeley 
parks.  There  was  a  ver  nice  turn-out,  and  we  had  an  opportunity 
to  exchange  notes  with  park  executives  from  other  states, 

C.  V7e  have  woodcutters  working  in  Grass  Valley  to  clean  up  some  of 
the  mess  left  by  ths  logging  operations  last  year.  Many  good  logs 
which  are  on  the  ground  are  being  pulled  out  and  coiverted  into 
firewood.  As  a  result  the  area  looks  pretty  cluttered  up,  but  it 
shouldn't  be  long  until  it  begins  to  look  like  a  good  job  of  log- 
ging. The  plan  is  to  log  off  strips  and  plant  the  logged  off 
areas  this  fall.  The  standing  trees  will  provide  a  certain  amovint 
of  shade  and  protection  for  the  small  trees,  and  in  a  few  years 
these  little  pines  and  firs  should  be  far  enough  along  so  that 
the  intervening  strips  can  be  logged  and  planted.  In  this  way, 

we  do  not  open  the  forest  floor  to  the  direct  sunlight.  The 
logged  off  area  will  not  look  so  much  like  a  destroyed  area,  as 
it  could  unless  great  care  is  taken.  With  care  in  planting,  the 
eucalyptus  trees  in  Grass  Vallet  can  gradually  be  replaced  with 
a  pleasing  mixture  of  redwood,  pine,  Douglas  fir,  and  broad-leaf 
plants  without  overlooking  the  need  of  the  wild  animals  for  cover 
and  protection  and  a  good  supply  of  food, 

D.  We  have  requested  a  list  of  trees  available  for  this  fall  from  the 
State  Forestry  Nursery  at  Davis,  so  thatwe  can  choose  the  plants 
which  will  best  fit  into  our  particular  scheme.  We  will  either 
pick  them  up  or  have  them  sent  down  here,  whichever  seems  best  at 
the  time. 

E.  We  have  started  cutting  and  thinning  and  burning  aiot  of  the 
tangled  undergrowth  around  Jewell  Lake,  a  job  which  has  been 
needed  for  several  years,  in  order  that  this  little  lake  can  once 
again  live  up  to  its  name. 

F.  We  were  successful  in  obtaining  over  600  good  signatures  for  each 
of  our  directors  v^o  is  rurining  for  re-election  in  the  Novemoer 
election.  This  was  quite  a  job;  but  with  the  help  of  Directors 
Mulvany  and  Macdonald,  as  well  as  from  our  own  park  district  people, 
we  were  able  to  go  out  and  get  the  signatures  and  have  them  all 
reacfy  to  file  by  September  l6. 
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G,  On  the  evening  of  ^'hiirsday,  October  11,  the  East  Bay  Regional 
Park  District  will  play  host  to  approximately  30  couples  from 
the  Eden  Township  area  at  a  barbeciie  at  the  Roberts  Area,  The 
people  from  Eden  Township  will  be  heads  of  service  clibs  or  edu- 
cational institutions  in  that  area.  We  also  plan  to  invite  a 
few  people  from  Washington  Township,  looking  forward  to  planting 
a  seed  in  their  minds  for  the  time  i*ien  they  may  wish  to  join 
the  Regional  Park  District,  provided  Eden  Township  is  annexed. 
All  the  directors  who  can  should  make  an  effort  to  be  present  at 
this  get  together, 

H,  Attendance  stood  up  very  well  during  the  month  of  Sq)tember.  The 
Labor  Day  weekend  was  very  busy,  and  the  following  weekend  sur- 
prised us  with  more  people  in  the  parks  than  there  have  ever  been 
on  an  Admission  Day  weekend.  No  unfortunate  incidents  were  re- 
ported on  either  holiday,  and  operation  on  the  two  weekends  was 
at  full  efficiency.  The  paries  are  extremely  dry  at  this  time,  and 
we  are  on  the  alert  against  fires. 

I,  Work  Progress  Rqjort:  It  is  still  necessary  to  spend  a  great  deal 

of  time  on  maintenance  work,  such  as  picking  xip  garbage,  providing 

wood  for  picnic  areas,  etc.;  but  even  with  this  maintenance,  the 

following  new  work  was  either  started  or  accomplished  during  the 
month : 

1.  Tilden  Regional  Park 

a.  The  Nature  Area  is  being  readied  for  the  fall  influx.  To 
date,  the  back  room  of  the  museum,  the  storeroom  and  car- 
penter's shop  have  been  cleaned, 

b.  Considerable  time  has  been  spent  on  the  water  and  sewage 
lines  in  the  Nature  Area,  as  both  lines  seem  to  be  in  poor 
condition.  We  hope  that  during  this  winter  we  can  make  a 
permanent  correction  of  this  condition, 

c.  Installed  new  signs  at  the  front  gate  to  the  Nature  Area. 

d.  Quite  a  bit  or  erosion  control  work  was  done  on  the  Nature 
Trail  by  the  boy  scouts. 

e.  Hauled  six  loads  of  building  rock  to  Acacia  picnic  area 
to  help  in  construction  of  a  new  bridge  to  be  built  with 
tvro  steel  rails  33'  long  with  decking  and  handrails  of 
1-1/2"  pipe  and  using  a  double  rail  on  the  bridge. 

f .  Carried  on  cementing  in  rocks  above  Acacia  picnic  area 
on  a  bad  slope  that  has  a  tendency  to  wash  out. 

g.  Prepared  roof  in  service  yard  for  installation  of  new 
roofing  material  and  had  a  new  roof  installed. 

h.  Moved  the  water  tower  tank  at  Nimitz  Way  to  the  army 
canp  for  better  accessibility, 

i.  Installed  new  flooring  on  the  semi  trailer  used  for  haul- 
ing tractors. 

j.  Completed  fro  it  end  repair  on  the  golf  course  Toro  tractor. 

k.  Repaired  and  welded  golf  course  ball  washers, 

1,  Constructed  a  steel  stove  to  heat  the  shop, 

2.  Tilden  Golf  Course 

a.  Completed  construction  of  fence  along  the  driveway  lead- 
ing into  the  golf  course, 

b.  Sprayed  all  golf  greens  for  brown  patch, 

c.  Repaired  the  porch  of  the  house  at  the  driving  range, 

d.  Repaired  25  automatic  sprinklers, 

e.  Built  a  new  railing  for  the  bridge  at  No,  12  fairway, 

f.  Repaired  the  drain  in  back  of  No.   9  green, 

g.  Top-dressed  12  tees  with  fertilizer  and  seeded  them  in  prep- 
aration for  next  year's  play, 

3.  Temescal  Regional  Park, 

a.  Constructed  one  double  fire-pit  for  Lakeside  area. 

b.  Carved  andpainted  six  new  signs  for  use  in  all  parks. 
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c.  Set  four  flats  of  fall-biooniing  plants  and  pyrocantha  in 
gardens  near  the  office  and  the  dam, 

d.  Constructed  60'  of  stone  wail  at  the  park  entrance  for  new 
flower  beds, 

e.  Oiled  260'  of  double  rail  wooden  fence  along  the  driveway, 

h»     Redwood  Regional  Park 

a.  Construction  of  the  stone  hut  is  75/S  conplete.  This  shelter 
is  being  ere  cted  with  the  $300  fund  furnished  by  the  Fruit-

d.  Hauled  in  firewood  from  the  Oddstad  subdivision  for  use  in 
picnic  areas, 

e.  Installed  a  new  clutch  in  the  International  flat-racK  truck, 

5,  Grass  Valley  Regional  Park, 

a.  Constructed  and  installed  signs  at  the  Vista  Point  Picnic 
area. 

b.  Cut  down  fourteen  eucaljrptus  trees  to  clear  area  for  the 
Valley  Vista  Picnic  Area. 

c.  Constructed  one  10«  picnic  table  for  Valley  Vista  rea, 

d.  Grass  Vaiiey  fire  trails  are  ^0%   complete. 

e.  Installed  a  clutch  assembly  and  muffler  in  the  Roberts  area 
jeep, 

f.  Put  up  a  new  rules  and  regulations  sign  at  the  Pinehurst  Gate. 

VI.  UNFINISHED  BUSINESS 

A,  The  General  Manager  contacted  the  manager  of  the  propertied  divi- 
sion of  the  East  Bay  Municipal  Utility  ^strict  with  regard  to 
the  Siesta  Valley.  Before  entering  into  any  negotiations  for  pur- 
chase of  this  land,  a  luncheon  meeting  will  be  held  with  one  or  two 
Utility  District  directors,  -^he  Utility  District  has  agreed  to  de- 
lay any  action  on  Siesta  Valley  until  we  have  had  an  opportunity  to 
discuss  terms  and  conditions  of  sale  with  their  directors, 

VII.  NEW  BUSINESS 

A,  The  lessee  of  grazing  land  in  Grass  Valley  Regional  Park,  Mr.  Manuel 
J.  Lewis,  has  requested  renewal  of  his  lease.  This  lease  is  for  190 
acres  of  land  and  was  originally  written  for  a  term  of  two  years,  ex- 
piring September  30,  1956.  Mr.  -i^ewis  also  requested  that  the  Lessee, 
J,  S,  Lewis,  be  deleted  from  the  lease  if  it  is  renewed. 

The  board  voted  unanimously  in  favor  of  renewing  Mr.  -"ewis'  grazing 
lease  for  a  two  year  period  under  the  same  terms  and  conditions  set 
forth  in  the  original  lease.  The  name  J.  S,  Lewis  is  to  be  deleted 
on  the  lease  renewal,

IV.  COMMUNICATIONS. 

A.  Letter  of  September  2ii,  1956,  received  from  J,  T.  Neavill,  Exe- 
cutive Director  of  the  Sast  Bay  "^atholic  Youth  Organization, 
thanking  the  Regional  Park  District  for  use  of  park  facilities 
for  their  day  camp  program  last  summer.  Mr.  Neavill  commended 
Mr,  and  Mrs.  Crawford,  Mr.  Yevjdall,  and  the  lifeguards  for  their 
assistance  and  stated  that  over  100  children  learned  to  swim 
and  over  60. children  advanced  their  Red  Cross  swimming  certifi- 
cation, with  over  600  children  taking  part  in  the  swimming,  which 
was  chosen  as  their  favorite  activity  in  the  day  canp. 

B.  Letter  of  October  5,  1956,  received  from  Walter  A.  Tucker,  Dir- 
ector-Secretary of  the  Columbus  Metropolitan  Park  District  in 
Ohio,  expressing  his  appreciation  to  President  Sibley  and  Gener- 
al Manager  Walpole  for  helping  to  make  the  trip  to  the  1956 
conference  of  the  American  Institute  of  Park  fibcecutives  both  a 
profitable  and  pleasant  experience. 

C.  Letter  of  October  l8,  1956,  received  from  Bernard  Segal,  reques- 
ting renewal  of  his  license  for  the  food  and  boating  concessions 
in  Tilden  and  '1  erne  seal  Regional  Parks.  Mr.  Segal  points  out 
that  his  present  contract  calls  for  payments  of  12-1/2  percent 
of  his  gross  receipts,  while  all  other  park  concessionaires  pay 
only  ten  per  cent.  He  asks  that  the  Board  consider  reducing 
his  payments  to  ten  per  cent . 
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Action  was  deferred  until  the  Board  Meeting  to  be  held  on  No- 
vember 27,  1:^6,  and  the  General  Manager  was  instructed  to  dis- 
cuss with  Mr.  ^egal  a  change  to  a  ten  per  cent  payment  on  an 
all-year  basis  versus  continuance  of  the  license  imder  the  12^^ 
payment  for  eight  months  of  the  year, 

D,  Letter  of  *-'ctober  25,  1956,  received  from  Gene  Saalwaechter, 
Director  of  Recreation  and  Physical  Education  of  the  Alameda 
Unified  School  District,  thanking  the  Regional  Park  District 
for  use  of  the  Regional  Parks  for  their  I'ay  Camp  during  the 
past  summer.  He  points  out  that  swimming  at  the  Roberts  Pool 
greatly  enhanced  the  program  in  the  eyes  of  the  children  and 
also  states  that  Mrs.  Crawford,  as  well  as  the  pool  personnel, 
were  extremely  cooperative.  Mr.  Saalwaechter  requests  the  use 
of  the  area  for  their  day  camp  activities  next  summer. 

E.  President  Sibley  reported  that  he  had  received  a  letter  from 
the  Secretary  of  the  Grand  Jury,  expressing  the  appreciation 
of  the  Grand  Jury  for  the  tour  and  iiincheon  given  them  by  the 
East  Bay  Regional  Park  District. 

V.  GENERAL  MANAGER'S  REPORT. 

A.  On  the  evening  of  October  11,  representatives  of  the  East  Bay 
Regional  Park  District  and  community  leaders  from  --^an  Leandro, 
Hayward,  and  Castro  Valley  met  for  a  barbecue  at  the  Thomas  J. 
Roberts  Recreational  Area.  Approximately  ninety  persons  were 
there,  and  President  Sibley  and  Directors  Macdonald  and  Mulvany 
spoke  to  the  group  after  the  barbecue.  All  present  expressed 
themselves  as  being  highly  in  favor  of  the  annexation  of  Eden 
Township  and  jromised  their  support  to  that  end.  The  Hayward 
Chamber  of  Commerce  in  particular  is  campaigning  actively  for 
the  annexation  of  Eden  Township. 

B.  On  Sunday,  October  lii,  the  youth  shelter  named  "Hidden  Hut", 
in  Redwood  Regional  Park,  was  dedicated  by  the  Fruitvale  Lions 
Club  to  the  youth  organizations  using  the  East  Bay  Regional 
Parks.  Director  Macdonald  and  President  Sibley  spoke  at  the 
dedication.  A  check  was  presented  to  the  Paiic  Board  for  $300.00, 
which  represents  the  cost  of  materials  used  in  the  construction 
of  this  hut.  The  area  where  the  hut  is  situated  lends  itself 

to  the  building  of  two  similar  hutsj  this  particular  spot  will 
accomodate  approximately  UOO  to  500  youngsters  in  scout  groups 
or  other  youth  organizations. 

C.  On  Wednesday,  October  17,  President  Sibley,  who  is  a  member  of 
the  Alameda  County  Grand  Jury  this  year,  invited  members  of  the 
Grand  Jury  to  tour  the  Regional  Parks.  The  tour  included  a  trip 
through  all  of  the  parks  and  ended  at  the  Brazilian  Building, 
where  luncheon  was  served  by  the  Park  -^strict.  Lirectors  Mul- 
vany and  Macdonald  joined  the  group  at  that  point  for  lunch. 
Many  of  the  people  on  the  tour  had  not  been  in  the  Regional 
Parks  before  and  were  amazed  at  the  progress  of  the  Regional 
Parks  during  its  period  of  existence,  '-^'he  good  will  effected 
by  the  tour  was  tremendous. 

D.  On  "October  2,  the  Manager  and  his  assistant,  Tom  Flood,  took 
part  in  a  tour  sponsored  by  the  Oakland  Chamber  of  Commerce. 
The  group  included  members  of  the  convention  bureau,  hotel  own- 
ers, and  a  number  of  business  men  of  the  Oakland  area.  The 
tour  covered  all  of  the  Regional  Parks  and  was  extremely  satis- 
fying, since  it  enabled  us  to  introduce  the  Regional  Parks  to 
people  who  hadn't  had  the  opportunity  to  see  the  facilities  of- 
fered by  the  parks.  Approximately  forty-five  people  attended 
the  tour  by  bus,  which  also  visited  all  of  the  Oakland  Park  and 
recreation  facilities.  ^  dinner  was  given  at  the  '^laremont  Ho- 
tel and  was  attended  by  about  sixty-five  people,  completing  the 
day's  activities. 

E.  On  Sunday,  October  21,  the  AFL-CIO  held  a  picnic  for  approximately 
6,000  union  members  in  Tuden  Regional  Park.  It  was  a  beautiful 


day,  and  they  had  a  golf  tournament,  games  for  children,  and 
drawings  for  prizes.  It  was  one  of  the  largest  crowds  that  we 
have  ever  had  this  late  in  the  year,  and  the  picnic  was  very 
successful;  the  unions  are  planning  to  make  it  an  annual  event. 

F.  Attendance  has  continued  to  be  very  good  throughout  the  month 
of  '-'ctober,  particularly  on  Saturdays  and  Sundays.  The  weather 
has  been  very  nice  on  weekends,  and  large  crowds  are  still  us- 
ing the  parks.  We  have  completed  our  sid.mming  season  and  have 
closed  ail  the  swimming  areas,  ^'or  the  second  successive  year, 
we  can  boast  of  a  swimming  season  of  over  one-half  million  at- 
tendance with  absolutely  no  fatalities  or  serious  accidents. 

G.  Work  Progress  Report:  It  is  still  necessary  bo  spend  consider- 
able time  early  in  the  week  on  maintenance  work,  such  as  pick- 
ing up  garbage  and  providing  wood  for  picnic  areas;  but  along 
with  this  maintenance,  the  following  new  work  was  either  started 
or  accomplished  during  the  month:

e.  Completed  construction  of  the  foundation  for  a  new  rest- 
room  building  located  at  the  Maples  Picnic  Area, 

f.  Changed  the  course  of  the  creek  in  tnree  places  along 
the  Redwood  Park  entrance  road  to  prevent  it  from  wash- 
ing out  the  road, 

g.  Installed  a  new  16*  sign  at  the  Piedmont  Stables, 

h.  Painting. of  the  exterior  of  Piedmont  Stables  is  605^  com- 
plete, 
i.  Completed  repairing  the  Piedmont  Stables  roof, 

$,  Grass  Valley  Regional  Park. 

a.  Dug  1^00'  of  ditch  for  water  pipe  lines  to  serve  the 
new  picnic  areas  along  Skyline  Boulevard, 

b.  Installed  i|00'  of  2"  pipe  in  t^ie  picnic  area, 

c.  Cleared  one  mile  of  trail  where  the  water  pipe  is  to 
be  laid, 

d.  Installed  200*  of  eucalyptus  barriers  at  the  Marciel 
Gate, 

e.  Completed  all  fire  breaks,  cleaning  and  shaping  them 
for  drainage, 

f.  Constructed  100'  of  trail  and  regraded  lOOO'  of  some 
trail  previously  constructed  leading  from  the  Macdonald 
Trail  to  San  Leandro  Gate, 

g.  Installed  1^0  posts  for  hitching  horses  attending  the 
annual  trail  ride  and  iiancheon,  located  at  Day  Camp  Area 
in  Grass  Valley,  This  ride  featured  l50  horsemen,  who 
rode  through  the  Regional  Parks  to  the  Day  Camp  Area 
and  had  lunch  at  that  point,  '■'•'he  lunch  was  attended  by 
some  additional  1^0  people.  The  ride,  jointly  sponsored 
by  the  Metropolitan  Horsemen's  Association  and  the  East 
Bay  ^^egional  Park  District,  was  pronounced  very  success- 
ful. Similar  rides  are  to  be  held  every  year, 

VI,  UNFINISHED  BUSINESS. 

A.  The  General  Manager  has  sent  out  letters  to  all  state  assembly- 
men and  state  senators  of  the  counties  in  the  area  from  wliich 
residents  have  been  making  use  of  the  Regional  Parks  on  a  re- 
serve basis  for  picnics.  Accompanying  the  letter  was  some  sta- 
tistical information  which  showed  the  number  of  persons  who 
have  visited  the  regional  parks  from  the  surrounding  counties. 

Responses  were  received  from  State  Assemblymen  Walter  Dahl, 
Thomas  W,  Caldecott,  and  from  State  Senators  Luther  E,  Gibson, 
and  Nathan  F,  Coombs,  with  almost  outright  promises  of  state 
aid. 

B.  The  Board  continued  its  discussion  relai-ive  to  the  interest  of 
sports  car  enthusiasts  in  developing  a  drag  strip  and  racing 
track  in  Grass  Valley, 

Director  Goodrich  stated  that  those  persons  interested  in  this 
development  are  not  large  enough  in  number  in  relation  to  those 
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who  participate  in  other  sports  in  the  Regional  Paries,  and  that 
the  purpose  of  the  parks  is  to  provide  space  for  recreational 
facilities  for  those  large  numbers  of  persons  who  have  no  oppor- 
tunity to  find  recreation  elsewhere  and  vho   cannot  afford  the 
cost  of  recreation  at  any  distance  from  their  homes.  He  pointed 
out  that  to  act  against  fundamental  principles  upon  which  the 
pnrk  policy  is  based  would  be  to  destroy  the  enjoyment  of  the 
parks  by  the  masses  to  whom  the  park  is  an  essential  place  for 
recreation. 

Director  Macdonald  was  of  the  opinion  that  if  the  expansion  of 
th':  Regional  Parks  should  include  territory  farther  south  in 
Alameda  County,  perhaps  some  flat  land  could  bo  purchased  in  an 
isolated  area  specifically  for  the  purpose  of  use  by  sports  car 
owners. 

The  Board  unanimously  agreed  that  neither  funds  nor  space  for 
construction  of  a  sports  car  track  are  available  and  that  Grass 
Valley  Regional  Park  would  not  lend  itself  to  the  su.igested  plan 
presented. 


VII.  NEW  BUSINESS. 


The  Board  set  the  date  for  its  meeting  in  December  as  December  l8, 
as  has  been  the  custom  in  the  past,  thereby  making  it  ^  ossible  for 
the  park  employees  to  receive  their  pay  warrants  before  Christmas. 


VIII.  ADJOURNMENT.

V.  GENERAL  MANAGER'S  REPORT. 

A.  All  three  of  our  directors  were  re-elected  without  opposition  at  the 
General  Election  on  November  6.  iir.  Roberts,  as  usual,  put  in  a 
great  deal  of  time  and  work  on  securing  the  nomination  papers  for 
the  directors,  with  all  directors  qualified  ivith  a  margin  of  over 
one  hiindred  above  the  required  number  of  signatures.  Mr.  Roberts 
obtained  200  good  signatures  through  his  own  effort. 

B,  Proposition  C  for  the  annexation  of  all  of  Eden  Township  lying  out- 
side the  boundaries  of  the  East  Bay  Regional  Parks  vras  passed  by 
better  than  a  two-to-one  margin.  Hie  Hayward  Chamber  of  Commerce 
spearheaded  the  campaign^  and  the  Daily  Review,  the  Hayward  news- 
paper, supported  and  recommended  the  measure.  It  is  interesting  to 
note  that  another  measure  on  the  same  ballot  for  securing  o'er  $500,- 
000  for  construction  of  swimming  pools  by  the  Hayward  Recreation 
District  also  passed,  but  with  a  smaller  margin  than  the  Regional 

Parks  proposition. 

The  acquisition  of  all  of  Eden  Township  provides  us  with  more  area 
than  was  in  the  district  previously.  The  possibility  now  exists  for 
requesting  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  remove  the  tax  from  some  of 
the  land  now  being  taxed  because  of  the  fact  that  it  was  outside  the 
district.  Much  of  this  property  is  now  inside  the  district  and  there- 
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fore  is  eligible  for  removal  of  the  tax.  533 

ae 

C.  President  -^bley  invited  Howard  Robinson,  Director  of  the  East  Bay- 
Municipal  Utility  District,  to  meet  at  lunch  with  him,  Director 
Macdonald,  and  the  General  Manager  on  Thursday,  Wov ember  l5.  '^'hey 
discussed  the  possibilities  of  the  Park  District's  acquiring  Chapar- 
ral Hili  and  Siesta  Valley,  Little  satisfaction  toward  this  end  was 
gainedj  however,  there  appears  to  be  more  opportunity  to  secure  Cha- 
parral Hill  than  to  get  Siesta  Valley.  Mr,  Hobinson  pointed  out 
that  Siesta  Valley  will  become  very  valuable  land  for  subdividing 
purposes  when  the  new  highway  is  finished  with  a  bypass  which  would 
take  off  directly  beside  the  property,  which  \cLll  make  it  available 
and  very  desireable  for  subdivision.  Chapparral  Hill  contains  ap- 
proximately  Cl60,000  on  an  installment  basis.  The  Utility  District 
would  wish  to  withhold  a  portion  of  the  property  for  a  tank  site.    | 

D.  On  November  19,  the  General  Manager  met  with  representatives  of  the 
Hayward  Chamber  of  Commerce  in  Hayward  and  gave  them  a  report  on 
plans  for  development  of  Grass  Valley.  Naturally  the  people  of  Eden 
township  are  interested  in  the  extension  of  facilities  in  their  dir- 
ection. A  report  has  been  made  by  a  representative  of  the  Alameda 
Board  of  Supervisors,  which  is  working  on  having  land  set  aside  for 
the  possible  purchase  by  the  State  with  tidelands  oil  fvinds. 

E.  The  nice  weather  that  continued  through  November  attracted  a  large 
number  of  people  to  the  parks.  On  Saturdays  and  Sunday's  the  parks 
are  almost  as  crowded  as  they  were  during  the  sur-iraer  months.  The 
fire  hazard  has  returned,  and  we  must  keep  a  close  watch  for  fire 
breaking  out  at  a  time  when  we  are  least  acle  to  cope  with  it. 

F.  Charles  Knights  of  i^erkeley  has  contributed  a  grove  of  one  h\mdred 
giant  sequoias  to  the  Regional  Parks.  They  have  been  planted  with 
the  assistance  of  Vx,   Knights  and  manbers  of  the  Berkeley  Hiking 
Club  to  form  a  fine  grove  near  the  soft  rock  quarry  on  the'  Wildcat 
Road  to  Inspiration  Point. 

G.  A  grove  of  one  hundred  Monterey  pines  has  been  donated  by  the  North 
Oakland  Kiwanis  Club.  This  is  the  second  grove  of  one  hundred 
trees  that  they  have  given  in  the  past  two  years.  These  trees  were 
planted  near  South  Gate  ^oad  above  the  Wildcat  ^'■oad  intersection. 
They  were  in  five-gallon  cans  and  are  2-i/2  to  3  feet  tall.  An 
appropriate  sign  marking  the  gift  of  trees  has  been  erected. 

The  Board  voted  unanimously  in  favor  of  the  '-•eneral  Manager's  wri- 
ting letters  to  Mr.  Knights  and  to  the  North  Oakland  Kiwanis  Club 
to  express  the  appreciation  of  the  Board  for  these  groves  of  trees. 

H.  Work  Progress  Report:  We  are  still  spending  more  time  on  mainten- 
ance work  than  is  usual  during  this  season.  However,  along  with 
this  maintenance,  the  foixowing  new  work  was  either  started  or  ac- 
complished during  the  month  of  November: 

1.  Tilden  Regional  Park: 

a.  Completed  p^^uring  lU  yards  of  concrete  for  a  slab  near  the 
service  yard  for  use  as  a  wash  rack  and  for  working  on  large 
equipment  such  as  tractors. 

b.  Hauled  in  9k   loads  (about  250  yards)  of  rock  and  rocked  the 
upper  service  yard. 

c.  Planted  and  staked  a  grove  of  one  hundred  pine  trees  dona- 
ted by  the  North  Oakland  Kiwanis  Club. 

d.  Completed  and  installed  two  20'  picnic  tables  at  Canp  Pa- 
dre. 

e.  Constructed  and  installed  one  8'  table  at  Canp  Padre. 

f .  Hauled  in  four  large  truckloads  of  pallets  from  the  Ameri- 
can Can  Co,  to  be  used  for  firewood. 

g.  Carried  on  with  work  around  Jewel  Lake,  cleaning  and  re- 
moving brush  from  the  native  plant  life, 

h.  Put  in  a  new  compressor  at  the  service  yard, 

2.  Tildoi  Golf  Course: 

a.  Felled  and  cleaned  up  lU  large  eucalyptus  trees. 

b.  Add  :d  an  additional  sprinkler  on  No.  l  fairway,  using  60' 
of  1"  pipe. 
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c.  ^^uilt  two  check  dams  in  "'^iidcat  Creek  to  prevent  erosion, 
using  logs  and  rocks. 

d.  Laid  200'   of  sod  from  the   sod  nursery  on  worn  aprons  of  the 
greens. 

e.  Aerified  the  front  nine  greens  and  also  used  $0  lbs.   of 
charcoal,    100  lbs,   of  milorganite  and  one  yard  of  sand  per 
green. 

f.  Diverted  a  12'    drain  from  the  service  yard  into  the  30" 
culvert  of  the  creek, 

3.     Temescal  Regional  Park: 

a*     Carved  and  painted  ten  signs  for  all  parks. 

b.  Removal  of  willow  trees  and  debris  from  the  spillway''  is  30^ 
complete. 

c.  Pushed  sand  to  the  back  of  the  beach  with  the  grader. 

d.  The  rebuilding  of  the  fire  circle  in  the  Willowbrook  Area 
is  50?o  complete. 

e.  Scraped  and  painted  the  metal  pilings  which  support  the  di- 
ving platform, 

ii.     Redwood  Regional  Park: 

a.  Completed  construction  of  a  10  x  10  x  20'   septic  tank  for 
the  new  restroom  building  near  Maple  Area. 

b.  Changed  the  course  of  the  creek  in  three  different  places 
to  prevent  its  undermining  the  entrance  road. 

c.  Planted  rye,   oats  and  willow  cuttings  along  the  new  fills 
on  the  creek  bank  to  prevent  erosion. 

d.  Installed  a  36*  concrete  culvert  20'   long  at  Girls'   Camp 
and  another  culvert  20'  long  at  Girls'   Camp. 

e.  Installed  1^0 •   of  eucalyptus  barrier  at  Girls'   Camp. 

f.  Painted  the  exterior  of  the  Piedmont  Stables;  repaired  the 
roof  and  replaced  moulding  at  the  base  of  the  wall  around 
the  stable. 

g.  Hauled  four  large  truckloads  of  flats  from  the  American 
Can  Co.  to  be  used  in  the  parks  for  firewood. 

h.     Log-oiled  the  Pergola  restroom,  the  concession  building, 
the  horsehoe  courts  backstop,   and  baseball  backstop  at 
Roberts  Area, 

i.     Constructed  a  concrete  manhole  along  the  sewer  line  at  the 
Roberts  Area. 

j.     Installed  kxk  posts  at  all  stand-pipe  hydrants  at  the  Ro- 
berts Area. 

5.     Grass  Valley  Regional  Park: 

a.  Installed  200'   of  2"  water  pipe  to  the  new  picnic  area  on 
Skyline  31vd, 

b.  Installed  U,000'    of  l"  water  pipe  from  the   Skyline   Blvd. 
caretaker's  quarters  at  the  stable. 

c.  Used  the  grader  and  TD18  tractor  to  dig  ditches  and  back- 
fill necessary  for  installation  of  water  lines. 

VI.   UNFINISHED  BUSINESS, 

A.     The  request  by  concessionaire  Bernard  Segal  for  a  reduction  to  10^ 
of  the  12-l/2/t  of  gross   sales  which  he  pays  to  the  Park  District 
has  been  carefully  studied  by  the  General  Manager,     Under  the  pre- 
sent contract,  no  payment  is  made  to  the  parks  by  Mr,    Segal  during 
four  months  in  the  winter  v^en  he  operates  the  coffee  shop  at  the 
golf  clubhouse.     It  would  seem  reasonable  to  reduce  his  percentage 
to  11%  and  to  charge  him  this   percentage  in  those  winter  months 
during  which  he  has  been  allowed  to  operate  free. 

In  this  connection,  the  General  Manager  has  made  a  survey  of  food 
prices  being  charged  by  all  concessionaires  in  the  Regional  Parks, 
as  well  as  comparative  food  prices  charged  in  the  Oakland  and  Ala- 
meda parks.     In  general  the  prices  charged  in  the  Regional  Parks 
are  on  a  par,  with  Segal  a  few  per  cent  higher  than  most  other  con- 
cessionaires. 

The   Board  of  Directors  concurred  with  the  General  Manager's  recom- 
mendation that  Mr.    Segal's  contract  for  park  concessions  be  renewed 
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for  the  next  two  years,  to  expire  December  31 >  1958,  and  that 
the  terms  should  be  amended  under  the  renewed  contract  to  re- 
quire a  ten  per  cent  payment  each  month  of  the  year,  based  on 
gross  sales.  The  i:ioard  further  instructed  the  General  Manager 
to  see  that,  in  view  of  food  prices  established  by  other  con- 
cessionaires, the  price  of  coffee  at  the  clubhouse  be  limited 
to  ten  cents  per  cup. 

B,  On  Thursday,  November  8,  senator  Sutton  and  Senator  Breed,  both 
on  the  Senate  Interim  Committee  for  Parks  and  Beaches,  along 
with  the  President  S  bley.  Director  Macdonald  and  the  General 
Manager  toured  all  the  Regional  Parks.  Senator  Sutton  was  very 
complementary  concerning  the  parks,  expressing- himself  as  hav- 
ing had  no  idea  that  the  Regional  Park  District  has  progressed 
so  far  since  its  inception.  He  is  recommending  tc  a  great 
manv  communities  in  the  state  that  they  form  a  regiL,nai  park 
district. 

Senator  Sutton  also  expressed  himself  as  being  in  favor  of  us- 
ing money  from  the  tidelands  oil  fund  to  buy  park  land  for  com- 
munities that  had  an  organization  set  up  to  develop  and  admi- 
nister land  acquired  in  tnis  way. 

VII.  NEW  BUSINESS 

A,  A  claim  has  been  received  against  the  Regional  Park  District 
for  $5,000  for  costs  and  medical  expenses  to  cover  an  alleged 
injury  to  Leonard  Castaneda,  The  claim  was  filed  by  his 
guardian,  Philip  Castaneda,  and  reads  in  part  as  follows: 

"At  the  time  and  place  above  mientioned.  Lake  Temescal,  Clai- 
mant Leonard  Castaneda  d  ve  into  the  lake  from  the  shore  and 
seriously  injured  himself  as  a  result  of  the  dangerous  condi- 
tion there  exj. sting  on  the  bottom  of  said  lake  area." 

The  accident  report  made  out  by  the  lifeguard  on  the  date  of 
this  accident  stated  that  the  boy  received  a  two  inch  cub  on 
his  hand  as  a  result  of  diving  from  the  beach  area  where  signs 
are  posted  to  call  attention  of  swimmers  to  the  fact  that  no 
diving  is  allowed  at  this  point.  The  claim  has  bee:  referred 
to  our  insurance  broker,  Mr.  P.  S.  W,  Ramsden. 

B.  The  General  Manager  requests  permission  to  advertise  for  bids 
within  the  next  sixty  days  for  two  new  dump  truck  chassis. 

It  will  only  be  necessary  to  secure  bids  on  the  chassis  alone 
because  of  the  fact  that  we  will  be  able  to  remove  the  bodies 
of  the  trucks  we  now  own  and  set  them  on  new  chassis.  The 
two  diunp  trucks  for  which  we  wish  to  replace  chassis  have  been 
in  use  since  l95lj  and  the  necessary  repairs  indicate  that  re- 
placement of  the  chassis  should  be  made  at  t.wis  time.

IV.  COMMUNICATIONS. 

A.  Letter  of  DecemberlO,  1956,  received  from  Phyllis  Smith  of  the 
Sierra  ^lub,  referring  to  the  use  of  Grass  Valley.  Miss  Smith 
suggests  that  Grass  Valley  ba  maintained  in  its  natural  state 
with  only  a  section  developed  for  use  by  those  who  wish  to  par- 
ticipate in  their  particular  forms  of  recreation.  Miss  Smith's 
letter  points  out  that  auto  racing  in  certain  areas  has  had  to 
be  Closed  down  due  to  the  number  of  accidents  that  occurred;

B.  Letter  of  December  13,  1956,  received  from  Samuel  H.  Wagener, 
of  the  Alameda  County  Probation  Committee,  informing  the  Park 
Board  of  tne  intention  of  the  Probation  Committee  to  organize 
a  Senior  Boys'  Camp  as  a  facility  to  which  boys  needing  a  2ii 
hour  training  program  may  be  committed  by  the  Juvenile  Court. 
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The  plan  is  to  have  a  work  program;  and  in  order  that  this  may 
be  constructive,  educational  and  practical,  they  feel  that  work- 
ing in  the  Regional  Parks  would  enable  thera  to  furnish  the  type 
of  program  they  are  interested  in.  Mr.  Wagener  asks  for  an  op- 
portunity to  speak  with  a  representative  of  the  Board  to  discuss 
the  possibilities  of  their  using  the  Regional  Parks  for  this  pur- 
pose. 

The  Board  was  -unanimously  in  favor  of  the  plan  presented  by  Mr, 
Wagener  and  instructed  the  General  Manager  to  work  out  details 
of  a  work  program  with  him, 

C,  Letter  of  December  k,   1956,  received  from  Edward  Hiii,  President 
of  the  Metropolitan  Horsemen's  Association,  urging  the  Park 
Board  to  continue  its  policy  of  refusing  to  permit  a  drag  strip 
or  automobile  race  course  in  the  Regional  Parks, 

The  Board  of  Directors  reiterated  their  previous  remarks  to  the 
effect  that  their  opinion  is  that  parks  such  as  the  Regional 
Parks  should  not  be  put  to  this  kind  of  use. 

D,  Copy  of  a  letter  of  December  lU,  I95t>,  received  from  the  East 
Bay  Municipal  Utility  District,  signed  by  Mr,  H,  J,  Wickman, 
Land  Agent,  written  to  Mrs,  R,  F,  Wiltse  of  the  D.  A.  R.  Mrs, 
Wiltse  had  written  to  the  E.  B.  M,  U.  D,  requesting  that  her 
organization  is  interested  in  preservation  of  the  Redwood  Can- 
yon area  for  park  purposes.  Mr,  Wickman  replied  that  at  the 
present  time  tne  Utility  District  has  no  plans  for  disposal  of 
the  property  but  tnat  if  and  when  it  is  to  be  sold,  tney  will 
advise  the  Regional  Park  District, 

V.  GENERAL  MANAGER'^  REPORT. 

A,  We  are  carrying  on  a  patrol  in  Tilden  Park  up  until  1:00  a.m. 
to  prevent  people  from  cutting  pine  trees  to  use  for  Christmas 
trees.  To  date  we  have  already  lost  three  Santa  iiucia  fir  trees 
that  were  about  i2'  high,  very  hard  to  raise,  and  very  valuable. 
Our  patrol  is  covering  the  park  as  regularly  as  possible,  but 

in  spite  of  this  we  still  do  lose  some  trees, 

B,  We  have  cut  greens  and  branches  from  a  number  of  our  pine  trees 
and  redwoods  and  given  them  to  organizations  such  as  Fairmont 
County  Hospital,  Veterans'  Hospitals,  churches,  and  other  chari- 
table organizations, 

C,  We  have  continued  to  have  a  great  deal  of  nice  weather  in  the 
parks,  and  our  attendance  is  nanging  on  a  great  deal  later  than 
usual,  A  number  of  parties  are  taking  place  at  the  Brazilian 
Room  and  at  the  Lake  Temescal  Clubhouse.  The  dry  weather  has 
prevented  us  from  putting  out  as  many  trees  as  we  would  have 
otherwise;  but  over  3,000  trees  have  been  secured  from  the 
State  Forestry  Department,  and  we  are  waiting  to  plant  them 
when  we  get  some  wet  weather, 

D,  Work  Progress  Report:  Only  a  short  time  has  elapsed  since  the 
last  meeting,  but  since  tnen  tne  following  new  work  has  been 
either  started  or  accomplished  during  the  period: 

1,  Tilden  Regional  Park 

a.  Completed  the  log  barrier  around  the  lawn  area  at  the 
'  ;          Nature  Area  to  prevent  cars  from  crossing  and  wearing 

out  the  grass  in  that  area. 

b.  Completed  a  new  room  in  the  little  barn  for  storing  hay, 

c.  Worked  over  and  installed  new  belts  on  a  table  saw  in 
the  service  yard, 

d.  Started  tearing  down  the  TD  9  small  tractor  in  prepara- 
tion for  giving  it  a  complete  overhaul  and  installing 

a  new  clutch  and  front  roller  bearings. 

e.  Replaced  new  and  larger  signs  for  directions  to  archery 
range. 

f.  Installed  new  hanging  signs  for  No,  2  Pine  Grove  Picnic 
Area. 

g.  Completed  one  new  20'  redwood  table  at  Padre  Picnic  Area, 
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h.  Painted  white  lines  on  South  Gate  Road  from  entrance  to 
Botanic  Gardens. 

i.  Hauled  60  loads  of  manure  to  Meadows  f^layfield  and 
spread;  also  hauled  10  loads  of  manure  to  merry-go- 
round  lawn, 

2.  Tilden  Golf  Course 

a.  Completed  building  second  check  dam  on  Wildcat  Creek 
along  No,  6  fairway  to  prevent  water  from  washing  out 
edges  of  fairways . 

b.  Aerified  all  nine  greens  on  back  nine  of  golf  course 
and  top-dressed,  using  sand,  milorganite,  and  charcoal, 

c.  Overhauled  and  sharpened  three  greens  mowers. 

d.  Cut  out  eleven  stumps  along  the  edges  of  fairways, 

e.  Cut  down  nine  large  eucalyptus  trees  on  course  and 
bucked  up  for  firewood, 

f.  Spread  2^  yards  of  manure  on  tees  on  golf  course. 

3.  Temescal  Regional  Park 

a.  Set  out  60  pyracantha  plants  along  the  entrance  to  the 
park, 

b.  Carved  and  painted  three  park  signs, 

c.  Added  10'  of  heavy  chain  at  entrance  to  bridge  as  a 
safety  precaution, 

d.  Hauled  lU  truckloads  of  manure  from  Redwood  Canyon  to 
spread  on  Bowl  and  Lakeside  playfield  area  lawns, 

e.  Repaired  broken  culvert  running  under  driveway, 

U.  Redwood  Regional  Park 

a.  Completed  construction  of  septic  tank  for  the  new  rest- 
room  building. 

b.  Started  construction  of  restroom  building,  now  30%   com- 
plete. 

c.  Constructed  rock  head  walls  for  the  36"  culvert  at 
Girls'  Camp  and  a  20"  culvert  at  same  location. 

d.  Hauled  60  truckloads  of  manure  to  the  ballfield  play- 
ground and  lawns  around  the  marry-go-round  at  the  Rob- 
erts Area. 

e.  Painting  the  interior  of  the  bathouse  at  the  Roberts 
Area  is  SOfo   complete. 

5.  Grass  Valley  Regional  Park 

a.  Started  constructing  part  of  the  Macdonald  Trail  again. 

b.  Regraded  1500'  of  same  trail  constructed  last  year;  re- 
paired slides  and  washouts, 

c.  Installed  600'  of  2"  water  pipe  lines  through  new  pic- 
nic areas  in  Grass  Valley, 

VI.   UNFINISHED  BUSINESS. 

A.  On  liecember  6,  President  Sibley,  Director  Macdonald,  and  General 
Manager  Walpole  met  at  the  lemescal  Office  with  Mr.  Howard  Ro- 
binson, Director,  and  Mr.  Phil  Wagner,  i^operties  Division  Mana- 
ger of  the  East  Bay  Municipal  Utility  District  to  talk  about 
purchase  of  221^  acres  known  as  Chaparral  Hiii.  This  land  adjoins 
the  south  end  of  Tiiden  Park. 

Mr.  Robinson  stated  that  the  Utility  District  is  asking  $200,000 
for  this  property,  witn  a  down  payment  of  not  less  than  |;75,000. 
They  want  the  balance  paid  off  at  a  minimum  of  $20,000  per  year 
at  3s%   interest  on  the  unpaid  balance.  The  terms  seemed  a  little 
unreasonable  to  tne  two  directors  present,  and  it  was  decided 
to  bring  the  matter  before  the  Board  at  tnis  meeting. 

There  is  a  possibility  tnat  tne  Park  District  could  negotiate 
a  purcnase  of  tnis  land  with  an  offer  of  $160,000.  A  down  pay- 
ment of  $75,000  could  be  made  out  of  funds  on  nand,  and  the  bal- 
ance might  be  paid  in  full  within  a  year  to  eliminate  the  neces- 
sity of  paying  interest. 
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President  Sibley  stated  tinat  he  believed  this  land  to  be  very 
desireabxe  as  park  land;  and  axthough  tne  Utility  District  is 
asking  $200,000,  the  Board  considered  making  an  offer  of 
$i6u,U00, 

Directors  Goodrich,  Mulvany,  and  Macdonaxd  felt  that  the  Board 
should  consider  the  importance  of  developing  Grass  Valley  i^egi- 
onal  I'ark  and  suggested  that  the  Park  Board  obtain  an  appraisal 
of  this  property  before  taking  any  action.  Director  Muivany 
was  asked  to  contact  Mr.  Jewett  to  get  the  appraisal  before  the 
next  meeting  of  the  Board,

Utiliaztion  and  Administration  of  Land  and  Water  Areas  and  Fa- 
cilities,  Pertaining  to  Opportunities  for  Outdoor  Recreation 
Which  Exist  or  May  Be  Needed  in  the  Forseeable   Future."     This 
plan  has  now  been  introduced  as  Assembly  Bij.1  32  to  add  Section 
8750  to  the  Pubxic  Resources  Code  of  California.     The  Board  of 
Directors  of  the  Sierra  Club  has  unanimously  supported  the  prin- 
ciple of  the  plan  with  the  belief  that   it  will  provide  tne   best 
long  range  protection  for  the  parks  of  the  state  against  their 
being  used  primarily  for  mass  recreational  purposes, 

Mr,   Leonard  further  states  tnat  the   Sierra  Ciub   Board  unanimously 
supported  the  Executive  Conimittee  of  the  Board  and  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Bay  Chapter  with  respect  to  types   of  recreationax  facili- 
ties to  be  permitted  in  some  areas  of  the  Regional  Parks,     In 
the  resolution  their  Board  recognized  that  although  sports   car 
facilities  m/ight  be  a  proper  and  legal  responsibility  of  a  Re- 
gional Park   District,   the  use  of  a  particular  area  such  as  Grass 
Valley  should  be  for  its  highest  and  best  use  for  the  public  in- 
terest in  the  long  r\in,   considering  qualitative  values  as  much 
as  quantitative  figures,     A  copy  of  this  resoxution  will  be  trans- 
mitted to  the  Regionax  Park  Board, 

VII.     GEHERAx.  MANAGER'S  REPORT." 

A.     The  manager  and  his  assistant,  Tom  Flood,   attended  the  Eighth  An- 
nuax  Conference  of  the  Caxi  fornia  Society  of  the  American  Insti- 
tute of  Park   Executives,    of  which  the  manager    's  president,    on 
January  20  to  23  at  San  Jose.      The   conference  was  extremely  in- 
teresting.    Director  Macdonaid  took  part  in  the  commissioner's 
section,  wiicn  is  newxy  formed.     The    registration  of  over  2x5 
made  this  one  of  the  most   outstanding  conferences  ever  held  in 
the  state  of  California, 

There  were  a  number  of  very  interesting  speakers  who    covered 
the  theme:      "Parks  of  Tomorrow — Are  We  Ready."     A  special  golf 
workshop   session  was  held;   and  axi  in  ail,  the  subjects  on  the 
program  were  of  special  interest  to  park  people. 


B,  Alameda  Coionty  is  moving  ahead  with  its  plans  to  ask  for  approxi- 
mately five  million  dollars  from  the  state  tideiands  oil  fund 
for  purcnasing  additional  land  in  southern  Alameda  County.  One 
piece  of  land  \inder  consideration  is  tne  Garin  Ranch,  Tne  General 
Manager  has  nad  an  opportunity  to  look  at  this  property,  as  nave 
President  Sibley  and  Uirector  Macdonald;  and  it  looks  quite  suit- 
able for  use  as  a  regional  park,  aithougn  it  does  not  contain 

any  area  wnere  construction  of  a  golf  course  would  be  possible. 

The  county  plans  to  ask  for  funds  to  buy  some  three  thousand  acres 
of  land  in  southern  Alameda  County.  A  preliminary  report  nas  been 
prepared  on  which  the  county's  request  will  be  b^sed. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  is  still  thinking  in  terms  of  having  the 
East  Bay  Regional  Park  District  administer  this  land  for  the 
county,  and  we  should  know  before  long  just  how  successful  the 
county  will  be  with  its  request  for  state  mon^, 

C,  The  Junior  Rangers  had  tneir  Cnristmas  Party  in  the  Nature  Area 
a  few  days  before  Christmas,  and  over  173  attended.  Jack  Parker 
puts  on  this  party  each  year  for  tne  Junior  Rangers,  and  the  par- 
ents now  take  as  much  interest  and  pride  in  tne  Christmas  Party 
as  they  do  in  their  annual  spring  open  house. 

D.  We  are  still  suffering  from  a  shortage  of  water,  and  the  situa- 
tion could  become  desparate  unless  we  receive  more  water  during 
the  months  of  February  and  March,  It  is  hoped  that  the  rainfall 
catches  up  with  the  normal  amount  to  be  expected — otherwise  we 
may  be  in  serious  difficulties  from  lack  of  water,  and  the  fire 
hazard  next  summer  would  be  greatly  aggravated. 

E.  During  the  month  of  January  tne  following  new  work  was  either 
started  or  completed; 

1.  Tilden  Reglonax  Park 

a.  Planted  approximately  1,000  trees  in  the  Nature  Area. 
About  500  Douglas  firs  were  planted  in  back  of  the  logging 
area  in  Tilden  Park,  near  Jewex  Lake. 

b.  A  new  trail,  called  "The  Ranger's  Trail,"  is  being  con- 
structed in  the  Nature  Area.  Tnis  trail  is  really  an  ob- 
stacle course,  but  the  kids  enjoy  it;  it  wiij.  be  used  for 
youth  groups, 

c-.  Pruned  the  large  pine  grove  opposite  Racoon  Flat  in  the 
Nature  Area,  removed  five  dead  pines  near  inspiration 
Point,  and  started  pruning  tne  uines  hear  Nimitz  Way. 
All  the  suckers  were  cut  out  of  the  eucaljrptus  trees 
that  were  left  over  by  the  logging  crews. 

d.  Constructed  eight  sets  of  concrete  table  le'.s(nine  to  a 
set)  for  use  in  building  picnic  tables, 

e.  Planted  2,000  Douglas  fir  seedlings  throughout  the  park. 

f.  Installed  one  new  20'  picnic  table  and  one  10'  table  at 
Indian  Camp,  using  concrete  legs  and  redwood  tops. 

g.  Constructed  a  new  retaining  wall  at  the  Lake  Anza  spill- 
way, which  is  25 'x6', 

h.  Constructed  a  cement  stairway  from  tne  road  at  Lake  Anza 

to  tne  Boat  float,  'i'nis  stairway  is  20'  long  and  nas  a 

center  nand  rail  for  safety, 
i.  Hauled  15  loads  of  manure  to  the  Meadows  Playfield  and 

top-dressed  the  area, 
j.  Cut  out  eucalyptus  suckers  and  trimmed  brush  and  wixd 

blackberries  along  the  bank  at  the  Meadows  play  area. 
k.  Carried  on  replacement  of  log  barriers  at  Lake  Anza  with 

steel  posts  and  chain  similar  to  the  type  of  barrier  we 

nave  installed  at  Lake  Temescal. 

2.  Tilden  Golf  Course 

a.  Constructed  a  50'  path  behind  No,  7  green, 

b.  Installed  wooden  posts  and  chain  gates  around  the  edges 
of  the  golf  course  to  prevent  cars  from  driving  onto  the 
course, 

c.  Planted  5^'  redwood  trees  on  the  golf  course  to  replace 
the  eucalyptus  trees  that  nave  been  removed. 
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d,  Set  up  a  new  balj.  washer  at  tne   driving  range. 

e.  Cut  down  and  bucked  up  18  eucalyptus  trees  xn  tne  area 
where  redwood  trees  were  planted. 

3.     Temescai  Regional  Park 

a.  Constructed  a  10'    stone  bench  at  the  park   entrance. 

b.  Built   one  20'   picnic  table  in  the  Bowl  Area. 

c.  Put  up  70'    of  two-inch  wooden  fence  as  a  safety  precau- 
tion, 

d.  Carved  and  painted  two  new  park   signs. 

e.  Changed  the  guard  fence  to  a  swinging  gate  at  the   request 
of  the  state  dam  commission. 

f.  Repaired  wiring  and   installed  two  new  electric  switches 
at  the  park   office. 

g.  Painted  and  repaj.red  all  gates  at  the   entrances  to  Lake 
Temescai  Regional  Park, 

U,     Redwood  Regional  Park 

a.  Constructed  a  walkway  3'   wide  and  UO'    long  at  the  Redwood 
Peak  residence. 

b.  Constructed  an  addition  to  the  laundry   room,   6'xb'    at  the 
Redwood  Peak   residence. 

c.  Carried  on  construction  of  restrooms  at  Maple  picnic 
area;  work  is  now  10%  complete. 

d.  Planted  100  pounds  of  rice  seed  on  the  bands  at  the  Rob- 
erts Area  and  at  the  Girls'    Camp  area, 

e.     Prefabricated  lb  concrete  picnic  table  legs. 

f.  Repaired  seven  double  picnic  firepits  at  tne  Roberts 
Area, 

g.  Worked  over  and  painted  and  log-oiied  the  interior  of 
the  bathhouse  at  the  Roberts  Area. 

S»     Grass  Valley  Regional  Park 

a.  Hauled  and  spread  100  truck  loads  of  quarried  rock   aiong 
theroad  near  the  barn. 

b.  Installed  two  extra  3Ci"   concrete  culvert  pipes  at  the 
entrance  to  the  Macdonald  Trail. 

c.  Constructed  one  picnic  table  and  thinned  tne  eucalyptus 
trees  in  the  new  picnic   area. 

d.  Constructed  1,^00'    of  trail  with   the  TDlb  tractor. 

e.  Constructed  one  rock  drinking  fountain  at  tne  new  Chabot 
Gate  Picnic  Area. 

VII.     UNFINISHED  BUSINESS. 

A.     As  yet,   an  appraiser  has  not  been  found  to  go   over  the  Chaparral 
Hill  property  to  give  an  up-to-date  appraisal.     We  find  that  m(5St 
appraisers   are  in  tremendous   demand  and  tnat   tneir   services  are 
not  easily  procured.     However,    Director  Muivany  has  been  working 
on  the  problem,   and  we  should  be  able  to  obtain  an  appraisal  be- 
fore long. 

VIII.  NEW  BUSINESS.

E.  Letter  received  from  Geoffrey  Cook,  Research  Director  of  tne 
State  Assembly  Interim  Committee  on  Municipal  and  County  Govern- 
ment, enclosing  copies  of  and  explaining  Assembly  Bill  393ti.  This 
is  an  act  to  repeal  certain  portions  of  tne  Public  Resources 
Code  and  to  add  thereto.  The  proposal  relates  to  tne  creation 
of  recreation  and  park  districts  and  is  designed  to  provide 
legislation  to  reorganize  districts  already  formed.  Ordered 
filed. 

V.   GENERAL  MANAGER'S  REPORT. 

A.  Tne  Park  District  suffered  a  personal  tragedy  on  Monday, 
February  k,   when  our  Park  Supervisor  at  Lake  Temescal  Regional 
Park  was  stricken  with  a  heart  attack  in  the  morning.  Tne  fire 
department  was  called,  and  an  ambulance  was  there  within  twenty 
minutes,  rie  was  rushed  to  Permanente  Hospital,  but  was  pronounced 
dead  on  arrival  there.  Mr.  Kabeary  nad  been  with  the  parks  almost 
ten  years,  and  it  was  a  shock  to  everyone  to  loose  him  in  this 
manner.  He  has  approximately  four  and  one-half  months  of  pay 
coming  to  him  for  accumulated  vacation  and  overtime.  His  wife 
requested  tnat  this  be  paid  to  him  on  a  monthly  basis,  and  with 
the  permission  of  the  Board,  this  will  be  done. 

The  General  Manager  asked  the  Board  of  Directors  for  a  policy 
ruling  concern  in  the  payment  due  for  accumulated  vacation  and 
overtime  in  cases  of  deatn  of  a  park  employee.  Tne  Board  ruled 
that  this  money  could  be  paid  on  a  monthly  basis  or  paid  in  a 
lump  sum  if  the  widow  or  benificiary  wisned  it. 

B.  The  Manager  attended  a  meeting  witn  Lorenzo  Buckley,  head  of  the 
Probation  Department  of  Alameda  County  and  Buford  Fisher,  Chairman 
of  the  Probation  Board,  concerning  the  possibilities  of  working 
boys  being  held  in  the  Detention  Camp  in  Grass  Valley  Regional 
Park.  These  boys  will  be  between  tne  ages  of  16  and  Id,  and  would 
be  brought  to  tne  park  in  busses  for  a  six  to  seven  nour  work- 
day. All  discipline  and  control  of  personnel  would  be  done  by 
officers  of  the  juvenile  court.  Our  responsibixity  would  include 
laying  out  the  projects  for  the  boys  to  work  on  and  providing 
work  supervision.  Alameda  County  will  not  be  able  to  proceed 
with  tne  plan  until  January,  February  or  March  of  1938.  Tney 
plan  to  nave  between  iiO  and  60  bo^^s  in  tne  park  on  a  five-day 
week  basis. 

It  seems  almost  positive  that  a  great  deal  of  good  work  for  the 
park  would  be  accomplished  by  boys  of  this  age,  and  Grass  Valley 
Park  seems  to  be  an  ideal  place  for  them  to  work. 

C.  Although  the  recent  rain  has  Drought  tne  levels  of  tne  lakes 
closer  to  normal,  the  shortage  of  water  still  continues.  Lake 
Anza  is  about  lU  feet  below  its  total  capacity,  and  Temescal 
seems  to  be  filling  up  satisfactorily  from  its  natural  run-off 

from  Temescal  Creek.  ¥e  will  be  faced  with  a  serious  problem  in     i 
water  supply  in  Tilden  Park  unless  late  rains  fill  up  tne  lake. 
The  shortage  may  interfere  with  the  recreational  use  of  Lake         I 
Anza  unless  more  water  is  fortncoming. 

D.  The  President  of  the  Board  and  the  Manager  made  a  tour  of 
Southern  California  and  looked  at  recreational  and  park  facilities. 
We  particularly  checked  on  waterfront  recreational  areas,  and 
found  that  Southern  California  has  paid  a  great  deal  of  attention 
to  establishment  of  yacht  and  small  boat  narbors  for  recreational 
boats.   Fishing  is  a  large  recreational  factor  in  Southern  California, 
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as  is  small  boating .  We  also  found  in  Southern  California  a 
tendency  in  all  areas  to  join  together  to  pool  their  park  efforts. 
We  found  that  in  numerous  places  the  East  Bay  Regional  Park 
District  is  considered  a  model  operation,  and  many  cities  and 
counties  are  looking  at  the  Regional  Parks  ana  taking  steps  to 
establish  a  similar  type  of  park  and  recreational  facility. 

The  interest  we  found  in  waterfront  recreation  in  the  south  leads 
us  to  believe  that  Northern  California  has  been  somewhat  neglect- 
ful in  encouraging  and  buixoing  facilities  for  this  type  of 
recreation.  We  have  more  water  space  than  any  other  city  in  trie 
state,  and  have  facilities  for  exploiting  and  making  use  of  this 
highly  desireable  and  recreational  feature. 

One  of  the  big  points  brought  up  in  discussing  water  recreation 
is  the  fact  that  it  keeps  people  off  the  roads  and  out  on t he  water 
where  there  is  still  lots  of  room  for  moving  around  without  a 
traffic  problem. 

E.  Attendance  in  the  park  in  January  at  the  Golf  Course  set  a  new 
record.  We  grossed  $1;,662  on  the  golf  course,  which  is  the  largest 
amount  we  have  received  in  January.  If  attendance  continues  as 

it  has  been  in  February,  a  new  record  will  also  be  set  for  this 
time  of  the  year.  However,  there  are  drawbacks.  Usually  at  this 
time  of  the  year  we  expect  the  golf  course  to  get  a  little  rest 
from  the  heavy  play  during  the  rest  of  the  year,  giving  it  a  cnance 
to  recover  f rom t he  pounding  it  takes  during  the  summer.  This 
year  there  has  been  no  rest  for  the  course  at  ail  as  play  has 
been  continuous  throughout  the  entire  time,  and  consequently  we 
will  have  to  spend  a  great  deal  for  fertilizer  and  upkeep—more 
than  is  usually  necessary. 

F.  Work  Progress  Report.  During  the  month,  the  following  work 
was  either  started  or  completed  in  tne  Regional  Parks. 

1.  Tilden  Regional  Park. 

a.  Carried  on  the  major  overhaul  of  tne  small  7D9  tractor. 

b.  Installed  a  new  starter  and  repaired  the  cooling  system 
on  the  Flat  Bed  truck  used  in  Redwood  Regional  Park. 

c .  In  the  Nature  Area,  we  hauled  in  rock  from  the  soft  rock  quarry, 
and  rocked  the  areas  around  the  barn,  the  animal  cages  and  the 
parking  area. 

d.  Planted  l500  Douglas  Fir  seedlings. 

e.  Poured  four  sets  of  concrete  legs  for  picnic  tables. 

f .  Dug  U8  holes  and  cemented  in  steel  posts  along  the  roaa  at 
lake  Anza  parking  lot . 

g.  Installed  and  welded  to  the  posts,  3(ih   feet  of  heavy  chain  at 
the  Lake  Anza  parking  area . 

n.  Installed  12U'  of  pipe  welded  fence  at  Lake  Anza. 

i.  Built  two  retaining  walls  at  Lake  Anza  at  the  entrance  to 

the  spillway  to  prevent  dirt  banks  from  caving  in  into  the  lake, 
j.  Started  painting  all  chain  fence  and  link  chain  at  Lake  Anza. 
k.  Hauled  in  1500  yards  of  soft  rock  to  Camp  Padre  to  improve  the 

parking  area  there. 

1.  Hauled  crushed  rock  and  prepared  parking  area  for  emplovees 
outside  the  gate  at  the  Tilden  Ser>/-ice  Yard. 

2.  Tilden  Golf  Course. 

a.  Completed  building  a  wooden  rack  to  hold  the  new  ball  washer 
at  the  driving  range. 

b.  Planted  thirty- five  gallon  can  size  redwood  trees  on  tne 
golf  course. 

c.  Painted  the  kitchen  in  the  ciubnouse. 

d.  Repaired  and  replaced  30  sprinklers. 

e.  Replaced  2b'  of  sod  on  No.  3  green. 

f.  Repaired  the  2"  pipeline  in  tne  parking  lot  at  the  clubhouse, 
installing  60'  of  new  pipe  to  replace  the  old  pitted  pipe. 

g.  Hauled  7ii  yards  of  crushed  rock  from  the  quarry  to  be  used 
on  paths  thromgh  the  golf  course. 
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3.  Temescal  Regional  Park. 

a.  Constructed  and  painted  four  20'  picnic  tables. 

b.  Constructed  and  painted  three  10'  picnic  tables. 

c.  Cut  and  hauled  away  two  loads  of  brush.  Hauled  one  load  to 
Tilden  and  disposed  of  the  other  load  at  the  park  burning  pit, 

d.  Hauled  four  loads  of  crushed  rock  from  tne  quarry  to  be  used 
on  muddy  paths . 

e.  Assisted  in  laying  new  linoleum  in  the  main  office. 

f.  Planted  36  weeping  willow  trees  around  the  lake. 

g.  Repaired  the  cement  wall  on  the  beach  and  prepared  to  enlarge 
the  seating  capacity  using  the  wall  as  a  bench. 

U.  Redwood  Regional  Park. 

a.  Completed  construction  of  a  restroom  at  Orchard  picnic  area. 

b.  Planted  shrubs  in  front  of  the  restroom  building. 

c.  Completed  installing  500'  of  leaching  line  for  the  new  rest- 
room  at  Orchard  area. 

d.  Cut  and  hauled  away  250'  of  eucalyptus  logs  for  barriers  and 
bumper  rails  for  the  Roberts  Area. 

e.  Painted  57  garbage  cans  and  12  park  benches  at  the  Roberts  Area, 

f.  Rebuilt  two  latrines  at  the  railroad  area. 

g.  Reconstructed  tne  foot  bridge  and  railing  at  tne  Trail's  End 
Area. 

5.  Grass  Valley  Regional  Park. 

a.  Carried  on  construction  of  the  Vista  View  Picnic  area.  This 
area  is  over  90%   complete. 

b.  Thinned  out  2\x   eucalyptus  trees  and  poisoned  stumps. 

c.  Constructed  four  tables  10'  long  and  two  tables  20'  long  in 
the  picnic  area. 

d.  Constructed  one  rock  fountain  at  Chabot  picnic  area. 

VI.   UNFINISHED  BUSINESS. 

A.  Mr,  Mulvany  found  a  very  capable  appraiser  who  has  gone  over 
the  Chaparral  Hill  property  with  the  Manager,  and  as  soon  as  ne 
is  able  he  will  give  us  his  appraisal  of  the  property. 

B.  The  land  known  as  the  Sweet  Property  near  Grass  Valley  Regional 
Park  has  been  put  back  on  the  market.  It  was  originally  sold  to 
Oddstad  Homes  subdivision,  however,  Mr.  Oddstad  recently'"  announced 
that  he  is  turning  the  land  back  and  it  is  once  again  on  the 
market.  This  is  the  piece  of  land  that  has  a  great  deal  of 
recreational  value  and  has  been  looked  at  in  the  past  by  several 
of  our  Directors.  I  think  it  might  be  feasible  at  this  time  to 
see  if  we  could  get  a  price  on  the  land  so  that  we  would  have  some 
idea  of  what  the  asking  price  would  be. 

Mr.  Mulvany  stated  that  Mr.  Kitrelle  may  have  some  information 
as  to  the  asking  price  on  the  Sweet  Property,  and  that  he  would 
talk  with  him. 

C.  Director  Mulvany  reported  that  he  had  checked  on  the  government 
bonds  held  by  the  Park  District  and  had  found  that  they  could  be 
sold  at  par  value. 

Director  Mulvany  also  suggested  that  Certificates  of  Deposit  be 
obtained  for  a  portion  of  the  money  in  the  general  fund,  as  there 
is  a  substantial  amount  in  the  fund  that  would  not  be  needed  for 
normal  immediate  expenses.  The  Certificates  of  Deposit  would 
bring  interest,  the  amount  of  which  is  determined  upon  the  period 
of  time  covered  by  the  certificate. 

The  Board  voted  unanimously  in  favor  of  obtaining  Certificates  of 
Deposit  with  the  Bank  Of  America,  securing  $100,000  for  90  days, 
and  $100,000  for  six  months.  This  would  leave  a  balance  of  approx- 
imately $100,000  in  the  general  fund.  The  Certificates  may  be 
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renewed  upon  expiration,  and  the  funds  secured  by  Certificates 
of  Deposit  may  be  withdrawn  if  the  need  should  arise. 

General  Manager  Walpole  was  asked  to  contact  Mr.  C.  0.  Phillips, 
Treasurer  of  the  Park  District,  with  regard  to  the  handling  of 
this  matter,  and  to  do  so  at  once  so  that  tne  Certificates 
may  be  effective  March  1,  i9i)7. 

VII.   ADJOURNMENT . 

No  further  business  appearing  before  the  Board,  the  meeting  adjourned 
at  3:55  p.m.

IV.   COfMJNI  CATIONS. 

A.  Letter  dated  Marcn  5,  1957,  received  from  J.  R.  Knowland, 
Publisher  of  the  Oakland  Tribune,  expressing  nis  thanks  for 
the  resolution  adopted  by  tne  Park  Board  relating  to  tne 
appreciation  of  the  Board  for  park  publicity  given  in  the 
Tribune.   Ordered  filed. 

B.  Letter  of  March  7,  1957,  received  from  Niles  Kinney  of  the 
Mason-McDuffie  Company,  stating  that  tne  "Sweet  Property"  is 
now  for  sale.  Mr.  Kinney  gives  t he  price  now  asked  for  this 
land  as  $2,500  per  acre, and  suggests  that  an  offer  of  $100,000 
might  be  considered  by  Mr.  Andy  Oddstad,  the  present  owner. 
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General  Manager  Walpole  stated  tnat  tne  property  now  seems  to 
be  priced  out  of  reach  of  the  Park  District,  but  that  it  might 
be  possible  to  purchase  the  land  at  a  substantially  lower  price 
if  circumstances  were  right.   Director  Mulvany  offered  to  look  into 
the  matter  of  price  on  this  land  and  to  report  at  the  next  meeting 
on  his  findings. 

V.   GENERAL  MANAGER'S  REPORT. 

A.  Copies  of  the  Fourth  Partial  Report  of  the  Senate  Interim 
Committees  on  Recreation,  state  Beaches  and  Parks  for  19i?7  were 
mailed  to  all  directors.   It  may  be  inferred  from  the  report  of 
this  committee  tnat  tney  strongly  favor  the  giving  of  money  to 
existing  Regional  and  County  parks.  If  tne  assembly  acts  favor- 
ably upon  this  report,  it  would  seem  feasible  that  Alameda 
County  and  the  Regional  Park  District  would  be  in  line,  not  only 
for  money  in  a  lump  sum  to  begin  with,  but  also  for  continued 
support  over  the  years. 

Senate  Bill  709,  Section  6d22,  paragraph  (b)  says. . ."Thereafter 
there  snail  be  allotted  to  each  county  and  to  each  regional 
park  district  an  amount  to  be  determined  on  the  basis  of  one 
cent  per  acre  for  each  acre,  and  three  cents  per  person,  as 
established  by  the  1950  census,  for  each  resident,  within  the 
county  or  district. 

If  this  bill  passes,  and  we   receive  our  full  quota  as  established 
under  the  act,  we  would  be  provided  with  approximately  $300,000 
per  year  from  the  State  Beaches  and  Parks  Oil  Tideiands  Fund. 

B.  President  Sibley  and  the  General  Manager  have  made  a  number  of 
trips  through  Eden-and  Washington-Townships  to  look  at  land  that 
might  be  suitable  for  the  Regional  Parks  to  purchase  and  develop. 
We  have  been  particularly  interested  in  finding  sites  upon  which 
a  golf  course  could  be  constructed  at  a  substantially  lower  cost 
than  would  be  necessary  in  Grass  Valley  Regional  Park. 

On  Friday,  March  l5,  we  located  some  land  at  the  head  of  Niles 
Canyon  that  is  presently  farm  and  pasture  land,  which  would  be 
ideal  for  a  golf  course.  It  is  flat  enough  for  construction  of 
a  golf  course  at  minimum  cost.  There  is  going  to  be  a  tremendous 
demand  on  any  land  being  bought  in  the  crowded  Eden  Township,  and 
Washington  Township  areas  to  make  demands  for  certain  types  of 
active  use  almost  immediately  after  acquisition.   It  would  be 
feasible  to  make  certain  that  some  of  the  land  we  acquire  would 
be  level  and  accessible  enough  to  put  in  improvements  without 
excessive  preliminary  construction  involving  extensive  and  heavy- 
grading  and  road  building. 

Director  Mulvany  said  that  witn  the  increase  of  revenue  coming 
to  the  Park  District  from  Eden  Township,  it  would  behoove  the 
Park  Board  to  look  into  the  possibility  of  purchasing  land  in 
or  near  Eden  Township. 

Director  Macdonald  was  also  of  the  opinion  that  thought  should  be 
given  to  securing  property  for  a  park  centrally  located  near  Eden 
Township,  and  also  near  Washington  Township.  Upper  Niles  Canyon 
would  be  in  that  vicinity. 

C.  Our  water  problems  for  tne  year  seem  to  be  over.  The  rain  of 
March  has  brought  both  lakes  up  to  fu±l  level,  and  the  pxantings 
in  the  hills  have  benefitted  tremendously  from  the  late  rain.  If 
we  receive  more  rain  through  April,  there  would  be  a  normal  rain- 
fall for  the  year, 

D.  We  have  been  holding  a  number  of  meetings  with  the  youth  groups 

of  the  East  Bay  Area  which  are  extremely  interested  in  day  camping 
and  overnight  camping.  The  demand  for  this  type  of  activity  is 


growing  constantly,  and  one  of  tne  major  problems  is  to  provide 
the  areas,  provide  water,  decent  sanitation  facilities,  tables 
and  space  for  out-door  cooking.  During  tne  last  tnree  years 
four  first-class  flusn-type  sanitary  units  have  been  constructed, 
three  of  them  are  in  Redwood  Regional  Park,  and  one  is  in 
Tilden  Park,  The  average  cost  of  one  of  these  units,  with 
labor,  is  approximately  $r^,SOO.     We  are  handicapped  in  a 
number  of  areas  in  the  parks  due  to  lack  of  water  close  enough 
to  areas  such  as  overnJt':it  and  day  camp  areas,  to  install 
first-class  sanitary  facilities.  A  great  deal  of  money  will 
nave  to  be  expended  to  provide  water  and  sanitation  facili- 
ties '/jithin  the  next  two  years.  There  is  now  a  pressing 
need  for  at  least  five  Class  A  restrooms.  At  our  present 
price,  we  will  figure  on  spending  about  %3'^j^OO   on  tnis  one 
item  alone  during  the  next  two  years.  V/e  are  investigating 
an  all-metal  type  of  restroom  that  has  been  put  o;i  the  mar'<:et 
by  one  of  the  local  steel  companies.   If  this  restroom  appears 
to  be  prectical,  we  could  cut  our  installation  and  construction 
costs  by  .1^^2,500  to  $3,000. 

General  Manager  Walpoie  reported  tnat,  according  to  figures 
just  obtained,  that  it  would  cost  $2,dOO  for  a  restroom 
building  made  of  heavy  gauge  steel.  The  cost  of  erecting 
the  building  would  be  $UlO,  and  there  would  be  an  additional 
cost  of  $1,000  to  cover  plumbing  and  cement.   This  would  be 
a  total  cost  of  $U,200  for  each  restroom  building. 

The  Board  was  unanimously  in  favor  of  erecting  a  restroom  of 
this  type  in  Tilden  Regional  Park,  ?.nd  on  motion  of  Director 
Mulvany,  seconded  by  Director  Macdcnald,  the  following  resolu- 
tion was  adopted:

WHEREAS,  it  is  necessary  to  install  additional  rest- 
room  facilities  in  the  Regional  Parks,  and 

WHEREAS,  it  is  important  to  build  a  vandal-proof  type 
of  structure  for  this  purpose,  and  an  all-steel  building 
appears  to  be  the  most  practicax  type  of  construction, 

BE  IT  RESOLVED,  by  this  Board  of  Directors  of  the  East 
Bay  Regional  Park  District,  tnat  the  Generax  Manager  be,  and 
he  is  authorized  hereby,  to  advertise  for  bids  for  furnishing 
an  all-steel  restroom  building  to  the  Regional  Park  District, 
and  for  installation  of  said  building.

E.  Attendance  in  tne  park  during  the  month  of  March  fell  off 
some  due  to  the  heavy  rains  we  experienced,  however,  on  the 
weekends  that  have  been  nice,  a  large  number  of  people  nave 
come  into  the  parks.  Or;  Sunday,  March  17,  the  trout  pond 
opened  after  being  closed  all  winter,  and  had  one  of  the  best 
days  ever  experienced,  grossing  over  i^300  for  the  one  day. 
The  new  concessionaire,  Mr.  Wells,  seems  to  be  very  interested 
in  promoting  this  activity,  and  ran  a  number  of  ads  in  tne 
newspaper  before  his  opening  on  Sunday  tne  17th.  Consequently, 
it  would  seem  that  his  ads  paid  off — as  large  numbers  of  people 
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came  out,  anxious  to  try  tneir  hand  at  trout  fishing. 

F,  Vandalism  andteenaged  groups  prowling  the  parks  seem  to  be 
on  the  increase,  especially  in  Tilden  Park,  All  through  tne 
winter  we  have  been  troubled  with  large  numbers  of  teenagers 
coming  out  to  the  park  after  ten  or  eleven  o'cIock  at  night, 
and  staging  beer  busts,  tnrowing  beer  cans  all  over  the  park, 
racing  back  and  forth  on  park  roads  in  their  cars,  and  in 
general,  disturbing  the  peace.  We  have  arrived  at  the  point 
where  it  is  necessary  to  put  on  a  full-time  night  ranger  to 
patrol  the  park  and  break  up  these  juvenile  gangs.  We  are 
looking  for  a  retired  police  officer,  still  young  and  active 
enougn  t o  carry  on  a  campaign  of  keeping  tnese  teenagers 
moving  after  ten  o'clock  througnout  the  park.   We  are  also 
contemplating  tne  installation  of  gates,  which  we  previously 
discussed  with  the  directors,  to  close  the  roads  belonging 
to  the  park  after  ten  o'clock.  One  of  the  problems  of  these 
gates  is  that  they  have  to  be  closed  each  night  at  10  o'clock 
after  warning  all  the  people  benind  the  gates  to  move  out, 
and  then  to  be  opened  again  at  an  nour  in  tne  morning  early 
enough  to  allow  the  public  to  enter  the  park  and  enjoy  it. 

It  wouxd  definitely  appear  that  we  are  going  to  have  to  spend 
more  money  tnan  in  the  past  on  patrolling  and  protecting  the 
parks  from  vandalism. 

G.  Work  Progress  Report.  During  the  month  of  Marcn  tne  following 
new  work  was  ei.tner  started  or  completed: 

1.  Tilden  Regional  Park. 

a.  Completed  a  total  planting  of  5,000  Douglas  Firs  around 
tne  outer  confines  of  the  Nature  Area. 

b.  Carried  on  overhauling  of  tne  small  7D9  tractor. 

c.  In  the  Nature  Area — hauled  in  an  additional  75  yards  of 
crushed  rock  from  the  soft  rock  quarry  tnroughout  the  area 
around  tne  Little  Farm  and  the  paths  leading  to  tne 
Trailside  Nature  Area. 

d.  Installed  200'  of  eucalyptus  log  barriers  at  Meadows 
playfield. 

e.  Installed  UOO'  of  eucalyptus  log  barriers  at  Camp  Padre. 

f.  Poured  six  sets  of  concrete  table  legs. 

g.  Overhauled  and  repaired  the  nydraulic  press  in  tne 
service  yard. 

n.  Completed  installation  of  railroad  rails  and  cnain  around 

tne  roadside  at  Lake  Anza  parking  lot. 
i.  Completed  painting  all  chain  fence  and  link  cnain  at 

Lake  Anza. 

2.  Tilden  Park  Golf  Course. 

a.  Completed  building  new  parts  snelf  for  the  golf  course 
worksnop  and  rearranged  stockkeeping. 

b.  Worked  over  and  repaired  all  fairway  mowers. 

c.  Painted  all  tee  markers  and  flagpoles. 

d.  Removed  bO'  of  b"  pipe  at  the  resevoir  and  replaced  it 
with  new  pipe. 

e.  Installed  20  rental  key  lockers  in  tne  men's  locker  room 
at  tne  golf  clubhouse. 

f .  Painted  the  interior  of  the  golf  clubhouse  after  wasning 
down  the  walls  and  woodwork.  Jr'ainting  included  tne  dining 
room,  tne  men's  locker  room,  men's  and  women's  washrooms. 

3.  Temescal  Regional  Park. 

a.  Installed  three -new  planks  on  tne  diving  platform. 

b.  Constructed  and  painted  tne  hand  rail  going  down  to  the 
Bowl  picnic  area. 

c.  Constructed  three  stone  benches,  each  10'  long. 

d.  Transplanted  65  weeping  willow  trees  around  the  lake. 
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e.  Carved  and  painted  20  new  signs  for  use  in  all  the 
parks . 

f.  Transplanted  UO  desert  verbena  plants  from  Temescal 
to  Tilden  Regional  Park. 

g.  The  all-steel  fence  on  tne  dam  is  kOt   complete. 

h.  Worked  over  and  re-welded  the  baseball  backstop  at 

Lakeside  picnic  area. 
i.  Painted  the  walls  in  the  concession  stand  and  washed 

walls  in  the  clubroora  and  kitchen. 

U.  Redwood  Regional  Park. 

a.  Constructed  2U  concrete  table  legs  to  be  used  in 
new  picnic  areas  in  Grass  Valley. 

b.  Completed  construction  of  new  rustic  restroom  at  tne 
Maple  picnic  area. 

c.  Constructed  a  new  concrete  septic  tank  and  connected 

a  sewer  line  to  o he  old  line  at  Redwood  Park  residence. 

d.  Installed  a  new  motor  in  the  concrete  mixer, 

e.  Installed  12  park  signs  on  Redwood  posts  througnout 
the  park. 

f .  Relocated  water  line  to  service  shed  buildings  in 
service  yard. 

g.  Installed  100'  of  1"  pipe. 

h.  Cleaned  and  repainted  four  butane  stoves  at  Roberts  Area. 
•  i.  Worked  over  all  roads  and  trails  during  rainy  weather  to 
check  drainaee  and  open  up  drainage  ditches  tnat  nad 
filled  up  and  were  causing  damage  to  trails  and  roads. 

5.  Grass  Valley  Regional  Park. 

a.  Thinned  out  eucalyptus  trees  and  burned  brush  in  new 
picnic  area  being  constructed  at  Vista  View. 

b.  Constructed  two  20'  picnic  tables  at  Vista  View. 

c.  Installed  100'  of  water  pipe,  drinking  fountain,  and 
constructed  a  rock  drinking  fountain  at  Vista  View. 


VI.   UNFINISHED  BUSINESS. 

A.  Following  Director  Mulvany's  suggestion,  and  investigation  of 
tne  possibility  of  secruing  certificates  of  deposit,  the 
General  Manager  contacted  Mr.  C.  0.  Phillips,  treasurer  of 
the  Park  District,  and  placed  $100,000  for  90  days  at  2^%   and 
$100,000  for  six  months  at  2  3/k%'     Tnese  certificates  can 
remain  active  after  the  periods  for  which  tney  were  originally 
placed,  by  notifying  the  bank  shortly  before  the  period  has 
elapsed, 

B.  Regarding  the  Sweet  Property,  we  have  had  a  letter  from  the 
Mason-McDuffie  Company,  which  has  already  been  read. 

C.  We  have  as  yet  received  no  report  from  our  appraiser  on  the 
Cnaparral  Hill  property.  Tne  General  Manager  was  asked  to 
notify  I^.  Zura  Reils,  the  appraiser  to  discontinue  any  work 
he  may  be  doing  in  determining  a  value  on  tnis  land. 


VII.   NEW  BUSINESS. 

A.  Mr.  Hansen  of  tne  Army  Engineers  has  asked  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors to  again  visit  the  Nike  station  situated  just  outside 
Tilden  Regional  Park.  He  would  like  to  have  as  many  as  possi- 
ble come  for  lunch  on  Thursday,  March  28.  We  would  meet  on 
the  site  at  approximately  11  a.m.,  be  shown  through  the  new 
improvements  made  there,  and  have  lixnch  at  noon.  The  General 
Manager  would  like  to  know  now  many  can  attend  so  that  he  can 
notify  Mr.  Hansen.  It  mignt  be  a  good  idea  to  nave  luncneon 


and  see  what  they  are  doing  on  tnis  site  and  how  it  might  possibly 
affect  the  park.  We  nave  made  a  number  of  calls  to  Mr.  Hansen 
regarding  the  terrific  hazard  caused  by  tne  army  using  our  ridge 
road  as  access  road  to  tne  Nike  Station.  To  date,  it  still  remains 
a  problem. 

The  army  nas  spent  a  great  deal  of  money  in  putting  down  base 
rock  on  this  road — money  which  eventually  will  result  in  tremen- 
dous savings  to  the  Regional  l-'arks  if  we  ever  decide  to  pave  tnis 
particular  stretcn  of  road,  however,  during  the  summer  months,  it 
has  proved  almost  impossible  to  keep  tne  general  public  from  using 
this  road,  wnich  sets  up  a  tremendous  fire  hazard  as  people  drive 
onto  the  road  at  night  and  they  throw  cigarettes  out  of  tneir  cars, 
which,  on  a  hot  dry  night,  can  certainly  result  in  our  naving  a 
bad  fire  in  this  area.  We  have  been  working  on  tne  army  in  nope 
that  tney  will  provide  tnemselves  witn  another  entrance  and  exit 
from  the  Nike  station  either  by  going  down  to  the  Dam  road  or 
out  toward  Ricnmond.  At  a  general  meeting,  it  may  be  possible 
for  us  to  continue  to  pusn  the  army  toward  tnis  desired  end. 

Mr.  Hansen  and  Colonel  Raney  were  present  at  the  meeting,  to 
reiterate  their  invitation  to  the  Board  to  visit  the  Nike  Station 
on  Marcn  20.     In  addition,  tney  wished  to  discuss  access  roads 
to  the  Nike  Station. 

Mr.  Hansen  stated  that  he  realized  tne  present  situation  regarding 
the  access  road  into  the  Nike  Station  is  not  to  tne  liking  of  the 
Regional  Park  District.  He  said,  "We  nave  been  making  an  effort 
to  obtain  an  entirely  new  access,  and  have  three  pxans  before  tnem 
at  this  time.  Not  one  of  them  can  be  put  into  effect  immediately 
for  various  reasons.  One  of  tne  plans  would  not  better  tne  situa- 
tion as  it  would  be  tnrough  the  Nature  Area.  We  want  you  to  know 
that  we  will  make  the  effort  to  get  (an  access  road)  down  to  the 
new  Dam  Road,  but  this  cannot  be  done  yet.  It  xiDuld  be  a  limited- 
access  road,  and  would  take  considerable  study  as  t  o  the  ways  to 
get  down  there,  but  it  wixl  come.  The  Army's  concern  is  tne 
apprension  of  the  Park  Board  as  to  fire.  The  Army  is  equally 
aprehensive,  but  think  we  can  jointly  contribute  toward  fire 
prevention  with  equipment  and  personnel.  A  fire  would  be  hazard- 
ous to  t he  army's  installation  as  to  the  parks..." 

Mr.  Hansen  continued  to  explain  tnat  a  problem  exists  in  getting 
anotner  access  road  due  to  tne  fact  that  tne  army  would  be  vrilling 
to  builc  an  lb'  road  witn  3'  snouiders,  and  tne  developers  of  the 
Tilden  Estates  and  the  Richmond  Planning  Commission  object  to  a 
road  as  narrow  as  this.  He  said  tnat  the  road  could  be  completed 
within  a  period  of  Id  montns  to  tnree  years. 

B.  Dr.  Stone,  Ecology  Professor  at  the  University  of  California,  was 
present  at  the  meeting  to  represent  tne  Regional  Parks  Association. 
Dr.  Stone  pointed  out  tnat,  at  Jack  Parker's  request,  a  forum 

was  conducted  to  make  recommendations  ana  to  advise  the  Regional 
Parks  on  plans  for  development  of  the  Nature  Area,  and  on  the  effects 
of  changes  in  the  Nature  Area.  He  stated  that  the  conclusions  of 
tnis  forum  have  not  been  carried  out. 

General  Manager  Walpole  told  Dr.  Stone  that  the  parks  have  not 
received  notification  of  the  conclusions  of  tnis  forum,  and  Dr. 
Stone  replied  that  tnis  information  would  be  made  available  to 
the  Parks  if  it  has  not  already  been  placed  in  tneir  nands. 

C,  The  General  Manager  requests  permission  of  the  Board  to  trade  in 
the  1950  Cnevrolet  pick-up  now  used  by  our  Tilden  Park  Supervisor, 
George  Heard,  on  a  new  U-wneel  3/U  ton  pick-up  that  can  be 
outfitted  with  a  small  tank  of  150  to  200  gallons  of  water,  and 
small  pump  so  that  the  pick-up  may  also  serve  as  a  fire  protection 
unit.  We  have  been  very  successful  with  the  two  lonits  we  now  own, 
one  in  Redwood  Regional  Park,  and  one  in  Grass  Valley.  These  two 


pieces  of  equipment  nave  been  responsible  for  controlling  at 
least  four  fires  in  tnose  areas.  Tne  U-wneel  drive  makes 
it  possible  to  get  right  up  on  top  of  a  fire  no  matter  now 
steep  tne  terrain,  and  make  a  strong  initial  attack  tnat 
usually  prevents  the  fire  from  getting  out  of  nand.

V.   COMMUNICATIONS. 

A.  Letter  of  March  26,  1957,  received  from  Buford  Fisher,  Chairman 
of  the  Camp  Committee  of  the  Probation  Committee  of  Alameda 
County.  Mi*.  Fisher  states  that  facts  outlined  for  a  suggested 
work  program  including  projects  contemplated  in  Grass  Valley  Park 
were  presented  at  a  meeting  of  key  officials  responisble  for 
recommendations  regarding  the  proposed  Boys  Camp. 
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Mr.  Fisher  tnanked  the  Board,  General  Manager  and  his  Aide  for  their 
interest  and  entnusiasm  in  offering  cooperation  in  the  project.  He 
will  notify  General  Manager  Walpoie  of  further  developments  taken 
by  Alameda  County  to  make  the  camp  a  reality. 

B.  Letter  of  April  h,   1957,  received  from  Senator  Arthur  H.  Breed,  enclos- 
ing a  copy  of  Senate  Bill  1836,  relating  to  destruction  of  records 

and  stating  that  this  bill  was  passed  favorably  by  the  Senate 
Committee  on  Natural  Resources.  Tiie  Regional  Parks  will  be  notified 
of  further  action  yet  to  be  taken, 

C.  Letter  of  April  lU,  1957,  received  from  Albert  J.  Doran,  Chairman  of 
the  San  -"eandro  Advisory  Board  of  Recreation,  stating  that  the  Board 
is  pleased  that  the  Regional  Park  District  now  includes  all  of  Eden 
Township,  and  that  they  are  interested  in  tnis  expansion  because  of 
the  fact  that  the  added  tax  revenue  will  enable  the  Regional  Parks 
to  develop  Grass  Valley  Regional  Park.  They  feel  tnat  the  need  for 
Grass  Valley  Regional  Park  becomes  greater  as  time  goes  on  and  they 
wish  to  see  the  park  developed  at  the  earliest  possible  date. 

D.  Letter  of  April  2U,  1957,  received  from  the  East  Bay  Municipal  Utility 
District,  requesting  an  easement  for  a  water  line  through  Redwood 
Regional  Park.  A  map  of  the  proposed  easement  was  enclosed. 

E.  Letter  received  from  Thomas  F.  Crocker,  Assistant  Actuary  of  the 
State  Employees '  Retirement  System,  enclosing  a  contract  and  forms 
to  be  filled  out  in  order  to  have  a  survey  made  with  respect  to  the 
possibility  of  joining  tne  state  retirement  system. 

VI.  GENERAL  MANAGER'S  REPORT. 

A.  During  the  month,  the  Board  of  Directors  were  invited  to  visit  tne 
Nike  Station  located  near  Tftfi-ldcat  Peak  on  the  outside  of  tne  boundary 
of  Tilden  Regional  Park.  They  toured  the  entire  area  and  lunch  was 
served  by  the  army  in  the  army  mess  hall.  They  stated  that  they  will 
ask  permission  of  the  Regional  Parks  to  widen  the  road  from  Inspira- 
tion Point  to  the  army  camp.  They  also  will  request  permission  to 
pave  this  road.  To  date  they  have  not  shown  us  their  survey  did  the 
result  of  the  crosssectioning  they  have  been  doing  of  the  road.  It 
appears  that  the  paving  of  this  road  will  save  the  Regional  i^ark 
District  a  great  deal  of  money  because  eventually  we  would  have 
planned  to  pave  it  ourselves.  We  still  have  the  same  problem  we  have 
had  in  the  past,  however,  of  having  unauthorized  personnel  going 
over  and  making  use  of  this  road. 

The  army  is  very  insistant  that  it  is  necessary  that  this  road  be 
improved  as  tney  believe  it  will  be  at  least  two  years  before  tney 
will  be  able  to  build  a  road  tnat  will  give  them  an  exit  from  the 
Nike  Station  out  toward  the  Dam  Road  or  toward  Richmond. 

We  should  be  receiving  their  plans  and  request  in  tne  very  near 
future  to  do  tnis  road  improvement. 

B.  All  facilities  in  the  park,  including  swimming  at  both  Lake  Anza  and 
Lake  Temescal,  and  the  Roberts  Area,  started  Saturday,  April  13,  and 
continued  all  through  Easter  Week.  All  concessions  operated  through- 
out the  week  in  spite  of  the  weather  being  a  little  on  tne  rainy  side. 
Considerable  business  was  done  by  the  concessionaires.  Tne  Roberts 
Area  will  be  open  only  on  weekends  until  Saturday,  May  U.  After 
that  date,  tney  will  be  open  everyday  the  same  as  -L-ake  Anza  and  Lake 
Temescal.  One  of  the  greatest  surprises  by  the  concessionaires  was 
the  tremendous  amount  of  business  done  by  the  fish  pond  in  Tilden 
Jc^ark  under  tne  new  mana,^;ement .  On  Sunday,  April  lU,  they  took  in 
almost  $500,'  the  best  day  under  the  prior  management  nad  been  slightly 
over  15200.  It  looks  as  tnough  the  fish  pond  will  gross  well  over 
$2,000  for  its  first  month  of  operation  under  new  management. 

C.  On  Thursday,  -^prix  li,  the  General  Manager  and  Director  Macdonald 
met  with  newspaper  representatives  from  southern  Alameda  County.  The 
turn-out  of  newspaper  men  was  not  so  great,  but  we  did  nave  the 
pleasure  of  meeting  the  owner  and  publisher  of  Washington  Tox^rnship's 
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main  weekly.  He  was  very  much  impressed  witJi  his  tour  of  the  parks 
and  has  promised  to  do  a  great  deal  of  spade  work  in  Washington 
Township  in  an  effort  to  encourage  tnem  to  join  the  Park  District 
at  the  next  General  Election. 

D.  Attendance  has  been  spoiled  somewhat  during  April  by  the  rainy  weather 
However,  the  rain  was  very  welcome,  and  nas  been  gladly  received  by 
us.  It  has  helped  a  great  deal  with  our  plantings  which  were 
suffering  from  a  lack  of  water.  It  has  also  helped  us  to  main- 
tain our  lake  level  at  Lake  Anza. 

E.  Work  Progress  Report:  During  the  month,  the  following  work 
was  either  started  or  completed: 

1.  Tilden  Regional  Park. 

a.  In  the  Nature  Area,  completed  levelling  the  large  meadow 
area  near  Jewel  Lake  whicn  will  eventually  become  a 
grassy  area  witn  wild  flowers  native  to  tnat  section  of 
the  park. 

b.  Completed  cutting  down  and  bucked  up  l6  eucalyptus  for 
firewood  in  the  Nature  Area.

e.  Completed  painting  diving  floats  at  Lake  Anza  for  swimmers 
and  installed  new  lumber  on  decks.

g.  Re-covered  and  painted  two  paddle  boards  to  be  used  at 
Lake  Temescai. 

h.  Completed  painting  the  newly  installed  chains  and  steel 

posts  along  the  road  at  Lake  Anza. 
i.  Gave  golf  course  patrol  jeep  a  complete  motor  overnaul. 
j.  Installed  one  set  of  steel  volleyball  standards  at  Padre 

picnic  area. 
k.  Installed  60'  of  3"  pipeline  at  the  Nature  Area. 

2.  Tilden  Golf  Course. 

a.  Replaced  107'  of  d"  pipe  to  resevoir. 

b.  Sulphated  all  tees  and  greens. 

c.  Repaired  and  replaced  75  automatic  sprinKlers. 

d.  Repaired,  rebuilt  and  repainted  ik   tee  benches. 

3.  Lake  Temescai  Regional  Park. 

a.  Laid  2U'  of  stone  retaining  wall. 

b.  Completed  105'  of  steel  rail  and  chain  fence. 

c.  Transplantea  four  flats  of  flowers  into  the  garden,  around 
tile  park  office. 

d.  Installed  two  new  water  tanks  in  the  restroom. 

e.  Carved  and  painted  seven  large  signs  for  Tilden  Park. 

f.  Installed  2ii'  of  new  cable  on  boat  pier  to  be  used  for 
locking  up  boats. 

g.  Installed  three  new  grates  on  picnic  fireplaces  in 
Lakeside  picnic  area. 

h.  Installed  two  11'  steel  posts  for  volleyball  standards,

VIII.   NEW  BUSINESS. 

A.  We  now  have  a  2"  pipeline  that  takes  off  the  city  water  line  at  tne 
golf  Club  and  runs  down  to  service  drinking  and  water  to  our  service 
yard  in  Tilden  Park,  the  Brazilian  Building,  the  Botanical  Gardens 
and  Camp  Oaks  picnic  area.  This  line  was  put  in  with  2'  black  iron 
pipe  almost  twenty  years  ago.  it  is  so  badly  rusted,  that  it  is 
falling  apart,  and  barely  gives  us  enough  water  to  operate  the  rest- 
rooms. 

We  propose  to  take  off  at  the  Snasta  Gate  water  company  resevoir  and 
to  install  l800  feet  of  k"  cast  iron  heavy  duty  Class  23  pipe  direct 
to  the  Brazilian  Building,  and  to  throw  off  a  line  to  the  service  yard. 


This  will  not  only  greatly  improve  our  water  service,  but  will 
also  give  us  tne  volume  of  water  we  need  to  extend  service  off 
this  line.  The  cast  iron  pipe  wilx  also  last  indefinitely.  The 
cost  of  this  pipe  will  be  approximately  VI. 50  per  foot,  or  $2,700 
total.  We  wish  to  request  permission  of  the  Board  to  advertise 
for  bids  on  the  pipe.  The  installation  of  tne  line  will  be  done 
jointly  by  crews  from  the  golf  course  and  Tilden  i^ark.

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS  OF  THE  EAST  BAY  REGIONAL

Section  l.  No  person,  other  than  a  person  in  the  employ  of  the

Section  i+.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  thirty 
(30)  days  after  its  passage,  and  before  the  expiration  of  thirty 
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(30)  days  after  its  adoption,  shall  be  published  once  with  the 
names  of  the  direcotrs  voting  for  and  against  the  same  in  tne 
Berkeley  Daily  Gazette,  a  newspaper  of  general  circulation,  printed, 
published,  and  circulated  in  the  East  Bay  Regional  i^ark  District, 
and  shall  be  posted  at  not  less  than  three  (3)  conspicuous  places 
upon  the  property  of  said  District  in  each  of  said  public  parks 
before  the  expiration  of  thirty  (30)  days  after  its  adoption. 

Section  5.  ^ny  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  punishable  by  law  by  a 
fine  of  not  to  exceed  ^500.00,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  County  Jail 
for  not  to  exceed  six  (6)  months,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment,

C.  Six  representatives  of  the  Pacific  G?s  and  Electric  Co.  were  present 
to  request  a  right  of  way,  50  feet  wide,  in  Tilden  Regional  Park  for 
a  power  line,  and  to  explain  the  location  and  answer  questions  put  to 
them  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 

The  •c'acific  Gas  and  Electric  Co.  wishes  to  run  a  new  power  line, 
carrying  110,000  volts,  across  the  south  end  of  Tilaen  Park.  The 
route  would  necessitate  placement  of  three  steel  towers  for  tne  two 
spans  of  six  cables. 

The  proposed  power  line  would  serve  the  radiation  laboratory  at  the 
University  of  California,  and  the  spokesmen  for  the  P.  G.  &  E. 
stated  that  it  is  very  necessary  that  the  new  service  come  in  from 
the  east  as  their  service  from  El  Cerrito  is  now  operating  at  a 
maximum  load. 

The  Board  of  Directors  expressed  themselves  as  being  of  the  opinion 
that  a  power  line  running  through  the  park  would  impair  the  scenic 
beauty  of  the  park,  and  that  they  feel  it  their  responsibility  to 
preserve  the  park  in  its  natural  state  as  much  as  possible.  They 
asked  about  the  possibility  of  running  the  power  line  under  ground,  but 
the  P.  G,  &  E.  representatives  answered  that  this  would  be  so  costly 
as  to  be  prohibitive,  and  further  said  that  the  areas  in  which  the 
cables  are  started  underground  and  again  brought  to  the  surface  require 
so  much  space  for  necessary  equipment,  that  they  would  be  much  more 
unsightly  than  the  cables  and  towers.  They  were  unable  to  be  explicit 
with  regard  to  the  cost  of  running  the  cables  underground,  but  said 
that  it  would  probably  cost  about  $35,000  per  mile  on  level  land;  they 
were  axso  uncertain  as  to  the  practicality  of  underground  cables  in 
hilly  land  due  to  the  migration  of  oil,  slippage,  and  other  obstacles 
of  a  tecnnical  nature. 

General  Manager  Walpole  asked  if  the  P.  G.  &  E.  were  willing  to  pay  for 
the  requested  right  of  way,  and  was  informed  that  no  payment  had  been 
contemplated,  but  that  the  P.  G.  &  E.  is  now  prepared  to  improve  the 
power  line  that  crosses  the  Tilden  Golf  Course,  which  might  be 
considered  as  compensation.  It  was  also  said  that  the  P.  G.  &  E.  might 
agree  to  payment  on  a  percentage  of  the  fee  value  of  the  land  based 
on  acreage. 

Director  Goodrich  asked  that  comparative  figures  be  supplied  by  the 
P.  G.  &. E,  on  the  cost  of  overhead  installation  against  that  of  under- 
ground installation. 

Director  Goodrich  suggested  that  arrangements  be  made  for  the  Directors 
to  look  at  the  two  routes  suggested.  Maps  were  left  for  further  study 
by  the  Park  Board,  and  the  General  Manager  will  take  the  Directors 
over  the  sites.  No  date  was  set. 


D.  Director  Goodrich  suggested  that  some  thought  be  given  to  re- 
establishment  of  the  ward  boundaries  before  the  end  of  tnis 
year,  as  the  expansion  of  the  Park  District  will  make  it  necessary 
to  enlarge  the  wards  for  a  more  equal  distribution  of  popula- 
tion in  each  ward.

V.   COMMUNICATIONS. 

A.  Letter  of  May  10,  i957,  received  from  Jack  Cahili  of  the  Berkeley- 
Albany  District  of  the  Eoy  Scouts,  expressing  the  appreciation  of 
the  Boy  Scout  group  whicn  held  a  Camporee  in  Tilden  Park. 

B.  Letter  of  May  28,  1957,  received  from  Erich  Thomsen,  concession- 
aire for  the  miniature  train  in  Tilden  Park.  Mr.  Thomsen  reviews 
his  experience  with  this  concession,  and  lists  improvements  that 
have  been  made  during  the  past  five  years.  He  requests  that  the 
Board  renew  the  contract  for  this  concession  for  a  period  of  five 
years,  ending  Aprix  30,  1962. 

The  General  Manager  told  the  Board  that  the  miniature  train  has 
been  very  satisfactory,  as  far  as  its  operation  is  concerned, 
and  the  Board  voted  unanimously  in  favor  of  renewing  the  contract 
with  Mr.  Thomsen  for  a  period  of  five  years.  The  contract  renewal 
was  executed  by  President  Sibley  on  benaif  of  the  Board. 

VI.   GENERAL  MANAGER'S  REPORT. 

A.  .   On  the  weekend  of  May  k   and  S,   we  had  one  of  the  largest  crowds 

we  have  ever  experienced  in  axi  the  parks.  Tilden,  of  course,  received 
the  main  brunt  of  attendance,  and  we  figured  that  during  the  day,  over 
35,000  people  had  made  use  of  Tilden  Park  alone.  Temescal  was  crowded, 
as  was  the  Roberts  Area  and  Redwood  Regional  Park.  We  figured  that 
the  total  attendance  for  the  day  was  very  close  to  80,000  people  in  all 
parks.  During  most  of  the  rest  of  the  month,  however,  heavy  rain 
prevented  much  use  of  the  parks. 

We  have  found  that  the  parking  charges  at  Lake  Temescal,  tne  Roberts 
Area  and  Lake  Anza  help  a  great  deal  in  controlling  the  crowds.  The 
fee  is  enough  to  keep  the  hot-rodciers  from  driving  in  and  out  of  the 
parking  areas  all  day.  When  people  pay  a  parking  fee  they  usually 
expect  to  spend  some  time.  We  are  very  happy  with  the  way  we  are  able 
to  control  large  crowds  thrcuf-h  the  use  of  this  parking  fee. 

B.  We  have  put  a  big  plow  up  on  a  platform  in  front  of  the  little  Farm 
in  the  Nature  Area.   It  looks  very  nice.  We  have  also  obtained  a 
large  wagon  wheel,  and  hope  to  get  more  oid  farm  equipment  to  place 
around  the  area  for  atmosphere.  At  this  time,  at  the  Little  Farm,  we 
have  a  little  goat,  a  lamb,  chickens,  a  cock-pheasant,  rabbits,  two 
large  sheep,  the  two  burros  and  a  bantam  hen  which  is  sitting  on  a 
clutch  of  pheasant  eggs.  We  had  a  calf,  but  it  died.  The  man  who 
furnished  the  calf  is  going  to  give  us  another  one. 
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C.  Loggers  have  taken  down  some  eucalyptus  trees  near  Jewel  Lake,  and  if 
we  can  get  tnis  paten  of  timber  removed,  we  plan  to  plant  conifer 
material  there  in  tne  fall.  Tne  woodcutter  nas  also  been  working  in 
Grass  Valley,  and  nas  been  paying  on  an  average  of  $'}S0   to  5;>500  per 
month  as  our  share  for  tne  wood  taken  out. 

D.  On  June  k   and  5,  a  Women's  Regional  Golf  Championship  will  be  neld  at 
the  Tilden  Golf  Course.  This  is  our-  first  attempt  to  hold  a  tourna- 
ment for  tne  lady  golfers,  and  we  hope  it  will  be  as  successful  as 
its  companion  tournament,  tne  Regional  Championship  for  men  which 

we  hold  during  the  montn  of  August  every  year.  The  entry  fees  will 
cover  tne  cost  of  trophies  and  otner  tournament  expense. 

E.  Work  Progress  Report:  Work  during  the  month  was  hampered  by  rain,  but 
the  following  work  was  either  started  or  completed. 

1.  Tilden  Regional  Park. 

a.  Completed  overhauling  the  TD9  tractor. 

b.  Constructed  two  pipe  gates  for  use  in  Redwood  Park. 

c.  Installed  lb  four  inch  iron  pipes  at  the  merry-go-round  to 
prevent  cars  from  driving  into  the  merry-go-round  area. 

d.  Installed  a  new  water  heater  at  the  Redwood  Bowl  residence.

VII.   UNFINISHED  BUSINESS. 

A.  In  compliance  with  a  request  for  exemption  from  property  tax  on 
park  land  in  Redwood  Regional  l^ark,  the  Alameda  County  Board  of 
Supervisors  nas  adopted  Resolution  No.  83607,  granting  tne  tax 
exemption  which  will  mean  a  saving  of  approximately  $;?,70U  per  year 
(based  on  tax  payments  on  the  land  in  question  for  the  1956-1957 
fiscal  year) . 

B.  During  the  past  month,  the  General  Manager  has  taken  President 
Sibley  and  Directors  Macdonald  and  Mulvany  to  Tilden  I'ark  to  look 
over  the  area  where  the  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company  has  re- 
quested a  right  of  way  for  a  power  line,  to  familiarize  them  with 
what  this  would  mean  to  the  park.  The  Directors  seem  to  bo  in  agree- 
ment that  the  proposed  route  nearest  the  South  Gate  Entrance  of  the 
park  would  do  the  least  damage  and  make  the  least  intrusion  on  the 
landscape. 

The  Board  of  Directors  discussed  this  matter  and  were  of  the  opinion 
that  the  requested  right  of  way  should  be  granted,  but  on  condition 
that  an  agreement  be  made  by  the  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company 
to  remove  some  of  tne  poles  and  raise  the  electric  line  crossing 
the  Tilden  Golf  Course,  and  to  string  the  telephone  line  on  the  same 
poles,  and  to  pay  at  the  usual  rate  for  the  sites  where  towers  will 
be  installed  on  a  square  foot  basis.  In  addition,  the  Pacific  Gas 
and  Electric  Company  must  reimburse  the  Regional  Park  District  for 
damage  to  shrubbery  and  trees  wnich  would  be  caused  by  installation 
of  the  power  line  along  the  right  of  way. 

On  motion  of  Director  Mulvany,  seconded  by  Director  Macdonald  the 
following  resolution  was  adopted:

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The  General  Manager  has  already  mailed  a  copy  of  salary  survey  of  park 
departments  of  the  Bay  Area  to  the  directors,  and  has  recommended 
that  the  Board  advance  tne  starting  salary  for  general  maintenance 
work  from  $250  to  $275  per  montn.

C.  Letter  of  July  2i;,  1957,  received  from  Leroy  Jorgensen,  Right  of 
Way  agent  for  the  East  Bay  Minicipal  Utility  District,  enclosing  a 
Grant  of  Easement  pertaining  to  the  pipe  line  installed  on  park 
property  near  Skyline  Blvd.,  authorized  by  Regional  Park  District 
letter  of  May  1,  1957. 

The  Grant  of  Easement  is  to  be  exernted  by  the  i"ark  Board  and 
deposited  in  Escrow  No.  560020,  Alameda  County- East  Bay  Title 
Insurance  Company,  Oakland,  witn  a  demand  for  a  consideration 
of  $300  as  previously  agreed  upon.  Tne  Utility  District  will  then 
forward  a  warrant  for  $300  to  this  Escrow. 

The  Board  of  Directors  executed  the  easement  and  instructed  the 
General  Manager  to  carry  out  the  directions  in  Mr.  Jorgensen 'o 
letter  in  depositing  the  document  in  Escrow  with  tne  Alameda  County 
East  Bay  Title  Insurance  Company  of  Oakland. 

V.   GENERAL  MANAGER'S  REPORT. 

A.  The  large  crowds  we  experienced  during  June  continued  through 
most  of  July.  The  Fourth  of  July  weekend  was  particularly  crowded 
with  an  estimate  of  over  75,000  people  using  all  of  the  park  areas. 
In  spite  of  these  large  crowds,  there  have  been  no  serious  accidents. 

B.  Day  Camping  is  in  full  swing  again  in  all  of  the  Regional  Parks. 
This  year  there  are,  in  addition  to  day  camp  groups.  Boy  and  Girl 
Scout  groups,  Campfire  Girls,  Brownies  and  Bluebirds.  Representing 
all  the  cities  in  the  Park  District.  In  addition  to  these,  the 
Berkeley  Y.M.C.A.  and  Recreation  Department  are  holding  day  camps  in 
Tilden  Park  as  well  as  a  crippled  cnildren's  day  camp.  Later  in  the 
year  there  will  be  a  day  camp  operated  by  tne  Oakland  Recreation 
Department  for  older  people .  At  Lake  Temescal,  we  again  nave  the 
Girl  Scouts  and  tne  spastic  children's  day  camp. 

In  Redwood  Regional  Park  we  have  camps  sponsored  by  tne  Jewish 
Relief,  Alameda  and  San  Leandro  Recreation  Departments,  and  a  great 
many  other  gins'  and  boys'  youth  organizations. 

This  year  Grass  Valley  is  being  used  by  the  Hayward  Recreation 
Department  for  a  large  camp  in  the  upper  end  of  the  park.  It  is 
estimated  tnat  35  to  UO  thousand  children  will  nave  participated 
in  a  day  camp  in  the  Regional  Parks  before  the  season  in  finished. 


C.  The  20th  Annual  Regional  i^ark  Championship  is  now  in  progress  at  the 
Tilden  Golf  Course.  It  has  been  exactly  20  years  since  the  first 
Cnampionship  Tournament  was  held,  and  this  year,  as  usual,  we  had 
littxe  trouble  in  filling  out  262  players  which  are  all  we  can  nandle 
for  a  tournament.  The  entry  fee  was  raised  to  $3.00  to  cover  the 
increased  cost  of  trophies  and  engraving.  The  winner  and  runner-up  in 
each  flight  will  receive  a  suitable  trophy,  as  will  the  medalist.  All 
expenses  for  the  tournament  are  financed  by  the  entry  fees. 

D.  This  year's  poison  oak  spraying  program  has  been  exceptionally  success- 
ful. Approximately  $1,500  has  been  spent  for  labor  and  material  for 
the  spraying,  and  with  the  hot  wea^her  in  tne  early  part  of  July,  the 
spraying  seemed  to  be  especially  effective  with  a  good  kill  in  most 
picnic  areas  and  along  the  roads  in  Tilden  Park,  Spr3:'nng  was  also 
done  in  Grass  Valley  with  very  good  results.  Spraying,  has  been  dis- 
continued for  the  year,  as  the  poison  oak  must  be  sprayed  early  in  the 
year  wnen  the  leaves  are  soft  and  tender.  Also  spraying  should  be 
done  during  hot  weather  as  tne  spray  seems  to  be  much  more  effective 

at  tnat  time.  It  is  estimated  that  with  another  two  years  of  spraying 
poison  oak  will  have  been  completely  eliminated  from  the  heavily  used 
areas. 

E.  Work  Progress  Report:  Maintenance  work  and  clean  up  of  the  parks 
continues  to  take  up  most  all  of  our  time.  However,  during  July, 
the  following  work  was  either  started  or  completed: 

1.  Tilden  Regional  ^ark. 

a.  Started  painting  interior  of  the  restrooms  at  Woodland  Camp  and 
Jewel  Lake;  also  repaired  woodwork  on  the  shields  to  the  entrances 
to  the  restrooms. 

b.  Continued  tearing  down  the  large  tractor  preparatory  to  install- 
ing new  gears  and  a  new  case. 

c.  Installed  two  sirens  on  a  pickup  truck  and  a  fire  truck. 

d.  Installed  a  portable  storeroom  at  Mineral  Springs  and  lined  it 
with  hard  board  and  painted  it  with  two  coats  of  paint. 

e.  The  little  female  burrow  Paolina  had  her  baby  burro  on  the 
night  of  July  Fourth,  so  she  arrived  with  a  bang.  A  great  many 
people  had  been  out  to  see  her  in  the  meantime,  and  the  crowds 
got  so  bad  that  the  mother  and  her  baby  were  put  in  the  goat  pen 
for  protection.  This  pen  has  a  high  wire  fence,  and  allows 
people  to  see  them  and  feed  them  without  getting  too  near  them, 

f.  Distributed  U"  cast  iron  pipe  for  a  water  line  to  the  Brazilian 
Building  and  started  installation. 

g.  Completed  digging  a  ditch  for  the  new  water  line. 

h.  Ha  led  in  three  5-ton  truck  loads  of  sand  to  tne  Anza  beach  to 

improve  tne  swimming  area. 
i.  Rebuilt  two  picnic  tables  at  Mineral  Springs  area, 
j.  Installed  new  pressure  gauges  and  a  new  lid  on  the  Canyon  Road 

water  line . 

2.  Tilden  Golf  Course. 

a.  Instaxled  a  new  ciutch  in  the  Toro  tractor  and  mounted  four  new 
tires  on  it. 

b.  Milorganited  all  tees  and  greens  in  preparation  for  the  Regional 
Championship  Tournament. 

c.  Replaced  60  feet  of  sprinkxer  line  on  No.  k   fairway  and  kO   feet 
of  sprinkler  line  on  No.  U  fairway. 

d.  Put  in  100  feet  of  rock  for  leaching  ditch  in  the  clubhouse  sewer. 

e.  Extensive  clean  up  of  trees  and  brush  to  rignt  of  No.  h   and  No. 
Ik   fairway. 

f.  Vforked  over  and  rebuilt  20  automatic  sprinklers.

e.  Constructed  a  new  rock  drinking  fountain  at  i>aurel  area. 

f .  Installed  two  1,000  gallon  gas  tanks  and  two  pumps  at  the 
Redwood  Lodge  yard. 

g.  Constructed  a  double  fire  pit  at  Orchard  picnic  area. 

h.   Constructed  window  screens  and  installed  them  at  this  new 

restroom  at  the  girl's  camp, 
i.  Installed  a  new  concrete  base  for  a  butane  stove  in  Area  1 

at  tne  Roberts  Area, 
j.  Sprayed  poison  oak  along  the  East  Ridge  and  along  other  trails, 
k.  Installed  a  new  volley  ball  court  at  tne  Roberts  Area. 

VI.   Ng/f  BUSINESS. 

A.  Tne  all-steel  restrooms  as  exemplified  by  the  one  installed  at 

Redwood  Park  seem  to  be  so  successful  and  a  complete  answer  to  the 
need  for  restrooms  tnat  can  be  installed  rapidly  and  less  expensively 
than  the  wooden  ones  we  have  built,  that  the  General  Manager  requests 
permission  of  the  Board  to  advertise  for  bids  for  four  of  tnese 
restrooms  which  could  be  paid  for  at  once  and  delivered  as  required. 
In  talking  to  the  steel  company,  it  appears  tnat  these  buildings  can 
be  purchased  at  a  very  good  price  in  lots  of  four,  and  also  nave  a 
firm  price  on  four  of  tnem  witnout  the  bother  of  having  to  advertise 
for  bids  every  time  we  wish  to  install  a  new  restroom.

VI.  GENERAL  MAI\1ACtER'S  REPORT. 

A.  The  20th  Annual  Regional  Gulf  Championship  was  concluded  successfully 
on  Sunda-",  August  25.   Two  Hundred  and  Fifty  golfers  took  part  in  this 
tournament,  all  that  can  be  taken  care  of  in  a  tournament;  and  30 
trophies  were  awarded  to  winners  and  runners-up.  This  tournament  has 
become  very  popular  through  the  ears,  and  a  full  sign-up  was  received 
within  eight  days  after  entries  were  being  taken.  The  ^3.00  entry 
fees  were  used  to  buy  trophies,  making  the  tournament  self-supporting. 

B.  N^omerous  pifts  of  old  -  time  farm  equipment  have  been  received  at 
the  Tilden  Nature  Area,  and  tne  latest  source  has  been  tne  (Jniversity 
of  California  at  Davis.  Two  trips  have  been  made  to  Davis  to  pick  up 
old  farm  equipment  for  display  at  the  Little  Farm,  mien  included  a 
Fresno  slip,  a  disc  type  ditcher  and  rotating  harrow,  a  large  riding 
type  cultivator  and  a  large  horse-drawn  hay  rake.   Tne  equipment  on 
display  has  received  a  great  deal  of  comment  by  the  public  and  the 
children  have  been  very  interested  in  seeing  this  equipment  wnich 
went  out  with  the  hor;se  and  buggy. 

C.  Day  cpmping  in  the  Regional  Parks  is  nearing  a  close.  This  year, 

as  in  the  past  three  years,  there  was  a  great  increase  in  day  camping 
with  more  and  more  organizations  sponsoring  day  camps.  The  need  for 
additional  sanitary  facilities,  more  water  lines,  fire-pits,  etc., 
to  serve  day  camps  is  becoming  more  evident.  The  Regional  Parks  are 
about  the  only  places  in  the  East  Bay  where  day  camps  can  be  conducted 
in  natural  surroundinc-s,  and  it  appears  that  the  Regional  Parks  are 
furnishing  a  complete  day  camping  service  to  all  those  within  the 
Park  District. 

D.  Attendance  remained  at  a  high  level  during  August.  A  great  deal  of 
afternoon  picknicking  has  been  taking  place  during  the  weekdays,  and 
the  areas  have  been  filled  on  Saturdays  and  Sundays.  The  Roberts 
Area  has  had  a  particularly  successful  season.   On  September  17, 
the  State  American  Federation  of  Labor  Convention  will  hold  a 
barbecue  at  the  Roberts  Area  for  3500  delegates  and  we  have  gone 
over  the  facilities  and  resources  of  the  area  lAdth  representatives 
of  the  union  and  the  Goodman  Catering-  Co.,  which  has  been  engaged 

to  cater.  Advance  reservations  indicate  tnat  September  will  be  one 
of  tne  busiest  months  in  the  parks. 

E.  The  maintenance  and  clean  up  work  in  the  parks,  particularly  after 
weekends  of  heavy  use,  continued  to  take  up  most  of  the  time  of 
the  working  crews.  However,  during  August,  the  following  work  was 
either  started  or  completed:

From  the  standards  and  scale  used  in  allotting  expense  money 
for  directors  and  park  manager  to  attend  this  convention,  that  S^OO 
for  Director  Macdonald  would  be  on  a  par  with  what  the  Oakland  Park 
Department  allows  \mder  their  civil  service  act  to  attend  a  convention 
at  this  distance. 
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As  authorized  by  the  Board  of  Directors,  the  General  Manager  contacted 
the  real  estate  agent  who  was  holding  the  two  lots  located  adjacent 
to  Skyline  Gate  Entrance  to  Redwood  Park,  A  check  was  put  in  escrow, 
and  the  deed  has  been  mailed  to  our  office.  The  title  insurance 
premium  was  S33.75j  and  the  recording  fee  was  $2.00,  making  a  total 
of  .-l, 535. 75. 


VIII.      NEW  BUSINESS. 
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A.  On  June  5j  195? j  Senator  Arthur  Breed  informed  tne  Park  District  that 
Senate  Bill  No,  1536  was  signed  by  Governor  Knight  on  May  31^  and 
has  become  Cnapter  68?  of  the  Statutes  of  1957.  This  Senate  Bill 
states  that  upon  authorization  of  tne  Board  of  Directors,  records  of  th~e 
Park  District  may  be  destroyed  if  permanent  photograph  reproductions  of 
the  records  destroyed  are  in  the  files  of  tne  Park  District.

B,  The  General  Manager  informed  tne  Board  tnat,  if  the  Board  approved 
the  plan,  it  would  be  possible  to  have  park  employees  inoculated 
against  Asiatic  Flu  at  a  very  nominal  cost.  Inoculations  with  the 
flu  vaccine  would  be  voluntary,  and  a  prelimj.nary  check  of  employees 
interested  shows  a  total  of  Ii6  vjho  would  take  advantage  of  this 
opportunity.   Two  employees  have  recently  been  ill  with  flu,  and  since 
the  Asiatic  ^lu  is  said  to  be  more  severe  than  the  usual  variety,  and 
lasts  longer,  the  loss  through  having  a  number  of  men  ill  would  be 
more  than  offset  by  the  cost  of  the  flu  shots. 

The  vaccine  may  be  purchased  at  a  cost  of  $li.50  per  10  cc,  and  the 
doctor's  fee  for  performing  the  inoculations  would  be  5^^2,50  per  person. 
If  h6  employees  receive  an  injection  of  1  cc.  wh . ch  is  the  amount 
required,  the  total  cost  to  the  Park  District  would  be  .1)137. 50. 

The  Board  agreed  that  the  expenditure  for  vaccine  and  inoculations 
for  the  employees  would  be  worthwhile,  particularly  if  the  Asiatic 
Flu  should  become  as  prevalent  as  is  expected,  Tnerefore,  the 
Board  voted  unanimously  in  favor  of  having  the  Park  employees 
inoculated  against  Asiatic  Flu  as  soon  as  the  vaccine  is  available,  at 
the  expense  of  the  Park  District,

V.  GENERAL  MANAGER'S  REPORT 

A,  It  was  not  possible  to  hold  the  lioard  meeting  scheduled  for" 
September  2U,  1957,  as  most  of  the  directors  were  out  of 
town  and  therefore  we  could  not  f;et  a  quorum. 

In  the  interest  of  expediency.  President  Sibley  si[,ned  the 
payroll  and  expense  warrants  listed  ia  Demands  Resolution  Ao, 
IU83  and  Director  Goodrich  countersigned  them  later  that  day, 
(See  Resolution  No.  II183  under  UNFI;jISHED  BUSINESS).  This 
action  may  be  ratified  and  Resolution  No,  llt83  may  be  adopted 
at  this  meeting, 

B,  The  lot  adjacent  to  Redwood  Regional  Park  near  the  Skyline 
Gate  entrance,  purchase  of  which  was  authorized,  has  been 
put  through  escrow  and  title  insurance  policy  has  been 
received.  Title  to  the  lot  is  being  held  in  the  narae  of  the 
title  company  until  such  time  as  we  find  whether  we  can 
acquire  the  fcurtti  lot  adjoining  the  lots  recently  purchased. 

C,  The  AFofL-CIO  State  Convention  barbacue  held  at  the  Roberts 
Area  on  September  17,  was  attended  by  over  3,000  people. 
Catering  was  done  by  the  Goodman  Catering  Co,  who  served  the 
entire  group  in  one  hour  and  hS   minutes.  This  was  probably 
the  largest  group  ever  to  use  a  park  area,  and  the  local  union 
officials  were  highly  pleased  X'jith  the  Roberts  Area, 

D,  The  Roberts  A.rea  swrnming  pool  was  closed  during  weekdays  after 
September  17,  and  opening  times  at  the  lakes  vjere  changed  to 

1  p,m.,  on  weekdays.  Swimming  season  vxas  concluded  at  the  end 
of  September  and  the  areas  are  officially  closed  until  the 
opening  date  next  April  1958, 

E,  President  Sibley,  Director  Macdonald  and  General  Manager  met 
with  members  of  the  Berkeley  Rotary  Club  on  September  16  to 
go  over  a  site  on  Wildcat  Peak  in  Tilden  Park  near  the  Peace 
Grove  donated  by  that  club.  The  Jjerkeley  Rotarians  are 
considering  a  contribution  to  construct  a  rest  area  on  top  of 
the  peak.  Plans  are  now  preliminary,  but  it  is  possible  that 
worthwhile  adjunct  to  the  Peace  Grove  may  co:;ie  out  of  coopera- 
tion between  the  Rotary  Club  and  Regional  Parks, 

F,  Director  Macdonald  attended  the  National  Convention  of 
American  Institute  of  i'ark  Executives  held  in  Minneapolis, 

Director  Macdonald  then  commented  on  his  observations  at  the 
convention.  He  stated  that  1200  persons  attended  the  meeting- 
the  largest  ever  held.  One  theme  stressed  in  most  of  the  taUcs 
was  the  necessity  of  park  departments  everywhere  to  acquire 
more  and  more  park  land.  Due  to  the  increased  leisure  time 
created  by  shorter  worklnf,  hours,  and  the  longer  life-span 
nov7  bein-^  realized,  and  also  due  to  the  increase  in  population, 
the  increase  in  use  of  automobiles  and  the  ability  of  many 
persons  to  retire  at  an  early  age,  the  demand  for  parks  is 
growing  and  will  continue  to  grow.  Director  ^%cdonald  mentioned 
that  park  areas  in  and  aroimd  Chicago  now  tdal  50,000  acres, 
as  it  has  in  Detroit, 
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A  Commissioner's  Section  was  held  by  Mr.  Dunstan  in  which 
there  were  discussions  of  pension  plans,  bondissues  and 
other  subjects  of  interest  to  this  special  group.  Director 
Macdonald  brought  up  the  topic  of  drag  strips  and  found  that 
most  of  the  men  had  not  become  involved  in  this  subject  at 
all,  but  their  general  thinking  was  that  the  idea  of  featuring 
a  drag  strip  in  a  public  parks  was  not  a  sound  one. 

Tnere  was  panel  discussion  on  the  park  operation  of  park 
features  usually  handled  on  a  concession  basis,  both  the 
cities  of  Milwaukee  and  Minneapolis  operate  these  park 
attractions,  and  have  found  that  they  are  able  to  net  20/? 
profit  which  is  about  tx^ice  as  much  as  can  be  realized 
through  concession  contracts.  Of  course,  a  special  staff  is 
required  for  this  type  of  operation  and  it  is  extremely 
important  to  have  a  man  in  charge  xjho  is  well  acquainted  with 
the  business  and  can  successfully  carry  on  the  work.  These 
cities  have  a  less  seasonal  park  operation  due  to  their  winter 
sports  on  a  more  year-around  basis  than  can  be  done  in  many 
parts  of  the  country. 

One  of  the  very  impressive  parts  of  the  convention  was  the 
equipment  demonstration  which  took  place  in  one  park  which 
was  completely  turned  over  to  this  purpose.  Among  the  many 
types  of  equipment  demonstrations  were  tree-trimming,  moxiring, 
shredding,  litter  pick-up  and  earth-moving, 

G,   The  combined  AFofL-CIO  picnic  for  union  members  in  tne  East 
Bay  was  scheduled  for  Sunday,  October  13  in  Tilden  Park, 
Unfortunately,  it  rained  on  this  clay  and  reduced  attendance: 
however,  approximately  2,000  iinion  members  turned  out  for  this 
annual  event  in  Tilden  Park. 

H.   President  Sibley  and  the  "leneral  Manager  have  toured  6,000 

acres  of  land  lying  behind  Livermore  which  has  been  recommended 
for  park  purposes  by  the  Alameda  Park  and  Recreation  Survey. 
They  were  impressed  by  the  possibilities  this  land  holds  for 
future  park  development.  There  appears  to  be  enough  land 
and  usable  areas  to  accommodate  a  large  number  of  people 
for  overnight  ca^nping,  picnicking  with  space  available  for  a 
golf  course.  There  is  a  site  for  a  dam  that  would  back  up 
300  surface  acres  of  water.  The  area  definitely  has  possibil- 
ities for  expansion  of  parks  in  Alameda  County,  and  if  it 
were  possible  to  include  this  teritory  in  the  ilegional  Parks, 
it  should  hold  a  high  priority  for  future  planning  of  park 
need  of  the  county. 

This  land  is  held  by  ten  or  twelve  families  and  it  might  be 
difficult  to  acquire  if  there  were  opposition  on  the  part  of 
any  one  of  the  present  ovmers, 

I,   The  wildf lower  garden  in  the  Tilden  Nature  Area  has  been 

planted  to  grass  and  wildf lowers.  The  grass  is  beginning  to 
show  already,  and  it  is  hoped  that^real  wildf lower  garden  can 
be  developed  along  with  an  area  that  may  be  used  for  a  play 
meadow. 

The  Nature  Area  now  has  a  deodorized  striped  skunk  in  addition 
to  the  regular  animals.  It  is  very  tame  and  can  be  handled 
safely  by  children  and  is  creating  quite  a  sensation  with 
visitors  to  the  area. 

J,   Early  rain  during  the  month  enabled  us  to  start  on  construction 
operations  planned  for  this  winter  earlier  tnan  usual.  The 
rain  was  also  helpful  in  cutting  dovm  tne  fire  hazard  much 
earlier  than  last  year  when  there  was  d  nger  of  fire  up  to  December. 


K,     Work  Progress  Report:  Louring  the  month  of  October,  the 
following  work  was  either  started  or  completed: 

1,  Tilden  Regional  Park 

a.  Planted  two  frenontias  and  15  Bishop  pines  on  the 
hillside  abuve  the  new  wi.ldflower  meadow.  Preparations 
are  also  being  made  to  plant  Norv/ay  spruce,  cedars 
and  Douglas  fir.  Some  lupines  have  been  planted,  and 
more  will  be  planted.  The  hillside  behind  the  wildflower 

-  meadow  should  provide  a  nice  backdrop  for  the  garden,

VII.   Ngj  BUSINESS 

A.  President  Sibley  and  Director  ^'iacdonald  have  looked  at  some 
land  ovmed  by  the  San  Francisco  water  department  with  tne 
General  Manager.  This  property,  consisting  of  6l7  acres,  is 
not  for  sale,  but  may  be  available  on  a  long  lease  basis.  It 
is  located  south  of  Sunoi  at  the  head  of  Niles  Canyon,  and 
would  be  ideal  as  a  site  for  a  golf  course,  picnic  areas  and 

a  recreational  center  to  serve  Eden  Township  and  lower  Alameda 
County, 

General  Manager  VJalpole  stated  that  a  golf  course  would 
require  a  minimum  of  115  acres,  but  tnat  the  ideal  space  would 
cover  180  to  200  acres.  The  cost  of  the  park  building  and 
a  golf  course  wjth  its  own  labor  would  be  approximately 
$200,000,  while  the  cost  of  this  work  if  contracted  would 
run  to  about  one  half  million  dollars. 

This  land  might  be  leased  for  UO  years  with  an  option  of  a 
UO-year  renexral,  and  an  additional  option  to  buy  if  and  when 
the  San  Francisco  water  department  could  sell  it.  The 
I^Iason-McDuffie  Company  is  investigating  the  possibilities  of 
leasing  the  property. 

Director  Goodrich  statalthat,  to  justify  the  lar,;_;e  investment 
to  develop  tnis  property  while  it  is  not  ovjned  outright  by  the 
Regional  Parks,  it  would  certainly  be  necessary  to  have  a  very 
long  lease — even  a  99  year  lease.  Ke  suggested  tnat  if  the 
land  were  leased  on  a  iiO-year  basis  with  options  of  renewal 
and  purchase,  tnat  the  purchase  price  should  be  fixed  at  the 
time  of  entering  into  tiie  initial  lease  of  the  undeveloped 
property.  He  also  recommended  that  an  opinion  be  obtained  from 
the  District  Attorney's  office  as  to  the  idght  of  the  Regional 
Park  District  to  spend  taxpayers'  money  on  permanent  improve- 
ments on  leased  land. 

The  Board  voted  unanimously  in  favor  of  this  proposal  and 
instructed  General  Manager  V/alpole  to  obtain  figures  on  the 
lease,  if  one  is  to  be  had,  and  to  check  with  the  District 
Attorney  regarding  the  legality  of  investing  a  large  sum  of 
money  on  leased  land  developments. 

B.  The  large  TD16  International  tractor,  which,  was  purchased 
several  years  ago  on  bid,  has  given  us  a  great  deal  of 
trouble  during  the  past  few  months.  Although  the  Caterpillar 
tractor  was  a  better-recommended  piece  of  equipment  for 
bull-dozer  work,  it  was  necessary  to  purchase  the  International 
tractor  at  the  lowest  price  bid.  This  summer  the  TDl8  was 

out  of  use  for  over  six  weeks  while  expensive  repairs  were  made 
which  had  been  caused  by  the  cracking  of  a  case  that  resulted 
in  our  having  to  tear  down  the  tractor  and  put  in  a  nex^  case 
and  gears  that  had  gone  out. 

Notices  of  government  surplus  sales  coming  up  show  that  a 
number  of  Caterpillar  DB's  will  be  offered  for  sale.  The  Db 
is  slightly  larger  than  tiie  TD18,  and  the  tractors  to  be  sold 
as  government  surplus  are  fairly  late  models.  The  purchasing 
agent  will  inspect  these  tractors  to  determine  whether  they 
would  be  worth  bidding  on.  The  serial  number  will  indicate 
the  age  of  tne  equipment.  If  any  of  these  tractors  meet  with 
our  requirements,  we  would  like  to  submit  a  old.  A  large 
tractor  is  operated  steadily  throughout  most  of  the  year  in 
the  regional  parks  as  the  largest  p.:  rt  of  heavy  construction 
work  is  done  with  the  use  of  such  a  tractor.  IE  new  Caterpillar 
D8  costs  approximately  ;!;;36,000,  and  therefore,  a  bid  of  vd2,000 


to  $lli,000  would  not  be  too  much  for  a  tractor  that  meets  our 
requirements  as  to  age  and  condition. 

In  order  to  purchase  government  surplus  equipment,  a  bid  must  be 
submitted,  and  the  leneral  lianarer  asks  permission  of  the  Board 
to  submit  a  bid  high  enou^i^-h  to  make  it  possible  to  acquire  a 
tractor  at  the  sale  to  be  held  in  November.  The  saving  mi^jht  be 
as  much  as  $20,000  to  $25,000,  and  in  addition  we  would  obtain 
the  type  of  equipment  which  we  know,  from  experience,  will  do  the 
work  with  a  minimum  of  breakdovms.  State  law  provides  that  government 
surplus  equipment  may  be  purchased  without  our  getting  bids. 

The  Board,  acting  on  the  recommendation  of  the  General  Manager, 
agreed  that  it  would  be  practical  to  purchase  a  used  Caterpillar 
tractor  provided  it  is  possible  to  get  one  in  usable  condition. 
On  motion  of  Director  Goodrich,  seconded  by  Director  Mulvany, 
the  following  resolution  was  adopted:

C,   The  General  Manager  has  included  a  new  classification  of  personnel 
in  the  general  personnel  policy  for  park  employees.  In  a  memorandum 
to  park  supervisors,  which  has  been  posted  in  the  bulletin  boards 
in  tne  parks,  the  new  classifications  are  outlined  in  detail  so 
that  each  employee  will  know  the  category  under  which  his  position 
is  classified.  No  change  has  actually  been  made  in  personnel  policy, 
but  it  is  felt  that  the  subject  of  job  classification  will  be 
clarified  for  all  employees  through  this  action. 

Briefly,  the  park  employees  are  classified  as  follows: 
CLASS  A  -  regular  employees  paid  on  a  monthly  salary j 
CLASS  B  -  regular  employees  paid  on  an  hourly  wage; 
CLASS  C  -  employees  who  work  irregular  hours,  usually  on  a  temporary 
basis,  and  who  are  paid  on  an  hourly  wage.  The  Class  A  and  B  employees 
receive  the  same  employee-benefits  such  as  the  accumulation  of  annual 
and  sick  leave,  and  would  be  included  in  a  retirement  plan  if  one 
were  to  be  adopted  by  the  Park  District.  Class  C  employees,  due  to 
the  nature  of  their  work,  are  only  paid  for  their  hours  of  work  and 
do  not  accumulate  annual  or  sick  leave.  They  would  not  be  included 
in  a  retirement  plan.  Other  details  are  outlined  in  the  memorandum 
pertaining  to  the  e>cplanation  of  the  maximum  limits  of  leave  which 


can  be  accumulated  and  of  tbe  probationary  period  of  three  months 
which  must  be  x^rorked  by  the  new  employees  before  they  can  consider 
themselves  as  hired  on  a  permanent  basis.

IV.   COM^IUNI  CATIONS 

A.  Letter  of  November  18,  1957,  received  from  Charles  ^arson, 
asking  approval  to  plant  a  memorial  tree  at  the  Roberts 
Recreational  Area  with  a  bronze  plate  mounted  in  a  concrete 
block  at  the  foot  of  the  tree.

C.  President  Sibley  read  excerpts  from  a  letter  he  had  received 
from  the  Universal  Investment  Company  in  which  that  company 
offers  to  finance  improvements  on  land  up  to  vl>000,000 
over  a  period  of  25  years. 

Director  Goodrich  suggested  that  the  legality  of  making  park 
developments  financed  in  this  manner  should  he  investigated, 
and  the  Board  asked  General  Manager  V\[alpole  to  obtain  an 
opinion  from  the  jJistrict  Attorney  on  this  matter, 

V.    GENERAL  MANAGER'S  REPORT 

A.  Erom  November  Ih   through  November  l8,  an  In-Service  Institute 
on  Park  Maintenance  was  held  in  the  Brazilian  Room  in  Tilden 
Park,  Some  hS   park  and  recreation  people  from  all  the  cities 
of  northern  California  were  in  attendance.  All  meals  for  Ih  e 
group  were  served  in  the  Brazilian  Room  by  the  'luchess  Cater- 
ing Co,  Bob  Sibley,  President  of  the  Board,  opened  the 
institute  with  an  inspirational  talk,  and  the  rest  of  the 
time  was  devoted  to  park  maintenance  problems.  Taking  part 

in  the  institute,  and  giving  some  of  the  courses  were:  Regional 
Park  personnel  Tom  Flood,  Jack  Parker,  Jim  Roof,  and  the  Gen- 
eral i'ianager  was  the  director  of  the  institute.  Tvro  of  our 
employees  attended  the  institute  as  students.  Several  field 
trips  were  made  in  the  park — one  through  the  ^otanic  Gardens, 
and  another  through  the  rJature  Area.  V/e  received  many  comp- 
liments on  the  park,  and  the  general  feeling  regarcdng  the 
institute  was  that  it  had  great  educational  value,  and  was 
highly  successful. 

B,  Tuesday,  November  i2.  President  Sibley,  Director  Hacdonald  and 
General  Manager  V/alpole  attended  a  meeting  at  the  International 
Kitchen  in  Niles  to  discuss  trie  possibility  of  VJashington 
Township  petitioning  the  Regional  Parks  to  become  a  part  of 
the  District.  Approximately  30  people  attended.  A  great  deal 
of  interest  was  shown  by  these  people  of  Washington  Town- 
ship in  joining  the  Regional  Park  District.  A  second  r eeting 
was  called  under  the  leadership  of  Mr.  George  Roeding  of 
Niles  for  Tuesdaj'',  November  19.  The  General  Manager  was 
present  at  this  meeting  and  can  report  that  there  is  a  very 
definite  interest  on  the  part  of  the  people  of  Washington 
Township  in  joining  the  Regional  Park  District.  Committees 
have  been  formed,  and  we  may  hear  from  them  in  a  month  or  so 
with  their  petitions  requesting  the  Regional  Park  District 

to  hold  an  election  so  that  they  will  have  an  opportunity  to 
vote  on  becoming  a  part  of  the  District.  It  is  hoped  tnat 
this  election  could  be  corbined  with  the  general  election 
primary  ballot  to  save  the  cost  of  holding  an  election, 

G.   The  wildf lower  meadow  in  the  Tilden  Nature  Area  is  doing  very 
nicely.  The  grass  is  up  about  four  inches,  all  rocks  have 
been  removed  from  the  garden  area  and  lupines  and  poppies 
have  been  planted  on  the  nearby  banks.  It  has  not  rained 
enough  as  yet  to  do  otner  planting  that  is  planned  for  this 
winter, 

D.  >/ork  on  the  Nature  Lodge  patio  and  inside  the  ilature  Lodge 
itself  is  progressing  very  satisfactorily.  It  is  difficult 
to  get  much  done  because  so  many  people  keep  coming  in  just 
to  see. 
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E.  Attendance  in  the  park  nas  kept  up  remarkablv  well  through 
November.  Golf  has  been  moving  along  at  a  very   good  clip, 
and  the  picnic  areas  have  been  crowded  on  days  taat  it  didn't 
rain.  Maintenance  work  is  being  carried  on  much  longer  tnan 
in  previous  years.

Director  Goodrich  voiced  his  opinion  that  tne  lease  form  might 
include  eitner  provision  that  payr:;ents  on  tne  lease  serve  as 
payment  for  the  property,  or  that  lease  payments  be  set  up  on 
a  decreasing  schedule  for  each  term  for  whicii  tne  lease  might  be 
renewed. 
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B.  The  General  Manager  also  requested  an  opinion  from  the 
District  Attorney's  office  as  to  t;!e  legality  of  revising 
the  boundaries  of  t'le  wards  of  the  Park  District.

C.  It  was  not  necessary  to  act  on  the  Board's  Resolution  li^db 
authorizing  the  General  iiana:,er  and  the  President  to  bid  on 
one  or  more  Caterpillar  Tractors  offered  for  sale  as  surplus 
equipment.  At  this  sale,  the  only  tractor  we  were  interested 
in  was  bid  up  to  over  ^1^11, 000,  which  is  about  j;3,000  riore  than 
we  would  have  wished  to  bid  on  it.  However,  some  expenses 
were  involved,  as  we  hired  a  man  from  the  Petersen  Tractor  Co. 
to  give  his  opinion  on  how  nigh  we  should  bid.  We  v;ere 
successful  in  securing  a  13-yard  garbage  truck  that  has  a  self- 
loader  in  the  rear  end  similar  to  the  one  bought  last  yeai?  for 
;i)850.  This  rig,  on  which  we  will  probably  have  to  spend  about 
$250  in  repair  -rfork,  sold  originally  for  C'lt),000.  The  garbage 
body  is  on  an  International  Truck  that  appears  to  be  in  very 
good  condition  and  has  had  very   little  use.  Tnis  body  can  be 
used  on  any  chassis,  so  after  the  truck  has  worn  out,  the  body 
can  be  put  on  any  new  truck  chassis.  We  also  bought  a  300-gallon 
tank  sprayer  for  $100  that  can  be  used  in  spraying  trees  for 

oak  moths.  This  rig  sold  new  for  .1i'.l,900, 

VII.   NS'J  BUSINESS 


A.  A  copy  of  Resolution  No,  85i;77  has  been  received  from  the  Alameda 
County  Board  of  Supervisors  in  which  they  request  that  -^laraeda 
County  assemblymen  and  Senator  Arthur  H.  Breed  take  the  necessary- 
steps  to  accomplish  the  purpose  of  this  resolution  —  namely, 
asking  the  state  to  furnish  tne  money  to  buy  the  Garin  Ranch  and 
property  surrouiirij  ng  the  Garin  Ranch.  This  is  of  particular 
importance  to  the  Regional  Park  District  as  we  will  probably  be 
asked  to  operate  this  land  as  a  Regional  Park. 

B.  "following  tne  custom  of  the  Board  of  Directors  in  calling  the 
December  meeting  on  a  date  early  enough  to  allow  the  distribution 
of  checks  to  the  employees  before  Christmas,  the  next  meeting 
should  be  held  December  17.  If  the  Board  agrees,  that  date  will 
be  set  as  the  date  for  tiie  next  regular  Board  meeting.

V.   GBI.^EIiAL  MANAGER 'b  R::P0RT 

A,  On  Thursday,  December  12,  several  members  of  the  Board  and 
the  General  Manager  made  a  tour,  with  the  Alameda  County 
Board  of  Supervisors  and  other  interested  people,  of  the 
proposed  additional  recreational  facilities  for  Alameda 
County,  Many  sites  were  covered  and  most  of  them  have  fine 
recreational  possibilities,  Tne  tour  lasted  from  9  a.m.  to 
5:15  p.m.  and  covered  some  10,000  or  i2,000  acres  in  various 
parts  of  the  county,  particularly  in  southern  and  eastern 
Alameda  County. 

Some  of  the  land  seen  on  tne  tour  appeared  to  be  more 
desirable  for  park  use  than  the  land  surrounding  San  Pabl^ 
Dam  from  the  standpoint  of  park  operation  by  the  Regional 
Park  District. 

B.  On  Monday,  jiecember  9,  the  Manager  met  with  members  of  tne 
Alameda  County  Flood  ^ontrox  District,  They  had  maps  and 
pointed  out  two  areas  where  they  expect  to  build  dams —  one 
in  Cull  Canyon,  the  other  near  Pergola  Hill.   Each  of  these 
areas  will  contain  over  lOO  acres  of  land  and  the  Flood 
Control  people  expressed  the  >ri.sn  to  have  the  icind  around  ttie 
lakes  used  for  recreational  purposes.  This  xand  could  be 
turned  over  to  tne  Regional  Parks  at  no  cost  witn  the 
Regional  Parks  taking  on  the  job  of  developing  facilities. 
Both  of  these  areas  are  located  ;d.thin  Eden  Township  and  are 
fairly  close  to  populated  areas.  Contemplated  park  and 
recreational  us-s  of  the  area  will  include  boating,  fisning, 
swimjTiing  and  possibly  some  picknicking.  In  connection  witn 
tne  area  in  Cuxl  Canyon,  directly  in  back  of  it  and  adjoining 
the  property  already  purchased  by  tne  Flood  Control  District 
is  a  U23  acre  ranch  which  tne  Regional  -farks  mignt  be  inter- 
ested in  purchasing  to  supplement  holdings  around  tne  lake. 

Director  Macdonald  suggested  that  the  Board  consider  purchase 


of  this  k23   acre  rancn  if  the  land  is  for  sale.  The  cost  would  be 
paid  out  of  revenue  from  Eden  Township,  Director  Mulvany  stated 
that  he  could  xook  into  this  matter  as  the  Bank  of  America  acts  as 
trustee  for  the  owners  of  this  propert^r.  General  Manager  /Jaxpole 
tidli  also  investigate  tne  matter  w:i.th  the  hope  tnat  the  owners 
might  be  willing  to  sell  to  the  Regional  Parks  at  a  very  reason- 
able figure  since  the  area  would  be  developed  for  public  recreation, 

C.  On  Thursday, ■  December  5j  President  "^ibley  and  the  General  Manager 
met  with  a  committee  from  the  Berkeley  Rotary  Ciub  vrho  are  consid- 
ering a  cash  donation  to  the  Regional  Parks  for  building  a  stone 
observation  point  on  top  of  Wildcat  Peak.  This  would  be  in  connect- 
ion xd-th  their  Redwood  Peace  Grove  and  undoubtedly  would  make  a 
fine  addition  to  Tilden  Park  and  provide  an  object  of  central 
interest  in  this  end  of  the  park.  A  sketch  of  the  proposed 
development  was  shown  to  tne  Board, 

General  Manager  Walpoie  told  the  iJoard  that  the  cost  of  materials — 
rock  from  the  quarry  in  Tilden  Regional  Park — would  be  approximately 
Si, 000,  and  that  labor  by  Regional  Park  employees  would  amount  to 
a  cost  of  about  $2,000. 

Director  Isulvany  questioned  the  advisability  of  the  Regional 
Prrks  niaking  an  expenditure  of  several  thousand  dollars  to  construct 
the  proposed  look-out  point  at  the  request  of  a  service  club  and 
for  which  the  club  vrould  receive  full  credit. 

President  Sibley  felt  that  the  members  of  the  Rcfery  Club  of  Berkeley 
should  be  encouraged  to  make  their  proposed  contribution  to  the 
park,  which  he  stated  would  be  ::-'l,000  toward  this  project, 

lUrector  Goodrich  asked  whether  this  suggested  development  is  a 
feature  which  should  be  included  in  Tilden  Park  regardless  of  any 
one  group  beihg  responsible  for  it.  The  concensus  was  that  the 
idea  is  a  sound  one,  and  that  this  proposal  would  add  form  and 
meaning  to  tne  Peace  Grove  area. 

Director  Mulvany  and  Director  Macdonald  agreed  that  the  work  might 
be  done  by  tne  Regional  ^arks,  and  materials  furnished  by  the  park 
to  go  ahead  with  the  plan,  and  to  accept  the  contribution  of  cash 
from  the  Rotary  Club  to  offset  part  of  the  cost  of  construction. 
It  was  decided  that  estimates  of  tne  cost  snould  first  be  obtained, 

D.  Director  Jonn  A.  Macdonald  spoke  to  a  group  of  Washington  Town- 
ship taxpayers  on  the  night  of  December  6,  He  reported  the 
group  as  being  very  interested  and  enthusiastic  about  Washington 
Township  becoming  a  part  of  the  Regional  Parks  District. 

E.  An  architecture  class  from  the  University  tif  California  has  taken 
the  area  around  Jewel  Lake  for  their  term  problem.  They  are 
working  on  a  design  for  a  camp  to  be  used  for  scouts  and  our 
naturalist.  Jack  Parker,  is  working  with  them.  After  this  problem 
is  completed  we  may  get  some  good  ideas  for  our  camps  to  be  set 

up  in  Grass  Valley, 

F.  The  stump  poisoning  material,  that  we  have  been  working  on  vdth 
several  people  from  the  University,  seems  to  be  very  effective. 
We  put  it  on  2^  stumps  in  the  Nature  Area  last  summer,  and  in 
checking  those  st\;iinps  last  week  we  found  we  have  25  dead  eucalyptus 
stumps.  Untreated  stumps  in  tne  same  area  have  sprouts  about 

6  feet  tall.  So  it  looks  like  we  have  found  a  solution  to  a  very 
perplexing  problem, 

G.  Attendance  in  the  park  has  been  keeping  up  extremely  well  during 
this  first  part  of  December,  Goif  has  been  going  at  a  very  good 
rate.  The  people  are  still  using  the  picnic  areas  and  we  are  still 
having  to  do  a  great  deal  of  maintenance  work. 
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H.   V/ork  Progress  Report:   IJuring  the  comparatively  snort 

time  since  our  last  boara  meeting  we  have  carried  on  with 
the  following  constructional  activities:

"'■:c requesting  a  contract  with  the  Regional  'Park  District  ' 
c;'.:for  operation  of  a  pony-ride  concession  at  tne  itoberts 

Recreational  Area, 

The  General  ^'^ana^er  recommended  Mr,  Henderson  as  a 
concessionaire  for  tne  pony-ride  at  the  Roberts  Area, 
having  some  knowledge  of  him  through  a  meeting  last  year. 
Therefore,  the  Pocrr''  voted  unanimously  in  favor  of  granting 
the  pony-ride  concession  contract  to  Mr.  Henderson  for  a 
period  of  nine  months,  expirin;;;  on  December  31^  •i-9$S,  A 
License  Agreement  for  this  concession  was  executed  by  the 
President  and  Acting  Secretary'-, 

B.  Letter  of  December  1?,  1957,  received  from  A.  F.  Oddstad, 
enclosing  a  map  indicating  a  7l-3cre  tract  of  land  which 
he  is  offering  for  sale  along  wi.th  a  60  foot  easement  for 
roadxiray  purposes  through  the  "Sweet  Property"  at  a  price 

of  -17,750.00,  This  offer  is  contingent  on  the  Park  District 
obtaining  for  public  use  the  private  roadway  connecting 
with  -skyline  Boulevard  which  is  an  extension  of  the  afore- 
mentioned roadway  easement  through  the  "Sweet  Property", 

Directors  ilacdonald  and  Mulvany  expressed  the  opinion  that 
v250  per  acre,  appears  to  be  a  high  price  for  this  land  as 
the  property  does  not  seem  to  be  particularly  necessary  to 
the  park  and  furthermore  is  situated  in  an  area  v/here  it 
cannot  be  sold  for  other  purposes.  It  would  also  be  necessary 
to  determine  whether  it  would  be  possible  for  the  Regional 
Parks  to  obtain  permission  to  use  the  easement  on  the  private 
road  leading  from  Skyline  Blvd.  to  connect  with  the  60  foot 
easement  presently  ovmed  by  Mr.  Oddstad. 

Pending  further  investir:ation,  the  Board  took  no  action, 

G.  Letter  of  January  23,  I'^^B,  received  from  Miles  Kinney  of 
the  Hason-McDuffie  Co,,  providing  additional  information 
regarding  requirements  of  the  San  Francisco  Water  Department 
in  leasing  land.  lie.   Kinney  cites  the  terms  of  their  lease 
of  land  to  the  Crystal  Springs  Golf  Course  in  Belrnont,  wnich 
includes  amounts  paid  on  a  monthly  rental  for  the  first  tvro 
years  and  thereafter  the  percentages  paid  on  gross  receipts 
in  lieu  of  a  flat  rental  with  a  minimum  of  $600  per  month. 
In  addition  the  lessee  pays  taxes,  insurance,  and  utilities 5 
the  lessee  is  granted  an  irrevocable  option  to  extend  the 
terms  of  the  lease  and  also  receives  first  refusal  to 
purchase  if  the  land  is  for  sale. 

Director  Goodrich  stated  that  he  had  some  doubt  that  the 
Regional  Park  District  could  legally  invest  a  lar-:e  amount 
of  monev  in  developing  land  to  wnich  it  does  not  noid  title. 
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and  also  said  that  ne  considored  the  conditions  under 
which  Crystal  Springs  Golf  Course  is  leased  to  be 
unsound  for  several  reasons.  He  was  of  the  opinion 
that  the  lease  should  be  a  perpetual  one  if  it  was 
impossible  to  obtain  the  land  by   purchase,  otherwi-se, 
if  the  Park  District  lease  the  land  and  invested  as 
much  as  million  doil?rs  in  constructing  a  golf  course 
and  other  recreational  features  and  the  land  was  then 
offered  for  sale  at  a  price  that  the  Park  District 
could  not  or  would  not  be  willing  to  pay,  then  there 
is  a  risk  of  losing  the  property  and  improvements  thereon, 

Dj.rectors  Mulvany  and  Goodrich  felt  that  some  effort  should 
be  Twde  to  buy  this  property  before  a  lease  is  considered. 

General  Manar;er  Walpole  told  the  Board  that  Mr.  Moore  of  the 
District  Attorney's  office  had  told  him  in  a  telephone 
conversation  in  this  connection  that  a  lease  would  be  legal 
as  oection  55iiO  of  the  Public  Resources  Code  so  stated. 
However,  Section  5568  provides  a  limitation  stating". . .the 
board  may  incur  an  indeo;tredness  not  to  exceed  5  percent  of 
the  assessed  valuation  of  the  real  and  personal  property 
situated  in  tne  district."  Mr  Moore  suggested  that  prior  to 
entering  into  a  lease  that  the  lease  be  submitted  to  the 
office  of  the  iJi strict  Attorney  for  approval. 

The  Joard  decided  that  further  decision  regarding  the  leasing 
of  this  property  should  be  postponed  until  it  has  been 
determined  that  this  land  cannot  be  purchased, 

la.   GENERAL  KMIAGER'S  REPORT 


We  have  had  several  talks  with  Mr.  Terzian,  Director  of  the 
Probation  Service  for  Alameda  County,  regarding  the  proposed 
f crest rj^  camp  at  Grass  Valley.  He  thinks  tliat  the  main  camp 
will  ba  ready  for  use  by  June  of  this  year,  and  that  tne  first 
boys  to  work  on  the  Grass  ''alley  project  will  be  ready  about 
September,  They  mil  probably  start  with  about  ten  boj'-s  and 
gradualljr  build  up  to  about  UO.  It  m.ay  take  as  long  as  a 
year  to  reach  this  maximum  number.  In  reference  to  the  work 
in  Grass  Valley,  we  have  had  several  woodcutters  clean  the 
old  logging  area  in  the  valley,  the  object  being  to  get  the 
area  cleaned  up  as  m.uch  as  possible  before  we  get  the  boys 
who  are  on  probation  in  there  this  fall,  and  get  the  area 
ready  for  some  tree  planting. 

Crowds  have  been  using  the  parks  through  the  xi/inter  months. 
In  the  nature  area,  the  crowds  seem,  to  be  increising  almost 
daily.  We  have  a  great  m.any  more  people  using- the  area  thai 
at  this  time  last  year,  and  as  far  as  we  have  been  able  to 
find  out,  thej''  are  quite  pleased  with  the  area,  especiai;j.y 
with  the  little  farm.  Play  on  the  golf  course  has  remained 
quite  heavy,  and  even  the  picnic  areas  have  been  getting  a 
lot  of  use  on  sunny  days  over  the  holiday  party  season,  A 
great  many  demands  were  made  for  use  of  the  iirazilian  Building 
and  the  little  clubhouse  at  Lake  Temescal, 

Work  on  the  four  all-steel  restrooms  is  practically  complete 
Tfjith  outside  plumbing,  septic  tanks  and  fixtures  installed. 
We  are  painting  these  buildings  now  and  will  have  completed 
the  project  by  the  middle  of  February, 

January  marked  the  passing  of  our  original  Director  and 
Secretary  of  the  Board,  Thomas  J.  Roberts.  He -was  active  in 
organizin,^,  the  Park  District  and  served  as  a  Director  from  the 
District's  inception.  He  was  95  years  of  age  and  had  been 
extremely  active  util  the  past  yeari     His  contribution  to 
the  parks  was  recognized  by  everyone,  and  his  advice  and 
counsel  concerning  labor  problem.s  will  be  missed. 
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E.  Work  Progress  Report:  During  the  period  from  our  last  Board 
meeting  we  carried  on  with  the  following  constructional 
activities  in  all  parks:

VII .   UNFINISHED  BUSINESS 

A,   The  Alameda  '.ounty  Flood  Control  District  has  written  concerning 
the  additional  property  known  as  the  "Neudeck  Property"  lying 
behind  the  Cull  Canyon  dam  site,   Uiroctor  Mulvany  has  also 
checked  on  the  possibility  of  acquiring  this  land.  It  is  our 
understanding  that  over  IiOO  acres  of  land  is  involved  not  counting 
the  30.12  acres  that  would  go  with  the  property  already  acquired 
by  the  County  Flood  Control  District.  The  Flood  Control  peeple 
.  also  sent  two  m.aps  showing  the  area  involved  in  the  two  dams 
they  propose  to  build  in  Castro  Valley  and  turn  over  to  us  for 
recreational  purposes. 

General  Manager  Vj'alpole  presented  two  maps  of  the  proposed  dam 
sites  shovdng  the  area  that  would  be  covered  by  the  backed- up 
water.  He  has  learned,  through  the  efforts  of  Director  Mulvanj/;^ 
that  the  "Neudeck  Property"  referred  to  was  onoe  for  sale 
for  ■^;dUOO  per  acre,  and  that  the  owner  is  now  open  to  an  offer. 
He  also  has  seen  an  1100-acre  tract  containing  some  level 
ground  which  might  be  suitable  for  a  golf  course;  a  ii50-acre 
tract  and  another  500-acre. tract.  He  has  heard  that  the  1100- 
acre  piece  of  land  is  for  sale  at  j;250  per  acre.  Director 
Nacdonald  has  been  over  this  land  and  stated  that  it  appeared 
to  be  as  good  as  land  in  Tilden  Park.  These  tracts  are  separated 
from  Grass  lalley  Regional  Park  by  one  ridge. 

The  i^soard  instructed  the  General  Manaf^er  to  investigate  the 
possibilities  of  purchase  of  these  properties  further  and  to 
report  his  findings  at  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  Board. 

B.  The  office  has  received  over  100  signatures  petitioning  for 

annexation  to  the  Regional  Park  -L^istrict  by  '.Washington  Township. 
One  of  the  petitions  presented  was  submitted  by  the  '^'-ashington 
Township  Improvement  •-'ociety,  and  the  other  by  the  Ta>cpayer's 
League.  To  clarify  the  stand  of  the  Directors  of  the  East 
Bay  i^egional  Park  District  in  reference  to  this  proposed 
annexation,  the  General  Manager  read  a  letter  from  Mr.  Roeding:

As  you  know,  the  citizens  of  Washington  Township  have  appointed 
a  committee  of  approximately  fifteen,  to  study  the  feasibility 
of  annexing  with  the  i'.ast  Ray  Regional  Park  District;  v;ith 
this  in  mind,  I  appointed  the  following  comr-iittee  to  make 
a  study  of  the  proposal: 

Mr.  Raiph   Carmichael  -  Chairman 
Mr,  Carl  Flegal 
Mr.  E.  C.  Parks 

This  committee  has  made  a  very  favorable  report,  indicating 
that  the  East  Bay  Regional  Park  District  is  well  managed  and 
in  excellent  financial  condition.  Information  contained  in 
the  East  Bay  Regional  Park  District's  Examination  of  Accounts 
dated  6-30-p7  indicated  ample  resources  for  land  payments 
and  park  site  developments  over  the  next  five  year  period 
to  the  extent  of  $750,000  for  the  ^rass  Valley  Park  District 
and  .; 500,000  over  the  next  three  years  to  comraence  development 
of  park  and  recreational  facilities  near  ounol. 

As  far  as  our  committee  h;  s  been  able  to  determine,  there  seems 
to  be  a  great  deal  of  interest  in  this  development,  and  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  tne  cost  is  nominal,  will  not  exceed 
5^  per  ;!;;100  assessed  valuation,  our  committee  plans  to  recommend 
annexation  to  the  citizens  of  Washington  Townsnip  -  and  to 
signify  their  recoimiendation,  by  sending  :/ou  a  petition  con- 
taining the  names  of  50  voters. 

However,  before  doing  so,  our  comnuttee  is  obligated  to  make 
known  to  our  citizens,  the  following: 

1)  The  areas  considered  for  possible  park  development 
in  or  adjacent  to  the  Washington  Tovmship  area, 

2)  The  extent  of  development  planned  for  the  immedi  ate 
future . 

3)  The  anticipated  year  in  wnich  development  would  commence. 

You  have  already  indicated  your  interest  in  having  us  become 
a  part  of  the  East  Bay  Regional  Park  District  -  however,  the 
availability  of  fund  outlined  in  paragraph  2  of  this  letter, 
does  not  necessarily  indicate  the  intent  of  the  District  to 
develop  park  facilities  in  the  Washington  Tomship  area  in 
the  immediate  future;  if  it  is  the  intent  of  the  District  to 
develop  park  and  recreational  facilities,  including  a  golf 
course  a. id  swimming  pool,  then  indication  of  this  intent  should 
come  in  the  form  of  a  letter  from  the  Park  District. 

As  soon  as  vie   receive  a  letter  from  you  indicating  the  extent 
to  which  you  can  assist  us,  and  in  answer  to  the  three  questions 
on  Page  1  of  this  letter,  we  will  immediately  act  on  the 
petition  -  with  the  thought  that  this  matter  can  be  brought 
before  the  voters  in  April,  1958,  or  not  later  than  June,  1958.

Dear  PIr,  Roeding: 

Your  letter  of  December ,27,  was  turned  o /er  to  me  by  Mr, 
Walpole  so  that  I  rrd:^]n!C^-^o-a   officially  as  to  tne  opinion  and 
attitudes  of  our  directors  regarding  the  annexation  of  Washington 
Township  by  a  vote  of  the  people  of  that  area. 
As  you  know,  we  would  hope  that  '•-snington  Tovmship,  as  well 
as  the  other  two  tovmships  not  now  in  our  East  3ay  Regional 
Park  District,  will  become  a  part  of  our  overall  district  so 
that  the  entire  County  of  Alameda  can  be  represented  in  making 
the  East  Bay  Regional  Park  District  a  county  park  as  well  as 
a  regional  park.  We, as  a  Board  of  Directors,  would  not  unaer 
any  circumstances  wish  the  voters  of  VJashington  Township  to 
be  in  a  position  x^rhere  they  could  accuse  our  Board  of  misrepre- 
sentation in  any  manner  whatsoever. 

?irst,  I  believe  you  should  realize,  as  we  have  stated  before, 
that  our  object  is  to  have  p-urks  and  recreational  facilities 
for  all  of  the  people  of  Alameda  County  rather  than  thinking 
in  terms  of  any  one  ps^rticular  portion  of  our  district.  We 
feel  that  16  to  20  thousand  acres  of  lana  are  needed  in 
Alameda  County  to  insure  adequate  park  and  recreation  facilities 
for  our  fast-growing  county.  We  need  the  tax  support  of  all 
the  people  of  Alameda  County  to  make  this  program  possible. 
We  have  examined  land  near  Sunol,  with  which  you  are  acquainted, 
with  the  thouf;ht  in  mind  of  constructing  a  golf  course,  a 
s;^ri.mming  pool  and  a  recrestional  area  that  would  serve  the 
people  of  Southern  Alameda  County.  However,  just  as  the  rest 
of  our  parks  are  now  being  used  by  the  entire  coimty,  our 
thought  in  building  a  park  in  Southern  Alameda  *-^ounty  would 
be  to  serve  the  people  of  the  entire  county  rather  than  any 
portion  thereof.  We  feel  that  we  need  another  p;olf  course 
for  the  people  of  our  district,  and  would  prefer  to  have  it 
in  Southern  Alameda  County  where  it  would  be  of  more  service 
to  the  people  in  far  east  Oakland,  San  Leandro,"  Haj^ard 
and  Washington  Township  (if  you  were  part  of  our  district). 
We  feel  that  our  Tilden  Golf  Course  mn   T'ilden  Park  now  serves 
Northern  Alameda  ^ounty  quite  well.  The  same  is  true  of  our 
e-dsting  swimjning  and  park  facilities.  liJhile  they  are  being 
used  by  people  from  Southern  Alameda  County,  we  certainly  would 
like  to  piit  park  and  recreation  facilities  closer  to  all  the 
people  who  pay  the  taxes  to  support  the  District. 

As  you   know,  we  have  saved  a  considerable  sum  of  money  toward 
tne  purchase  of  additional  property.  In  addition  to  this,  we 
hope  that  there  will  be  money  forthcoming  from  the  State 
Division  of  Parks  and  Beaches  to  enable  us  to  speed  up  our  land 
acquisition  program  either  by  an  outright  grant  of  money  or  by 
the  state  buying  certain  recomitiended  pari  property  and  turning 
it  over  to  the  Regional  Park  District  to  operate  for  the 
benefit  of  Alameda  ^ounty.  As  the  situation  now  stands,  even 
if  the  state  was  willing  to  acquire  property  in  Alameda  ^ounty 
for  park  purposes,  they  would  have  no  governing  body  that  the 
land  could  be  turned  over  to,  so  tnat  it  might  be  operatea  as 
a  park. 


We  wish  to  start  developing  additional,  recreation  facilities 
including  a  golf  course,  swimming  pool,  picnic  areas,  etc, 
as  soon  as  possible,  and  believe  that  we  could  very  definitely 
say  that  within  a  short  time  a  great  deal  more  money  would 
be  spent  to  serve  the  people  of  Washington  Tovmship  that 
the  township  would  possible  pay  into  the  Regional  Park  District 
in  the  form  of  taxes,  I  believe  that  you,  Mr,  Roeding,  are 
especially  aware  of  the  advantages  of  an  overall  park 
district,  with  all  of  the  county  helping  to  bear  the  expense 
of  a  large  park  system  tather  than  smaller  coranunities 
att^tinr  to  do  big  things  park  and  recreation- wise  out  of 
their  own  budgets,

SPECIAL  MEETING 

EAST  BAY  REGIONAL  PARK  DISTRICT 

"ebruary  18,  1958 


I.  ROLL  CALL 

A  special  meeting  of  the   Board  of  Directors  of  tne  East   Bay- 
Regional  i'ark  J^istrict  was  held  at  the  Lake  Temescal  Cmbroora, 
63^00  Broadvjay,   Oakland,   California,   on  Tuesday,   February  18, 
19^8,   at  2  p.m. 

PRESEI^T:        President  oibley  and  Directors  Goodrich,  ^^acdonald 

and  Hulvahy.     General  Manager  ii^'alpole  was  also  present. 

ABSENT:  Directors  none. 

II.  PUBLIC  HEARING 

Petitions  were  presented  to  the  Regional  Park  Board  of  directors 
proposing  the  annexation  of  Washington  Township  to  the  East  Bay 
Regional  Park  District.  Signatures  on  the  petitions  have  been 
checked  and  found  to  be  sufficient,  there  being  more  than  $0 
signatures  of  qualified  exectors  residing  in  the  territory  to  be 
annexed,  ^reneral  Manager  Walpole  reported  that  the  Public  Hearing 
has  been  advertised  as  required. 

The  petitions  were  set  for  hearing  at  this  time  in  order  to 
determine  whether  there  is  any  opposition  to  the  proposal. 

Those  present  included  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Giles;  Mr.  Vfetennan|  Mr.  & 
Mrs.  Roland  Bendei,  ^remont  GounciltTOman;  Mr.  Robert  Coop,  Fremont 
City  iianager;  Mr.  John  Nail,  Newark  City  Manager;  Mrs.  Dean 
Davenport,  Junior  Membership  of  the  Country  Club  of  Washington 
Township;  Mr.  Ralph  Carmichael;  Nancy  McCuen;  Mrs.  Beeler;  and 
several  other  persons. 

Those  representatives  of  Washington  Townsnip  referred  to  above 
voiced  their  personal  interest  in  having  Washington  Township 
annexed  to  the  Regional  x^?rk  District,  and  some  spoke  in  favor  of 
annexation  on  oehalf  of  organizations  which  endorse  this  measure. 
Both  Mr.  Coop  and  Mr.  Nail  expressed  their  knowledge  that  the 
members  of  their  respective  city  councils  were,  as  individuals, 
supporting  tne  annexation  proposal,  and  hoping  that  tne  measure 
would  be  put  to  a  vote.  Other  organizations  which  offered  their 
support  through  representatives  present  were  the  Junior  Membership 
of  the  Country  Club  of  .Washington  Townsnip,  the  Historical  Society, 
the  W.^shington  Township  Improvement  Society,  and  the  Dakota 
Discussion  Group, 

General  i-^anager  Walpole,  referring  to  possible  developments  of  park 
areas  in  Washington  Township,  stated  that  although  ..lameda  County 
has  prepared  a  survey  of  desirable  park  areas  in  that  area,  it  is 
necessary  to  be  realistic  in  determining  which  land  actually  would 
oe  available  for  purchase  for  park  purposes.  He  further  told 
those  present  that  a  move  has  been  initiated  and  is  still  in  tne 
very  beginning  stage,  for  a  cooperative  effort  between  Aiameda 
County,  Santa  Clara  County,  San  Mateo  and  San  Francisco  Counties, 
to  provide  park  and  recreational  areas  for  the  people  of  the  South 
Bay  Area.  The  San  Frandisco  Water  Department  owns  a  great  deal  of 
land  in  and  around  Washington  'township  which  would  be  suitable  for 
park  purposes.  They  are  not  inhibited  by  the  same  use  restrictions 
tnat  apply  to  land  owned  by   the  East  Bay  Municipal  Utility  District 
as  their  land  is  not  water  shed  draining  into  areas  which  might 
collect  water  for  human  use.  Therefore  there  is  more  flexibility 


as  to  potential  use  of  such  land  should  it  become  available. 
Mr,  Walpole  also  mentioned  the  Cull  Canyon  area  as  another 
potential  park. 

It  was  explained  that  tlie  policy  of  the  Regional  i'ark  Board  has 
alv;ays  been  to  purchase  large  tracts  of  land  when  suitable  and 
available  and  to  develop  the  land  when  funds  are  available  to 
do  so.  However,  the  primary  interest  is  in  obtaining  the  land 
for  future  development, 

riirector  ilacdonald  pointed  out  as  an  illustration  of  the  basis 
of  this  policy  the  fact  that  some  years  a^o  the  city  of  xiichmond 
mirht  have  become  a  part  of  the  Regional  Park  iJistrict ,  and  by 
so  doing,  it  might  have  been  possible  for  the  hill  land  east  of 
the  city  to  have  been  included  among  the  Regional  Parks  as  a 
development  for  that  part  of  the  District.  However,  no  action 
was  taken,  and  there  was  no  feeling  among  Richmond  residents 
of  the  ir-portance  of  becoming  a  part  of  the  Park  iJistrict  because 
t'le  potential  park  land  that  would  nave  served  Richmond  was 
owned  by  the  East  iay  Ilunicipal  Utility  -district  at  that  time. 
Since  that  time  the  land  has  been  sold  and  is  subdivided  into 
a  residential  area  with  the  loss  forever  of  any  possibixity 
of  a  park  behind  Richmond. 

i)irector  Goodricn  expressed  nis  opinion  tnat  one  of  the  grv^at 
values  of  park  lands  is  that  they  are  a  "preventorium"  against 
■'Hoodlums  and  the  waywardness  and  haphazard  ideas  so  many  young 
people  have  today." 

Director  Mulvany  stated  that  he  is  in  favor  of  acquiring  as  much 
land  as  possible  for  park  use,  and  that  the  amount  tnat  can  be 
purchased  depends  entirely  upon  the  funds  available.  Therefore, 
through  annexation  to  the  -^ark  lUstrict,  the  additional  source 
of  revenue  would  make  it  possible  for  the  Regional  Park  district 
to  extend  its  land  holdings  in  the  direction  of  those  nev;  members 
of  the  ^ark  -ki strict  who  need  such  development.  No  opposition 
to  the  proposed  annexation  was  expressed  at  tr.is  hearing,  and, 
the  proposal  being  approved  unanimously  by  the  Board,  on  motion 
of  Director  Mulvany,  seconded  by  Director  I-acdonald,  the  follovring 
resolution  was  adopted:

VI.   GENERAL  MANAGER'S  REPORT 

A.  Extremely  heavy  rains  we  have  had  during  the  month  have 

caused  a  number  of  slides  on  the  trails,  particularly  in  Redwood 
and  Grass  Valley  Regional  Parks.  Vfe  have  a  considerable  amount 
of  work  to  do  as  soon  as  the  groiind  dries  enough  to  repair  the 
slide  areas,  A  great  deal  of  silt  has  come  into  the  lakes 
with  exceptionally  hard,  continuing  rain,  and  we  have  attempted 
to  flush  it  out  by  opening  the  gate  valves  on  the  IsJces  to 
allow  the  vrater  to  sluice  out  the  silt.  It  is  possible  to 
get  rid  of  some  of  this  silt,  but  it  is  hard  to  tell  just  how 
effective  this  is, 

B.  On  the  one  or  two  nice  days  during  the  past  month,  people  have 
come  crowding  out  to  the  parks,  giving  an  indication  of  the 
need  they  feel  to  get  out  of  doors.  On  Sunday,  February  l6, 
all  the  parks  were  crowded  and  the  merry-go-round  registered  a 
new  record  for  this  time  of  year.  It  was  necessary  to  close 
the  golf  course,  and  it  has  been  closed  for  l5  days.  This  has 
cut  into  the  revenue,  and  it  looks  as  though  it  will  be  at 
least  v3jOOO  below  the  revenue  for  February  1957. 

C.  The  memorial  tree,  authorized  by  the  Board  of  Directors,  for 
Dick  Grodin 's  son,  was  planted  at  the  Roberts  Area  on  Saturday, 
February  8,  A  number  of  boy  scouts  and  the  parents  of  the 
Grodin  boy  attended. 

The  tree,  a  four  foot  da\m   redwood,  was  donated  by  his  boy 
scout  troop  as  was  the  piacque  installed  in  front  of  the  tree. 
The  piacque  is  small  and  inconspicuous,  and  was  set  almost 
level  with  the  ground  surface. 

D.  'iork  Progress  Report:  In  spite  of  the  rain  and  inclenent 
weather  the  following  projects  were  either  started  or  completed 
during  tne   period  elapsed  since  the  last  Board  meeting;

a.  In  the  Nature  Area,  three  giant  sequoia  redwoods  were 
planted  which  were  bought  by  two  boys  apprehended  cutting 
trees  in  the  park  before  Christmas,  The  trees  cost  the 
boys  f'26  a  piece.

d.  Cut  up  six  cords  of  firewood  and  nauled  it  to  park  picnic 
areas  and  clubrooms,

f.  Installed  heavy  chain  between  steel  rail  posts  and  welded  it. 

g.  Constructed  six  feet  wide  and  20  feet  long  rock  steps  at

b.  Replaced  four  windows  at  the  clubhouse. 

c.  Constructed  a  new  office  at  the  driving  range.

e.  Refinished  and  varnished  wooden  patio  furniture  at  the 
golf  Clubhouse.

d.  Completed  one  fireplace  at  the  '^ista  View  Picnic  area, 
and  another  one  is  ^Oi   complete. 

e.  Pulled  out  320  sturaps  with  the  small  RDU  tractor. 

f.  Graded  and  levelled  the  proposed  dav  camp  area  with  the 
RD7  tractor  and  grader. 

VII.   UNFIMISHED  BUSINESS 

A.  The  public  hearing,  on  the  subject  of  accepting  the  petition  of 
Washington  Township  for  annexation  to  the  East  Bay  Regional  Park 
District,  having  been  held  on  Tuesday,  February  lb,  the  Board  of 
Directors  passed  a  resolution  acceding  to  this  request,  and 
efforts  are  now  under  way  to  have  this  matter  come  before  the 
voters  of  Washington  Township  at  the  June   3,  193^  primary 
election  when  the  measure  irlll   appear  on  the  ballot, 

B.  On  request  of  the  Board  of  Directors  at  the  last  Board  Meeting, 
the  manager  has  contacted  Mr.  Oscar  Price,  an  architect  who  has 
done  a  number  of  club  buildings  for  the  City  of  Oakland.  He 
looked  over  the  proposed  site  at  the  Roberts  Area  ■^^dth  the  thought 
of  constructing  such  a  building.  Mr.  Price  was  present  at  this 
meeting  with  some  reflections  of  his  thinking  on  a  building  of 
the  t^'pe  required  in  that  aroa. 

Mr.  Price  submitted  two  sketches  of  a  preliminary  design  for 
the  building.  One  design  was  rectangular  and  the  other  incor- 
porated a  circular  area  and  was  most  well  received  by  the  Board. 
Both  designs  included  features  that  had  been  previously  suggested 
as  necessary  to  the  function  of  the  building. 

The  estimate  cost  of  construction  of  a  building  such  as  was 
shown  by  the  preliminary  sketches  was  about  Oll5,000 — more  or  less, 
depending  upon  modifications  that  could  be  made  and  a  more  detaled 
plan  on  which  the  approximate  cost  could  be  more  closely 
figured. 

Mr.  Price  explained  that  there  is  no  obligation  for  the  sketches 
already  made  and  that  if  the  Board  \^rished  his  firm,  Ponsford 
and  Price,  to  undertake  further  plans,  that  their  contract  would 
call  for  7  per  cent  of  the  construction  cost.  This  fee  is  based 
on  a  standard  set  for  architect's  services  in  connection  with 
this  type  of  building,  and  includes  supervision  of  construction 
and  inspection  until  completion  of  the  building.  He  also  stated, 
in  answer  to  inquires  of  the  iJirectors,  that  if  work  is  interrupted 
for  any  reason,  either  in  the  planning  stage,  or  after  construction 
has  begun,  that  their  fee  would  be  based  on  the  amount  of  work 
already  done. 

President  Sibley,  speaking  on  behalf  of  the  Board  who  were  pleased 
with  the  presentation  made  by  Mr.  Price,  asked  that  additional 
details  be  brought  before  the  Board  at  its  next  meeting,  and  bnat 
a  contract  be  presented  at  that  time, 

G.   Selection  of  new  director  to  fill  the  vacancy  on  the  Board  was 
deferred  until  the  next  meetiing  of  the  Board. 

*D.   Following  the  authorization  of  the  Hoard  of  Directors  at  its 

last  meeting,  the  General  Manager  engaged  Mr.  Uznay,-  recommended 
by  Kr.  D.A.  Sargent,  to  make  an  inventory  of  fixed  assets  of  the 
Regional  Parks,  and  to  provide  a  true  valuation  thereof.  It  is 
expected  that  this  will  be  done  by  the  next  Board  meeting. 


VIII.        NEW  BUSINESS 

A.       The  r.Gneral  Manager  told  the   Board  that  under  a  government 
surplus  sale  there  is  16,600  feet  of  5/8"  wrought  iron  chain 
available,   and  asked  permission  to  submit  a  bid  of    ■■10,000  for 
it.

IV.  COMMUM  CATIONS 

A.   Letter  of  Marcn  6,  l958  received  from  Congressman  George  P. 
Miller,  stating  that  the  ^'^aritime  Administration  has  asked 
the  appropriate  committees  of  Congress  to  approve  the  disposal 
of  the  i'iaritime  Acadei^y  in  Alameda,  Calif orna.  Tne  Maritime 
Academy  is  adjacent  to  Washington  Park  which  is  maintained 
by  the  City  of  Alameda.  There  are  38  acres  of  upxand  and  90 
acres  of  tideland  in  the  property  involved.  Tnere  is  a 
swi-JTiing  pool,  an  auditorium  and  many  other  structures  that 
could  be  adapted  to  recreational  use.  Congressman  Killer 
urges  the  Park  District  to  consider  tne  acquisition  of  this 
property  and  offered  his  assistance  in  obtaining  full  clear- 
ance for  its  disposal  and  in  t?ie  application  for  its  acquis- 
ition. He  has  written  also  to  Mr.  Newton  B.  Drury,  Chief 
of  the  State  Division  of  Beaches  and  Parks  to  notify  him  of 
the  availability  of  this  property. 
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General  Manager  V/alpoie  replied  to  the  aforementioned  letter  on 
March  10,  1958,  stating  that  the  Regional  ^"ark  District  would  be 
glad  to  give  consideration  to  his  proposal  and  that  he  would  in- 
spect the  property  and  communicate  wj.th  hin:  further, 

B.  Letter  of  March  11,  195^,  received  from  Congressman  George  P, 
Miller,  containing  the  information  that  when  the  Maritime  Acaden^ 
site  is  declared  surplus  and  turned  over  to  GSA,  it  will  not  be 
subject  to  the  recapture  clause,  but  will  be  released  iii  fee  to 
whomever  acquires  it. 

The  Board  was  of  the  opinion  that  operation  of  the  Maritime 
Academy  area  could  be  made  self  supporting.  No  action  was  taken 
at  this  time  pending  further  develojjment , 

C.  Letter  of  March  i2,  195^,  received  from  Harlan  B.  VJatkins,  of  the 
U.  S.  Army  Corps  of  Engineers,  stating  that  a  letter  written  to 
his  office  by  General  Manager  Walpole  on  March  7j  1950 j  Jias  been 
referred  to  the  Commanding  General  of  the  Sixth  Army,  The  Regional 
i^ark  letter  of  March  7,  was  written  to  inform  the  jlrmy  that  the 
area  leased  to  the  Army  at  the  south  end  of  Tilden  Park  has  been 
vacated  and  is  presently  becoming  damaged  and  unsi^^htly  due  to 
neglect.     Ordered  filed, 

D.  Letter  of  inarch  2U,  i958,  received  from  P.  H.  Eraerson,  a  resident 
of  Alameda,  who  states  that  ne  has  been  a  property  ovmer  since 
1922,  and  that  he  and  his  wife  use  the  Regional  Parks  regularly, 
and  that  they  appreciate  the  privilege  of  having  such  parks  wliich 
are  "full  of  pleasure  and  visible  beauty",  Mr,  Esierson  asks  that 
the  present  parks  be  kept  intact  for  public  use  and  that  no  park 
land  be  released  to  "real  estate  promoters".     Ordered  filed. 

V.  GENERAL  MANAGER'S  REl^ORT 

A,  We  were  successful  in  our  bid  with  the  over  three  miles  of  chain 
from  U.  S.  Navy  surplus.  Our  bid  of  :t.9,976,UO  was  low,  and  we 
secured  over  three  roiles  of  chain  that  will  be  used  for  barriers 
similar  to  the  ones  put  up  on  the  dam  at  Lake  Temescal,  at  the 
Sk3'-line  Gate  parking  area  in  Redwood  Park,  in  front  of  the 
Brazilian  Building  and  at  the  merry-go-round.  This  chain,  according 
to  figures  from  local  merchants,  would  cost  about  $61,000  if 
bought  through  regular  metnods, 

B,  We  placed  a  calf  in  the  barnyard  at  the  Little  Farm  in  the  Nature 
Area  over  the  weekend  and  were  very  surprised  at  the  number  of 
people  who  came  to  see  it.  Probably  nothing  in  the  Nature  Area 
attracts  as  much  attention  as  the  farm.  People  seem  to  take  a 
genuine  pride  in  the  animals,  and  apparently  it  gives  them  a 
great  deal  of  pleasure  just  to  be  able  to  touch  them. 

C.  VJork  on  the  new  day  camp  sites — tv70  in  Grass  Valley  and  one  in 
Redwood  Regional  Park  is  continuing.  One  camp  will  be  in  the 

Bowl  at  Redwood  Park  and  tnis  area  has  already  been  reserved  by  the 
Oakland  Recreation  Department .  The  two  cairps  in  Grass  Valley — 
one  at  the  site  of  the  old  barn  will  be  used  by  a  Castro  Valley 
girl  scout  group,  and  the  other  at  Chabot  Gate  where  we  have 
constructed  a  new  restroom,  will  be  used  by  the  San  Leandro 
Recreation  Department.  All  parks  are  already  completely  booked 
up  for  day  camping  and  there  is  about  a  20/o  to  25;b  increase  over 
last  years  day  camping  use, 

D.  Swimming  will  open  at  all  three  swimming  areas  on  Saturday,  April 
12,  From  that  date  on  swimming  will  be  carried  on  daily  at  both 
lakes  from  1  p.m.  to  5  p.m.  Roberts  Pool  will  only  be  open  on 
weekends  until  May  15,  when  the  pool  will  be  opened  on  a  full  time 
basis.  Preparations  nave  been  made  for  the  openings,  and  we 
should  be  ready  for  the  usual  spring  crovj-ds  from  April  12  on  and 
through  the  season.

IV.  PUBLIC  HEARING 

A.  Dr.  Herbert  Mason  of  the  Regional  Parks  Association,  presented  a 
snort  report  on  recent  developments  concerning  the  Huckleberry 
Trail  which  lies  between  Redwood  Park  and  Roundtop  Park.  He  first 
described  tne  territory  traversed  by  the  trail  as  naving  certain 
vegetation  of  some  importance  in  tne  East  Bay  and  stated  tnat  the 
gradient  of  the  trail  woula  permit  its  use  by  senior  citizens. 

Dr.  Mason  said  that  the  property  over  which  the  trail  runs  is  in 
tv;o  parcels,  one  belonging  to  a  real  estate  speculator  in  Berkeley- 
Mr,  Deikman,  and  the  other  being  owned  by  a  Mr.  Brophy,  an 
attorney  in  Fresno.  Mr.  Deikman  has  an  option  to  purchase  Mr, 
Erophy's  land,  and  has  already  started  clearing  off  several  house 
lots  at  one  end  of  his  property.  So  far,  no  damage  to  existing 
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vegetation  has  been  done,  inasmuch  as  Mr,  Deikman's  work  consisted 
only  of  removal  of  eucalyptus  trees.  However,  if  he  continues 
his  plans  for  subdivision,  the  trail  will  be  eliminated  and  there 
will  be  a  resulting  loss  of  land  which  the  Regional  ^^arks  Association 
feel  should  be  preserved  for  park  purposes. 

The  territory  in  question  contains  about  50  acres;  and  the  association 
asks  that  Mr,  Deikman  be  approached  with  a  request  to  sell  the 
property,  and  that  some  action  be  taken  to  obtain  the  land  at  a 
reasonable  price.  It  was  thought  that  he  might  accept  less  than 
S500  per  acre. 

General  Manager  Walpole  brought  out  the  fact  that  this  land  does  not 
border  on  either  of  the  i^egional  ^arks,  and  it  was  the  concensus 
that  its  acquisition  would  be  more  desirable  if  it  did. 

President  Sibley  instructed  the  General  Manager  to  contact  Mr, 
Deikman  to  discuss  the  matter  with  him,  and  to  get  a  map  of  the  land 
in  question.  Director  Mulvany  said  that  he  might  also  inform  Mr, 
Deikman  that  the  land  could  be  acquired  through  condemnation 
proceedings,  Mr.  Walpole  will  report  the  results  of  his  meeting 
with  Mr.  Deikman  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  ^oard,

C,  Letter  of  April  26,  1958  received  from  Jerome  Kohl,  Chairman  of  the 
EBMUD  Citizens'  Committee,  urging  the  Regional  Park  District  to 
consider  acquiring  for  park  land  the  6500-acres  around  the  San 
Pablo  Reservoir  now  owned  by  the  East  Bay  MunicipAi  Utility  District. 

Director  Macdonald's  view  on  tnis  subject  was  tnat  tne  Regional 
Park  District  is  already  committed  to  developmait  in  the  southern 
end  of  the  Park  -uistrict,  and  could  not  afford  to  take  on  the 
additional  expense  of  operating  a  park  on  the  land  referred  to  by 
Mr.-  Kohl. 

General  Manager  V/alpole  said  that  the  Water  Company  is  asking  five 
million  dollars  for  the  6500  acres,  and  that  the  only  way  the 
Regional  Parks  could  handle  an  acquisition  such  as  this  would  be 
by  a  bond  issue. 

No  conclusive  decision  was  made  and  the  letter  wastabled. 

VI.  GENERAL  MANAGER'S  REPORT 

A.  The  heavy  rain  early  in  April  did  a  great  deal  of  damage  throughout 
the  parks.  The  principal  damage  occured  when  a  section  of  VJildcat 
Canyon  Road  slid  away.  This  road  is  now  under  tne  supervision  of 
Alameda  County,  and  they  will  make  the  repairs,  which  will  probably 
cost  between  t75,000  and  ^.80.,000. 

About  100  feet  of  road  near  the  cricket  field  in  Tilden  i^ark  slid 
over,  and  it  will  be  necessary  for  this  entire  section  to  be 
reconstructed.  It  is  estimated  that  it  will  cost  approximately 
$b,000  to  realign  this  road,  haul  in  material  for  sub-grade  and 
repave  it, 

Tne  golf  course  had  to  be  closed  down  for  U5  days  after  the  first  of 
the  year  which  resulted  in  a  loss  of  revenue  of  about  $10,000,  Tne 


pipeline  from  Lake  Anza  to  the  reservoir  above  the  goif  course 
slid  out,  and  it  will  be  necessary  to  purchase  $600  worth  of 
8"  steel  pipe  to  replace  it.  Including  the  labor  cost,  the  cost 
of  repairing  this  pipeline  will  be  approximately  .'';2,5)00« 

The  water  line  from  the  wooden  tank  to  the  Girls'  Camp  in 
Redwood  Regional  Park  was  washed  out  and  broken  in  several  places. 
A  section  of  this  line  will  have  to  be  rerouted,  and  the  overall 
cost  of  this  job  xri.ll  be  at  least  $1,000, 

Various  trails  in  all  the  parks  will  have  to  be  worked  over  where 
slides  have  occured.  A  number  of  culverts  must  be  removed  and 
replaced  and  some  rock  work  will  have  to  be  done  on  catch  basins. 

The  total  damage  in  tne  parks  comes  to  around  ^S^fOOO   to  |i60,000. 
Repair  of  this  damage  will  cost  some  time  which  could  have  been 
devoted  to  new  projects,  but  considering  the  extent  of  the 
storms,  everything  held  up  very  well.  The  washouts  and  slides 
in  the  parks  were  almost  minor  when  compared  to  the  general  damage 
suffered  in  the  East  Bay. 

B.  The  Nature  Area  lost  one  calf,  three  chickens  and  one  gray  fox 

V  ei\  \^^  during  the  rain.  The  chickens  drowned,  the  calf  caught  cold  aid 

^  ^  died,  and  the  fox  escaped  in  the  general  confusion. 

C.  Swimming  got  under  way  on  Saturday,  April  12  at  -^-ake  Anza  and 
at  the  Roberts  Area  Fool,  Lake  Temescal  was  not  opened  until 
tests  of  the  water  made  by  the  county  health  department  showed 
that  the  excessive  rain  which  had  viashed  foreign  material  into 
the  lake  had  not  caused  pollution.  On  April  22,  the  health  de- 
partmenVgave  a  clearance  for  swimming  and  the  lake  was  opened 
the  next  day. 

D.  Since  the  rain  stopped  the  parks  have  received  extremely  heavy 
use.  The  golf  course  has  been  doing  a  land  office  business  and 
the  swimming  areas  and  picnic  grounds  are  also  being  heavily  used. 
The  long  period  of  poor  weatner  seemed  to  whet  the  appetite  of 
the  general  public  for  outdoor  recreation  and  they  are  now  making 
full  use  of  the  park  facilities. 

E.  As  determined  by  an  appraisal  of  all  assets  of  the  Regional

B,  Representatives  of  the  East  Bay  Municipal  Utility  District 
Citizens'  Committee  appeared  before  the  Board  to  request  the 
Regional  i"ark   i^oard  to  issue  a  statement  to  the  East  Bay  Municipal 
Utility  -district  i^oard  to  the  effect  that  the  6500  acres  surrounding 
San  Pablo  Reservoir  should  not  be  sold  unless  it  is  sold  to  a 
public  agency  for  park  and  recreational  development;  and  that 
pending  the  possibility  of  selling  the  land  for  this  use,  the 
Utility  District  should  hold  the  land  in  its  possession. 

Mr.  John  Sutter,  Mr.  Genn  and  Dr.  Leuten  discussed  the  views  of 
the  Citizens'  Committee  at  length  with  the  Park  Board,  citing 
several  reasons  why  the  Park  Board  might  consider  complying  with 
their  request.  Mr.  Sutter  suggested  that  tue  potential  develop- 
ment of  additional  park  area  near  the  northern  end  of  Alameda 
County  might  induce  residents  of  that  part  of  the  Park  District  to 
be  in  favor  of  an  increase  in  the  Regional  Park  tax  rate  should 
there  ever  come  a  time  when  an  increase  in  the  tax  rate  seems 
advisable. 

Director  Macdonald  stated  that  during  the  past  years — since 
formation  of  the  Park  District  in  193ii — the  Board  has  never  felt 
the  necessity  of  increasing  the  tax  rate.  Mr.  Sutter  replied 
that  with  current  rising  costs  of  park  operation,  there  might 
eventually  be  a  need  for  increased  revenue. 

Mr.  Sutter  first  asked  the  Board  to  pass  a  resolution,  to  be  sent 
to  the  Utility  District  asking  that  the  6500  acre  tract  be  with- 
held from  sale  until  some  agency  can  afford  to  buy  it  for  park 
use.  With  the  reluctance  of  the  Regional  Park  Board  to  express 
any  opinion  on  this  subject,  being  informed  that  the  Regional 
Park  District  could  not  undertake  the  purchase  of  this  land  as 
it  is  not  financially  able  to  do  so,  and  that  the  Park  Board  is 
most  interested  in  development  in  the  southern  part  of  Alameda 
County,  Mr.  Sutter  then  asked  the  Board  to  at  least  make  known 
its-wish  (reflecting  the  views  of  the  E.B.M.U.D.  Citizens'  Committee) 
to  see  the  land  in  question  ultimately  become  a  public  park. 

President  Pro  Tem  Goodrich  stated  that  he  believes  that  the  ex- 
pansion in  population  within  a  50  or  100  mile  radius  of  the  Bay 
Area  might  call  for  additional  parks  in  outlying  areas,  contradictory 
to  Mr.  Sutter's  statement  that  with  the  influx  of  people  to  the 
Bay  Area  the  existing  parks  may  prove  to  be  inadequate. 

The  State  Division  of  Beaches  and  Parks  surveyed  this  land  and 
found  it  to  be  unsuitable  for  development  as  a  state  park, 
having  no  unique  features  or  historical  background.  General 
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J^ianager  .Valpole  pointed  out  that  there  is  potential  park  land' 
adjacent  to  Tilden  Park  (Siesta  V.:,lley)  which  would  be  more 
desirable  and  more  accessible  to  the  people  in  the  Park  District, 
and  that  the  San  Pablo  Reservoir  land  has  only  limited  possi- 
bilities for  park  development. 

The  discussion  was  brought  to  a  close  with  the  Board  deciding 
against  taking  any  action  on  the  request  expressed  by  the  three 
gentlemen  representing  the  E.B.M.U.D.  Citizens'  Committee. 

V.  COMUNI CATIONS 

A.  Letter  of  May  11,  1958,  received  from  Jack  M.  Zaninovich,  of 
Delano,  California,  e^q^ressing  tne  interest  of  his  wife  and 
himself  in  the  Botanic  Gardens  in  Tilden  Park.  He  states: 
"I  sincerely  hope  you  continue  and  expand  your  work  in  native 
plants,  so  others  can  realize  their  horticultural  value.  Such 
an  exhibit  also  aids  in  stimulating  tne  conservation  of  wild 
flowers  and  native  plants."     Ordered  filed. 

VI.  GMERAL  MNAGER'S  REPORT 

A,  We  have  cleaned  up  most  of  the  damage  caused  by  tne  heavy  spring 
rain  in  April,  but  the  county  road  between  the  Brazilian 
Building  and  tne  merry-go-round  turn-off  is  still  barricaded 

as  the  slide  has  not  been  repaired.  We  have  been  in  touch 
with  both  Alameda  County  and  Contra  Costa  County  as  the  slide 
area  occurs  on  the  county  line.  They  have  promised  to  repair 
it  and  have  set  up  a  budget  for  tnat  purpose.  We  hope  tnat  by 
the  middle  of  June  this  road  will  have  been  repaired. 

B.  We  almost  lost  the  entire  working  crew  at  Redwood  regional  Park 
when  the  car  in  which  three  of  our  men  were  riding  on  their 
way  home  from  work  was  hit  by  a  sports  car.  The  accident 
happened  on  Redwood  Road,  Two  of  the  men  are  still  off  work 

as  a  result  of  their  injuries,  but  the  driver  of  the  car  which 
was  hit  returned  to  work  the  next  day.  We  have  had  to  transfer 
some  men  from  Tilden  Park  to  help  with  work  in  Redwood  Park 
and  Grass  Valley. 

G.  The  pool  at  the  Roberts  Area  was  opened  for  weekday  swimming 

from  1  to  7  p.m.  Closing  the  pool  on  weekdays  saved  considerable 
money  in  lifeguard  wages,  and  very  few  complaints  were  received 
about  being  closed  on  the  weekdays. 

D.  The  nice  weather  we  have  had  has  resulted  in  heavy  attendance. 
The  golf  course  has  done  a  rushing  business  as  have  the  swim- 
ming areas  and  picnic  grounds.  Although  we  are  behind  in 
attendance  in  the  parks  for  this  part  of  the  year,  it  is 
possible  that  tne  lack  in  tiie  year's  total  attendance  to  date 
will  be  made  up  through  extra  heavy  use. 

E.  The  Second  Annual  Women's  Golf  Championship  will  be  held  June 
2  through  June  $,  at  the  Tilden  Golf  Course.  This  event  was 
started  last  year  with  about  sixty  players.  This  year  we 
expect  to  have  twice  as  many  entries.  This  is  the  most  out- 
standing tournament  for  women  in  the  Bay  Area,  and  we  believe 
that  in  time  it  will  become  as  popular  as  the  Regional  Park 
Men's  Championship  which  is  held  in  August  of  each  year. 

F.  During  the  month  of  May,  Regional  Park  personnel  have  spoken 
to  ten  civic  and  fraternal  groups  in  Washington  Township 
concerning  the  Regional  Parks  and  the  work  they  have  been 
doing.  This  in  view  of  the  coming  election  on  June  3rd  on 
annexation  of  Washington  Township  to  the  East  Bay  Regional  Park 
District.   We  have  shown  a  number  of  groups  from  Washington 
Township  through  the  Regional  Parks,  spending  the  entire  day 
with  them.  On  Saturday,  May  2ii,  two  bus  loads  of  Washington 
■'■ovniship  people  mactea  tour  of  the  Regional  Parks,  naving  a 

box  lunch  at  the  Brazilian  Building,  We  have  run  into  pract- 
ically no  opposition  concerning  this  measure,  and  it  appears 
that  there  is  a  good  chance  of  Washington  Tovmship  becoming 
a  part  of  the  Park  District  at  the  June  3rd  election.

Each  of  these  letters  commended  the  Park  District  for  making  the 
nature  program  for  children  available  and  reflected  their  enthu- 
siasm for  this  wholesome  and  educati  onal  recreational  feature  of 
the  Regional  Parks.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Jack  Parker  are  mentioned  in 
each  letter  as  the  objects  of  the  youngsters'  devotion  and  the 
parents'  gratitude  for  their  efforts  during  the  past  years. 

D.  Letter  of  May  28,  1958,  received  from  Harlan  B.  Watkins,  Chief 
of  the  Real  Estate  Division,  Corps  of  Engineers,  U,  S.  Army, 
stating  that  on  May  28,  1958,  his  office  received  a  declaration 
of  excess  from  the  Sixth  U.  S.  Army  of  a  portion  of  the  leased 
property.   (Lease  DA-OU-203-ENG-3063  Tilden  Park  at  Soutn  Gate 
Entrance).  The  letter  further  states:  "It  has  now  been  deter- 
mined that  approximately  60  acres  of  the  leased  property  is  ex- 
cess to  the  Government's  needs,  and  it  is  the  desire  of  the 
Government  to  amend  said  lease,  and  delete  the  excess  acreage. 
In  accordance  with  Paragraph  13  of  said  lease,  it  is  felt  that 
a  joint  survey  of  the  property  should  be  conducted  to  determine 
the  restoration  obligation  of  the  Government  with  regard  to  the 
area  to  be  deleted  from  the  lease,  ,  ." 

This  letter  was  answered  by  General  Manager  Walpole,  saying  that 
he  would  meet  mth  an  army  representative  for  the  sup^ested  survey, 
and  referring  to  Paragraph  ih   of  the  lease  which  pertains  to  the 
maintenance  of  the  leaser!  premises  in  a  manner  that  will  prevent 
the  area  from  becoming  unsightly  or  objectionable.  Mr.  Walpole 
also  stated  that  the  Regional  Park  District  wj.shed  the  return  of 
all  the  leased  land  and  would  "rather  not  lease  the  6,70  acres  you 
appear  to  wish  to  keep  under  lease," 

General  Manager  Walpole  talked  to  representatives  of  the  Army  con- 
cerning giving  up  the  lease  at  South  Gate,  and  stressed  that  we 
would  prefer  not  to  grant  their  any  lease  at  all.  The  reason  for 
this  is  thet  the  road  going  to  Voiimer  Peak  should  be  under  park 
control,  and  if  we  lease  it  to  the  Army,  that  road  will  have  to 
be  open.  In  view  of  the  experience  we  have  had  with  the  Army  during 
the  past  three  or  four  years,  the  Army  would  not  properly  police 
the  area  and  would  exercise  no  control  as  to  who  could  enter  and 
use  this  road  leading  to  their  leased  land. 

Because  of  the  fact  that  no  patrol  and  no  custodian  has  been  on 
duty  on  the  leased  land,  automobiles  have  been  going  up  this  road, 
cutting  up  our  fence,  and  going  out  on  roads  that  are  strictly 
for  service  purposes.  All  this  land  is  in  an  extreme  fire  hazard 
area.  I  believe  that  the  Park  District  is  fully  justified  in  re- 
fusing to  grant  further  leases  in  this  area  due  to  the  fact  that 
the  Anr^  has  completely  violated  Paragraph  13  of  their  lease  with 
the  Park  Distri-ct  which  stated  that  the  area  under  lease  by  the 
Arn^  xd.ll  be  maintained  in  an  orderly  and  policed  manner. 

The  Board  expressed  their  policy  in  this  matter  to  stand  firm  in  their 
conviction  that  the  park  land  leased  to  the  Ar.iy  during  the  past 
15  years  should  be  made  available  to  the  public  as  was  tne  intention 
when  the  land  was  acquired  by  the  Park  District.  The  General  Manager 
was  instructed  to  so  inform  Mr.  Watkins  of  this  decision, 

?,  Letter  of  June  17,  1958,  received  from  D.  R,  Brophy,  owner  of  pro- 
perty over  which  Huckleberry  Trail  lies,  enclosing  a  map  indicating 
the  property  boundaries.  Mr.  Brophy  is  willing  to  sell  a  part  of 
txhis  property  and  the  letter  indicates  property  to  be  withheld  from 
sale. 

General  Manager  Walpole  was  instructed  to  determine  the  price  being 
asked  by  Mr.  Brophy  for  the  land  which  he  is  willing  to  sell. 


G.  Letter  of  June  17,  1958,  received  from  C.  W.  and  Margaret  Chrysler 
of  Niles,  written  subsequent  to  an  inspection  of  Stonybrook  Park 
near  Niles  by  General  Manager  Walpole  with  them,  Mr.  &  I4rs. 
Chn;-sler  are  the  owners  of  this  property,  now  used  by  members  of 
the  Stcnybrook  Park  Country  Club  and  v/ould  sell  the  property  for 
$50,000.  They  request  an  ansv;er  to  their  offer  prior  to  July  U, 
as  others  are  interested  in  having  the  club  and  property  incor- 
porated and  sold  on  a  snare  basis.  The  land  in  question  lies  off 
Niles  Canyon  Road,  and  has  been  developed  as  a  recreational  area 
with  a  swimming  pool,  wadim^  pool,  riding  and  hiking  trails 
through  the  hills. 

This  property  appeared  to  be  well  suited  to  additional  development 
as  a  Regional  Park  due  to  the  fact  that  it  has  already  received 
some  attention  toward  recreational  use  and  could  be  further  im- 
proved by  construction  of  a  larger  swimming  pool  and  instal- 
lation of  more  picnicking  facilities,  etc.  If  this  could  be 
done,  the  expense  of  development  would  be  at  a  minimum  with  the 
result  that  a  park  area  would  be  available  to  the  people  of 
southern  Alameda  County  within  a  relatively  short  time  in  com- 
parison to  the  tine  that  would  be  necessary  to  buy  unimproved 
land  and  produce  these  same  facilities.  The  Stunybrook  park 
area  could  be  partially  self  supporting  through  char,-jes  for 
swimming,  and  the  concensus  was  that  purchase  of  this  land  at 
a  reasonable  price  might  be  the  most  practical  way  in  which  to 
provide  park  and  recreational  facilities  in  that  vicinity  within 
a  very  short  tine  at  small  expense. 

Director  Mulvany  suggested  that  the  General  Manager  obtain  an 
option  for  30  days,  during  wMch  ti^ie  an  appraisal  of  its  value 
could  be  made.  The  Board  also  asked  the  General  Manager  to  ex- 
plore the  possibilities  of  obtaining  the  "Joyxand"  area  which  is 
located  near  Stonybrook  property. 

VI .  GEl\[EaAL  MNAGER'S  REPORT 

A.  The  Second  Annual  Women's  Regional  Championship  was  coirpleted 
at  the  Tilden  Golf  Course  on  June  5.  This  tournaraent  shows 
evidence  of  becoming  one  of  their  biggest  golf  events  in  the 
Bay  Area  and  we  are  gradually  building  it  up  to  a  point  where 
it  will  take  equal  billing  with  the  Men's  Regional  Charipionship 
which  has  been  held  for  21  years.  We  had  representation  this 
time  from  nine  cities  and  five  counties  around  the  Bay  Area. 

We  believe  that  in  tine  women  from  all  over  Northern  California 
will  come  down  to  take  part  in  this  tournament,  and  we  feel 
that  the  effort  we  are  putting  into  it  at  this  tine  to  build 
it  up  will  pay  big  dividends  in  future  years, 

B.  The  Junior  Ranger's  Program  in  the  Tilden  Park  Nature  Area  was 
brought  to  an  end  for  this  season  on  June  7,  when  a  open  house 
and  pot  luck  supper  was  held  which  was  attended  by  approximately 
275  people.  The  weather  was  fine  and  the  parents  were  very 
pleased  with  the  program.  A  12-piece  harmonica  band,  organized 
among  the  Rangers  by  Jack  Parker  gave  a  good  account  of  itself. 
There  has  been  a  steady  increase  in  the  Ranger  Program  ever 
since  it  was  started.  Already  people  are  calling  to  find  out 
how  they  can  get  their  youngsters  started  next  fall.  It  will 
probably  be  necessary  to  have  four  groups  starting  the  fall 
season,  and  we  may  not  be  able  to  accomodate  all  the  youngsters 
who  wish  to  take  part  in  this  program. 

C.  Swimming  is  in  full  operation  at  all  three  swimming  areas  — 
Lakes  Anza  and  Tenescal,  and  the  Roberts  Area.  We  are  now 

on  a  full  time  schedule  and  offer  smmming  seven  days  per  week 
starting  at  10  a.m.  and  ending  generally  at  6:30.  On  ex- 
tremely warm  days  the  swimming  period  is  extended  to  as  late 
as  7:30  or  8  p.m.  This  increases  the  lifeguard  budget,  but 
from  a  service  standpoint,  it  is  one  of  our  most  desirable 
operations  and  most  rewarding  of  the  park  features. 
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D.  With  the  warm  weather  of  June,  attendance  has  soared  as  it 
usually  does  at  this  time.     On  May  30,  Memorial  Day,   there 
was  a  tremendous  crowd  in  all  the  parks.     It  is  estimated 
that  there  were  kS,  000  people  in  all  the  parks  on  that  day. 
On  Sundav,   June  l5,  we  felt  that  the  attendance  figures  rose 
above  those  of  Memorial  Day.     The  weather  was  warm,  and  crowd 
in  the  parks  cama  early  and  stayed  late. 

E.  Wildcat  Canyon  Road,  a  Contra  Costa  Costa  County  and  Alameda 
County  combined  responsiblility,   is  being  repaired.     The 
road  between  the   Brazilian  Building  and  merry-go-round  which 
slid  out   during  the  rainy  weather  in  the  winter  is  being  re- 
paired at  a  cost  of  approximately  $7,000  to  $8,000  -  to  the 
two  counties.     AlaxTieda  County  is  footing  most  of  the  bill. 

We  feel  that   the   repair  of  this  road  will  facilitate  the   move- 
ment of  crowds  in  Tilden  Park  a  great  deal. 

F.  One  of  the   important  things  that  happened  in  the  June  3  Pri- 
mary Election  was  th^t  Wasnin-:ton  Township  elected  to  become 
a  part  of  the  Regional  Park   District  by  a  vote  of  better  than 
one  and  one-half  to  one.     The  final  total  was:     In  favor  of 
annexation  -  5,715;  Against  annexation  -  3>3Ub,   or  a  plurality 
of  2,397  votes. 

We  have  been  looking  at  land  in  Washington  Tm^ship  ever  since 
and  have  seen  a  number  of  places  that  offer  possibilities  of 
additions  to  the  Regional  Park  system.     The  prices   for  park  land 
are  still  within  reason  in  Washington   Township,  particularly  in 
the  hill  areas.     Mr.   Macdonald  and  Mr.  Mulvany  who  is  an  expert 
on  land  valaes,   have  been  very  helpful  in  setting  values  on  this 
property  for  park  purposes.     We  feel  that   one  of  our  greatest 
opportunities  toda^/"  exists  in  Washington  Township  -  the  oppor- 
tunity to  buy  land  at  a  reasonable  figure  and  to  set  up  a 
reservoir  of  land  for  all  of  Alameda  County  in  this   area  where  the 
climate  is  generally  much  warmer  and  drier  than  in  Northern  Alameda 
County. 

G.  Work  Progress  Report:     D^aring  the  month  of  June,  the  following 
new  work  was  either   started  or  completed  throughout  the  Regional 
Parks . 

1.  Tilden  Regional  Park. 

a.  The  newly  planted  meadow  and  wiidf lower  garden  is  greatly 
appreciated  by  sunbathers  every  weekend.     In  the  evenings 
deer  and  quail  [gather  on  this   green  spot   as  the  other  grass 
is  fast  drying  up.     Although  there  was  some  objection  to 
establishing  this  natural  meadow  by  sensitive  conservationists, 
we  feel  that  the  meadow  will  be  a  tremendous  asset  to  the  people 
who  make  use  of  the  Nature  Area. 

b.  The  Junior  Ran  ers,  who  have  been  taking  part  in  the   Ranger 
Program  have  done  considerable  work  in  the  Nature  Area,  and  as 
these  youngsters  have  become  immune  to  poison  oak,   their  help 
has  been  very  valuable. 

c.  Hauled  two  truckloads   (7  yards)   of  crushed  rock  to  Woodland 
Camp  for  drain  ditch  for  the  restroom  in  the  Nature  Area.  Also 
installed  100*   of  drain  pipe. 

d.  Hauled  into  Tilden  Park  and  painted  yellow  UO  new  heavy  gauge 
steel  garbage  cans  purchased  from  Army  S'arplus  at  $2,00  each, 

e.  Installed  20'    of  culvert  on  South  Gate  Road  to  take  care  of 
accommodating   free  dirt  received  from  contractors  which  is 
used  to  widen  the  road. 

f.  Received  500  yards  of  fill  from  contractors  working  in  Park 
Hills.     This  material  is  used  in  widenihg  roads,  particularly 
South  Gate. 

g.  Installed  two  8'  redwood  tables  at  Laurels  picnic  area. 

h.  Installed  one  charcoal  burniiqg  barbacue  stove  at  Lower  Willows 

picnic  area, 
i.   Constructed  a  6'   x  6«   stone  patio  around  the  Lower  Willows 

barbacue  stove, 
j.   Completed  reconstructing  a  new  300-gallon  spray  rig,   purchased 

as  government  surplus  and  put    it  into  service. 


k.  Completed  repairing  the  sweeper,  purchased  from  the  San  Francisco 
Street  Dept.,  and  moved  it  to  the  Roberts  Area  to  be  used  in  Red- 
wood Park. 

1.  Installed  and  painted  135'  of  chain  and  rail  barriers  in  the  new 
lower  picnic  area.  The  posts  were  set  lO'  apart  in  canent, 

m.  Completed  repairing  paddle  boards  used  by  the  lifeguards  at  Lake 
Anza. 

n.  Sprayed  llO  gallons  of  poison  oak  spray  as  part  of  the  yearly  poison 
oak  control  program, 

o.  Repaired  ten  barbacue  stoves  tnat  had  broken  stones  and  replaced  ten 
grates. 

2.  Tilden  Golf  Course 

a.  Rebuilt  and  repaired  7  joints  in  the  6"  pipeline  leading  to  the 
golf  course  reservoir  from  Lake  Anza. 

b.  Aerified  and  fertilized  the  playfieids  at  the  Roberts  Area. 

c.  Rebuilt  and  repaired  four  sprinkler  valves. 

d.  Repaired  and  replaced  23  automatic  sprinklers. 

e.  Treated  all  greens  twice  for  brown  patch. 

3.  Lake  Temescal  Regional  Park 

a.  Installed  two  new  grates  on  barbecue  pits  in  Lakeside  Picnic  Area. 

b.  Welded  steel  frames  around  new  stop  signs  at  Willowbrook  Picnic 
Area. 

c.  Carved  and  painted  7  signs  for  use  in  all  parks. 

d.  Installed  UO  new  sprinklers  on  the  skinner  water  line  along  the 
main  entrance  drive. 

e.  Installed  3  new  Thompson  sprinkler  heads  in  the  lawn  at  Willowbrook. 

f .  Worked  over  and  repaired  the  foot  trail  from  the  bus  stop  on  Broad- 
way Terrace  to  Willowbrook  Picnic  Area. 

g.  Cleared  and  widened  the  road  for  parking  trucks  in  back  of  care- 
taker's residence. 

k<   Redwood  Regional  Park 

a.  Installed  new  "Jack  and  Jill"  play  apparatus  in  the  children's 
play  area  at  the  Roberts  Area. 

b.  Attached  metal  side  partitions  on  the  Jack  and  Jill"  slide  and 
painted  them  in  pastel  colors. 

0.  Hauled  in  five  sacks  of  soda  ash  and  five  sacks  of  alum  for  the  use 
in  purifying  the  pool. 

d.  Painted  all  signs  in  areas  and  worked  over  white  lines  for  parking. 

e.  Completed  four  10'  tables  in  Piedmont  Meadows  for  the  day  camping 
group, 

f.  Installed  nei-i   lock  hasp  on  the  restroom  at  Gins'  Camp. 

g.  Constructed  a  barrier  and  post  with  lock  at  Girls'  Camp. 

h.  Hauled  15  truck  loads  of  can  platforms  from  the  America/;  Can  Co.  to 

be  used  as  firewood, 
i.  Constructed  and  backed  with  metal,  five  "10  O'clock  closing"  signs 

to  be  posted  at  all  park  entrances. 
j.  Generally  carried  on  all  work  we  were  behind  in  for  completion  of 

new  areas  for  day  camping  at  Hidden  Hut,  Redwood  Bowl,  and  the 

other  areas  selected  for  the  extensive  day  camping  that  will  go  on 

during  the  coming  summer. 

5.  Grass  Valley  Regional  Park 

a.  Constructed  six  10'  tables  at  Chabot  Area  for  day  camping  use  by  a 
San  Leandro  group. 

b.  Laid  600'  of  plastic  water  line  to  Big  Tree  area  for  day  camping 
use  by  the  Hayward  Recreational  Department. 

c.  Put  up  four  rules  and  regulations  signs  in  Grass  Valley, 

d.  Cut  down  and  placed  eucalyptus  logs  for  a  fire  circle  at  the 
Corral  Area,  to  be  used  by  a  Castro  Valley  Group  for  day  camping, 

e.  Painted  the  foundation  for  the  new  restroom  at  Chabot  Area. 

f .  Started  construction  another  Adirondack-type  shelter  for  the  new 
Chabot  day  camp  area, 

g.  Graded,  rolled  and  watered  the  road  from  San  Leandro  Gate  to  Big 
Tree  Camp  and  Corral  Camp  in  preparation  for  oiling. 

h.  Started  cutting  fire  trails  with  the  RD7  tractor  for  f±xe  preven- 
tion. 


VII.   NErf  BUSINESS 

A.  It  has  become  very  desirable  that  we  have  good  fencing  around 
the  upper  service  yard  in  Tilden  Park  and  the  golf  course 
reservoir.     Approximately  lUOO'    of  anchor  post   and  standard 
fencing  is  needed  for  these  two  purposes.     The  golf  course 
reservoir  has  been  enclosed  with  a  fence  which  was  built  some 
years  ago  to  protect   small  children  from  stumbling  in  and  pos- 
sibly drowning.     As  home  construction  has  increased  along  the 
crest  of  the  Berkeley  Hills,  it  has  become  more  and  more  neces- 
sary that  we  have  a  fool-proof  fence  around  the  reservoir,   and 
the  General  Manager  requests  permission  of  the  Board  to  adver- 
tise for  bids  for  fencing  both  areas.     The  approximate  cost 
will  be  $ii,000.     This  will  include  purchase  of  all  fencing  ma- 
terial and  inatallation  of  same  by  professional  fence  builders.

F.  Letter  of  July  16,   195B,   received  from  Nilcs  Kinney  of  Mason-McDuffie 
Co.,   suggesting  a  price  of  approximately  $ii5jOOO  for  the  Erickson  Ranch 
located  in  Upper  Alameda  Creek  area  near  Calaveras  Reservoir  in  Washing- 
ton Township,  which  consists  of   2U0  acres  of  level  and  rolling  hills. 

The  Board  agreed  not  to  negotiate  at  this  time  for  purchase  of  this 
land  in  view  of  their  interest  in  another  tract. 

G.  Letter  of   July  26,   195Q,   received  from  Jack  Himmelwright,   a  realtor, 
giving  details  regarding  property  belonging  to  W.   B.   Brinker  in  Southern 
Alameda  County,   known  as  the   J.   B,   Ranch,     This  property  consists  of 
$2,760.68  acres  and  the  assessed  value  is  $25,800.00.     The  price  asked 
by  Mr.   Brinker  for  this  laud  is  $250,000.00.     Mr.    liimmelwright  states 
that  he  believes  that  Mr.    Brinker  can  sell  this  ranch  for  at  least 
$200,000.00  and  that  "it  would  be  quite  unrealistic  to  hope  to  close  a 
deal  at  anything  less  than  this." 

The  General  Ifenager  showed  the  Board  members   some  photographs  of  this 
land,   and  spoke  of  it  very  enthusiastically.     Director  Macdonald  had 
also  gone  over  the  property  and  was  of  the   opinion  that  it  vrould  make 
very  good  park  land  as  there  is  quite  a  bit  of  flat  and  gently  rolling 
land  and  a  good  area  for  a  golf  course. 

President  Pro  Tern  Goodrich  and  Director  Mulvany  were  extremely  interestec 
in  seeing  the  land,   and  General  Manager  V/alpole  will  make  arrangements 
to  take  them  out  to  see  it   within  the  next  week. 

President  Pro  Tern  Goodrich  asked  if  there  was  any  objection  to  waiting  fc 
a  decision  on  this  property  until  the  two  vacant   seats  on  the  Board  are 
filled.     However,   it  was  decided  that  the  present   Board  members  are  well 
acquainted  with  the  policies  to  be  carried  out  with  regard  to  acquisitior 
of  new  land,   and  that  due  to  the  importance  of  being  certain  to  avoid  a 
delay  which  might  mean  that  the  property  could  be  sold  before  the   Board 
acts,   a  decision  should  be  made  as  soon  as  possible.     Director  Mulvany 
will  obtain  an  appraisal  of  the   land,   and  the  General  Manager  was  in- 
structed to  request  a  two  weeks   "hold"  pendii:g  the  opportuni.ty  of  the 
Board  to  gather  enough  information  to  know  whetner  they  xvish  to  buy  the 
land  or  not . 

V.     GENKRAL  MAIUGBR'S  REPORT 

A.     Qualifying  for  the   21st  Regional  Championship  at  Tilden  Golf  Course 

was  completed  last  Friday,   Saturday  and   Sunday.     We  had  26ii  entries  for 
the  tournament,  which  was  the   limit,  in  over  a  week  in  advance  of  the 
qualifjdng.     The  money  taken  in  for  entry  fees  will  more  than  pay  for 
the  trophies,   printing  and  other  incidaatal  expenses. 
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B.  Day  Camping  is  in  full  swing  in  all  Reg.'onai  ParKs;  This  year  over 
2^,000  youngsters  will  have  had  day  camping  experience  in  the  Regional 
Parks.  The  swimirdng  pool  at  the  Roberts  Area  is  being  used  by  approximately 
ten  different  organizations  as  part  of  their  day  camp  prograr.is.  The  use 

of  swimmJiig  pools  in  connection  with  day  camping  points  out  the  need  to 
have  s;^mning  pools  located  in  the  Regi  onal  Parks  to  take  care  of  this 
important  part  of  the  day  camping  program. 

C.  We  fought  a  snail  fire  in  Tilden  Park  near  the  Nature  Area.  It  turned 
off  approximatelj''  12  acres  of  grassland  and  was  extremely  difficult  to 
fight,  as  the  fire  area  was  very  steep.  However,  we  made  good  use  of 

the  new  li-wheel  drive  pickups,  and  credit  them  almost  entirely  with  putting 
the  fire  out. 

D.  Before  the  Fourtn  of  July,  we  held  the  annual  fire  drill  in  Tilden  Park, 
using  it  as  a  training  session  to  acquaint  all  employees,  both  full  time 
and  part  time  with  operation  of  the  fire  equipment  and  the  best  techniques 
to  use  in  fire  fighting.  After  the  drill  a  lecture  X\ras  given  by  the  Fire 
Chief  of  the  City  of  Berkeley  concerning  control  and  prevention  of  fires. 
For  this  drill,  we  actually  burned  off  a  grassland  area  of  approximately 
three  acres  so  that  the  men  can  have  the  training  under  actual  fire  con- 
ditions. 

E.  The  Fourth  of  July  in  the  parks  brought  a  large  number  of  people  in  to 
make  use  of  park  areas.  The  day  passed  without  incident,  and  although  we 
handled  approximately  iiO,000  people  during  the  day,  no  accidents  were 
reported  and  only  one  small  fire  occured  which  was  quickly  extinguished 
before  it  could  get  out  of  control. 

F.  Attendance  during  the  month  has  been  good,  except  for  the  foggy  days  we 
have  experienced.  On  these  days,  naturally  attendance  is  down. 

G.  Work  Progress  Report:   'During  the  month  of  July,  the  following  work  was 
either  started  or  completed  throughout  the  Regional  Parks. 

1,  Tilden  Regional  Park 

a.  The  self-guiding  Nature  Trail  in  the  Nature  Area  is  now  ready  for 
use.  Most  of  the  trail  was  lost  during  the  heavy  rain  last  winter 
but  it  has  been  repaired  and  is  now  bang  used  by  day  campers. 

b.  The  chicken  yard  at  the  little  barn  has  been  entirely  re-fenced 
and  now  we  are  doing  the  feed  room  and  stalls  that  need  fencing. 
Also,  painting  of  the  barn,  inside  and  out,  and  the  corral  fence 
has  been  started. 

c.  Several  changes  have  been  made  in  the  Nature  Lodge.  A  snake  room 
has  been  added  with  inserted  windovjs,  a  couple  of  exhibits  have  been 
added  and  the  outside  patio  has  been  put  into  much  better  condition. 

.   d.  Five  new  NO  PARKING  ON  THE  ROAD  signs  have  been  installed  on  the 
road  leading  to  Lake  Anza. 

e.  Tnree  20'  tables  with  concrete  legs  have  been  constructed  at  Willows 
picnic  area. 

f.  Dug  holes  and  installed  steel  rails  at  Willows,  cementing  them  in 
place,  to  have  chain  added  to  tnem  at  a  later  date  for  control  of 
the  parking  area. 

g.  Completed  a  new  steel  pipe  rack  at  tne  service  yard  for  pipe  storage. 
h.  Hauled  in  90  yards  of  fill  to  the  upper  service  yard  to  enlarge  that 

area, 
i.  Installed  and  vrelded  a  charcoal  burning  barbecue  pit  at  lower  Willows 

picnic  area, 
j.  Completed  repair  of  the  street  sweeper  purchased  from  the  City  of 

San  Francisco, 
k.  Overhauled  the  Grass  Valley  fire  truck  and  moved  it  to  Grass  Valley 

for  fire  protection. 
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2.  Tilden  Golf  Coarse 

a.  Milorganited  all  tees  and  greens,  preparatory  to  the  21st  Annual 
Regional  Championship, 

b.  Sodded  in  teraporary  drains  at  No,  iB  green  and  put  in  ^0  feet  of 
drain  tile  to  take  off  water. 

c.  Repaired  and  replaced  30  automatic  sprinklers. 

d.  Stenciled  and  put  out  l8  new  flags  on  the  golf  greens. 

3.  Lake  Temescal  Regional  Park 

a.  Sprayed  all  oak  trees  with  chlordane  for  moth  control, 

b.  Constructed  and  set  four  new  metal  directional  siphs  to  Willow- 
brook  picnic  area. 

c.  Replaced  21'  of  old  3/U"  pipe  with  new  pipe  to  the  beach  drinking 
fountain . 

d.  Treat-^d  all  lawns  mth  milorganite  fertilizer. 

e.  Repainted  stop  signs  on  the  pavement  at  the  main  entrances  to  the 
park.

C.  Request  for  permission  to  advertise  for  bids  for  resurfacing  tennis 
courts  at  Lake  Temescal  and  Tilden  Park  and  for  patching  pavement 
in  Tilden  Regional  Park. 

All  four  tennis  courts,  two  at  Ternescal  and  two  at  Tilden  Park  need 
resurfacing.     We  have  obtained  an  estimate  on  a  green  surface  with  red 
rim  around  the  outside.     To  do  all  four  courts  will  cost  about 
^5,268,00,     This  will  include  installing  new  net  posts  -idiich  are  badly 
needed  because  of  the  old  ones  being  bent  by  pressure  being  put 
on  them  when  raising  and  lo^rering  the  net.     The  General  Manager 
requests  permission  of  the  Board  to  advertise  for  b:  ds  to   do  this 
necessary  work. 
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In  Tilden  Regional  Park,  to  repair  damage  to  roads  by  winter  storms, 
to  reach  picnic  areas,  enlarge  parking  lots  and  other  road  work 
consisting  mainly  of  paving,  it  is  estimated  that  we  vdll  need  to 
spend  $26,000.  As  all  this  work  is  necessarj'^  to  the  operation  of  the 
park,  the  General  Manager  requests  permission  of  the  Board  to  advertise 
for  bids  for  the  accomplishment  of  this  needed  construction  and 
repair. 


General  Manager  further   suggested  that  since  the  price  of   steel  is 
constantly  rising;,  that  we  advertise  for  bids  for  four  steel  restroom 
buildings  and  have  the   successful  bidder  hold  the  buildings  until  they 
are  needed  in  the  park. 

In  accordance  with  General  Manager's  recommendations,    on  motion  of 
Director  Macdonald,   seconded  by  Director  Mulvany,  the  following  reso- 
lution was  adopted:

VI.     GB^RAL  MANAGER'S  REPORT 

A.  The  memorial  service  at  the  Brazilian  Building  for  Robert  Sibley  were 
held  at  h  p.m.   on  Saturday,  August  9.     The  service  was  attended  by  all 
members  of  the  Regional  Park  Board,  and  about  1|00  people  were  there.     The 
speakers  were  excellent,   and  I  believe  that  the   Park  employees  did  a  very 
good  job  in  preparing  the  area  for  the   service  and  in  handling  traffic 
and  parking. 

B.  The  21st  Annual  Regional  Championship  came  to  a  successful  conclusion  on 
Sunday,  August  2ii,  1958.     Taking  part  in  this  event  were  261;  golfers,   and 
3h  trophies  were  given  to  the  vdnners  of  the  various  flights  and  to  the 
runners  up.     The  $3.00  entry  fees  paid  for  tne  entire  expense  6f  the  tour- 
nament . 

C.  Regional  Park  Naturalist,   Jack  Parker,  nas  given  nature  talks  to  approxi- 
mately 10,000  youngsters  \jtio  took  part  in  day  camping  activities  in  all  the 
parks.     In  addition,   individual  nature  talks,  hikes,   and  a  steady  program 
of  nature  walks  have  been  conducted  at  the  Nature  Area  during  the  summer 
mont  hs . 

D.  A  work  party  of  16  Boy  Scouts  donated  their  time  to  a  work  day  in  tne  Nature 
Area.     They  spent  the   day  in  rebuilding  and  repairing  damage  done  to  one  of 
the  main  nature  trails  last  winter, 

E.  Members  of  the  Oakland  Advertising  Club  made  use  of  the  Regional  Parks  for 
two  of  their  summer  outdoor  luncheons.     Their  first  meeting  was  neld  at 
Lake  Temescal,  and  the   second  one  at  the  Roberts  Area.     These  people,   all  in 
the  advertising  fields,  are  planning  to  hold  six  luncheons  in  the  parks  next 
year  to  acquaint  their  membership  with  the   Regional  Park's  advantages. 

F.  Attendance  during  the  month  of  August  has  been  extremely  good.     ¥e  have  en- 
joyed warm  or  hot  weather  on  most  weekends  during  the  month,   and  all  areas 
have  been  crowded.     This  heavy  attendance  bra.ngs  on  the   resulting  heavy- 
cleanup  and  maintenance  period  which  takes  a  great  deal  of  time  away  from 
new  work  within  the  parks.     On  August  l7,  a  Sunday,  the  Roberts  Area  had  one 
of  the  most  crowded  days  it  has  ever  experienced.     Five  picnicking  groups 
made  use  of  the  area  on  a  reservation  basis,   each  group  numbering  over 
1,000  people. 

G.  Work  Progress  Report:     The  following  work  progress  report  is  based  on  new 
work,   new  types  of  maintenance,    and  is  designed  to  give  the   directors  a 
picture  of  the  types  of  new  work  being  carried  on  by  the  Regional  Park  crew, 
who  must  double  as  maintenance  men. 


1.  Tiiden  Regional  Park 

a.  We  have  been  spending  aimosrb  full  time  hauling  rock  to  prepare 
the  Tiiden  Park  roads  for  paving.  Consequently,  we  have  had  to 
do  a  great  deal  of  repair  work  on  equipment.  The  TD-9  loader  had 
to  be  torn  down  for  a  frame  repair  job,  and  considerable  repair 
had  to  be  made  on  the  large  tractor. 

b.  In  preparing  the  roads  for  repair,  it  was  necessary  to  move  out 
approximately  300  yards  of  fill  from  the  slide  area  at  the  south 
end  of  the  park.  Two  l8"  culvert  pipes  were  installed,  each  iii; 
feet  long,  and  two  stone  catch  basins  were  constructed. 

c.  One  20'  picnic  table  and  five  10'  tables  were  installed  at  Orchard 
Picnic  Area,  three  20'  tables  were  installed  at  Camp  Caves,  one 
10'  table  at  Padre,  two  10'  tables  at  Willows,  and  two  10'  tables 
at  Fern  Picnic  Area, 

d.  Installed  new  barrier  posts  at  the  garbage  dump. 

e.  Painting  of  white  center  lines  on  roads,  parking  and  roadside  lines 
is  approximately  1S%   complete, 

f.  Completed  cutting  all  fire  breaks  and  cleared  all  fire  trails. 
g«  Installed  and  painted  l60'  of  chain  guard  rail  at  Upper  Willows 

Picnic  Area, 
h.  Constructed  and  installed  a  new  sign  at  the  Botanic  Garden, 
i.  Constructed  a  new  parking  lot  at  the  Fern  Picnic  Area,  hauling  in 
150  yards  of  rock  fill  from  the  soft  rock  quarrj^  Constructed  a 
catch  basin,  installed  a  new  culvert  and  relocated  tne  camp  sign, 

2.  Tiiden  Golf  Course 

a.  Repaired  the  newly  installed  check  valve  on  the  pump. 

b.  Repaired  two  breaks  in  the   b"  v/ater  line  running  from  Lake  Anza 
to  the  golf  course. 

0.  Treated  all  greens  for   brown  paten. 
d.  Installed  three  new  sprinkler  valves. 

3.  Lake  Teraescal  Regional  Park 

a.  Installed  UO'    of  galvanized  water  pipe  to  tne  clubhouse. 

b.  Installed  50'   of  galvanized  pipe  to  the  fountain  at  the  Lakeside 
Picnic  Area,   complete  with  new  plumbing  on  the   drinking  fountains 
at  Lakeside  and  VJillowbrook  Areas. 

c.  Painted  a  new  stop  sign  on  the  pavement    at  the  main  entrance  to  the 
park, 

d.  Installed  new  water  tank  fixtures  at  Lakeside  Picnic  Area  and 
cleaned  out  septic  tank  at  the  Kiwanis  Hut .     Also  installed  a  new 
toilet  at  the   Lakeside  rest  room. 

e.  Brushed  out  the  trail  from  the   dam  to  Contra  Costa  Avenue, 

U.     Redvrood  Regional  Park 

a.  Installed  a  new  chlorinator  and  did  special  work  on  the  fjlter  for 
the  Roberts  Area  swimming  pool. 

b.  Completed  construction  of  a  single  fireplace-barbecue  pit  at  Pied- 
mont Meadows,     Also  installed  a  single  fire  pit  at  Redwood  Cove 
Picnic  Area. 

c.  Completed  two   double  fireplace-barbecues  and  two  singles  at  Redwood 
Bowl  Picnic  Area. 

d.  Completed  a  rail  fence  made  of  redwood  ties  and  eucalyptus  at  the 
Redwood  Bowl  to  separate  the  day  canp  area  from  the  archery  range. 

e.  Constructed  a  flight  of  concrete  steps  at  the  Redwood  Park  Office. 

f.  Completed  four  10'   picnic  tables,   one  20'   table  and  20'   T-tabie 
at  Redwood  Bowl  for  use  of  day  campers  and  picnickers. 

g.  Installed  new  shelves  in  the   restroom  storage  space  at   Redwood  Bowl, 
h.  Replaced  the  Trescendes  trail  sign  on  Skyline  Blvd,,  which  directs 

people  to  Trescendes  Trail  entrance, 

i.  Removed  the  old  bridge  at  the  Piedmont  Stable,  and  prepared  to  con- 
struct a  new  steel  and  cement   bridge. 

j.  All  fire  trails  in  tne  park  have  been  renewed,  and  fire  roads  have 
been  smoothed  over. 
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5,  Grass  Valley  Regional  Park 

a.  Completed  putting  up  eucalyptus  rail  i'ence  at  Vista  View  Picnic 
Area. 

b.  Installed  a  one  inch  pressure  regulator  on  the  pipelihe  at  Corral 
Camp. 

c.  The   rock  hut   at  Chabot  Area,   similar  in  type  to  the  other  huts  ccn- 
fetructed  in  the  past  for  use  by  youth  groups,  has  been  completed. 

d.  Replaced  20U'   of  one  inch  plastic  water  line  in  different  places 
from  Corral  Camp  to  Big  Creek  Camp, 

e.  Sprayed  300  gallons  of  poison  oak  spray  around  picnic  areas  and  camp 
sites. 

VII.   UNFINISHED  BUSINESS 

A.  President  Goodrich,  Vice-President  Mulvany,  and  the  new  Board  member.  Dr. 
Sproul,  along  with  General  Manager  Walpole,  made  an  inspection  trip  to  the 
Brinker  Ranch  in  Washington  Towndhip.     The  2,760  acre  ranch  is  considered 
as  a  possible  park  site.     Mr,   Jack  Himmelwright,  the  real  estate  broker 
representing  Tfr,  Brinker,   showed  us  over  tne  entire  property.     This  ranch 
has  definite  possibilities  as  park  land  and  appears  to  be  one  of  the  few 
large  tracts  in  Southern  Alameaa  County  which  could  be  acquired  at  a 
reasonable  figure.     Considering  that  tne   Park  District  paid  about  $600 
per  acre  for  Grass  Valley  land,  the  price  proposed  for  the  Brinker  Ranch 
seems  extremely  reasonable. 

Director  Macdonaid  referred  to  Wilxiam  Yeomans'  report  for  the  Alameda 
County  Board  of  Supervisors  which  covered  his   study  of  Alameda  County  land 
and  potential  park  sites.     Among  areas  referred  to  as  recommended  for  park 
purposes  was  the  area  in  viiich  the  J-B  Ranch  lies.     Members  of  the  Board 
who  have  seen  this  property  were  impressed  by  its  scenic  value,  but  President 
Goodrich  suggested  that  the  Park  District  obtain  an  appraisal  of  the  value 
of  this  property  and  Director  Mulvany  su^;gested  that   some  estimate  be  ob- 
tained of  the  cost  of  basic  development ,   such  as  roads  and  water  supply. 

General  Manager  V/alpole   stated  that,  although  roads  and  water  development 
would  be  costly,  these  things  would  not  be  provided  immediately  upon  pur- 
chase of  the  land.     He  said  that  initially  the  land  would  be  used  by 
campers  and  that  construction  of  roads  and  other  facilities  would  be  done 

over  a  long  period  of  ti.e perhaps  20  years.     In  tne  meantime,  the  land 

would  be  held  as  a  part  of  the  land  reservoir  for  the   expanding  park  and 
recreational  needs  of  Alameda  County  ready  for  more  intensive  development 
at  some  Idi  er  date  when  finances  would  permit,  and ^isSi^i^  plan  had  been  de- 
veloped. 

Director  Mulvany  said  that  tne  buildings  on  this  land  seemed  to  be  more  a 
liability  than  an  asset,   and  he  felt  that   additional  information  as  to  the 
appraised  value  and  the  general  plan  for  park  use  should  be  made  available 
to  the  Board  before  any  decision  is  made  with  regard  to  its  purcnase.     He 
would  like  an  estimate  of  the  cost  of  roads,   etc. 

Director  Macdonaid  read  from  tne  Yeoman^'   Siirvey  a  price  on  land  in  this 
vicinity  quoted  from  infonnation  given  by  the  Alameda  County  Flood  Control 
District.     The  price  was  $3tiU,000  for  5,000  acres.     This  price  appears  to 

be  very  low,   as  is  the  price  for  the  Brinker  Rancn about  $70,00  per  acre, 

and  Director  Macdonaid  expressed  nis  opinion  tnat  the  Board  snould  purchase 
the   land,   since  it  is  such  fine  park  land  and  may  be  nad  at  a  low  price. 

Finally,  General  Manager  Walpole  was  instructed  to  obtain  an  appraisal  of 
the  property  througn  the  Alameda  County  Flood  Control  District,   if  possible. 

B.  The  Directors  were  unanimously  in  favor  of  considering  Mr.   CI  de  Wooiridge 
as  a  person  who  might  fill  the  vacancy  on  the  Board,  and  President  Goodrich 
agreed  to  investigate  this  possibility. 

Vin.   NEW  BUSINESS 

A.     Today,  August  26,  is  the   first  day  to  secure  signatures  on  nomination  papers 
for  tne  two  candidates  to  run  in  the   General  Election — President  Goodrich 
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and  Vice  President  Muivany.     We  must   have  500  signatures  of  registered  voters 

to  nominate  each  candidate.     Ordinarily,   1,000  signatures  are  secured  for  each 

candidate  to  assure  qualifying  them.     To  date,  we  have  heard  no  rumors 

as  to  anyone  else  running  for   this  office,   although,  in  the   last  election, 

two  candidates  attempted  to  qualify,  but  their  names  were  not  placed 

on  tne  ballot  because  of  their  failure  to  secure  sufficient  signatures 

for  nomination, 

B.       Tne  lease  of  190  acres  in  Grass  Valley  Regional  Park  for  cattle  grazing 
expires  August  3ij   19^^»     This  lease  has,   in  the  past,  been  on  a  two- 
year  basis,  and  tne  charge  has  been  established  in  accordance  with  the 
price  of  commercial  beef  each  year.     Since  the   usual  method  of  charging 
for  grazing  privileges  is  on  a  per -acre  fiat  fee,  the  General  Manager  nas 
notified  Mr,   Lewis,  the  lessee,  tnat  the  Regional  Park  District  would 
prefer  to  renew  tne  lease  at  $3*00  per  acre,  provided  tie  requests  renewal 
of  the  lease. 

Tne  Board  members  were  unanimously  in  favor  of  the  General  Manager's 
suggestion  to  renevr  this  lease  on  a  flat  fee  basis.

A.  Letter  of  September  d,  195^,  received  from  Kent  Pursel,  Alameda  County  Super- 
visor, expressing  his  interest  in  the  General  Manager's  report  on  plans  for 

a  county-wide  park  program  in  Alameda  County,  and  stating  that  ne  will  discuss 
this  subject  further  with  Mr.  Walpole  prior  to  the  time  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors take  up  the  matter  of  a  budget  for  tne  next  fiscal  year.  Ordered 
filed. 

B.  Letter  of  September  8,  l958>  received  from  Mrs.  Edward  Anderson,  Chairman 
of  tne  Girl  Scouts'  Public  Relations  Committee,  urging  that  the  Regional 
Park  District  acquire  land  between  Tilden  Park  and  the  San  Pablo  Reser- 
voir to  increase  the  potential  recreational  facilities  of  that  area. 
Ordered  filed, 

C.  Letter  of  September  l6,  195^,  received  from  Lenore  Thompson,  San  Leandro 
Recreation  Department  Day  Camp  Director,  expressing,  on  behalf  of  her  de- 
partment, their  appreciation  for  assistance  and  cooperation  of  the  Regional 
Park  personnel  with  regard  to  their  day  camp  held  in  Grass  Valley.  Ordered 
filed. 

D.  Letter  of  September  23 j  1958,  received  from  Kenneth  Aitken,  Chairman  of 
the  Civic  Affairs  Committee  and  Director  of  the  San  Lorenzo  Village  Homes 
Association,  asking  the  Regional  Park  Board  to  consider  the  acquisition  of 
31  acres  on  the  southwestern  border  of  San  Lorenzo  Village  for  development 
as  a  park.  The  property  is  owned  by  the  San  Lorenzo  Village  Homes  Associa- 
tion and  was  purchased  about  two  and  one-half  years  ago  at  approximately 
$2,000  per  acre.  It  is  estimated  that  this  land,  finished  with  necessary 
fill  (  part  of  which  work  has  been  done)  would  cost  about  $14,500,00  per 
acre.  A  sketch  of  proposed  development  was  also  presented, 

Mr,  Aitken  stated  that  inasmuch  as  the  Regional  Park  District  is,  in  effect, 
a  county-T-d-de  park  agency,  that  his  organization  feels  that  tne  development 
of  this  land  might  be  included  in  the  program  of  park  development  through- 
out Alameda  County. 

Director  Macdonald  expressed  his  opinion  that  if  the  Regional  Park  District 
should  not  purchase  and  develop  park  land  such  as  this — a  small  tract 
primarily  used  by  a  limited  community  area — that  a  precedent  would  have 
been  established  and  eventually'"  the  Park  District  would  be  involved  in 
a  series  of  similar  requests  for  local  park  development. 

President  Goodrich  felt  that  a  small  park  adjacent  to  San  Lorenzo  would 
not  serve  the  whole  Park  District  and  therefore  should  be  operated  by  a 
local  organization. 

The  concensus  of  the  Board  was  that  Mr.  Aitken 's  proposal  would  not  fit  into 
the  Regional  Park  District's  scheme  of  operation  of  parks,  and  instructed 
the  General  Manager  to  notify  Mr.  Aitken  of  their  decision. 
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VII.  GE.MERAL  MANAGER'S  REPORT 

A.  The  Sherrif 's  Posse  of  Alameda  County  conducted  a  three  day  ride  with  over- 
night camp  out  in  the  Regional  Parks  during  September.  Some  25  or  30  horse- 
men took  part  in  this  ride  and  camp  areas  were  used  in  Redwood  and  Grass 
Valley  Regional  Parks.  The  whole  ride  was  confined  to  Regional  Park  land 
and  this  ride  is  going  to  be  an  annual  event. 

B.  The  guide  book  for  the  Tiiden  Botanic  Gardens  is  at  the  printers  and  should 
be  ready  within  the  next  30  days.  This  book,  a  copy  of  wrdch  was  snown  to 
the  Directors  at  a  previous  meeting,  will  make  it  possible  for  anyone  using 
it  to  go  through  the  entire  garden,  identify  all  plants,  find  out  where  the 
plant  grows  natively,  and  any  historic  sidelights  on  the  plants;  hov;  it  can 
be  secured  and  how  it  can  adapt  itself  to  the  average  homeoiimers  garden. 
The  book  will  have  a  sale  price,  and  we  hope  to  raise  enough  money  from  the 
sale  of  these  books  to  cover  the  printing  cost. 

C.  One  of  the  last  big  events  of  the  summer  season  will  be  the  holding  of  the 
combined  A  F  of  L  and  CIO  picnic  at  the  Roberts  Area  on  Sunday,  October 

5.  The  combined  unions  expect  to  turn  out  some  five  to  six  thousand  members 
and  will  take  over  the  Roberts  Area  for  this  purpose.  The  pool  will  be  open 
and  it  will  be  the  last  day  the  pool  will  be  open  this  year. 

D.  Both  Lake  Anza  and  Lake  Temescai  were  closed  to  swimming  as  of  Sunday,  Septem- 
ber 26,     We  have  had  a  problem  this  year  in  keeping  enough  lifeguards  on  duty 
with  extrerae  hot  weather  during  the  early  part  of  September.  Most  of  the 
lifegu.?rds  are  college  students  and  many  have  to  return  to  school.  VJe  have 
had  to  operate  with  a  skeleton  crew,  and  have  been  hard-put  to  keep  the  lakes 
open  on  weekdays.  Weekends  have  not  been  a  particular  problem  as  even  the 
boys  who  are  back  in  school  are  available  for  work  on  these  two  days.  This 
year,  has  probably  represented  some  of  the  largest  swimming  crowds  we  have  had 
in  the  month  of  September. 

E.  Attendance  during;  the  month  of  September  was  extremely  neavy.  All  parks  re- 
ceived an  overflowing  number  of  picnickers  and  general  park  users.  The  hot 
weatner  brings  large  numbers  of  people  to  the  parks,  and  at  this  time  of  tne 
year,  everyone  is  back  in  tovm.  So,  through  tne  years  it  seems  that  the  months 
of  heaviest  attendance  are  May,  June  and  September. 

F.  Work  Progress  Report.  A  great  deal  of  time  daring  September  was  spent  on  con- 
structional activities,  particularly  in  Tiiden  Park  where  we  have  been  hard- 
pressed  to  prepare  roads  for  the  paving  contract  ;diich  was  let  at  the  August 
Board  meeting.  We  were  successful  in  gettinr  everything  ready,  and  all  paving 
will  be  completed  by  the  end  of  the  first  week  of  October. 

In  addition,  a  new  bridge  was  constructed  at  the  Piedmont  Stables,  and  a  new 
bridge  is  under  construction  over  the  creek  tnat  leads  horsemen  off  Redwood 
Road  into  Grass  Valley  over  the  Macdonald  Trail. 

1.  Tiiden  Regional  Park 

a.  Completed  painting  all  road  signs  and  center  lines  throughout  the  park, 

b.  Set  50  posts  made  of  steel  railroad  rails  for  guard  rails  at  the  tennis 
courts  and  at  Indian  Camp.  Chain  purchased  as  government  surplus  will 
be  used  in  this  area  in  place  of  the  old  log  guard  rails. 

c.  Installed  tnree  lb"  culverts  hS*   long  on  South  Gate  Road,  and  two  12" 
culverts  in  the  picnic  areas  wnere  we  have  paved  entrance  roads  and 
parking  areas. 

d.  Hauled  3,!?00  yards  of  rock  in  the  preparation  of  vase  and  fill  for  the 
paving  work. 

e.  Installed  two  new  baseball  backstops  at  Meadov/s  Playfield  and  at  Padre 
ball  field. 

f.  Completed  two  miles  of  new  trail  for  nature  hikes  in  the  Nature  Area. 

g.  Brushed  out  two  miles  of  old  trail  to  be  used  by  school  children  in 
their  nature  program  at  the  Nature  Area  this  fall. 


2.  Tilden  Golf  Course 

a.  Cut  out  lawn  area,  top  dressed  and  constructed  a  tenporary  No, 
3  green  to  be  used  while  the  regular  green  is  being  repaired 
this  winter. 

b.  Top-dressed  and  reseeded  lU  golf  tees. 

c.  Spiked  the  putting  green  by  the  clubhouse,  installed  new  side 
drains  and  top  dressed, 

d.  Started  work  on  installing  a  new  6"  heavy  guage  steel  pipe  to 
replace  the  temporary  water  line  from  Lake  Anza  to  the  golf 
course  reservoir. 

3.  Lake  Temescal  Regional  Park 

a.  Partly  reconstructed  the  boat  pier. 

b.  Installed  75*  oi'  1"  galvanized  pipe  for  waterline  and  100'  of 
-|"  waterline. 

0.  Installed  three  ^"  Thompson  sprinkler  heads  in  the  flower  beds 
above  the  office. 

d.  Installed  a  new  birdbath  on  the  terrace  above  the  clubhouse. 

e.  Constructed  a  new  drinking  fountain  in  the  Willowbrook  Area. 

f .  Partly  reconstructed  the  stone  wall  around  the  flagpole  at  the 
main  entrance  to  tne  park. 

g.  Started  taking  in  the  floats,  lifeguard  chairs  and  preparing 
the  lake  for  winter. 

U.  Redwood  Regional  Park 

a.  Hauled  ten  yards  of  I-5"  #3  crushed  rock  for  the  construction  of 
the  Piedmont  Stable  bridge. 

b.  Welded  30 '  of  2"  pipe  for  railings  for  both  sides  of  the  bridge. 

c.  Completed  a  rock  wing  wall  on  one  side  of  the  bridge  to  prevent 
washing. 

d.  Started  construction  on  a  new  bridge  on  the  Macdonald  Trail. 

e.  Completed  cutting  all  fire  trails  with  the  tractor. 

f .  Painted  white  center  lines  on  tiie  main  road  into  the  park. 

g.  Constructed  1--|  miles  of  nevj  connecting  bridle  trail  to  the 
Dunn  Trail. 

h.  Repaired  90'  of  sewer  leaching  line  at  the  Roberts  Area,  putting 
in  3^  yards  of  crushed  rock  to  aide  sewer  drainage. 

5,  Grass  Valley  Regional  Park 

a.  Constructed  250'  of  eucalyptus  rail  fence  in  front  of  picnic 
areas  along  Skyline  Blvd. 

b.  Completed  ail  fire  trails  and  smoothed  them  up  so  they  could  be 
used  by  horseback  riders  using  our  large  tractor  for  this  work, 

c.  Hauled  12  manhole  rings  from  Hayward,  which  were  donated  to  be 
used  for  fire  circles  in  our  upper  day  camp  area  by  the  campfire 
girls. 

d.  Repaired  and  replaced  lU  carved  park  signs. 

VIII,  UNFINISHED  BUSINESS 

A.  As  directed  by  the  Board  of  Directors,  the  General  Manager  secured  an 
appraisal  of  the  Brinker  Ranch  property  vdiich  has  been  under  considera- 
tion by  the  Board  for  purchase,  to*.  Dombrin,  of  the  Alameda  County  Flood 
Control  District,  who  is  their  land  agent  and  appraiser  has  prepared  and 
completed  his  appraisal  of  this  property.  Copies  of  this  appraisal 
have  been  furnished  to  all  of  the  Directors. 

Director  Mulvany  said  the  price  appears  to  be  a  little  high  for  this 
unimproved  land. 

President  Goodrich  stated  that  the  cost  of  development  would  probably 
present  a  problem  as  in  many  parts  of  this  land  roads  would  have  to 
be  cut  into  hillsides,  or  built  up  by  fill. 
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General  Manager  Walpole  pointed  out  that  there  are  county  roads  running 
through  the  Brinker  Ranch  which  would  be  developed  by  the  county,  and 
that  this  would  reduce  the  initial  cost  of  road  construction. 

He  stated  further  that  he  has  searched  Southern  Alameda  County  for  land 
suitable  for  p.i.rk  development  and  has  studied  a  number  of  tracts  tnat  are 
available,  but  that  the  Brinker  Ranch  appears  to  be,  in  all  ways,  tne  most 
desirable  of  all  the  areas  investigated.  Although  it  would  probablj'-  be 
possible  to  buy  the  Brinker  Ranch  on  terms,  Mr.  Walpole  suggested  that  the 
Park  District  pay  cash  for  the  land  out  of  the  reserve  fund  that  has  ac- 
cumulat  ed . 

It  was  finally  agreed  that  Director  Mulvany,  should  contact  the  realtor 
handling  this  property  -  Mr.  Himmelwright ,  and  that  they  should  make  an 
offer  of  $175,000  for  the  Brinker  Ranch.

BE  IT  RESOLVED,  by  this  Board  of  Directors  of  the  East  Bay  Regional 
Park  District,  that  Director  Mulvany  be  authorized  and  he  is  authorized 
hereby,  to  make  an  offer  of  $175,000.00  for  the  Brinker  Ranch.

B.  Mr.  Thayer,  representative  of  the  Regional  Parks  Association,  spoke  to  the 
Board  on  the  possibility  of  the  Regional  Park  District  purchasing  land  along 
the  Huckleberry  Trail,  which  connects  Roundtop  Park  and  Redxrood  Park.  He 
snovjed  a  map  indicating  the  location  of  the  trail,  and  said  that  in  the 
opinion  of  Dr.  Herbert  Mason,  who  is  interested  in  conservation  of  the  vege- 
tation along  this  trail,  a  30  foot  strip  along  the  trail,  comprising  four 
acres  of  land,  would  be  inadequate  to  protect  the  huckleberries  gromng  in 
that  vicinity. 

General  Manager  Walpole  explained  tnat  the  owner  of  this  property  nad  asked 
$U50.00  per  acre,  and  that  this  price  is  considerably  higher  than  the  Regional 
Park  District  is  willing  to  pay  for  this  land. 

I-Ir.  Thayer  agreed  that  the  price  was  somewhat  high,  and  v/ili  report  this  to 
the  Regional  Parks  Association. 
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C.  A  total  of  663  good  signatures  lor  the  nomination  papers  of  our  two 
candidates  who  run  in  the  general  election  in  November- — President 
Goodrich  and  Vice  President  Muxvany,  have  been  checked  and  both  candidates 
have  been  qualified  for  the  ballot.  They  will  be  unopposed  as  no  otner 
candidates  came  forth  to  try  to  qualify. 

D.  We  have  had  another  meeting  with  the  Amy  Engineers,  and  as  a  result 
have  written  another  letter  to  them  complaining  of  the  condition  of 
the  Army  Camp  at  the  South  Gate  of  Tilden  Park;  The  Army  Engineers 
are  of  the  opinion  that  we  will  get  the  property  bacic  soon,  and  in 
the  meantime,  the  Army  has  put  a  crew  into  the  area,  building  a  fence, 
boarding  up  windows,  and  in  general,  making  some  effort  to  make  the 
area  a  little  more  presentable.  It  would  be  very  advantageous  to  the 
Park  to  have  this  land  back,  as  it  is  in  an  area  that  would  be  very 
suitable  for  the  building  of  a  large  picnic  and  recreational  site. 
Even  the  possibilities  exist  of  a  future  swimming  pool  for  this  area. 
We  will  make  every  effort  to  press  the  army  for  the  return  of  tne 
property  and  the  cancellation  of  their  lease.

G,     Letter  of  Octobe.-  25,   1958,   received  from  William  J.   Heim  with  an  ac- 
companying check  in  the  amount  of  $1,000,00  as  payment  for  the  pri- 
vilege of  dvimpinp-  brush   and  trees  in  a  specified  section  of  Grass 
Valley  Park,     Mr,  Heim's  letter  states  that  he  agrees  to  place  check 
dams  as  directed. 

The  General  Manager  explained  that  Mr.    Heim's  request  to   duirp  brush  in 
the  regional  Park  coincided  x-rLth   a  plan  to   construct  check  dams  in 
Grass  Valley  Park,   and  that   it  would  be  in  the  best  interests  of  the  Park 
District  to  accept  the  check  in  return  for  granting  the  privilege  of 
dumping,   and  at  the  sane  time  have  the  check  dams  built. 

The  Board  agreed  that  Mr.   Heim  shouJ d  be  allowed  to  dump  in  Grass 
Valley  under  the  General  Manager's  direction  and  that  his  check  should 
be  accepted. 

D,     Letter  of  October  27,   1958,   received  from  Richard  B.  Miles,   of  Coldweil, 
Banker  &  Company,  written  on  behalf  of  the  M.   it  T.   Corporation  which 
owns  3.2U  acres  of  land  adjoining  Grass  Valley  Regional  Park.     This  land 
is  for  sale,   and  the  M.  &  T.   Corporation  has  received  an  offer  from  one 
individual  already.     However,  they  mshed  the   East  Bay  Regional  Park 
District  to  have  knowledge  that  the  land  is  for  sale,   and  Mr.  Miles 
has  forwarded  a  preliminar;^'  report  by  the  California  Pacific  Title 
Insurance  Company  pertaining  to  the   property.     A  definite  price  has 
not  been  established. 

Tne  General  Manager  showed  the  board  a  map  indicating  the  location  of 
this  property.     The  laiid  lies  on  a  knoll  indented  into  the  western 
boundary  of  Grass  Valley  Reg-.onal  Park,   and  a  park  trail  traverses 
it  at  present. 

It  was  the  concensus  of  the   Board  that  purchase  of  this  land  would  be 
worthwhile  to   straighten  out  the  boundary  of  the  park  at  this  point,   and 
to  maintain  the  trail  in  its  present   location  inasmuch  as  the  trail  would 
have  to  be  relocated  in  a  less  desirable,    steeper  terrain  if  the  property 
were  to  be  used  by  some  individual.     The  General  Manager  was  authorized 
by  unanimous  vote  to  offer  $1,000  for  the  3.21;  acres. 
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E.     Letter  of  October  27,   19^8,   received  fron  Bernard  Seg: 1  requesting  renewal 
of  nis  concession  contract  under  tne   same  terms  and   conditions  as  were 
in  effect  under  nis  contract  for  tne  past  two  years. 

The  Board  of   Directors  agreed  that   Mr.    Segal's  operation  of  these  concessions 
during  past  years  has  been  satisfactory,   and  voted  unanimously  in  favor  of 
renewing  the  contracts  for  the  calendar  years  1959  and  i960.     The  renewal 
forms  were  duly  executed  by  President  Goodrich, 

V.     GB^ERPJ^   I^AIJ AGIO'S  REI^ORT 

A.  Some  [i,000  members  of  the   combined  A  F  Of  L  and  CIO  membership  turned 
out  for  a  picnic  at  Roberts  Area  on  Sunday,   October  i?j     The  day  was  partly 
overcast,  but  this   did  not  discourage  the  turn-out  for  this  union  fund- 
raising  picnic.     They  were  not  allowed  to   sell  anything  witnin  the  park 
limits,   but  they  had  sold  tickets  in  advance,   raising  money  for  their 
campaign  fund, 

B.  Several  conservation  groups,   sucii   as  boy  scouts,   gin  scouts  et,,   are  helping 
out  more  than  usual  this  year.     We  have  been  gathering  seeds  of  wild  plants 
and  planting  them  in  the   lo^ged-off  area  in  the   Nature  Area  in  Tilden  Park. 
We  are  also   repairing  sane  of  last  winter's  flood  damage  to  the  Nature  Trails 
with  the  help  of  these  groups. 

G.     Director  John  Macdonaid,   Tom  Flood,   of  our  staff,   and  the  General  Manager 

attended  the   national  convention  of  the   Araerican  Institute  of  Park  Executives 
in  New  Orleans  on  October  l2  to  16,     These  conventions  are  aiways  an  in- 
spiration to  park  -minded  people,      I  sincerely  hope  that  more  of  the  directors 
mil  be  able  to  attend  the   next  convention  which  will  be  held  in  Philadelphia. 

The  opportunity  to  chat   with  park  people   from  all  over  the   United  States 
stimulates  the  imae;ination  and  gives  one  an  opportunity  to  exchan^^e  ideas  on 
mutual  problems  as  well  as  getting  an  insight  into  new  methods  and  techniques 
used  in  other  parts  of  the   country.     The  display  of  new  equipment  for  park 
construction,   recreation  and  maintenance  is  always  very  interesting,   and  a 
good  deal  of  the   time  of  the  convention  is  given  over  to  the  inspection  of  tnis 
type  of  thing. 

One  of  the   most   interesting  sessions  that   vie  attended  had  to  do  with  inservice 
training  of  park  employees.     We  have  made  several  efforts  to  follow  this  out  in 
the  past,   and  after  listening  to  this   session,   came  avxay  with  new  ideas  for  in- 
service  training  of  our  employees.     Most  park  men  nave  to  be  trained  right  on 
the  job,   and  a  few  sessions  during  the  year  of  in-service  training  would  cer- 
tainly speed  up  the  educatioial  process. 

Director  Macdonaid  said  that   he  was  well  pleased  witti  the  convention,   but  that 
the  Commissioners'   Section  was  not  well  planned  and  what  was  to  have  been  two 
sessions  of  spontaneous  discussion  of  mutual  problems  did  not  materialze  into 
any  organized  interchange  of  ideas. 

The  there  of  the   convention  was   "louth  Fitness".     Park  executives  have  become 
aware  of  the   fact  that   many  individuals  in  this    country  are  rejected  for 
military  service  because  of  physical  unfitness,   and  therefore,   feel  that  the 
provision  of  proper   recreation  facilities  might  well  have  an  important  place 
in  reducing  the  "softness"   of  many  caused  by  the  ease  of  present   day  living. 

Another  topic  which  heid  the  interest  of  a  large  segment  of  x,he  park  executives 
was  the   development    of  marine  parks. 

Director  Macdonaid  referred  to  a  brochure  on  Audobon  Park  in  New  Orleans  which 
he  picked  up.     The  land  was  originally  purchased  in  I87i  at  a  cost  of  $800,000.00 
and  was   subsequently  held  without  development   until  1916,   3h  years  until 
$100,000.00  was  appropriated  for  its  improvanent .     Director  Macdonaid  cited 
tnis  example  as  one  which  might  well  compare  to  the  Regional  Park  District's 
policy  of  taking  advantage  of  opportunities  as  they  arise  to  acquire  land  for 
future  parks,   even  though  funds  for  immediate  development  do  not   exist. 
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D.  Attendance  during  the  month  of  October  continued  to  be  quite  heavy.  Warm 
weather  durin^-  the  early  part  of  the  month  kept  attendance  high,  particularly 
on  weekends.  A  number  of  reserved  picnics  were  carried  on  during  the 

month  of  October,  and  golf  continued  to  move  aiong  at  a  better  than  average 
Clip. 

E.  Work  Progress  Report:   During  the  month  we  completed  all  of  the  paving 

in  Tilden  Park  and  some  at  LaKe  Tsmescai  Park.  We  put  in  a  number  of      I 
paved  gutters,  several  new  cuxverts  and  also  coupleted  most  of  the         I 
fencing  contract.  In  addition,  during  the  month  of  October,  tne  foi-      ' 
lowing  projects  were  either  started  or  completed  in  the  various  Regional 
Parks . 

1.  Tilden  Regional  Park 

a.  Completed  construction  and  weldine,  of  five  ali-aetai  barbecue 
pits  for  use  in  picnic  areas  for  those  who  like  to   bring  charcoal 
into  the  park  for  barbecuing. 

b.  Equipment  overhaul:  Installed  a  new  clutch  in  the  Ford  durrp 
truck,  installed  a  new  motor  assembly  in  the  TD9  loader,  in- 
stalled a  new  compression  head  in  the  TDid  tractor  and  over- 
hauled the  golf  course  jeep. 

c.  Completed  preparation  for  fencing  the  upper  service  yard. 

d.  Dug   holes  and  placed  posts  for  upper  service  yard  fence. 

e.  Prepared  the   site  for  constructing  a  new  all-metal  rest room  at 
Woodland  Camp  in  the  Nature  Area. 

f .  Completed  hauling   300  yards   of  rock  for  sub-grade  preparatory 
to  paving. 

g.  Installed  a  cnain  guard  rail  at  Meadows  Playfield  for  a  culvert 
catch-basin. 

h.   Excavated  and  filled  with   50  :,/ards  of  hard  rock  and  75 'of  cul- 
vert a  leaching  ditch  for  the  main  service  yard. 

i.  Constructed  two  stone  bulkheads  on  the   culverts  at   Camp  Padre. 

j.  Removed  floats  and  boat  ramp  and  anchored  barges  for  winter 
season  at  Lake  Anza. 

k.   Started  working  over  all  roads,   catch  basins  and  gutters  to  take 
care  of  winter  drainage. 

2.  Tildai  Golf  Course 

a.  Tore  down   tne   old  fence  around  the   reservoir  in  preparation  for 
installation  of  chain-link  fence  by  contractors. 

b.  Treated  all  greens  for  brown  paten. 

c.  Rqjaired  and  replaced  i50'    of  6"  water  line. 

d.  Constructed  75'   of  tile  drainage  around  No,   9  green. 

e.  Repaired  bO  automatic  sprinklers  for  a  reserve  sprinkling  system. 

3.  Lake  Teinescal  Regional  Park 

a.  Completed  construction  of  a  stone  drinking  fountain  next  to  the 
upper  playfield. 

b.  Extended  patio  of  rock  to  the   caretaker's  nouse. 

c.  Worked  over  ^00'   of  trail  to  prevent  slides  and  flooding  from 
wi.nter  rains. 

d.  Cut   and  trimmed  away  four  truck  loads  of  brush  along  trails  and 
roadways . 

k»     Redwood  Regional  Park 

a.  Sprayed  all  oak  trees  at  the  Roberts  Area  for  oak  moths. 

b.  Cleaned  up  parking  lots  with  the  motorized  sweeper. 

c.  Tre  bri-dge  on  the  Macdonald  Trail  is   95^  complete. 

d.  Installed  five   "no  Motorcycles"  sign  and  one  "No  Vehicles"  sign 
at  the  entrance  to  the  West  Ridge  Trail. 

e.  Installed  a  volume  breaker   on  the  water  line  at  Alameda  Creek  Picnic 
Area. 
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f .  Foot  and  Horse  bridge  on  French  and  Trescendes  Trail  are  conpietely 
repaired, 

g.  Hauled  four  truck  loads  of  fxats  from  the  American  Can  Company  to  be 
used  for   firewood, 

h.   Cleaned  up  the  area,  took  down  the  barbed  wire  fence  and  hauled  away 
the  debris  from  the   area  behind  Crestmont  homes. 

5.     Grass  Valley  Regional  Park 

a.  Oiled  picnic  tables  with  log  oil, 

b.  Worked  over  and   repaired  water  lines  and  installed  a  new  drinking 
fountain  at  Chabot  Gate  picnic  area, 

c.  Cut   down  20  eucalyptus  trees  to  be  used  for  barriers, 

d.  Made  a  preliminary  survey  for  a  new  trail  through  water   company  property 
from  Castro  Valley  to  Grass  Valley  Regional  Park. 

VI.     UNFINISHED  BUSINESS 

A.  Secretary  Macdonald  and  Director  Mulvany  met  with  Mr.   Himmelwright,  who  is 
handling  the  Brinker  property,  and  offered  $173,000  for  the  property  as  they 
had  been  authorized  to   do.     A  $10,000,00  warrant  was  drawn  up  as  evidence  of 
good  will  on  the  part  of  the  Park  District.     The  offer  nas  been  refused,   and 
tiie  warrant  has  been  returned  to  Director  Mulvany. 

Director  Mulvany  reported  that  ne  nad  met  with  Mr,    Himmelwright,   and  Mr,   Brinker 
on  October  6,  and  at  that  time  asked  for  a  preliminary  report  on  the  Brinker 
property  and  presented  a  $10,000,00  deposit   on  purchase  of  the  property  pending 
receipt   of  the  report.     At  this  ti  le  Director  Mulvany  offered  $173,000.00  for 
the  Brinker  property  as  autnorized  by  the   Board. 

Director  Mulvany  further  stated  that  the  offer  had  been  refused  and  the  deposit 
checK  returned  to  nim.     This,  along  with  a  deposit  receipt  and  a  revised  pre- 
liminary report  were  given  to  the  Secretary  to  be  filed. 

The  revised  preliminary  report  listed  twelve  encumbrances  against  the  Brinker 
property  including  a  right  of  way  over  ail  roads,    existing   or  hereafter  con- 
structed;  a  right  to  all   fresh  water;   oil,   gas  and  mineral  rights  and  easeraents 
necessary  to  comraerciai  exploitation  of  oil,   gas  and  minerals;  water  rights 
for  mining,   agricultural  and  manufacturing  or  other  purposes;   the  right  to  the 
Spring  Valley  Water  Works  to  take  the  X'faters  of  Alameda  Creek;  a  notice  of  lo- 
cation of  a  mining  claim  dated  January  2,   i957   (other  rights  having  been  granted 
as  far  back  as  1673);   etc. 

In  view  of  these  various  rights  which   have  been  granted  in  the  past.   President 
Goodrich  commented  that  he  did  not  feel  that  it  would  be  wise  to  pursue  the 
acquisition  of  this   land  tmtil  title  is  Cleared. 

General  Manager  Walpole  pointed  out  that  the  purchase  of  the  Grass  Valley  land 
was  subject  to  many  of  the  sane  conditions  stipulated  in  the  grants  of  various 
rights  against  the   Brinker  property. 

The   difference  was  made,    however,   by  the  fact  that  these  rights  were  granted  to 
individuals,  whereas  the  reservations  placed  upon  the  Grass  Valley  land  were  held 
by  the  East  Bay  Municipal  Utility  District  ^ich  would  be  unlikely  to  enter  into 
development  of  any  of  the   natural  resources  on  tb.is  property. 

President  Goodrich  stated  that  if  Mr.  Himmelwright  or  Mr.    Brinker  should  give  any 
indication  of  a  desire  to   continue  to  negotiate,   they  shouia  be  informed  that 
title  must   be  cleared  bef'^re  the  Regional  Park  District  can  consider  acquisition  of 
the  property. 

B.  The  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company  has  submitted  a  document,   approved  by  the 
District  Attorney,  permitting  construction  of  a  power  line  across  Tilden  Park, 
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The  General  Manager  has  notified  the  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company 
of  the  value  of  trees  removed  —  $2,78U.OO,  and  will  send  the  P.G.  &  E. 
the  executed  agreement  as  soon  as  tne  Park  District  is  reimbursed  for  tne 
trees.   (The  agreement  is  presented  to  the  Board  for  signatures.) 

This  document  was  executed  by  the  President  and  Secretary,  but  will  be 
held  by  the  Park  District  pending  receipt  of  payment  for  trees  removed 
as  agreed,  by  the  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company. 

VII.   NE*^  BUSINESS  I 

A.  General  Manager  Walpole  told  the  Board  members  that  he  had  talked  to 
many  people  in  Contra  Costa  County,   and  they  feei  that  they  would  like  to 
join  the  Regional  Park  District.     One  provision  that   ne  feels   should  be 
made  on  Contra  Costa  residents  joining  the   district  is  that  they  should 

put  up  one  half  the  value  of  the  district  which,  at  present   is  $2,953,703.00, 
approximately.     Mr.   Walpole  does  not  tiink  that   Contra  Costa  County 
joining  the  district  is   a  good  thing,  but  if  they  pressure  to  join,  they 
snould  be  reminded  that  they  would  nave  to  equal  the   amount  that  residents 
of  Alameda  County  have  invested  in  the   regional  parks. 

President  Goodrich  stated  that  this  also  brings  up  the   question  of  whether 
the  Regional  Park  District  would  have  the   same  taxing  power  in  Contra  Costa 
County  as  in  Alameda  County,   however,   after  a  discussion,   it  was  tnoi.ight 
that  the  maximum  five  cent   tax  rate  as  established  by  state  legislature 
would  stand. 

The  General  Manager  said  that    he  vjas  certain  that  representatives  of  Contra 
Costa  citizens  would  make  overtures  to  the  board  sone  time  soon, 

B.  Almost   one  year  ago  the  Board  of  Directors  authorized  the  General  Manager  to 
place  a  bid  of  between  12,000  to  $xh,000  for  a  surplus  RD8  Caterpillar  Tractor 
Following  the  authorization  of  the  Board,  the   General  Manager  bid  slightly 
under  $ii;,000  for  tne  best  of  four  RDd's  that  were  being  offered  on  sur- 
plus sale.     Unfortunately  our  bid  was  too  low,   and  the  money  was  not  ex- 
pended.    Now,   five  RD8's  are  being  offered  again  for  sale  by  Army  Surplus. 
The  need  for  an  additonal  tractor  is  even  greater  now  than  it  was  a  year 

ago.     The  tractors  offered,   one  in  particular   looks  very  good,   and  we  have 
had  excellent  reports  on  it.     A  new  Caterpill_r  D8  costs  approximately 
$35,000.00.     The  General  Manager  again  requests  permission  from  the  Board 
of  Directors  to  make  a  bid  not  to  exceed  $1U,000,00  on  this  particular 
Tractor. 

The  Board  decided,  upon  the  General  Manager's  recommendation,  to  again 
authorize  tne  submission  of  a  bid  for  a  tractor  not  to  exceed  $ll4,000.00.

IV.     COMMUNICATIONS 

A.  Letter  of  November  ll,  1958,  received  from  Richard  B.  Miles  of  Coldwell, 
Banker  &  Company,  statinr  that  the  M  &  T  Corporation  has  accepted  another 
offer  to  purchase  their  3.2li  acres  adjacent  to  Grass  Valley  Regional  Park, 
and  that  the  offer  of  tne  East  Bay  Regional  Park  District  of  $1,000  for  this 
tract  was  known  to  the  M  &  T  Corporation  at  the  time  the  other  offer  was 
accepted.  Ordered  filed. 

B.  Letter  of  November  li|,  1958,  received  from  tne  East  Bay  Municipal  Utility 
District,  enclosing  the  revocable  license  pertaining  to  the  rignt  of  way 
which  they  are  granting  from  Redwood  Road  to  the  soirtn  end  of  Grass  Valley 
Regio.ial  Park.  This  license  is  written  to  run  for  twelve  years  with  the 
right  to  terminate  after  ten  years  if  construction  of  a  proposed  dam  should 
be  advanced.  If  the  dam  is  built,  it  wouxd  affect  tne  rignt  of  way. 

The  license  for  this  right  of  way  was  executed  by  the  President  and  Secretary. 

C.  Letter  of  November  2ii,   l95ti,   received  from  Mr.    J.  W.   Henderson,   requesting  re- 
nevjal  of  his  contract  for  the  pony  ride  concession  at  the  Roberts  Area  for 
the  calendar  year  1959.     He  also  plans  to  install  a  longer  donkey  ride. 

The  Board  Voted  unanimously  in  favor  of  renei^ng  the  pony  ride  license  for 
another  year  and  executed  the  renewal  form. 
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V.  GBnIERAL  MANAGER'S  REPORT 

A.  All  of  the  paving  for  Tiiden  Park  and  the  fencing  that  was  awarded  by  bid 
has  been  conpieted  and  accepted,  and  the  bills  are  included  in  this  months' 
list  of  e3$)enses  for  payment. 

Both  contracts  were  faithfully  performed,  and  in  general  the  quality  of 
the  material  and  labor  were  uniformly  high. 

B.  The  General  Manager  has  for  some  time  been  a  member  of  an  advisory  com- 
mittee to  establish  a  four  year  curriculum  in  park  management  at  Sacra- 
mento State  Gollecre.  He  has  been  requested  to  give  a  two  hour  lecture 
on  the  background  and  organization  of  the  East  Bay  Regional  Park  HLstrict,- 
including  the  story  behind  the  enabling  legislature,  tne  place  of  the 
Regional  park  organization  in  the  park  and  recreational  picture  and 
its  relationship  to  park  systems  at  other  levels.  The  possibilities 
of  other  Regional  Park  systems  in  California  in  comparison  with  our 
organization  with  other  regional  systems  in  the  state,  etc.  This  lecture 
is  to  be  given  on  December  i,  and  with  permission  of  the  Board,  the 
General  Manager  will  make  himself  available  to  accept  this  invitation. 

The  Board  of  Directors  were  of  the  opinion  that  this  course  is  a  step 
that  will  advance  the  recognition  of  qualified  park  workers  and  they  were 
pleased  that  tne  General  Manager  should  participate  in  forwarding  this 
cause, 

C.  The  East  Bay  Municipal  Utility  District  gave  the  Regional  Parks  approximately 
2,000  plants  of  Cottonayster ,  These  plants  will  be  planted  on  the  banks 
around  the  merry-go-round  lor  cover.  In  the  past  the  East  Bay  Municipal 
Utility  District  has  been  very  generous  in  passing  on  to  the  Regional 
Park  District  a  number  of  pines,  redwoods,  and  bank  cover  plants  from  their 
nursery  whenever  they  were  over-stocked.  The  value  on  a  market  basis 
of  such  plants  would  probably  be  very  close  to  $U,000, 

Director  Macdonald  stated  that  the  General  Manager  should  express  the 
appreciation  of  the  Regional  Park  Board  for  the  generosity  of  the  East 
Bay  Municipal  Utility  District  in  providing  these  plants  and  for  their 
earlier  gifts  of  trees  and  scrubs. 

D.  The  play  on  the  Tiiden  Park  Golf  Course  continues  to  be  very  heavy.  We 
get  a  great  many  university  students  who  play  m  the  afternoons  and  on 
weekends  as  well  as  a  tremendous  increase  in  youngsters  between  the  ages  of 
12  and  Id,  Part  of  the  slow  play  on  the  course  is  caused  by  some  of  the 
Cal  students  and  the  youngsters  who  are  in  the  process  of  learning  tne 
game.  We  make  every  effort  to  control  tnese  beginners  and  to  keep  them 
moving  along,  but  they  do  cause  some  siow-down  in  playing  time.  It  is 
very  hard  to  suggest  any  remedy  to  this  situation,  and  I  believe  that 
we  might  be  consoled  by  the  thought  that  the  golf  course  is  introducing 
the  game  of  golf  to  a  great  many  young  people  who  are  really  the  future 
of  any  sport.  If  we  had  available  land,  one  of  the  finest  investments 
we  could  make  in  the  vicinity  of  Tiiden  Park  would  be  the  establishment 
of  a  Q  -  hole  course,  and  at  the  same  time  teach  the  game  to  a  great 
number  of  beginners  who  go  on  to  add  to  tne  sport  and  popularity  of  the 
game  of  golf. 

In  connection  with  the  goif  course,  we  feel  that  a  raise  in  greens  fees  is 
indicated,  and  think  this  raise  should  go  into  effect  by  May  i.  Before  that 
time,  we  will  check  the  other  local  golf  course  for  schedules  of  fees  and 
will  recommend  to  the  Board  the  raises  indicated  by  other  public  golf 
courses  in  tnis  area.  The  Board  of  Directors  indicated  that  a  raise  by 
the  1st  of  May  would  be  in  order. 

E.  Attendance:  During  tne  month  of  November,  we  continued  to  have  a  high  rate 
of  attendance  for  this  time  of  year.  However,  attendance  is  down  to  the 
point  where  we  can  give  more  attention  to  constructional  activities.  Con- 
sequently, we  are  able  to  make  a  great  deal  more  progress  from  a  constructional 
standpoint.  The  lessening  in  the  amount  of  ti-ne  we  have  to  spend  in  garbage 
collection  and  picnic  area  cleanup  gives  us  a  great  many  more  man  nours  to 
spend  on  new  work. 
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F.  Work  Progress  Report:  During  the  month,  we  completed  the  following  projects 
as  indicated,  started  new  projects  or  made  substantial  progress  in  the 
various  parks  on  the  various  items. 

1.  Tilden  Regional  Park 

a.  Continued  the  reconditioning  and  servicing  of  the  ditch  digger  bought 
from  government  surplus, 

b.  Installed  a  change  front  end  in  tne  Ford  1|  x  U  pickup  truck, 

c.  Drilled  and  blasted  a  hard  rock  quarry  to  secure  additional  rock  for 
carrying  on  rock  work  throughout  the  regio  lal  parks. 

d.  Hauled  and  distributed  UO  yards  of  top  soil  for  covering  new  fills  on 
the  edge  of  all  new  paving. 

e.  Started  construction  on  new  bulkheads  for  the  culvert  at  tne  South 
Gate  Road  picnic  area. 

f .  Excavated  and  cut  a  drain  ditch  around  the  pony  bam  and  corral,  the 
ditch  is  about  200  yards  in  length. 

g.  Planted  i3b'  gallon  can  size  Sequoias  Gigantia  at  tne  Berkeley  Rotary 
Peace  Grove,  pruned  all  oth^r  trees,  put  tin  around  tne  base  of  the 
trees  to  prevent  rodents  I'rom  chewing  the  bark  and  put  out  poison  for 
rodents . 

h.  Constructed  and  installed  a  new  hanging  sign  for  Camp  Paore  picnic 

area, 
i.  Constructed  a  resuable  foundation  forms  to  be  used  in  pouring  foundations 

for  tne  metal  restroom. 
j.  Construction  work  started  on  new  restroom  at  Woodland  Camp  in  Nature 

Area, 
k.  Installed  new  gutters  and  downspouts  in  the  rear  of  the  Brazilian 

Building , 
1.  Started  construction  on  a  wallcway  and  drainage  in  back  of  the  Brazilian 

Building  to  prevent  water  running  off  the  building  from  cutting  into 

the  bank  at  the  rear  of  the  building. 

2.  Tilden  Goif  Course 

a.  Completed  installing  700'  of  8"  pipeline  in  tne  main  line  leadinr  from 
Lake  Anza  to  the  golf  course  reservoir, 

b.  Installed  seven  concrete  piers  to  prevent  pipeline  from  kiclcLng  out  of 
place  under  pressure. 

c.  Top  dressed  all  golf  tees  and  aprons, 

d.  Overhauled,  repaired  and  reconstr*ucted  15  automatic  sprinklers, 

e.  Spread  IiO  yards  of  top  soi'l  to  divert  water  on  No.  11  green, 

3.  Lake  Teraescal  Regional  Park 

a.  Constructed  20'  of  stone  wall  along  the  stairway  to  tne  office  patio, 

b.  Planted  seven  English  HoUy  shrubs  along  the  stone  wall  to  replace 
junipers  which  were  removed. 

c.  Installed  seven  new  timbers  on  the  bridge  which  crosses  the  creek  at 
Lakeside  picnic  area,  to  enable  us  to  take  heavy  equipment  over  the 
bridge. 

d.  Set  three  6"  steel  posts  for  fence  protection  gxiard  rail  m  the  Bowl 
picnic  area, 

e.  Painted  the  interior  of  the  Kiwanis  Hut, 

h»     Redwood  Regional  Park 

a.  Repainted  all  pony  barns  and  buildings  at  the  Roberts  Area, 

b.  Fifty  percent  of  the  change  rooms  in  the  Roberts  area  are  painted, 

c.  Constructed  four  valve  ooxes  and  set  them  in  place  at  the  Roberts  play- 
field. 

d.  Hauled  30  yards  of  manure  from  the  pony  barn — spread  and  raked  it  in  on 
the  lawns  at  the  Roberts  Area, 

e.  Planted  six  five  gallon  can  size  flowering  shrubs  in  front  of  the  bathnouse. 

f .  Installed  tnree  telephone  poles  to  run  electric  wiring  from  the  meter  to 
the  Supervisor's  residence. 

g.  Installed  two  new  type  charcoal  burning  picnic  stoves  in  the  Orchard  and 
Maple  picnic  areas. 
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h.  Work  on  Stream  Trail  bridge  is  S0%   complete. 

i.  Work  on  headwalls  on  Mill  and  Stream  Trail  bridges  is  ^0%   complete. 

J.  Hauled  top  soil  to  flower  beds  around  the  new  restrooms  at  the 

arcnery  range.  Mill  Camp  and  Mill  Camp  area, 
k.  Planted  four  leptospemum  and  four  heatner  plants  around  the 

restrooms. 
1.  Poured  l2  sets  of  concrete  table  legs  to  be  used  in  picnic  table 

construction. 
m.  Installed  two  "No  Motorcycles"  signs  at  the  entrance  to  the 

West  Ridge  Trail. 

5,  Grass  Valley  Regional  Park 

a.  All  work  on  the  new  concrete  and  steel  bridge  on  the  Macdonald 
Trail  is  completed. 

b.  Planted  UOO  lbs  of  rye  mixture  grass  seed  on  areas  where  tne 
new  check  dams  were  put  in. 

c.  Poisoned  200  eucalj-ptus  stumps  to  prevent  sucker  groxrt-h. 

d.  Hauled  in  top  soil  for  flower  beds  at  the  Chabot  Area  restroom 
and  planted  shrubbery  around  the  restroom. 

VI.   UNFINISHED  BUSINESS 

A.  We  were  sucessful  bidders  for  the  D8  Caterpillar  tractor  on  which  the 
Board  of  Directors  had  authorized  a  bid.  After  lookin,':;  tne  rig  over 
carefully,  and  discovering  that  it  had  less  than  600  hours  of  use  on 
the  hourmeter,  we  bid  $6,666,66  on  it.  This  was  the  successful  bid,  and 
we  have  the  tractor  in  the  Tilden  Service  Yard  for  a  thorough  going  over. 
It  appears  that  with  an  expenditure  of  about  $800  for  parts,  we  will 
have  a  first-rate  operating  tractor, 

B.  We  have  long  been  in  need  of  an  oiling  rig  to  do  our  own  patch  work 
on  roads.  In  the  past  vie  nave  nad  to  rent  oil  rigs  at  a  rate  of 
$6,00  per  hour.  One  was  also  up  for  bid  at  the  same  time  we  bid  on 
the  tractor.  We  bid  $3,000  for  the  two  units  necessary  for  operation, 
one  containing  a  heating  plant  for  keeping  the  oil  hot.  We  were  alse 
successful  in  this  bid  and  acquired  this  oil  rig, 

Vii,  NEW  BUSINESS 

A.  The  pickup  truck  used  by  Jim  Roof,  our  Botanic  Garden  Supervisor,  was 
purchased  in  19I?i4.  It  has  had  hard  use  through  the  years,  and  the 
General  Manager  requests  permission  of  the  Board  of  Directors  to  obtain 
bids  to  replace  this  truck, 

B,  With  the  regulations  on  burning  becoming  more  stringent  all  the  time,  it 
is  becoming  apparent  that  we  must  go  into  the  expense  necessary  to  ac- 
quire a  chipper  so  that  we  may  dispose  of  brush  by  this  metnod.  All 

of  the  parks  in  our  area  are  coming  to  this  method  of  disposal.  The 
City  of  Oakland  recently  bought  a  chipper  which  cost  around  $U,000,  We 
saw  this  chipper  demonstrated  at  the  conference  in  New  Orleans, and 
have  seen  them  in  operation  in  the  past.  Our  plans  are  to  rent  several 
different  brands  of  chippers  to  try  out  in  the  parks  before  making  a 
final  choice.  The  Manager  at  this  time  would  like  permission  of  the 
Board  to  advertise  for  bids  after  we  have  nad  the  opportunity  to  try 
out  several  leading  makes. 

The  Board  of  Directors  agreed  that  it  would  be  necessary  to  use  a  chipper 
to  dispose  of  brush,  etc.  that  has  been  burned  heretofore;  and  also 
that  a  pick  up  truck  should  be  purcnased  to  replace  the  truck  presently 
being  used  by  the  Botanic  Garden  Supervisor, 

On  Motion  of  Director  Macdonald,  seconded  by  Director  Sproul,  the  fol- 
lowing resolution  was  adopted:

WI-IEREAS,  the  law  restricts  burning  in  the  East  Bay  Area,  and  although

WHEREAS,  it  is  feasible  to  replace  the  l95U  Chevrolet  pickup  truck 
presently  driven  by  the  Botanic  Garden  Sup  advisor;

Regional  Park  District,  that  the  General  Manager  be  and  he  is  authorized  hereby 
to  request  bids  for  furnishing  a  chipper  and  a  new  pickup  truck  to  the  East  Bay 
Regional  Park  District.  Tne  chipper  will  be  utilized  to  dispose  of  debris,  and 
this  is  deemed  the  most  advisable  method  of  so  doing.

C.  The  California  Association  of  Recreation  and  Park  Districts,  a  newly  formed 
organizaticn  designed  to  protect  the  interests  of  recreation  and  park  districts 
throughout  the  state,  are  having  their  first  annual  meeting  in  Santa  Monica 

in  connection  with  the  State  Recreation  Conference  on  February  ±5  -  16,  1959. 
I  believe  we  should  try  to  have,  if  possible,  at  least  two  of  the  directors 
at  this  meeting. 

The  Board  suggested  that  Secretary  Macdonald,  the  General  Manager  and  ar^  other 
director  who  could  get  away  at  this  time,  represent  the  Board  of  Directors  at 
this  meeting. 

D.  The  General  Manager  suggested  that  the  concessionaire  operating  the  Tilden  Trout 
Pond  be  granted  an  exempt-'  on  from  payment  of  the  ten  per  cent  of  gross  receipts 
to  the  Park  District  required  by  his  license  during  the  period  of  his  operation 
between  November  l5  and  March  l5  of  each  year.  This  concessj on  is  open  throughout 
the  winter  during  school  vacation  days  and  on  weekends,  however,  it  is  not  pos- 
sible to  maintain  the  pond  during  the  winter  on  a  lucrative  basis j  Inasmuch  as 
the  concessionaire  is  willing  to  keep  the  concession  open,  the  General  Manager 
was  of  the  opinion  that  it  miyht  be  best  to  dispense  with  the  requirement  of 

a  percenta.ie  pajinent  to  the  Park  District  during  the  time  the  concession  is  re- 
ceiving only  a  minimum  amount  which  may  not  even  cover  expenses  of  operation. 

The  Board  reviewed  the  amounts  grossed  by  this  concession  during  tne  winter  months 
in  past  years,  and  agreed  that  the  license  for  the  Tilden  Trout  Pond  should  be 
revised  to  require  no  payment  to  the  Park  District  during  the  period  November 
l5  to  March  l5  of  each  year  of  operation. 

E.  Cancellation  of  warrant:  The  salary  warrant  prepared  for  Charles  Horan  must  be 
cancelled  due  to  the  fact  that  a  Notice  of  Levy  has  been  received  from  the 
Internal  Revenue  Service  stipulating  that  the  amount  of  $219.37  was  due  covering 
income  tax  for  the  year  1957  i^diich  Mr.  Horan  had  failed  to  pay.

VI.  GE;?ERAL  MANAGER'S  REPORT 
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A.  The  continual  dry  weather  we  have  been  experiencing,  has  been  raising 

quite  a  bit  of  havoc  in  the  parks.  We  still  have  an  intense  fire  danger, 
and  it  has  been  necessary  for  us  to  maintain  help  for  fire  detection  and 
fire  prevention.  The  trees  in  the  park,  in  some  instances,  have  had  to 
be  vjatered  artificially,  and  we  have  had  to  go  back  to  watering  on  the 
golf  course.  The  weather  has  also  made  it  impossible  for  us  to  embark  on 
any  hill  tree  planting  and  naturally  we  are  concerned  about  the  water  supply 
in  Lake  Temescal,  and  particularly  in  Lake  Anza.  We  are  still  hoping  that 
late  rains  wj.ll  be  heavy  enough  to  remedy  what  otherwise  will  become  an'' 
extremely  critical  period. 


B,  We  have  bought  3,000  Douglas  Fir  trees  from  the  State  Department  of 
Forestry  and  have  had  to  held  them  while  we  wait  for  aamp  weather  to 
allow  us  to  plant  these  seedxirgs.  The  seedlings  were  purchased  at 
a  cost  of  $10,00  a  thousand.  It  has  been  our  thinKing  that  we  would 
plant  these  trees  quite  heavily  in  some  of  the  areas  in  Tilden  Park 
and  also  in  Grass  Valley,  where  it  appears  that  they  will  flourish. 
Again,  the  weather  is  retarding  this  particular  phase  of  our  usual 
wintertime  operation, 

C,  We  have  had  an  exhibit  of  living  plants  in  the  patio  of  the  Trail- 
side  Musuem  in  the  Nature  Area.  These  plants  are  all  natives  and  attract 
considerable  attention  from  people  who  wish  to  use  native  planting 
around  their  own  home, 

D,  The  guide  to  the  Botanic  Garden  has  been  completed  and  is  ready  for 
sale.  Gillick  Printers  d^i  d  a  nice  job  and  we  have  had  considerable 
pre-publication  demand  for  this  booklet,  I  am  certain  the  books  will 
be  self -liquidating  and  we  will  receive  a  complete  return  on  the  money 
we  expended  for  the  j.irinting  and  publishing. 

Director  Macdonald  suggested  that  the  General  Manager  convey  the  Board's 
appreciation  for  the  excellent  work  done  on  this  book  to  Mr,  Roof  in 
a  letter. 

E,  Attendance:  So  far  during  the  month  of  December,  attendance  has  stayed 
high.  All  concessions  have  been  open,  and  operating  on  Saturdays  and 
Sundays,  Attendance  for  this  time  of  the  year  is  probably  the  highest 
we  have  ever  experienced.  Play  on  the  golf  course  continues  to  be  ex- 
tremely heavy,  almost  to  the  detriment  of  the  course,  with  the  fairways 
being  so  dry  and  grass  not  gro^/ing  and  replentishing  itself  as  it  is 
worn  out.  Hovjever,  the  general  public  has  taken  advantage  of  the  nice 
weather  and  used  the  parks  far  beyond  what  is  customary  at  this  ti-ie  of 
the  year, 

F,  Work  Progress  Report:  During  the  time  since  the  last  Board  Meeting,  we 
have  worked  on  the  following  projects  as  indicated.  They  have  either  been 
new  projects  that  we  have  made  substantial  progress  on  or  old  projects 
that  we  have  completed  in  the  various  paxks  as  listed  in  the  various  items,

MacSwain  of 
the  Entomology  Department  at  the  University  of  California,  thanking 
the  Park  District  for  use  of  the  Temescal  Clubroom  for  his  department's 
annual  dance  and  for  "courteous  help  furnished  ...by  the  ranger, 

Mr.  Harry  Palmer." 

B,  Letter  of  December  30,  19^8,  received  from  Lloyd  Graham  Donaldson, 
requesting  renewal  of  his  lease  on  the  Piedmont  Stables  for  the 
calendar  year  1959. 

The  Board  voted  unanimously  in  favor  of  renewing  this  lease  as 
operation  of  the  stables  under  Mr.  Donaldson  has  been  satisfactory. 
The  renewal  form  was  executed. 


C.  Letter  of  January  12,  19^9,  received  from  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Herman  D. 
Ruth  of  Berkely,  stating  that  they  are  opj)Osed  to  any  transfer  of 
park  property,  through  sale  of  lease,  for  use  as  a  site  for  an 
elementary  school.  Regardless  of  the  i --portance  of  schools,  they 
feel  "...  that  park  land  should  not  be  acquired  for  that  purpose.. 
Open  spaces  are  already  decreasing  and  once  transfer  of  land  starts 
for  one  purpose,  no  matter  how  worth  while,  it  is  harder  to  turn 
down  the  next  request  which  may  be  even  more  urgent.."  They  urge 
the  Park  District  to  preserve  the  park  land  for  park  use.  Ordered 
filed. 

D.  Two  tele,, rams  were  received  from  Julian  Lucoff,  City  Engineer  of 

the  town  of  Emeryville,  stating  that  the  size  of  the  outfall  leaving 
Lake  Temescal  too  small  to  allow  fast  lowering  of  the  lake  level 
to  allow  for  flood  water  runoff  storage.  He  also  says,  "We  feel 
that  it  is  a  matter  of  the  utmost  urgency  that  an  enlar[;ed  outfall 
should  be  installed  immediately  this  winter  while  the  water  level  is 
down...  The  Town  of  Emeryville  considers  this  to  be  of  the  greatest 
importance..."  The  second  telegram  reads  as  follows:   "The  town 
of  Emeryville  offers  to  supply  all  engineering  gratis  and  contribute 
toward  the  construction  of  needed  outfall  changes  at  Temescal  Dam 
as  recommended  by  Alameda  County  ^lood  Control  District  City  Council 
of  Emeryville  would  appreciate  an^  immediate  reply  to  this  and 
previous  telegram." 

The  General  Manager  has  replied  to  Mr.  Lucoff 's  telegrams,  stating 
that  he  feels  more  could  be  accomplished  by  a  meeting  between  the 
Alameda  County  Flood  Control  District,  Mr,  Lucoff  and  himself.  To 
date  no  reply  has  been  received, 

V  GENERAL  MANAGER'S  REPORT 

A.  The  parks  continued  to  suffer  from  lack  of  rain  durin,^  the  month  of 
January.  Although  the  situation  was  somewhat  alleviated  with 

the  rain  at  Christmas,  it  has  been  an  abnormally  dry  year,  and 
has  interfered  with  our  planting  program  to  some  extent,  although 
during  the  month  we  planted  3,000  Douglas  firs  in  groves  in 
Tilden  Park. 

B.  The  state  park  conference  was  held  at  Redwood  City  on  January 

l8,  19,  and  20  and  21.  Director  Macdonald  was  aole  to  attend  some  of 
the  sessions  and  in  addition  Jack  Parker,  our  Park  Naturalist, 
appeared  on  the  program  with  a  talk  and  slides  concerning  the 
Little  Farm  in  Tilden  Regional  Park,   Both  the  Manager  and  his 
assistant,  Tom  Flood,  were  also  on  the  pro.'ram.  Director 
Macdonald  commented  that  he  had  at  ended  a  talk  on  state  forest- 
land  and  the  Commissioner's  Section,  He  missed  the  panel  discussion 
on  Tuesday  in  which  General  Manager  Walpole  participated,  but 
attended  the  Annual  Banquet  on  Wednesday  at  which  time  General 
Manager  Walpole  was  presented  with  a  placque  signifying  the  Award 
of  Achievement  for  the  year.  Director  Macdonald  made  a  motion 
that  the  Board  adopt  a  resolution  recognizing  the  efforts  of  the 
General  Manager  in  park  work.

D.  Attendance  during  the  month  of  January  continued  to  be  high  with 
all  concessions  open  on  weekends.  The  golf  course  continued  to  do 
a  heavy  winter-time  business.  The  Regional  Parks  have  now  developed 
to  a  point  where  they  are  used  year-around  by  the  citizens  of  our 
community,  and  hardly  ever  are  the  parks  really  deserted, 

E.  Work  Progress  Report:  During  the  tiTie  since  the  last  Board 
meeting,  following  projects,  as  indicated,  have  either  been  started

VI ,  New  Business 

A.      Secretary  Macdonald,  the  Manager,  Mr.  Ponsford  and  Mr.  Price, 

architects,  spent  some  time  during  the  month  in  exariiining  a  site 
on  Skyline  Blvd.  at  Redwood  Regional  Park  for  a  proposed  public 
Clubhouse  building  with  a  park  office  upstairs  over  the  club 
building. 

As  the  Board  knows,  we  are  becoming  badly  cramped  for  offi  e 

space  and  need  offices  large  enough  to  have  all  our  staff  under 

one  roof.  We  now  have  our  purchasing  department  and  our  engineering 

office  in  Tilden  Park  which  does  not  make  for  efficient  communications 

and  direction.  Vfe  feel  that  by  combining  our  offices  with  a 

clubh  use,  we  can  save  money  and  justify  the  building  of  new  offices. 

Our  offices  at  Temescal  have  been  used  since  1938,  over  20  yecrs. 
The  building  cost  $38,000,  and  at  the  r  te  of  $200.00  per  month 
for  office  rent,  we  have  saved  $U8,000  during  that  time. 

If  the  Board  is  interested,  the  manager  requests  permission  to 
follow  up  on  this  matter  and  have  sketches  drawn  up,  ansS  obtain 
some  preliminary  prices  for  such  a  building. 

The  Board  agreed  that  the  recommendation  of  the  General  Manager 
for  construction  of  a  combination  clubhouse  and  office  building 
at  the  location  he  described  (Skyline  Blvd.  and  Joaquin  Miller 
Road)  would  be  veiy  practical  and  that  this  location  would 
be  more  desireable  than  the  location  previously  considered.'for 
a  clubhouse  at  the  Roberts  Recreational  Area.  They  thought  it 
would  be  worth  :hile  to  have  more  information  and  authorized  the 
General  Manager  to  have  the  architects  Ponsford  and  Price  draw 
up  preliminary  sketches  and  estimates, 

B.      General  Manager  Walpole  asked  the  Board  to  appoint  Secretary 
Macdonald  as  their  representative  to  whom  he  could  refer  on 
personnel  matters  as  they  arise. 

President  Goodrich  made  the  requested  appointment  of  Secretary 
Macdonald  in  order  that  the  General  Manager  should  have  a 
representative  of  the  Board  with  whom  he  c  n  discuss  personnel 
matters  to  resolve  any  problems, 

6.      The  General  Manager  asked  the  Board  to  pass  a  resolution 

controlling  the  accumulation  of  vacation  time  and  sick  leave 
when  an  employee  has  been  off  the  job  for  over  30  days.  At 
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present,  there  is  no  regulation  to  prevent  this  accumulation 
of  leave  so  that  employees  who  take  an  extended  absence  from 
their  jobs  continue  to  accumulate  annual  leave  and  sick  leave 
during  the  time  of  their  absence.  The  cities  of  Berkeley  and 
Oakland  have  rulings  through  their  civil  service  commissions 
which  prevent  the  accumulation  of  annual  leave  or  sick  leave 
for  any  period  of  time  during  which  the  employee  is  off  work 
for  over  a  30-day  period  due  to  illness  or  for  vacation  on 
accumulated  le- ve. 

The  General  Manager  also  sugf^ested  that  the  Board  pass  a  ruling 
on  the  accumulation  of  overtime  by  supervisory  personnel.  He 
finds  that  top-level  personnel  in  the  cities  of  Oakland, 
Berkeley  and  in  the  East  Bay  Municipal  Utility  District  are  not 
permitted  to  accumulate  overtime,  but  are  expected  to  work 
overtime  whenever  necessary  and  when  it  is  approved.  Compensatory 
time  off  is  allowed  persons  in  such  positions  when  they  work  on 
weekends  or  holidays  which  they  would  customarily  take  off.  But 
must  be  taken  within  two  weeks. 

On  motion  of  Director  Mulvany,  seconaed  by  Dire  :tor  iJproul,  the 
following  resolution  was  adopted,

ESTABLISHING  A  NEiT  PERSONNEL  REGULATION  CONTROLLING  THE 
ACCUMULATION  OF  AWJUAL  LEAVE,  SICK  LEAVE  AND  OVERTIME  BY 
MPLOYEES  OF  THE  EAST  BAY  REGIONAL  PARK  DISTRICT. 

BE  IT  RESOLVED,  by  this  Board  of  Directors  of  the  East  Bay 
Regional  Park  District,  that  the  following  regulations  shall  be  and 
they  are  established  hereby;  effective  February  1,  19^9: 

1,  Employees  of  the  East  Bay  Regional  Park  District  receive  one  day  of 
annual  leave  and  one  day  of  sick  leave  for  each  month  they  work  for 
the  Park  District,  This  time  is  accumulated  and  may  be  taken  off  by 
the  employee  as  vacation  or  in  case  of  illness.  Each  employee  is 
required  to  take  12  days  of  annual  leave  each  year. 

If  an  employee  is  absent  from  his  job  for  a  pelod  in  excess  of  30 
calendar  days,  either  through  taking  off  .his  accumulated  annual  leave, 
sick  le-  ve  or  o  ertime,  he  shall  not  be  credited  with  annual  leave  or 
sick  leave  for  that  time  taken  off  over  30  days.  If  the  employee  is 
off  less  than  two  eeeks  (lU  calendar  days)  in  addition  to  being  off 
for  .30  days,  he  will  not  lose  credit  for  one  day  of  annual  leave  and 
one  day  of  sick  leave.  If  he  is  off  for  more  than  Ih   calendar  days 
after  being  off  for  30  days,  he  will  lose  the  day  of  annual  leave 
and  day  of  sick  leave  for  that  month  and  will  continue  to  lose  credit 
for  sick  leave  and  annual  leave  for  any  additional  period  of  time 
taken  off, 

2,  Supervisory  personnel  whall  not  be  allowed  to  accumulate  overtime.  If 
a  person  holding  a  supervisory  position  is  required  to  work  overtime 
this  is  considered  a  necessary  part  of  his  job  and  responsibility.  If 
that  person  assumes  the  rewponsibility  of  getting  his  work  done  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  General  Manager,  he  shall  be  permitted  to  take 
short  periods  of  time  off  —  less  than  one  day  —  when  approved  by  the 
General  Manager  (in  addition  to  his  regular  vacation)/  If  a  person 
holding  a  supervisory  position  is  required  to  v/ork  on  a  weekend  or 
holiday,  which  would  normally  be  a  regular  day  off,  he  may  take  off 
compensatory  time  within  two  weeks.

V.        CUMI^UNI  CATIONS; 

A.   Letter  of  February  19,  19^9,  received  from  Jack  Burroughs, 

Chairman  of  the  H'otary  Peace  Grove  Committee  of  the  Berkeley 
Rotary  Club,  referring  to  the  general  plan  of  the  club  set 
forth  by  Robert  Sibley  to  dedicate  one  tree  each  year  to  the 
person  deemed  to  have  contributed  the  mocit  toward  world 
peace,  to  provide  bronze  placques  for  the  base  of  e  ich  tree, 
to  provide  architects  plans  for  a  lookout  on  the  top  of 
V/ildcat  Peak,  and  to  raise  OlyOOO  to  apply  toward  construction 
of  the  lookout. 

The  letter  also  states  that  the  club  is  now  interested  in 
carrying  out  the  final  phase  of  this  plan  as  they,  have  the 
Cl,000  fund,  and  the  plan  for  the  lookout  area.  An  architect's 
drawing  of  the  proposed  lookout  point  accompanied  this 
letter  and  was  shown  to  the  Board  of  Directors, 

General  Manager  Walpole  reviewed  the  subject,  stating  that 
Mr.  Sibley  had  been  extremely  enthusiastic  about  this 
project  and  had  discussed  it  ^■n.th  members  of  the  Rotary 
Club,  at  which  time  he  had  i-rplied  that  if  the  Rotary  Club 
could  contribute  $1,000  toward  the  cost  of  construction  of 
the  lookout  point,  that  the  Regional  Parks  would  provide 
the  m  -teri.als  for  the  masonry  xTOrk  and  the  labor  for  the  job. 
The  work  was  to  pro,  ress  only  on  the  basis  of  park  emploj^'ees 
working  on  it  when  fr  edom  from  regular  park  work  would 
permit.  He  also  said  that  at  the  tine  the  subject  was 
presented  to  the  Board,  Director  Mulvany  had  expressed  his 
objection  to  the  plan  because  of  the  fact  that  CljOOO  would 
not  cover  the  total  cost  of  construction,  and  would,  in 
fact,  only   cover  a  fraction  of  the  total  cost  vjhich  would 
probably  run  into  several  thousand  dollars. 

Director  Mulvany  reiterated  his  prior  objection  with  the 
comment  that  the  Rotary  Club  would  receive  the  full  benefit 
of  this  work  due  to  the  fact  that  it  is  unlikely  that  large 
groups  of  people  would  hike  up  to  the  Peace  Grove  and  the 
top  of  Wildcat  Peak.  It  wao  agreed  that  in  time  the  area 
may  have  more  significance  to  the  public  than  it  does  now. 

Director  Mulvany  suggested  that  estimates  of  the  cost  of 
labor  and  material  be  obtained  and  sugr;ested  that  the 
Rei^ional  Park  District  may  be  interested  in  bearing  the 
whole- cost  of  construction  with  the  Rotary  Club  utilizing 
their  *1.000  fund  to  place  a  piece  of  sculpture  there 
such  as  was  included  in  the  architect's  drawing.  The 
Board  members  felt  that  this  might  be  a  very  good  idea, 
and  w.  uld  preclude  the  setting  of  a  precedent  that  might 
be  difficult  to  follow  out  under  other  conditions, 

B.   Letter  of  February  19,  19^9,  received  from  Jack 

Himmelwright,  real  est -'to  broker  who  worked  on  negotiations 
for  purchase  of  the  JB  Ranch  rn  Southern  Alameda  County, 
Mr,  Himmel'.irright  reviewed  the  situation. :Concerning  this 
property,  owned  by  W.3.  Brinker  quoting  the  figures  dis- 
cussed, stating  that  the  asking  price  at  the  tine  was 


250,000.00.  On  October  6,  1958,  the  Regional  Park  Board 
made  an  offer  of  .^17 5, 000. 00  for  the  land  which  was  refused 
by  Mr,  Erinker.  An  appraisal  obtained  by  Mr,  Brinker 
estimated  the  balue  to  be  between  $250,000.00  and  ^^275,000,00; 
and  Mr.  Brinker  is  now  asking  $300,000,00  for  the  rancn, 

Mr.  liimrael  ,'right  urged  the  Regional  Park  Board  to  make 
another  offer  at  this  time,  if  tney  are  still  interested 
in  the  land,  of  at  least  the  amount  indic.-.ted  by  the 
Regional  Park's  appraisal  which  was  ;;'220,000,00,  He 
suggested  that  he  might  be  able  to  be  of  some  help  in 
negotiating  the  sale  with  the  offer  of  a  greater  amount 
than  the  original  offer,  and  that  Mr,  Brinker  could  be 
given  a  period  of  tir;e  to  clear  title  to  the  property  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  Park  Board, 

The  letter  quotes  values  of  property  in  this  region 
reflected  in  prices  recently  paid  for  other  tracts,  and 
states  that  although  Mr,  Himmel'vright  has  been  looking 
for  another  property  which  might  be  suitable  for  park 
purposes,  he  h: s  found  nothing  and  doubts  that  there  is 
any  land  available  that  would  be  more  desirable  than  the 
Brinker  Ranch, 

Director  Macdonald  called  the  attention  of  the  Board  to 
purchases  of  land  recently  made  by  the  state  for  park  and 
recreation  areas,  ^e  read  newspaper  articles  which  quoted 
a  price  of  .^300  per  acre  paid  by  the  state  for  land  near 
the  Feather  River  and  a  price  of  $1,000  per  Acre  paid  for 
1200  acres  near  Palo  Alto.  Director  Macdonald  pointed 
out  that  the  Brii.ker  Ranch  would  sell  for  slightly  over 
$70.00  per  acre,  which  would  make  it  appear  very  reason- 
able comparatively. 

Director  Multrany  expressed  his  opinion  that  the  original 
offer  of  $175,000  still  seems,  to  him,  to  be  adequate. 

President  Goodrich  felt  that  development  of  the  Brinker 
Ranch  would  be  costly  because  of  steep  terrain  in  part  of 
it,  but  Director  Macdonald  replied  that  he  would  believe  it 
unnecessary  to  construct  roads  o^^er  the  steeper  areas. 
President  Goodrich  also  reminded  the  Board  that  nothing 
could  be  done  without  clear  title  to  the  property. 

General  Manager  Walpole  pointed  out  that  we  have  annexed 
Eden  and  Washingto  Townships  and  that  the  residents  oi' 
that  area  are  eap:er  to  s:^e  some  park  development  in  their 
territory.  The  Park  District  has  accumulated  a  lar:;e  fund 
which  should  be  used  to  create  a  land  reservoir  inkeeping 
with  the  original  policy  of  the  Board  and  could  be  critised 
for  accumulation  of  a  great  deal  of  money.  He  said  the 
Board  would  receive  nothing  but  praise  if  they  could  effect 
the  purchase  of  land  in  Southern  Alameda  County  —  even  if 
no  particular  development  took  place  immediately. 

Another  suggestion,  made  by  Director  Muivany,  was  that 
Mr.  Brinker  might  be  persuaded  to  sell  the  land  at  a  lower 
figure  if  it  was  pointed  out  that  he  might  be  saved  some 
money  in  capital  gains  tax  through  selling  the  land  in 
portions  over  a  period  of  ye.-rs. 

President  Goodrich  indicated  that  this  matter  should  receive 
further  attention  when  a  full  board  was  present. 

General  Manager  Walpole  was  instructed  to  write  to  Mr, 
Himmelwright  advising  him  of  the  thinki.;g  of  the  Board 
on  this  iTHtter,  with  the  hope  of  some  comi-iromise  on  price. 
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VI .   GMERAL  MANAGER'S  ..EPORT . 

A.  We  st^rteci  to  catch  up  with  cr  rai  lifall  during  the  month 
of  February,  and  both  lakes  are  flovri.rig  over  tne  tops  of 
the  spillways.  V/e  were  able,  during  Februaty,  to  plant  an 
additional  U,000  Douglas  firs  in  groves  in  Redwood 
Ref^ional  Park,  and  in  Crass  Valley  Regional  Park,  These 
trees  were  all  seedlings  which  we  purchased  for  ^10,00  per 
thousand  from  the  State  Forestry  Division.  'Je  feel  that  if 
we  get  a  return  as  low  as  30%  or.   the:;e  seedlings,  that  price 
and  labor-wise,  this  makes  an  excellent  tree  investment 

for  the  Park  District. 

B.  The  state  Recreation  Conference  was  held  starting 
Februaty  lit  -  18  at  Santa  Monica,  Secretary  John 
Macdonald  wa.i  elected  vice-president  of  a  new  division 
known  as  California  Association  of  Recreation  and  Park 
Districts,  They  have  some  plans  for  the  protectii.n  and 
advancement  of  Districts  thro;;ghout  the  state. 

Director  Macdonald  commented  on  his  e:q)erience  at  the 
Conference,  stating  that  the  California  Association  of 
Recreation  and  Park  Districts  now  h.;-s  a  membership  of  22 
districts  vdth  a  potential  of  70  additional  ones.  This 
association  is  chiefly  concerned  with  legislature  and  has 
hired  an  attorney  to. act  as  a  lobbyist.  There  are  now  UO 
bills  to"  be  introduced  co:  cerning  parks  and  recreation. 
These  bills  pertain  to  aidit  control,  leasing  of  public 
lands,  mandatory  requirements  of  recreation  in  reservoirs, 
etc.  Director  Macdonald  said  that  he  had  been  appointed 
to  the  finance  committee  which  would  set  up  a  budget  for 
the  association. 

Director  Macdonald  also  said  that  he  attended  two  regular 
convention  meetings  and  felt  that  his  visit  to  the  convention 
meetings  and  felt  that  his  visit  to  the  conbention  was  very 
worthwhile, 

C.  Jack  Parker,  our  naturalist,  has  a  weekly  radio  program  on 
FM  station  in  Berkeley,  California.  His  talks  on  nature 
and  on  the  Little  Farm  in  the  Nature  Area  in  Tilden  Regional 
Park  have  been  very  popular  and  give  the  park  a  great  deal 
of  fine  publicity, 

D.  The  Berkeley  Kiwanis  Club  which  gave  the  parks  the  Little 
Farm  building  in  the  Nature  Area  has  become  active  again  and 
has  offered  to  build  a  modet  windmill  to  go  with  the  barn. 

I  feel  that  if  the  Board  has  no  objection,  we  should  accept 
their  offer,  as  it  would  be  a  very  scenic  addition  to  the 
Little  Farm. 

E.  We  have  been  working  on  two  little  booklets  called  "Animals 
of  the  Regional  Parks"  and  "Lets  Visit  the  Nature  Area." 

F.  Attendance  during  the  month  of  February  continued  to  be  high 
although  rains  duritig  the  latter  part  of  the  month  dampened 
attendance  so  lewhat.  The  golf  course  has  taken  in  so  far, 
during  February,  over  $1600  more  than  we  took  in  a  year  ago. 

G.  Work  Progress  Report:  During  the  time  since  the  last  Board 
meeting,  the  following  projects,  as  indicated,  were  either 
started  or  completed,  and  we  list  them  below  as  to  the  various 
parks: 

1.   Tilden  Regional  Park 

a.  Overhauled  the  Reo  tractor,  took  out  the  motor,  had 
it  rebuilt  and  re-installed. 

b.  Repaired  both  lifeguard  boats,  one  for  Lake  Anza  and 
one  ''or  Lake  '-^'emescal, 

c.  Completed  painting  and  plumbing  the  new  restroom  at 
Woodland  Camp  in  the  Nature  Area. 
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d.  Installed  a  new  fireplace  screen  in  the  Brazilian 
Building  clubroom, 

e.  Built  an  8"  pipe  frame  and  reconditioned  the  sign 
for  Woodland  Gamp  and  the  Merry-go-round  inter- 
section. 

f.  Constructed  two  bulkheads  and  a  catchbasin  for  the  new 
culvert  at  the  walkway  at  the  Nature  Area  entrance. 

g.  Planted  12  cypress  trees  at  the  rock  quarry  roadside 
h.   Hauled  two  loads  of  scrap  iron  to  Richmond  and  picked

Mr,  Hellender  and  Mr,  Marshall  were  present  to  discuss  further 
action  to  be  taken  on  the  subject  of  Regional  Park  em.ployees 
becoming  affiliated  with  the  American  Federation  of  State, 
County  and  Municipal  Employees,  The  afox-ementioned  memorandum 
outlined  five  points  \^<ih.,   it  was  agreed  upon  at  the  meeting  of 
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the  General  Manager  and  the  union  representatives,  should  be 
brought  before  the  Board  of  DirectoriJ  at  this  meeting. 

Mr.  Marshall  and  "r,  Hellender  were  introduced  and  Mr,  Marshall 
then  reviewed  the  five  points  upon  which  tney  wished  the  Board's 
approval.  They  were: 

1.  'That  the  East  -^^ay  Regioi.al  Park  District  would  agree  to 
reicognize  the  East  Bay  Regional  Park  Local  6'f  the  American 
Federation  of  State,  County  and  Municipal  Employees  as  the 
bargaining  agent  for  its  employees,  providing  the  union  can 
demonstrate  the  membership  of  a  majority  of  its  employees, 
Thefe  would  be  a  mutual  agreement  upon  a  disinterested  third 
party  who  would  compare  the  union's  membership  records  and  the 
District  employment  records  to  ascertain  whether,  in  fact,  a 
majority  existed. 

2.  Negotiation:  The  General  Manager  would  enter  into  actixre 
negotiations  at  once  with  the  imion  in  order  to  bring  before 
the  next  meeting  of  the  Regional  Park  Board  recommendations 
covering  the  job  security  and  union  recognition. 

3.  The  Gennral  Manager  would  recommend  to  the  Regional  Park 
Board  to  submit  the  discharge  of  Mr.  Soberanes  and  Mr. 
Middlekauff  to  an  arbitration  board  which  would  determine 
whether  they  were  justifiably  discharged.  If  the  arbitration 
board  could  not  substantiate  these  discharges,  the  Park  Board 
would  rehire  the  two  men  with  full  back  pay. 

ii.  The  Management  of  the  Regional  Park  District  would  not 

discriminate  against  its  employees'  membership  in  the  union 
and  would  hold  itself  neutral. 

5.  Mr,  Sam  Kagel,  or  a  member  of  his  office,  has  been  agreed 
upon  mutually  to  check  the  park  employees  union  membership 
against  park  employment  records, 

Mr.  Marshall  stated  that  all  discussions  with  the  General 
Manager  have  been  on  a  cooperative  basis  and  that  there  has  been 
a  constructive  approach  toward  working  out  preliminary  details. 
He  explained  that  a  number  of  school  districts,  the  University  of 
California  and  various  co  nties  have  employees  belonging  to  the 
American  Federation  of  St  te.  County  and  Municipal  Employees. 
If  Regional  Park  employees  affiliate  with  this  organization,  they 
would  comprise  a  separate  local  and  a  charter  to  that  local 
would  be  granted. 

Director  Sproul  stated  that  he  is  in  agreement  with  the  principle 
of  unions,  and  Vice-Presiden?'Mulvany  said  that  the  Board  recognizes 
the  rights  of  the  park  employees  to  roganize  under  a  union  and 
suggested  that  the  details  of  a  contract  v/iththe  American 
Federation  of  State,  County  and  Municipal  Employees  be  worked  out 
by  General  Manager  Walpole  and  referred  to  the  ^oard  for  approval. 
Director  Macdonald  was  asked  to  continue  to  confer  with  General 
Manager  on  this  matter. 

Mr*.  Marshall  e  ^jressed  his  intention  to  make  every  effort  to  work 
out  an  agreeable  and  "livable"  contract,  as  he  realizes  it  is  to  the 
employees'  advantage  for  the  Regional  Parks  to  live  and  prosper. 

Vice-President  Mulvany  expressed  his  hope  that  the  men  will  be 
happy  working  under  union  membership  and  that  the  Regional  Parks 
will  continue  to  receive  the  same  Efficiency  from  the  men  that  they 
have  in  the  past. 

On  motion  of  Director  Sproul,  seconded  by  Director  V/oolridge,  the 
following  resolution  was  adopted:

A.  Letter  of  April  6,  1959,  received  from  H.E,  Fisher,  Chairman  of  the 
Senior  Boys  Camp  Committee  of  the  Alameda  County  Probation  Committee, 
enclosing  a  draft  of  an  agreement  whereunder  the  Regional  Park

VI.  GEI^ISRAL  MANAGER'S  REPORT. 

A.   Indication  that  we  are  faced  with  an  especially  hazardous  fire 
problem  was  given  when  a  fire  broke  out  in  '-l^ilden  Park  along 
Grizzly  Peak  ^Ivd,  in  the  afternoon  of  April  22.  The  fire  was 
quickly  controlled  by  park  personnel,  but  managed  to  cover 
approximately  one  half  acre  of  land  before  it  was  completely  out. 
This  yearns  low  irainfall  and  fast-drying  out  of  grsss  and  brush 
in  the  hills  will  present  a  serious  problem  to  us  ttoroughout  the 
fire  season — and  evidently  the  fire  season  is  ri:;ht  now.  It 
appears  that  it  is  necessary  to  maintain  an  almost  2U-hour  i>ratch 
for  fires  which  will  entail  a  considerable  amount  of  overtime  and 
special  summer  help  for  this  purpose. 
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B,   Tn  conjunction  with  the  above,  the  w;  ter  supply  at  Lake  ^nza  will 
be  extremely  short  this  year.  Already  we  have  reduced  the  lake 
two  and  one-haif  feet  below  the  spillway.  Orditiarily,  at  this  time 
of  year  water  is  still  running  over  the  top  of  the  spillway.  It 
appe.'-rs  that  special  attention  must  be  ,^iven  to  budgeting 
additional  money  for  the  purchase  of  water  from  the  East  Bay 
Municipal  Utility  ^L...trict  for  vratering  the  goif  course  and  other 
park  lawns  in  Tilden, 

C,.   The  official  opening  of  the  swimming  season  was  April  18.  The 
Roberts  area  has  been  open  for  weekend  use  since  that  date,  and 
both  lakes  are  open  daily  at  1  p.m.  Both  lakes  are  open  on 
Saturday  aid  Sunday  at  10  a.m,  and  consideraule  swimming  has  taken 
place  since  the  opening  date. 

D,  Secretary  Macdonald,  Director  Woolridge,  the  general  Manager  and 
other  members  of  the  park  staff  met  with  the  Probation  committee 
of  Alameda  County  at  the  Senior  Boys  Camp  on  Tuesday,  April  21, 
at  noon,  Mrs,  VJ.P.  Peterson,  Chairman  of  the  Probation  Committee 
had  invited  her  committee  and  the  Regional  Park  Board  to  tour  the 
Senior  Boys  Camp  and  to  go  on  to  look  over  Grass  valley,  Tiie 
Probation  Committee  feels  that  they  will  be  able  to  furnish  between 
25  and  UO  boys  for  work  in  Grass  IZalley  Regional  Park,  probably 
starting  aro  nd  July  1.  It  will  be  necessary  for  us  to  provide 
leadership  and  supervision  to  the  boys  working  in  the  park,  a  nd 
they  xidll  be  assigned  to  such  tasks  such  as  trail  building,  cutting 
down  eucaluptus  trees,  removing  poisoned  stumps,  and  eventually, 

we  hope  to  constructing  rock  shelters  for  overnight  camp  areas. 

Jack  Parker  of  our  staff  will  be  in  charge  of  the  project  for  the 
Regional  Parks.

VII.   TOFI 'ISHED  3'JSINESS. 

A,  The  Manager  has  had  meetings  with  Ponsford  and  Price,  architects, 
whom  we  have  asked  to  draw  up  preliminary  sketches  for  a  proposed 
clubhouse  and  office  building  on  Skyline  Blvd^iear  the  Oddstad 
subdivi.sion,  Mr,  •''rice  will  have  sketches  to  shoii?  the  Board, 
before  the  next  Board  meeting.  They  are  very  enthusiastic  about 
the  proposed  site  and  wish  to  have  as  much  time  as  possible  to 
develope  several  ideas  for  this  building  for  the  information  of  the 
Board  of  Directors, 

B,  Still  under  consideration  is  the  purchase  of  the  Brinker  Property 
in  Washington  Township  for  a  new  regional  Park,  A  great  deal  of 
interest  is  being  expressed  by  the  residents  of  Washington 
Township  for  acquiring  a  regional  park  in  their  end  of  the  county. 
Secretary  Macdonaid  and  the  General  Manager  met  with  the  City 
Manairer  of  Nex^rark  during  the  month  for  the  purpose  of  discussing 
Regional  Park  aims  concerning  acquiring  property  in  the  newest 
addition  to  the  Park  District  —  Washington  Township.  Letters  and 
calls  have  been  received  from  a  nember  of  the  officials  of  the 
City  of  Fremont  to  inquire  into  the  possibility  of  the  Park  District 
purchasing  a  large  regional  park  to  supplement  the  planning  that 
the  City  of  Fremont  wants  to  do  for  their  own  city  park  and 
recreation  problem. 

C,  As  directed  by  the  Board,  the  General  Mana,:er  has  been  meeting  with 
Mr,  Marshall,  Organizer  for  the  American  Federation  o.C   State, 

■,  a  County  and  Municipal  Employees  and  Mr,  Hellender,  Secretary  of  the 

Q^\'0  ^  Central  Labor  Council  of  Alameda  County,  for  the  purpose  of  drawing 

up  an  agreement  with  the  union  to  cover  two  classifications  of  Park 
District  employees  —  Park  Maintenance  Men  and  Assistant  Supervisors, 
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Out  of  the  meetings  with  these  gentlemen,  has  come  an  agreement 
which  in  turn  was  mailed  to  all  of  the  directors.  In  informal 
discussions  ';jith  the  directors  since  that  time,  it  has  been  found 
that  they  object  to  a  num::er  of  clauses  and  wordings  in  the 
agreement. 

The  General  Manager's  chief  concern  with  the  operation  of  the  parks 
under  this  agreement  would  be  the  request  for  tine-and  one-half 
for  overtime.  As  a  non-profit  organization,  catering  strictly  to 
the  recreational  and  park  needs  of  the  people  of  the  District,  and 
with  the  summertime  necessity  of  keeping  people  on  duty  from  day- 
light to  d-rk,  it  appears  that  it  would  be  almost  impossible  to 
operate  the  system  if  forced  to  pay  time  and  one-half  for  overtime. 
In  past  years  employees  have  received  str  ight  time  for  this 
additional  work,  or  have  been  allowed  to  accumulate  the  time  and 
to  take  it  off  as  part  of  their  vacations,  IIo^^rever,  the  General 
Manager  is  convinced  that  the  wage  request  as  outlined  in  the 
agreement,  should  be  ratified  by  the  Board  of  Directors.  This 
increase  would  raise  tne  starting  salary  from  -1)275.00  per  month  to 
;•  325.00  per  month  for  Park  Maintenance  Men;  and  increase  by  steps 
to  a  maximum  of  .^>1|00.00.  The  General  Manager  feels  that  an 
Assistant  Supervisor  should  receive  C'25,00  above  this  maximum.  He 
also  strongly  favors  increasing  all  supervisory  personnel  that  same 
amount,  or  namely  $50.00  per  month.  His  othe  •  objection  would  be 
that  this  increase  in  salary  should  become  effective  when  granted 
by  the  Board,  and  not  be  retroactive.  Trds  raise  would  amount  to 
approzimately  $2,000.00  per  mont.;,  and  while  it  would  unbalance  the 
present  budget,  by  trimming  down  on  other  budget  items,  it  mi^ht 
be  possible  to  finish  the  fiscal  year  with  no  more  than  a  sli°ht 
deficit ,  ^ 

In  the  preparation  of  the  agreement  now  presented  I  0   the  Board 
for  official  consideration,  the  General  Manager  believes  it  has 
been  clearly  understood  by  the  union  officials,  as  it  has  been  by 
the  General  Manager  himself,  that  any  t.^'pe  of  agreement  with  the 
union  can  only  be  officially  ratified  by  the  Board  of  Directors 
as  the  governing  body  of  the  East  Bay  Regional  Park  District, 
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^-p^       The  representatives  of  the  American  Federation  of  State,  County 
and  Municipal  Emjaoyees,  Mr,  Marshall  and  Mr,  Hellender,  were 
present   Mr  Maeshall  staLed  that  I-Ir,  Walpcle  and  his  assistant 
Mr.  .'lood,  Mr.  Hellender  and  hinself  had  worked  out  a  contract 
which  they  were  ready  to  present  to  the  Board.  He  said  that  the 
article  pertaining  to  grievance  machinery  had  been  revised  by 
Mr.  Sam  Kagel,  and  that  they  wo  Id  like  to  discuss  the  contract 

the  Board  at  this  time.  The  term  of  this  contract  covers  a 
period  of  11;  months,  terminating  on  June  30,  I96O,  in  order  that 
wage  adjustments  can  be  made  to  coincide  with  the  fiscal  year. 

Mr.  Hellender  told  the  Board  that  in  negotiating  this  contract, 
they  have  trJ  ed  to  make  a  workable  agreement  that  would  be 
mutually  acceptable. 

Director  Woolridge  pointed  out  that  it  would  be  necessafcy  for  the 
Board  to  ascertain  whether  or  not  the  Board  could  legally  enter 
into^a  contract  with  the  Union,  and  said  that  as  far  as  he  knew, 
the  -eneral  Manager  h-.d  not  been  instructed  to  take  this  subject 
up  with  the  District  Attorney's  office  as  is  customarily  done 
in  all  matters  concerning  the  Regional  Park  administration 
involving  any  question  as  to  legality  of  an  action  of  the  Board 
and  then  moved  that  the  District  Attorney  be  consulted  and  an 
opinion  on  this  matter  be  requested.  Director  Mulvany  seconded 
the  motion. 

Mr.  Marshall  replied  that  di;.ring  previous  discussions  ;d.th  Mr. 
Walpole,  he  had  explained  that  other  special  districts  had  si^^ned 
union  contracts,  referring  to  hospital  districts  in  particular? 

Director  Sproul  said  that  he  would  not  be  willing  to  enter  into 
an  agreement  '^fithout  the  approval  of  the  Disti-ict  Attorney. 

Director  Macdonald  agreed  that  the  clearance  of  the  District 
Attorney  was  necessaipy,  and  President  Goodrich  explained  that  it 
tn   %r^^  f"  '''1!   practice  of  the  Board  to  obtain  an  opinion

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Mr,  Marshall  then  asked  to  continue  with  a  discussion  of  the 
points  outlined  in  the  contract,  as  he  and  Mr,  Heliender  were  there 
representing  the  park  employees,  and  he  said  that  thet  would  ue 
hapijy  to  answer  any  questions  the  directors  might  have. 

General  Manager  Walpole  brought  up  the  mattor  of  the  stipulation 
in  the  proposed  contract  for  time  and  one-half  pay  for  overtiie, 
^e  said  that  since  the  Regional  Park  District  is  a  non-profit 
organization,  it  would  be  almoat  impossible  to  operate  onthis 
basis.  He  read  a  prepared  para,;raph  from  the  aj-.enda  expressing 
his  views,   (paragraph  3j  incorporated  in  this  minutes  VII. 
UNFi;:iSHED  BJSI  .ESS,  C.  above.) 

General  Manager  Walpole  stated  farther  that  he  considered  the 
request  for  an  increase  in  salaries  justified  inasmuch  as  they 
are  presently  lower  than  coraparable  salaries  in  other  local 
organizations, 

Mr,  Heliender  then  told  the  Board  that  the  question  of  time  and 
one-half  for  overtirae  had  not  been  disputed  during  previous 
conferences  for  contract  negotiation,  and  that  he  considered  that 
to  bring  this  up  now  was  not  in  good  faith. 

General  Manager  'lalpole. said  that  Mr,  Robert  Ash  Secretary  of 
the  Central  Labor  Council  had  called  him  and  that  Mr,  Ash  had 
\if^\        said  he  would  address. a  letter  to  the  Board  requesting  a  special 
\  "^       Board  meeting  to  discuss  the  contract.  To  date  the  letter  had 
l^         not  been  received, 

Mr,  Heliender  said  that  during  the  negotiating  period,  they  had 
agreed  that  the  details  h,  d  been  worked  out,  ^e  cited  the  Mutter 
Case  in  Santa  Monica,  stating  that  the  Labor  Commissioner  could 
intervene.  He  reviewed  the  details  that  had  been  discussed — 
wages,  hours,  health  plan,  etc.,  and  perhaps  a  future  pension- 
plan.  He  said  he  had  come  to  this  meeting  prepared  to  discuss 
the  contract  and  to  make  chan..  es — that  they  had  tried  to  get  a 
satisfactory  and  amicable  solution  to  the  problem.  He  also  said 
he  considered  that  the  working  conditions  were  of  more  importance 
than  the  wi.ge  increase  to  raise  morale  of  the  employees.  He  told 
the  Board  that  the  employees  had  asked  for  a  strike  sanction,  and 
that  so  far  he  and  Mr,  Marshall  had  forestalled  any  such  action  on 
the  part  of  the  employees, 

Director  Vfoolridge  referred  to  his  statement  during  an  informal 
meeting  of  the  directors  with  the  union  representatives — that 
he  had  a  number  of  objections  to  the  contract  as  it  now  stands, 

Mr,  Marshall  then  said  that  he  could  not  continue  to  negotiate 
with  the  General  Manager  and  suggested  that  the  Board  set  up  a 
sub-committee  for  further  negotiations  since  the  proposed  contract 
evidently  was  not  satisfactory  to  the  Eo-^rd, 

Director  Woolridge  said  that  it  was  the  prerogative  of  the  Board 
to  appoint  a  representative  to  negotiate  with  the  union, 

yir,   Marshall  then  said  that  there  had  been  an  agreement  on  a 
closed  shop  with  the  Operating  -Engineers,  ^^e   said  that  Mr,  Walpole 
had  asked  them  to  provide  a  skilled  operator  for  the  parks  and 
that  they  were  ready  to  dispatch  a  man  for  this  job  immediately 
upon  consummation  of  a  union  contract, 

Mr,  Marshall  went  on  to  ^say  that  there  undoubtedly  were  many 
problems  to  be  worked  out,  but  that  he  did  not  relish  another 
delay. 

Director  Macdonald  pointed  out  that  the  Board  must  consider 
their  responsibility  in  spending  the  ta:!qDayers'  money. 

Mr,  Marshall  replied  that  the  proposed  contr';jct  provides  that 
any  part  thereof  which  proves  to  e  inconsonant  with  the  law 
or  any  authority  shall  be  null  and  void. 

President  Goodrich  explained  that  one  problem  is  a  matter  of 
history,  TiVhen  the  Park  District  was  first  formed,  the  J-'istrict 
Attorney' ij  office  was  asked  to  act  as  legal  advisor,  and  the 
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Board  has  since  consulted  with  the  District  Attorney  on  all 
legal  questions.  Without  havinrj  the  District  Attorney  go  over 
the  contents  of  the  propo:ied  contract,  the  Board  v/ould  be  reluctant 
to  go  ahead,  ^e  said  that  he  took  the  position  that  a  man  must 
be  well  trained  and  should  work  und  r  reasonable  conditions,  and 
that  the  Board  would  endeavor  to  se'i  that  the  public's  employees 
were  not  just  adequately  paid,  but  well  paid  for  theix'  services. 
This  Board  would  meet  changing  conditions,  but,  he  said  he  could 
not  see  how  this  Board  could  make  an  agreement  saying  that  if  a 
man  is  not  a  member  of  the  union,  he  cannot  have  a  job,  '^e 
does  not  know  how  a  public  body  has  a  right  to  restrict  the  rights 
of  employment, 

Mr,  Hallender  said  that  a  majority  of  the  p;  rk  employees  had 
asked  for  a  union  contract  volumtarily,  ^e  referred  t  o  the  memo 
sent  to  the  members  of  the  Board  on  March  20,  1959,  and  read 
this  memo  alojd  to  the  Board. 

General  Manager  V/alpole  said  he  did  not  feel  that  the  memo  had 
been  violated  in  any  way. 

Mr,  Marshall  then  suggested  that  the  Board  adopt  the  points  of 
the  proposed  contract  as  j3oliey  and' then  '.obtain  ant  opinion 
regarding  signing  of  a  contract  from  the  District  Attorney,  If 
the  District  Attorney  says  it  is  all  right  to  sign  the  contract 
it  can  be  signed  later,  ^^e  presented  the  revised  section  on 
grievance  procedures. 

j        Upon  reiteration  of  the  stand  t  ken  b;v  the  Board,  lir,  Marshall 
f^'7     then  asked  that  the  Board  adopt  at  least  one  provision  of  the 
contract  as  personnel  policy. 

Director  Sproul  said  he  v/as  not  attempting  to  oelay,  but  that  he 
was  following  the  habits  of  a  lifetimes  of  deferring  the  matter 
pending  legal  counsel.  He  said  he  felt  a  long  delay  would  be 
destructive,  but  that  he  wanted  to  be  advised  before  taking  any 
action. 

Mr.  Hellender  said  that  they  se'  med  to  be  faced  with  two  things 

the  objection  of  the  Board  to  the  contract  and  the  question  of 
le.-ality  of  the  Park  Board  signing  the  contract.  In  effect,  he 
said,  the  Board  is  asking  them  to  negotiate  a  separate  contract 
with  each  m.ember  of  the  Board,  and  this  is  extremely  difficult. 
He  suggested  that  the  Conciliation  Service  be  called  in  to 
negotiate  with  the  entire  Board. 

Director  Woolridge  then  said  that  this  was  going  far  afield,  and 
he  would  recommend  waiting  for  an  opinion  of  the  District  Attorney, 

Mr.  Marshall  said  that  the  flcro  days  spent  in  negotiating  with 
Mr,  Walpole  had  evidently  all  been  a  waste  of  time,  and  asked  what 
specific  objections  the  Board  had  to  any  sections  of  the  contract. 

General  Manager  Walpole  suggested  that  a  meeting  with  District 
Attorney  Coakley  be  arranged  as  soon  as  possible  to  expediate 
matters. 

President  Goodrich  said  that  the  Board  is  acting  in  good  faith, 
and  that  if  an  agreement  can  be  worked  out,  so  much  the  better. 
However,  he  reiterated  that  he  could  not  see  how  any  public 
body  could  insist  on  a  man  joining  an  organization  of  any  kind 
before  he  has  a  right  to  emplo;yment  with  the  Regional  Park  District. 
He  stated  that  this  Board  is  entitled  to  present  the  matter  to  the 
District  Attorney. 

Mr,  Marshall  said  that  the  situation  with  the  park  employees  was 
critical  and  ex-plosive,  and  that  they  had  been  able  to  prevent 
any  drastic  action  on  their  part  so  far,  but  that  they  had 
asked  for  strike  sanction  already;  He  again  requested  the  Board 
to  go  ahead  vn.th  SDme  action  x^^ith  relation  to  the  contract. 

Director  Sproul  felt  that  to  do  so  would  be  to  pre- judge  the  case, 
and  that  he  was  not  not  anxious  for  a  delay,  but  that  the  District 
Attorney  should  be  consulted  before  any  further  action  is  taken. 
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Director  Woolridge  again  referred  to  his  notion  on  I'eferral  to 
the  District  Attorney's  office  for  an  opinion,  and  Director  Mulvany 
pointed  out  that  he  had  already  seconded  the  motion.  The  Board 
voted  unanimously  in  favor  of  this  action  and  the  following 
resolution  was  adopted:

A  special  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  East  Bay  Regional 
Park  District  was  held  at  the  District  Office,  6^00  Broadway,  Oakland, 
California,  at  h   p.m.  on  Tuesday,  May  12,  1959. 

PRESEIJT:  President  Goodrich  and  Directors  Macdonald,  Sproul  and 
Woolridge.  General  Manager  Walpole  was  also  present, 

EXCUSED:  Director  Mulvany. 

II.   U\^FINI S HED  BUSI NESS . 

A.  General  Manager  VJalpole  reported  the  death  of  I-lr.  Drinker,  owner 
of  the  property  in  Southern  Alameda  County  which  has  been  under 
consideration  for  purchase  by  the  Park  District,  He  read  a  letter 
dated  May  11,  1959,  received  from  Mr,  Jack  Himnelwright,  Real 
Estate  broker  who  was  handling  negotiations  for  purchase  of  this 
land,  and  who  has  conti.cted  Mr.  Drinker's  attorney.  The  letter 
stated  that  an  executor  of  Mr,  Drinker's  estate  has  not  yet  been 
named,  but  that  it  appears  that  the  property  will  be  offered 

for  sale, 

A  period  of  15  months  is  allowed  from  diite  of  death  for  settlement 
of  taxes,  and  before  that  time  they   will  want  to  get  a  bid, 
Mr,  Himmelwri:^ht  is  of  the  opinion  that,  since  others  have  approached 
Mr,  Brinker  about  buying  the  ranch,  and  that  they  will  probably 
be  int  -rested  in  bidding  on  it  now.  He  pointed  out  that  it  is 
important  to  make  the  first  bid  since  the  law  requires  the  second 
bidder  to  increase  his  bid  a  certain  percentage  over  the  first  bid. 
He  cited  an  example:  If  the  Regional  Park  District  bids  ^,225,000,00 
the  second  bidder  must  bid  |:li,750,00  over  the  first  bid.  He  also 
explained  that  the  executor  cannot  return  to  court  a  bid  which  is 
conditional  or  qualified  in  any  respect. 

The  Directors  expressed  their  wish  to  make  an  attempt  to  acquire 
this  land,  and  on  motion  of  Director  'vi^oolridge,  seconded  by 
Director  Macdonald,  the  following  resoltition  was  adopted,

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President  Goodrich  for  the  purpose  of  obtainin^^  an  opinion  as  to  the 
legality  of  the  Re^^ional  Park  Board  entering  into  a  union  contract, 
and  Mr«  Moore,  Deputy  District  Attorney,  Mr,  Hellender  and  Mr, 
Marshall,  repre'--entatives  of  the  American  Federation  of  State,  County 
and  Municipal  Employees  were  present  to  discuss  the  Regional  Park 
Board's  lef^;al  responsibilities  in  this  matter, 

I'lr,  Koore  was  asked  to  give  an  analysis  of  California  legal  cases 
I   ly^^  on  this  subject,  Mr,  Moore  cited  cases  in  which  it  was  determined 
^IjtI^I  that  whereA/er  the  duties  and  compensation  of  public  employment  are 
b         q      fixed  by  a  public  body,  these  duties  and  compensations  are  not 
^^  ■   subject  to  modification  by  contract. 

Hospital  Districts,  Mr,  Moore  said,  have  the  power  to  act  as 
individuals  with  regard  to  union  contracts,  but  the  laws  which 
apply  to  hospital  districts  are  inapplicable  to  the  Regional  Park 
Dioi  riot.  The  Enabling  Act  of  Regional  Park  Id^itrict  provides 
that  the  Board  of  Directors  shall  fix  salaries,  estaclish  policies, 
etc,  with  regard  to  personnel, 

Mr,  Moore  said  that  there  are  a  number  of  aasembiy  bills  before  the 
state  legislature  this  year  which  will  affect  the  Regional  Park 
District  with  regard  to  union  agreements,  if  passed,  insofar  as  the 
legality  of  entering  into  such  agreements  is  concerned,-  He  mentioned 
AB607  which  relates  to  public  employees  and  provides  for  arbitration 
and  collective  bargaining,  saying  that  if  this  assembly  bill 
is  passed  it  wc-uld  apply  to  the  R  gional  Park  District, 

Mr,  Moore  then  said  that  he  was  prepared  to  indicate  what  part 
of  the  contract  would  be  legal,  and  said  that  one  objectionable 
part  was  that  dealing  irith   arbitration.  He  was  asked  to  review 
the  contract  in  the  whole  and  to  express  the  opinion  of-  the 
District  Attorney's  office  on  each  noint, 

Mr.  Moore  then,  stated  that  the  section  of  the  contract  dealing 
vath  arbitration  i/ould  be  acceptable  if  the  arbitrator  was 
merely  to  advise  or  recommend,  but  that  the  Board  could  not  be 
bound  by  an  arbitrator. 

The  contract  was  then  revievjed  by  Mr,  Moore: 

Article  I,  R2COGNITI0W.  Mr,  Moore  said  that  the  Board  can  deal 
with  the  union,  and  could  follow  recommendations  they  wish  to 
followj  however  under  Article  II.  U-IOi^J-MArJAGEKEi^T  RELATIuWS, 
which  specifies,  in  the  draft  of  the  contract,  that  all  collective 
bargaining  shall  be  conducted  hj   authorized  representatives  of  the 
Union,  Mr,  Moore  pointed  out  that  the  Park  Board  could  not  give 
exclusive  recognition  to  union  members  in  the  absence  of  legislation 
such  as  AB  607.  Futher  ore,  the  Board  cannot  require  union  member- 
ship as. a  condition  of  employraent,  as  specified  under  Article  III. 
THE  UNION  SHOP. 

Mr.  Hellender  then  asked  how  these  articles  could  be  chan/'Sd, 

Mr,  Moore  replied  that  it  would  be  necessary  to  resort  to 
legislature,  and  referred  to  AB  hl9   relating  to  representative 
units  of  public  employees.  He  said  that  the  effective  date  of 
this  bill  if  pasied  is  September  19,  19^9, 

Mr.  Moore  continued  to  say  that  Article  IV.  CHECK-OFF  OF  DUES. 
^y?\       is  acceptable  at  the  Board's  pleasure  —  that  Section  1157.3 
of  the  Government  Code  cover  this  subject  and  that  providing 
the  employee  instructs  the  emploj'-er  to  deduct  a  sum  from  his 
salary  for  a  specific  purpose,  that  it  is  lagal  for  the  employer 
to  do  so. 

•  Article  V.  DISMISSALS,  specifies  a  definition  of  "good  faith" 
with  relation  to  dismissals  as  two  weeks  notice  of  termination 
or  two  weeks  severance  pay.  Mr,  moore  said  that  two  weeks 
notice  of  termination  should  be  a  matter  of  policy  of  the  Board 
but  that  the  second  phase  of  the  parenthetical  definition  in  the 
contract  would  not  be  lagal.  He  said  that  a  public  body  could 
not  legally  pay  an  employee  unless  he  k.d  actually  earned  the 
amount  paid  him.  Severance  pay,  therefore,  would  be  a  gift  of 
public  funds,  and  therefore  could  not  legally  be  authorized. 
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Article  VI.   iJiSPUTES  PROCEDURE,  according  to  Mr.  Moore 
presupposes  the  existance  of  collective  bargaining.  Until 
legislationoa  this  matter  is  passed,  the  Board  cannot  delegate 
its  authority  to  the  union.  Since  there  would  not  be  any  basic 
premise  for  this  section  on  disputes  procedure,  the  Board  could 
incorporate  this  as  a  part  of  its  policy  if  they  wished,  but  not 
in  such  a  manner  as  to  make  any  decisions  reached  by  an  arbitrator 
binding  upon  the  Board, 

President  Goodrich  asked  if  there  was  any  reason  why  a  member  of 
the  Park  Board,  the  general  manager  and  a  representative  of  the 
union  and  one  other  peason  could  not  get  together  to  discuss 
disputes  and  to  make  recom  endations  to  the  Board, 

Mr,  Moore  answered  that  it  would  be  all  ri^jht  to  have  a  representative 
from  each  group  plus  a  third  one  to  make  recommendations  to  the 
Board, 

Mr.  Hellender  asked  if  the  Board  could  adopt  this  policy  with 
the  steps  outlined  in  the  draft  on  the  contract  ;as  a  part  of 
that  policy.  He  said  that  they  had  already  agreed  that-  Mr,  Sam 
Kagel  would  act  as  the  third  party  in  taking  up  disputes. 

Mr,,  Hoore  replied  that  the  Board  could  agree  to  consider 
recommendations,  but  that  the  objection  to  the  language  of  the 
contract  is  that  the  Board  would  be  bound  by  the  decision  of  the 
third  party  (Mr,  Kagel).  ^e  said  further  that  the  Board  could 
legally  agree  only  to  consider  the  recommendation.  The  lines  in 
the  contract  relating  to  steps  or  procedural  matters  could  be 
cleaned  up, 

Mr,  Hellender  suggested  that  the  words  "adopted  policy"  be 
substituted  in  this  article. 

Article  VII.  SEi^lIORITI  was  acceptable  to  Mr,  Moore  as  viritten. 
Article  VIII.  LAYOFF  was,  he  said,  all  right  if  the  Board  vdshed 
to  include  this  as  a  policy  of  the  Board, 

In  connection  with  Article  IX.  PROMOTIONS,  Director  Sproul 
voiced  his  objection, , stating  that  this  paragraph  of  the  contract 
requires  union  concurrence  and  refers  back  to  Disputes  Procedure 
section  which  is  now  incorrect.  It  was  agreed,  though,  with 
Mr,  Moore  that  if  this  section  referred  to  policy  established 
by  the  Board,  that  it  would  be  acceptable. 

Article  X.  HOLIDAYS  was  acceptable,  both  as  to  holidays  given, 
which  are  the  holidays  presently  given  Regional  Park  employees, 
and  as  to  tine  and  one-half  pay  for  work  on  holidays. 

Article  XI.  SICK  LEA''E  -  ABSEICE  FROM  VJORK  was,  Mr,  Moore  said 
acceptable  so  far  as  sections  1,  2,  3j  and  U  were  concerned. 
He  took  exception  to  Section  5,  however,  stating  that  there  is 
no  authority  for  payment  of  accrued  sick  leave  to  the  estate  of 
an  employee  after  his  death.  He  cited  the  Newmacher  Case  wMch 
covered  this  subject.   He  explained  that  he  woula  do^mdre  work 
on  this  subject  to  clarify  his  opinion,  as  he  had  not  obtained 
a  coiiplete  answer  on  this. 

Mr,  felt  that  Article  XII  .  VACATIONS  OR  AI^.JUAL  LEAVE  was  all 
right.  In  connection  with  Article  XIII.  V/ORK  DAY  AND  VJORK  WEEK, 
Mr,  Moore  noted  that  the  draft  of  the  contract  referred  to 
Monday  through  Friday  as  a  standard  work  v/eek,  and  suggested 
that  this  wording  be  altered,  if  necessary,  to  allow  for  the 
Regional  Park's  necessity  for  workers  on  weekends  who  would  take 
two  days  off  other  than  the  weekends.  General  Manager  Walpole 
said  that  this  v/ording  had  been  deleted  previously,  but  had 
apparently  not  been  removed  from  the  contract.  He  suggested 
that  the  wording  might  be  "five  consecutive  days"  instead. 

With  reg:rd  to  Article  XIV.  EMERGEI^ICY  WORK,  Mr,  Moore  pointed 

out  that  to  pay  a  man  for  four  hours  work  if  he  had  not  actually 

worked  four  hours  would  be  gift  of  public  funds  and  therefore 
illegal, 

.Mr,  Hellender  explained  that  this  ij-hour  guarantee  had  been 
put  into  the  contract  in  order  to  make  the  men  willing  to  come

out  for  emergency  duty.  He  said  that  their  thinking  had  been  that 
to  ask  a  man  to  come  out  to  work  a  very  short  time  when  it  might 
take  him  an  hour  or  more  in  just  transportation  cof.ung  and  going 
would  make  him  unwilling  to  come  to  viork  when  requested,  and  that 
he  would  make  some  excuse  to  avoid  having  to  to  turn  out  for 
emergency  work.  This  paragraph.  Section  2,  was  designed  to  over- 
come that  proulem  by  offering  the  worker  a  guaranteed  minimum 
pay  for  emergency  work, 

Mr,  Marshall  said  that  the  sewer  maintenance  crow  in  Berkeley 
have  this  sort  of  guarantee  and  also  that  the  school  districts 
have  it, 

Mr,  Koore  said  he  would  check  further  on  this, 

Ml  I     Mr,  Moore  said  that  Article  XV.  I-IT-XELLANEOUS  PRO^yiSIOMS  was 
all  right.  Director  Sproul  suggested  that  the  prrt   of  the 
paragraph  regarding  the  bulletin  board  —  Section. 1  —  and  the 
posting  of  "inflammatory  material"  should  be  either  deleted  or  else 
should  be  re-worded  to  state  that  the  posting  of  "inflammatory 
material"  be  prohibited. 

Article  XVI.  WAGE  DETERMINATION  was  approved  by  Mr,  Moore,  if  the 
authority  of  the  Board  of  Directors  in  not  delegated  to  the 
union  in  determining  wage  rates, 

Mr,  Hellender  interjected  that  the  Board  can  delegate  the 

General  Manager  to  carry  out  the  Bo:.rd's  mshes  subject  to  approval 

of  the  Board, 

Mr,  Marshall  clarified  this  sug^^ested  procedure  with  Mr,  Moore  — 
vdth  the  resulting  agreement  that  the  union  representatives  and 
the  General  Manager  could  confer  and  memorialize  their  findings  to 
present  to  the  Board  for  its  approval,  Mr,  Moore  agreed  that  this 
could  be  done  if  the  Board  wishes  to  adopt  this  method  as  a  part  of 
its  policy. 

Mr,  Marshall  commented  that  this  amounts  to  collective  bargaining, 
but  Mr.  Moore  explained  that  it  does  not  —  the  difference  being 
that  no  action  takes  place  without-  ihe  approval  of  the  Board, 
thence  the  Board  would  not  have  delegated  any  povrer  vested  in  it 
under  the  code  sections. 

General  Manager  Walpole  stated  that  if  no  contract  were  signed,  the 
Board  would  be  able  to  make  changes  at  their  discretion, 

Mr,  Marshall  replied  that  this  is  already  covered  in  an  escape 
clause  in  the  contract  which  does  not  impair  the  sotrreignty  of  the 
Board,  However,  the  Board  does  not  have  the  right  to  interfere 
with  the  rights  of  the  employees  to  act  as  a  group. 

Article  XVII.  WAGE  RATES  specified  an  increase  of  fc'O.OO  per 
p-onth  in  the  starting  salaries  and  an  increase  in  that  amount  for 
all  Park  Maintenance  Men  a nd  Assistant  Supervisors  retroactive  to 
April  1,  19^9,  One  exception  was  made:  If  such  an  increase 
would  bring  the  salary  of  any  employee  to  more  than  ,::;liOO,00,  that 
that  employee  should  receive  the  top  rate  of  tliOO,O0Q 

Mr.  Moore  said  that  the  matter  of  a  salary  increase  would  be  left 
to  the  discretion  of  the  Board,  but  that  he  could  not  find  any 
authority  for  the  Board  to  grant  an  increase  in  wages  on  a 
retroactive  basis.  H  e  said  he  v;ould  check  this  further, 

Mr.  Hellender  stated  that  in  his  opinion  the  Board  had  already 
authorized  a  wage  increase  retroactive  to  April  1,  1959,  at  the 
v(l   time  they  passed  a  resolution  recognizing  the  American  Federation 
^■'  of  State,  County  and  Municipal  Employees,  as  the  bargaining  agent 

for  the  Regional  Park  Employees,  There  was  disagreement  on  this 
point,  and  Mr,  Hellender  produced  his  copy  of  the  resolution 
in  question  which,  although  the  te 't  did  not  refer  to  payment  of 
a  retroactive  wage  increase,  was  dated,  he  pointed  out,  March  31,  1959, 
He  contended  that  it  was  his  assumption  that  the  Bo  rd  was  willing 
to,;grv^nt  the  wage  increase  immediately  at  ti:e  time  the  resolution 


was  adopted,  a  nd  that  it  was  understood  that  the  increase  would  be 
made  retroactive,  but  was  being  withheld  pending  contract 
negotiations. 

Mr,  Moore  said  that  the  employees  would  not  be  entitled  to  a 
wage  increase  until  the  Board  took  action.  To  g.ant  an  increase 
of  wages  prior  to  that  action  of  the  Board  would  constitute  a 
gift  of  public  funds.   He  said  he  w  ould  check  into  this  m^^tter 
further,  and  suggested  ihat  one  way  to  get  around  this  question 
of  legality  and  still  give  the  em.ployees  a  sum  equivalent  to 
retroactive  pay  to  April  1,  195'9  would  be  to  increase  their 
wages  for  a  limited  length  of  time  to  offset  that  amount  and  then 
to  reduce  the  wages  to  what  would  be  considered  th,eir  normal  wage, 

Mr,  Marshall  questioned  Mr.  Moore's  statement,  saying  that  the 
University  of  California  had  granted  six  months  retroactive 
pay  to  their  custodians. 

President  Goodrich  asked  if  the  Regional  Park  i^istrict  is  in 
the  same  position  as  the  University  of  California, 

Mr.  Moore  answered  that  he  did  not  believe  that  the  University 
of  California  couldj legally  make  a  gift  of  public  funds. 

With  reference  to  Article  XIX.  E-IPLOYEE  BENEFIT  PLAN,  Mr,  Moore 
told  the  Board  that  the  District  could  participate  in  a  health 
insurance  plan  for  the  smployees  or  in  other  benefits.  They 
can  do  so  only  if  the  employees  authorize  payment  into  a  trust 
fund. 

General  Manager  Walpole  asked  if  the  District  could  pay  for 
employees'  insurance. 

Mr,  Moore  replied  that  this  could  be  done, 

Mr,  Marshall  asked  if  the  Park  District  could  pay  the  full  cost  of 
such  a  benefit, 

Mr.  Moore  said  that  this,  too,  could  be  done. 

Referring  back  to  the  question  of  a  retroactive  salary  increase, 
Mr,  Hellender  quoted  from  paragraph  2  of  Article  XVII.  on 
Watje  Rates,  "The  District  agrees  to  reopen  wage  negotiations 
before  July  1,  19^9  to  effect  salary  adjustments.  Such 
adjustments  to  become  effective  July  1,  19^9."  He  asked,  "If 
we  make  an  agreement  tomorrow  for  July  1,  1959j  would  that  make 
if  effective  tomorrow.^'' 

Director  V/oolridge  replied  that  it  was  necessary  to  wait  for 
negotiations  to  take  place,  and  that  no  contract  had  been  signed, 

Mr,  Moore  continued  with  his  review  of  the  contract.  He  found 
Article  XK.  WORKIMG  RULES  to  be  acceptable.  Article  XXI,  a 
catchall  se^atiwJn  which  was  included  on  the  basis  that  collective 
bargaining  would  be  approved;  XXII,  XXIII.  WAGE  DEDUCTIONS;  and 
•'XI V  were  all  considered  a  subject  for  approval  by  the  Board  of 
Directors, 

This  concluded  Mr,  Moore's  analysis  of  the  jjropooed  union  contract, 
He  added  that  he  would  check  further  on  the  legality  of  those 
points  on  which  he  had  not  obtained  a  clear  opinion  on  such  as 
the  payment  for  unused  sick  leave  and  vacation  leave,  the  retro- 
active pay  increase  and  the  guarantee  of  four  hours  pay  minimum 
for ' emergency  work. 

Director  Macdonald  asked  if  it  was  legal  for  the  Park  District 
to  pay  an  arbitrator  for  his  ser^/i::es, 

Mr,  Moore  assured  him  that  as  it  is  legal  for  the  Park  Board 
to  pay  for  other  ser  dees  or  for  j)rofessional  advice,  so  is 
it  also  legal  to  pay  an  arbitrator  for  his  services  as  an 
advisor,  but  the  arbitrator  can  only  advise  and  cannot  bind  the 
Board  to  his  final  decision.  He  said  that  the  function  of  the 
Board  shall  be  to  determine  the  duties,  compensation  and 
appointment  of  personnel, 

Mr.  Marshall  said  that  when  the  law  is  silent,  attorneys  do 
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not  agree.  This  gets  down  to  a  theory  of  law,  and  the  dictum 
was  that  when  the  law  is  silent,  the  public  a  :ency  could  do 
what  it  wanted  to  do, 

Mr.  ?4oore  referred  t  o  statements  from  cases  which  summed  up 
to  this  —  that  going  on  the  theory  that  when  the  law  vests 
authority  in  a  public  agency,  that  a^^ency  alone  can  act,  and 
cannot  >  elegate  authority  to  anyone  else.  He  said  that  when 
arbitration  is  involved  as  outliri«l  in  the  proposed  contract, 
the  Board  would  be  doing  this.  In  addition,  the  Park  District 
is  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  constitution  vihich  prohibits 
gifts  of  public  funds, 

T4r,  Moore  said  that  several  assembly  bills  are  now  before  the 
state  legislature,  specifically  mentioning  A-iSOJ ,   AB603  and 
AB519,  all  pertaining  to  matters  such  as  collective  bari^aining, 
and  all  of  which  apply  to  public  agencies.  He  said  that  the 
answer  to  the  problem  of  authority  for  governing  bodies  of 
public  agencies  to  act  on  such  matters  lies  in  legislature,  and 
that  at  the  present  time  he  must  rely  upon  statements  from 
previous  cases  and  must  follow  the  codes.  Collective  bargaining 
is  not  authorized  by  law  at  this  time, 

Mr,  Hellender  then  asked  if  it  would  be  necessary  for  them 
to  negotiate  with  the  District  Attorney's  office, 

Mr,  Moore  answered  that  this  would  not  be  necessary.  He  said 
that  he  would  dictate  a  memo  on  what  had  been  covered  in  this 
meeting.  He  said  that  whenever  there  was  any  doubt  ab^,ut 
a  course  of  action,  the  Regional  Park  Board  would  contact  his 
office,  Mr,  Moore  then  read  a  copy  of  Resolution  No,  155^4, 
recognizing  the  American  Federation  of  State,  County  and 
Municipal  Employees  as  a  bargaining  a;  ent,  and  commented  that 
the  employees  have  the  right  to  organize,  but  could  not  require 
a  union  shop, 

Mr.  Marshall  stated  that  it  was  his  understanding  that  if  the 
language  of  the  proposed  contract  were  changed,  all  the  sections, 
then,  could  be  incorporated  into  an  acceptable  contract, 

Mr,  Moore  answered  that  some  sections  of  the  contract  would  be 
acceptable  except  those  on  which  he  must  check  further,  but 
only  as  personnel  policy  by  the  Board  of  Directors  not  as  a 
contract. 

President  Goodrich  said  that  the  Board  had  worked  on  the  theory 
that  the  Regional  Parks  needed  good  men  to  do  v/ork  in  the  parks 
and  that  working  conditions  should  be  on  just  as  high  a  level 
as  any  where  else.  The  Board  has  never  deviated  from  that 
policy  as  it  needs  men  who  are  qualified  for  their  jobs.  He 
went  on  to  say  that  renumeration  and  benefits  were  liberally 
construed  by  the  Board, 

Mr,  Hellender  said  that  they  had  waited  two  weeks  for  this 
meeting  in  order  to  get  a  decision,  and  that  he  did  not  consider 
this  delay  either  the  fault  of  the  union  or  the  fault  of  the  park 
employees.  Therefore,  he  wondered  if  the  Board  could  adopt 
a  policy  based  on  requests  that  had  been  made  and  which  were 
enumerated  in  the  proposed  contract, 

Mr,  Marshall  said  that  he  sees  the  park  employees  each  week, 
and  asked  what  the  Board  would  do  at  this  meeting  so  that  the 
continuous  process  of  endeavoring  to  reach  some  decision  could 
be  halted. 

Director  Sproul  asked  Mr,  Moore  how  long  it  would  take  for 
him  to  give  his  opinion  on  those  matters  on  which  he  was  not 
definite, 

Mr,  Moore  said  that  he  would  start  to  work  on  it  the  next  day, 

I4r,  Marshall  asked  if  the  Board  could  adopt  the  principals  out- 
lined in  the  proposed  contract  as  policy. 


Mr,  Moore  said  that  any  resolution  adopted  by  the  Board  would 
have  to,  in  effect,  give  a  yes  or  no  answer.  He  suggested 
that  the  Board  could  grant  the  increased  salaries  and  he 
thought  they  might  offer  an  amount  in  excess  of  the  ba^ic  wage 
increase  which  would  offset  the  amount  asked  for  retroactive  to 
April  1,  1959.  However,  all  members  of  the  Board  were  of  the 
opinion  that  this  plan  w  uld  not  be  practical. 

General  Manager  Walpole  said  that  over  a  month  ago  he  had 
suggested  that  the  wages  be  increased,  and  that  other  demands 
could  be  resolved  later.  At  that  ti"me  Mr,  Marshall  and  Mr. 
Heilend^r  had  not  agreed  that  wages  should  be  increased  until 
a  contract  had  been  negotiated, 

Mr.  Hellender  said  that  this  ^^ras  so,  and  that  if  the  Regional 
Park  employees  had  been  receiving  a  better  salary  in  the  past, 
they  probably  would  not  have  asked  the  union  to  represent  then. 

It  was  decided  by  the  Board  that  a  Declaration  of  Policy  might 
be  dra^m  up  to  substitute  for  the  union  contract.  This  would 
incorporate  the  provisions  of  the  proposed  contract  that  x^^ere 
acceptable  to  the  Board.  Mr.  Moore  suggested  that  General 
Manager  VJalpole,  Mr.  Hellender  and  himself  could  do  this. 

Director  Sproul  asked  if  a  decision  could  be  reached  by  May 
26,  19^9,  the  date  of  the  nejct  regular  Board  meeting.  He 
said  he  was  willing  to  pay  salary  increases  back  to  April  1, 
19^9?  and  President  Goodrich  agreed  that  this  would  be  all 
right  if  it  would  not  be  in  violation  of  the  law  and  applied 
only  to  regular  ti  e,  not  overtime. 

I4r,  Moore  stated  that  the  salary  question  was  most  "urgent,  and 
that  he  thought  it  would  not  be  out  of  order  for  the  Board  to 
consider  as  a  policy  matter  whether  they  want  to  give  retroactive 
wage  increase.  He  said  that  the  policy  statement  might  indicate 
that  negotiations  have  been  effective  since  April  1,  1959, 
subject  to  legality. 

Director  Sproul  moved  to  adopt  a  resolution  establishing 
April  1,  1959  as  the  date  for  setting  the  wages,  subject  to 
an  opinion  from  the  District  Attorney  that  this  can  be  done 
legally.  The  motion  was  seconded  by  Director  Macdonald. 

Mr,  Moore  said  that  if  the  Board  is  going  to  adopt  a  salary 
increase,  they  should  specify  the  amount  of  the  increase. 

General  Manager  V/alpole  recomraended  that  a  similar  increase  be 
granted  to  supervisory  personnel,  and  Mr.  Moore  concurred  saying  that 
there  should  be  a  resolution  covering  supervisor's  salaries  also. 

General  Manager  VJalpole  said  that  in  this  case,  the  raises 
asked  for  amount  to  ^50.00  per  personup  to  a  limit  of  ^UOO.OO. 
No  Maintenance  ''an  or  Assistant  Supervisor's  salary'  should 
exceed  vUOO.OO  mth  the  intended  increase. 

Director  Macdonald  qualified  his  second  to  the  motion,  saying 
that  he  would  do  so  with  the  understanding  that  all  employees 
would  receive  a  salary  increase. 

General  Mianager  Walpole  said  that  if  it  proved  unlawful  to 
grant  the  salary  increase  as  of  April  1,  1959,  perhaps  it 
would  be  possible  to  make  it  effective  May  1,  1959. 

President  Goodrich  said  that  the  Board  could  not  pay  retro- 
active wages,  but  that  when  you  increase  a  salaty,  you  are 
not  giving  money  away.  He  said  that  people  in  public  employ 
have  to  act  as  private  employers,  and  that  he  could  not  see 
how  any  one  could  dispute  the  date  of  April  1,  1959  as  that 
established  for  an  increase  in  wa  es. 
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Director  Sproul  move  i  that  a  resolution  be  adopted  stating 
that  the  rate  of  pay  is  increased  from  $.275.00  to  ^■325.00 
per  month  for  starting  salary,  that  salaries  of  present 
employees  are  increased  CpO.OO  per  month  but  that  no  salary 
shall  be  brought  to  more  than  OUOO.OO  vdth  the  increase. 
Effective  date  for  this  salary  increase  is  April  1,  1959. 
Director  VJoolridge  seconded  this  motion,  and  the  following 
resolution  was  adopted; 

RESOLUTION  NO.  l560 

AUTHORIZING  AN  INCREASE  IN  SALARIES  OF  ASSISTAOT  SUPERVISORS 
AND  PARK  MII\1TENANCE  MEN. 

3E  IT  RESOLVED,  by  this  Board  of  Directors  of  the  East 
Bay  Regional  Park  District  that  the  starting  salary  for  the 
position  of  Park  Maintenance  Man  is  increased  hereby  from

IV.   COMMUNICATIONS. 

A.  Letter  of  April  28,  1959,  received  from  Howard  L,  Reese, 

City  Manager  of  Fremont,  stating  that  the  Fremont  City  Council 
favors  acquisition  of  land  in  Southern  Alameda  County  by  the 
East  Bay  Regional  Park  District,  and  that  the  council  is  willing 
to  sup  ort  s^ch  acquisition  as  soon  as  possible  to  satisfy  the 
growing  need  for  land  in  that  -^/icinity,  Ord'  red  filed. 

B.  Letter  of  May  ii,  1959,  received  from  George  Roeding,  asking 
what  property  the  Regional  Park  Board  has  in  mind  for  purchase 
in  the  near  future  in  Southern  Alameda  County.  As  Chairman 

of  the  East  Bay  Regional  Park  Committee,  he  has  been  asked  by 
many  people  what  progress  is  being  made  tovjard  the  establishment 
of  a  Regional  Park  in  that  area. 

General  Manager  Walpole  had  already  answered  this  letter, 
referring  to  previous  conversations  i-zith  Mr,  Roeding  regarding 
the  property  which  the  Park  Board  is  interested  in  purchasing, 
and  reminding  him  that  at  the  present  tine,  too  much  publicity 
would  not  be  favorable,  in  view  of  the  fact  that,  although 
the  Park  Board  is  doing  everything  possible  to  acquire  this 
land,  there  is  as  yet,  no  certainty  of  their  success.  The  G 
General  Manager's  letter  also  informed  Mr,  Roeding  that  ne 
would  be  glad  to  discuss  the  matter  with  his  committee  at  any 
time. 

C.  Letter  of  May  7,  1959,  received  from  Norma  McGregor,  asking 

if  ther  is  not  something  the  citizens  of  the  District  can  do  to 
prevent  infringement  upon  public  park  land,  referring  to  the 
proposed  site  for  a  new  elementary  school  in  Berkeley  which 
would  be  adjacent  to  Tilden  Regional  Park,  and  which  may 
require  a  portion  of  the  park  land  for  its  grounds, 

Mrs,  Scott  Newhail  and  Mrs,  Washburn,  both  residents  in  the 

area  being  considered  for  the  school  site,  were  present. 

Mrs,  Newhail  read  a  letter  \irritten  ,by  her  husoand  to  the 

Regional  Park  Board  of  Directors,  dated  May  26,  1959,  advising  the 

Board  of  "...  certain  attitudes  which  have  been  exp.-essed 

by  the  Superintendent  of  Schools."  Enclosed  with  this  letter 

was  a  copy  of  a  letter  written  by  C.H.  Wennerberg,  Superintendent 

of  Schools,  Berkeley  Unified  School  District,  dated  April  10,  1959, 

addres;:ed  vo  Mrs.  Ralph  A,  Stoppel  in  which  he  stated:   "  The 

only  direction  in  which  Berkeley  can  grow  is  eastward.  And, 

as  it  does,  the  Ajax  site  will  no  longer  be  on  the  periphery  of 

the  population,  I  agree  that  in  the  past  there  has  been  too 

little  planning  for  population  growth.  The  Board's  selection  of 

the  Ajax  site  is  an  effort  to  plan  for  the  future." 

Also  enclosed  with  Mr,  Newhail 's  letter  was  an  e:'Cbract  from 
Mr,  Wennerberg 's  statement,  transcribed  from  the  taped  recording 
of  the  May  19,  1959  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Education^  which 
said  in  part:   "...  a  school  will  be  there  for  fifty  years, 
probably  outlast  all  these  park  board  members  . . .A  school  does 
stay  there  for  a  long  tipe.  If  the  school  district  had  a  logical 
reason  for  asking  for  it,  it  seems  to  me  consifetant  with  the 
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development  of  the  p: rk  ...  that  there  is  good  reason 
for  doing  it,  and  if  there  wasn't  reason  for  preventing  it,  over 
the  long  haul  reason  would  prevail.  Now,  that  would  be  to  say 
that  the  p.^rk  board  would  always  be  unreasonaole.  It  seems  to 
me  that  is  not  fair  to  them — hardly," 

General  Manager  Walpole  informed  t  he  Board  that  the  Board 
of  Education  ahd  not  formally  approached  the  Rer^ional  Park 
with  a  request  to  incorporate  a  portion  of  Tilden  Park  in 
their  proposed  school  site. 

President  Goodrich  then  said  that  to  turn  land  dedicated  to 
park  purposes  over  to  some  other  use  would  be  extremely 
difficult  inasmuch  as  it  would  have  to  be  declared  unnecessary 
for  park  use,  and  instructed  the  General  Manager  to  reply  to 
Miss  McGregor's  letter, 

D,   General  Manager  Walpole  referred  to  a  telephone  call  received 
on  May  26,  1959,  from  Mrs,  Wenry  Sirgo,  Jr.  of  Oakland,  who 
inquired  as  to  whether  the  Regional  Park  ordinances  permitted 
the  sale  or  comsumption  of  beer  in  the  Regional  Park  District. 
Upon  being  advised  that  Ordinance  No.  9  prohibited  the  sale  or 
consumption  of  liquor  other  than  beer,  she  stated  that  she  had 
found  that  the  Oakland  Park  Department  did  not  permit  the  use 
of  beer  in  the  Oakland  City  parks,  and  said  that  she  felt  that  the 
Park  Board  should  revise  their  ruling  to  conform  with  the 
Oakland  Park  Department  ruling  on  this  matter.  She  said  she 
felt  that  to  allow  the  use  of  beer  increases  the  litterbug  problem. 

General  Manager  Walpole  stated  that  beer  is  sold  at  the  Tilden 
Golf  Clubhouse,  and  that  he  knows  that  beer  is  also  sold  at  the 
Chabot  Golf  Clubhouse,  and  Oakland  Municipal  Golf  Course,  He 
further  said  that  he  felt  it  was  reasonable  to  permit  beer  in 
the  Regional  Parks  as  use  of  beer  on  picnics  in  common  and 
expected  by  the  public.  The  Board  unanimously  agreed  with  this 
point  of  view.  No  action  was  taken, 

V.   GSNEriAL  MM-  ER'S  REPORT. 

A.  The  Berkeley  Rotary  Club  will  hold  its  annual  luncheon  meeting 
on  'fednesday  of  this  week  at  the  Brazilian  Building,  and 

will  then  proceed  to  Wildcat  Pe-k  where  they  will  dedicate 
another  tree  in  the  Rotary  Peace  Grove.  This  grove  is  composed 
of  125  Sequoias  Gigantea  and  was  established  five  years  ago 
through  donations  by  the  Berkeley  Rotary  Club,  and  the  whole 
grove  is  dedicated  to  international  peace.  Each  year  a  tree  is 
dedicated  to  the  person  who  has  done  the  most  throuf^h  that 
year  for  preserving  international  peace.  This  year,*s  tree 
will  be  dedicated  to  John  Foster  Dulles,  The  Berkeley  Rotary 
Club  has  purchased  five  bronze  plaques  which  have  been  installed 
on  cement  slabs  in  front  of  each  of  the  five  trees  which  have 
been  dedicated  to  date, 

B,  The  U.  S.  Army  Air  Force  plans  to  present  the  Board  of  Directors 
of  the  East  Bay  Regional  Park  District  with  an  award  for  its 
cooperation  in  the  establishment  of  the  NIKE  station  near  the 
the  East  Bay  Regional  Park  District,  They  have  imated  the 
Directors  to  meet  with  them  on  June  2,  1959  at  the  NIKE  Station 
for  lunch,  at  which  time  the  General  of  the  local  area  plans 

to  present  the  Board  with  a  citation  for  their  assistance  to 
the  Air  Corps  in  making  possible  the  installation  of  the  iJIKE 
Station.  It  is  hoped  that  all  members  of  the  Board  ;^^ill  be  in 
attendance.  The  General  Manager  >ri.ll  make  arrangements  to 
meet  and  t-ansport  all  the  directors  to  the  Air  Force  NIKE 
site. 
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C,  The  Grass  Valley  project  of  working  the  boys  from  Juvenile 
Hall  got  under  vxay  on  V/ednesday,  May  20,  Everything  seems 

to  be  going  quire  smoothly.  Jack  Parker,  the  Park  Naturalist 
who  is  in  charge  of  the  project  at  present,  is  being  assisted 
by  one  other  park  employee  —  Ken  Sturgis,  It  is  hoped 
that  after  Mr,  Parker  breaks  in  Mr,  Sturgis,  that  Mr.  Sturgis 
will  be  able  to  take  over  as  head  of  the  project.  So  far, 
about  20  boys  have  been  out  on  preliminary  work  which  has 
consisted  of  removal  of  brush,  catting  up  stamps  and  piling 
up  orush.  It  is  our  plan  to  branch  out  as  soon  as  possible 
into  trail  building,  campsite  preparation  and  other  work  of 
a  more  constructive  nature  so  that  the  boys  may  feel  that 
they  are  being  fiven  an  opportunity  to  actually  learn  some- 
thing on  the  job.  The  state  youth  authority  is  pajdng  these 
boys  fifty  cents  per  day  for  their  participation  in  the 
pro,;ram.  All  security  is  handled  by  the  Alamwda  County 
Probation  Department,  This  marks  the  first  time  in  California 
history  that  this  type  of  program  has  been  carried  on. 

D,  Play  on  the  golf  course  conti-.ues  to  be  e  tremely  heavy,  and 
the  increase  in  fees  has  made  no  dent  in  the  number  of 
golfers  using  the  course.  Receipts  for  the  month  of  April 
went  to  $10,100,00  which  ia  a  new  record;  like^d-se.  May  appears 
headed  toward  a  new  record  for  fnes  taken  in.  It  appears 

that  we  will  receive  close  to  $12,000.00  for  the  month  (Df  May, 
This  \rill   make  it  possible  for  us  to  put  the  course  back  on 
a  completely  self-supporting  basis, 

E,  A  fire  shcool  was  held  in  the  Nature  Area  on  Friday,  May  22, 
Over  30  fire-fighting  departments  took  part  in  the  school. 
The  speakers  xirere  top  men  in  their  fields,  and  some  actual 
fire-fighting  problems  were  tried  in  the  field,  V/e  also  had 
some  very  good  exhibits  of  the  latest  developments  in  fire- 
fighting  equipment.  About  120  men  were  in  attendance,  mth 
some  20  employees  of  the  Regional  Parks  taking  part  in  the 
school, 

F,  Work  Progress  Report:  During  the  ti.ie  since  the  last  regular 
meeting  of -ftie  Board,  the  follwwlng  new  projects  were  either 
started  or  completed.  They  are  listed  below  as  to  the  various 
pards :

VI.   UNFINISHED  BUSINESS. 

A,   Director  Mulvany  advised  the  Board  that  an  executor  for  the 
estate  of  Mr.  Brinker  has  been  named,  and  that  it  is  the 
0rocker  Anglo  Bank.  He  said  that  the  executor  is  not  authorized 
to  sell  the  property  tmless  he  is  petitioned  to  do  so.  He 
suggested  that  it  would  be  best  to  wait  until  an  appraisal  of 
the  land  is  filed  and  then  to  submit  a  bid  of,  perhaps  90% 
of  the  appraised  value.  The  Board  instructed  the  General 
Manager  to  contact  Mr,  Himmelwright  and  t  o  determi^ne  whether 
he  wishes  to  represent  the  Regional  Park  Board  in  endeavoring 
to  effect  the  purchase  of  this  land.

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B,   As  directed  i.y  the  Board  at  its  special  meeting  on  Tuesday, 
May  12,  Director  Woolridge  and  the  General  Manager  canvassed 
the  opinions  of  all  members  of  the  Board  regarding  a  personnel 
policy.  This  policy  was  discussed  with  Mr.  Hellender  on 
Friday,  May  22,  All  the  directors  have  looked  over  this 
personnel  policy  and  have  offered  their  recommendations 
concerning  it,  Dr,  Sproul  and  Mr,  Macdonald,  in  particular, 
went  through  the  original  contract  proposed  by  the  union 
and  discussed  it  item  by  item.  This  personnel  policy  was  now 
presented  to  the  Board  of  Directors,  for  adoption  or  for 
further  study  as  they  may  see  fit, 

Mr,  Moore,  Deputy  Diatrict  Attorney,  also  presented  a  draft 
of  a  resolution  of  personnel  policy  which  he  had  prepared.  It 
contained  all  features  of  the  proposed  union  contract,  without 
those  portions  which  we  e  not  legal.  He  said  that  those 
points  on  which  he  had  been  indefinite  at  the  last  meeting  of  the 
Board  had  been  cleared  up,  and  he  had  found  that  it  would  be 
leial  for  the  Board  to  pay  accumulated  annual  leave  to  the 
estate  of  an  employee  after  the  employee's  death.  He  also 
stat,ed  that  it  would  be  all  right  to  pay  a  minimum  of  four 
hours'  pay  for  persons  called  back  for  emergency  work  —  this 
would  be,  in  effect,  pa;/ing  a  premium  for  workers  on  emergency 
duty.  He  said  that  he  could  find  no  basis  for  granting  retroactive 
pay  and  that  this  could  not  b  ^.  authorized.  There  is  a  provision 
in  the  constitution  which  prohibits  an  increase  in  salary 
after  services  have  been  rendered;  and  he  found  cases  with  the  . 
East  Bay  Municipal  Utility  District,  irrigation  districts,  etc., 
which  indicate  that  retroactive  pay  raises  are  not  legal.  He 
explained  that  if  the  Board  were  to  grant  a  retroactive  pay 
raise  it  would  be  personal  liability. 

President  Goodrich  asked  Mr,  Moore  to  review  his  Declaration 
of  Policy  for  the  Board  point  by  point.  Director  Woolridge 
said  that  he  and  the  General  Manager  had  also  prepared  a 
Personnel  Policy  Statement  based  on  their  understanding  of  the 
wishes  of  the  Board, 

Mr,  Moore  distributed  copies  of  the  Declaration  of  Policy  which 
he  had  prepared,  and  read  o /er  the  one  prepared  by  Director 
Woolridge  and  the  General  Manager,  commenting  that  it  would 
be  illegal  tp  pay  for  accumulated  sick  leave  to  the  estate  of  a 
deceased  employee;  that  it  would  be  illegal  to  pay  severance  pay, 
suggested  that  the  words  "covered  by  this  agreement"  be  eliminated 
from  paragraph  5  under  SICK  LEAVE— ABSENCE  FROM  WORK,  and  the 
elimination  of  the  last  sentence  under  SICK  LEAVE.  Under 
K^ERGENCY  WORK,  he  suggested  that  the  employees- to  whom  this 
applies  should  be  spelled  out,  and  suggested  the  wording 
"employees  not  on  duty"  be  inserted. 

Director  Mulvany  asked  Mr,  Marshall  for  his  comments  on  the 
Personnel  Policy  Statement  prepared  by  Director  Woolridge  and 
General  Manager  Walpole, 

Mr,  Marshall's  first  observation  was  that  the  second  paragraph 
contained  what  he  termed  a  negative  statement,  ^e  was  of  the 
opinion  that  this  is  not  a  proper  way  in  which  to  write  a 
personnel  policy.  He  referredto  the  sentence  which  states  that 
the  Regional  Park  Board  of  Directors  cannot  recognize  any  one 
or,'anization  as  the  sole  agent  representing  the  Regional  Park 
employees,  ^ie  went  on  to  say  that  the  contents  of  this  policy 
statement  appeared  to  be  substantially  the  same  as  what  is 
already  written  into  the  "Employees  Manual"  which  is  distributed 
to  all  Park  employees  to  inform  them  of  existing  rules  and 
regulations  pertaining  to  personnel.  He  said  that  the  paragraph 
on  Seniority  was  "picayune"  and  that  if  they  would  a  ree  to  post 
a  seniority  list  every  six  months,  this  was  all  that  would  be 
required. 
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Mr.  Marshall  said  that  the  paraj^raph  on  Dismissals  expressed  the 
basic  idea  and  mechanics  of  handling  dismissals  and  seemed 
satisfactory  to  him.  The  paragraph  on  Layoffs  also  was  acceptable 
to  Mr.  Marshall,  He  went  on  to  t;o  into  the  principles,  under 
his  interpretation  of  promotion,  saying  that  length  of  service 
should  be  gi  'en  much  consideration.  He  felt  that  the  man  with 
adequate  ability  and  greater  seniority  should  be  given  a 
promotion  over  an  employee  with  less  seniority  and  more  ability. 

On  the  whole,  Mr,  Marshall  was  of  the  opinion  that  this  statement 
contained  very  little  other  than  what  was  already  incorporated 
in  personnel  policy  as  written  in  the  manual,  and  he  said  that  "th  is 
statement  achie'^ed  nothing  and  produced  nothing  which  improve 
the  employees'  working  conditions.  He  also  mentioned  wage  rates 
and  said  that  it  was  still  necessary  to  determine  wage  rates, 
i-'bc,   Marshall  criticised  the  Board  extensively  for  the  manner 
in  which  negotiations  have  been  conducted  during  the  past  two 
months  and  said  that  he  had  requested  the  park  employees  to 
come  to  Lake  Temescal  Park  after  work,  ^e  invited  the  Board 
to  meet  directly  with  the  employees. 

After  scanning  the  Declaration  of  Policy  prepared  by  Mr,  Moore, 
Mr,  Marshall  said  that  this  document  was  much  more  acceptable 
to  him  as  it  is  the  product  of  past  negotiation, 

Mr,  Moore  then  began  to  read  the  Declaration  of  Policy  which 
he  had  prepared,  and  it  was  suggested  that  the  wording  of  the 
first  paragraph  be  altered  to  read  "a  union"  rather  than  "the 
union" . 

On  the  question  of  deciudtion  of  union  dues  from  employees '  pay 
checks,  both  Directors  Macdonald  and  Woolridge  objected  to  this 
as  they  felt  it  caused  the  Regional  Park  office  to  be  the 
collector  of  dues  and  also  reduced  the  take-home  pay  of  the 
employees  which  eventually  would  give  them  the  feeling  that  their 
salaries  were  somewhat  less  than  they  v;ere  in  reality, 

Mr,  Moore  answered  that  the  deduction  of  union  dues  from  pay 
checks  is  authorized  by  law,  and  noted  a  correction  to  be  made 
in  his  draft  of  the  policy  in  line  four  of  page  2;  the  sentence 
should  be:  "Dues  deducted  may  be  terminated. , ," 

After  Mr,  Moore  had  read  Section  h   referring  to  dismissals. 
General  Manager  Waipole  pointed  out  that  he  had  introduced  the 
idea  of  two  weeks  notice  of  termination  in  lieu  of  the  severance 
pay  suggested  by  the  union,  as  it  has  been  determined  that  pay- 
ment of  severance  pay  would  be  illegal. 

It  was  agreed  by  all  present  that  should  an  employee  j)rove  to 
be  a  problem  to  the  management  through  failure  to  carry  out 
his  assigned  duties,  or  for  any  other  reason,  that  the  General 
Manager  and  representatives  of  the  union  could  talk  over  the 
matter  directly  with  the  employee  in  an  effort  to  correct  the 
situation. 

Referring  to  Section  5,  which  pertains  to  the  mechanics  of 
handling  dismissals,  Hr,  Moore  ejqjlained  that  this  was  written 
almost  exactly  as  the  proposed  union  contract  had  been  written, 
Mr,  Marshall  said  that  grie/ance  prodedures  are  outlined  in 
order  to  provide  for  orderly  process  fo  the  employees  to  make 
known  their  grievances  and  to  give  each  person  in  management 
an  opportunity  to  take  care  of  the  problem.  Replying  to 
Director  Macdonald' s  question  as  to  who  would  be  on  a  grievance 
committee,  Mr,  Marshall  said  that  this  would  be  made  up  of 
employees  and  selected  by  the  employees  themselves. 


Mr,  Moore  said  that  the  arbitrator's  fee,  referred to  in  Step 
U  of  Section  5  should  be  decided  upon. 

After  Mr,  Moore  read  Section  7  on  layoff,  Director  Woolridge 
sug£^ested  that  the  sentence  be  added:   "Eraploy.ees  must  return 
to  work  within  five  days  after  written  notice  of  call  back  to 
employifflent,  or  go  off  the  hiring  list  permanently, 

Mr,  Moore  then  read  Section  8  regarding  promotions.  Director 
Woolridge  asked,  "How  about  promotion  of  non-union  members",  Mr, 
Marshall  said  that  the  union  is  interested  in  having  qualified 
parsons  in  super-visory  positions,  and  admitted  that  the 
wording  of  this  paragraph  iiiplies  that  a  less  qualified  person 
should,  with  seniority  advantages,  be  promoted  into  supervisory 
positions. 

As  Mr,  Moore  finished  reading  Section  9  on  holidays  which 
mentions  that  payment  for  work  on  holidays  shall  be  at  the 
rate  of  time  and  one-half  the  employees  regular  salary. 
Director  Woolridge  commented  t  hat  this  reference  to  time  and 
one-half  would  have  to  be  taken  up  later  and  that  he  was  not 
in  -favor  of  it,  Mr,  Moore  said  that  all  county  employees  get 
the  holidays  listed  and  that  they  are  specified  in  the 
Government  Code  as  holidays  to  be  granted to  employees  of 
public  owned  organizations, 

Mr,  Moore  continued,  reading  paragraph  1  of  Section  10 
pertaining  to  the  limits  of  sick  leave  allowable.  The 
policy  stipulated  a  limit  of  120  days  of  sick  leave  to  be 
accumulated  and  the  Board  agreed  that  tris  extension  of  the 
present  limit  of  90  days  would  be  permitted,  Mr,  Marshall 
comr.iented  that  only  the  employees  vath  enough  seniority  to 
have  accumulated  a  great  amount  of  sick  leave  would  be  the 
only  ones  entitled  to  it,  and  that  these  would  be  the  most 
valuable  employees  anyway,  or  at  least  the  ones  with  greatest 
service. 

General  Manager  Walpole  suggested  that  in  paragraph  2  of 
Section  10  a  subs  itution  of  the  words:  For  absence  because 
of  illness  to  which  the  employee's  physician  must  attest  if 
illness  is  greater  than  three  days  duration,  the  employee 
shall  be  compensated  at  his  regular  rate  of  pay. 

The  Board  asked  for  a  definition  of  "immediate  family"  as 
referred  to  in  paragraph  k   on  death  leave,  -'^t  was  decided 
that  immediate  family  should  be  defined  as  spouse,  children 
and  parents  of  the  employee. 

Mr,  Moore  explained  that  the  county  of  Alameda  has  a  very 
flexible  system  for  sick  leqve  and  death  leave,  and  that 
death  leave  is  usually  in  addition  to  sick  leave.  This  para- 
graph would  authorize  the  granting  of  leave  in  case  of  death 
of  a  member  of  the  immediate  family  which  would  be,  in  effect, 
the  granting  of  additional  sick  leave.  That  is,  additional 
to  the  amount  of  sick  leave  already  accumulated  by  the 
employee. 

Under  Section  11  relating  to  annual  leave,  a  reference  is  made 
to  "12  days  per  year".  Mr,  Moore  asked  whether  this  should 
be  a  calendar  year  or  a  fiscal  year.  It  was  the  concensus  of 
all  present  that  the  calendar  year  basis  would  be  more  practical. 
It  was  also  decided  that  should  an  en^Dloyee  wish  to  carry  over 
all  or  ■:  portion  of  accrued  annual  leave  to  a  succeeding  year 
in  order  to  take  an  extended  vacation,  he  might  do  so  if 
authorized  in  writinf  by  the  General  Manager.  ^V,  Marshall 
auggested  the  wording  change:   "Employees  who  have  accumulated 
12  days  of  annual  leave  must  custonarily  take  a  12  working 
day  vacation  during  the  year."  Mr,  Marshall  stated  that  this 
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paragraph  establishes  the  principle  of  accrual  and  use  of 
annual  leave  and  established  the  possibility  of  special  arrange- 
ments being  made. 

Under  Section  12,  para;:;raph  2,  referring  to  a  rate  of  time  and 
one-half  for  overtime  work,  Mr,  Koore  said  that  his  intent 
had  been  to  include  the  words  "after  completion  of  the  eight 
hour  work  day  "  and  suggested  t  he  revision  of  this  para;,raph 
accordingly. 

Director  Woolridge  said  that  he  would  like  to  discuss  the  matter 
of  tir-e  and  one-half  pay  for  overtime  further, 

Mr,  Mocre  went  on  to  read  paragraph  2  of  Section  13  and  suggested 
additional  wording  to  revise  the  sentence  as  follows:  Employees 
who  have  left  the  area  of  work  and  are  called  back  after  completing 
an  eight  hour  work  day  ..."  This  revision  was  to  make  the 
meaning  more  explicit  due  to  the  fact  that  some  of  the  park 
employees  live  in  the  parks  and  therefore  would  not  "leave  the 
premises"  when  retiring  to  their  homes. 

Sections  lU  and  1$   were  acceptable  to  all  present. 

After  reading  Section  16,  Director  V/oolridge  mentioned  that  the 
Regional  Parks  pay  the  full  amount  of  social  security  for  the 
employees,  Mr,  Marshall  pointed  out  that  the  employees  would 
be  interested  in  a  health  plan  to  which  the  employer  contributes 
as  least  $0%   because  under  that  arrangement  a  better  health 
plan  for  the  xost  involved  can  be  obtained,  ^e  also  suggested 
that  from  year  to  year  various  heiath  plans  can  be  reviewed  and 
as  the  insurance  companies  compete  with  one  another  the 
employees  can  take  advantage  of  the  opportunities  to  ger  the 
best  coverage  for  the  least  dollar  output.  He  explained  that 
vxhere  the  employees  ;-ear  the  complete  cost  of  a  health  plan 
the  cost  for  -overage  is  greater  than  on  an  employer  contribution 
basis. 

President  Goodrich  replied  that  this  matter  could  be  handled 
through  later  negotiations  at  the  discretion  of  the  Board 
of  Directors, 

I^,  Moore  completed  his  review  of  t  he  Declaration  of  PoHcy  and 
made  it  clearly  understood  that. if  this  policy  is  adopted  and 
not  followed  out  ther  is  no  legal  recourse  for  a  union.  The 
Board  of  Directors  has  the  power  to  rescind  or  to  amend. 

Mr,  Marshall  appeared  to  be  satisfied  vdth  o  he  policy  as  out- 
lined, stating  that  what  he  was  interested  in  was  the  spirit 
of  the  thing,  and  that  there  were  still  points  of  disa^ireement 
which  would  have  to  be  worked  out  —  the  payment  of  tine  and 
one-half  for  overtime  and t he  deduction  of  dues  from  the  pay- 
checks. 

Director  Macdonald  moved  that  the  Board  adopt  the  outlined 
Declaration  of  Policy  as  a  resolution  withthe  exception  of 
the  points  on  which  no  agreement  has  been  I'eached,  overtime 
pay  and  union  dues  deductions. 

The  Declaration  of  Policy  was  then  chedked  over  to  point  out 
those  portions  to  be  deleted  in  accordance  with  Director 
Macdonald' s  motion.  Sections  3  and  18  were  completely  eliminated. 
All  scattered  references  to  overtime  pay  were  deleted  also — 
found  in  Section  9,  second  para  -raph,  first  sentence;  Section 
12.  para;  raph  2,5  Sction  13,  paragraphs  1,  2,  and  3  shall  be 
re\rLsed  to  eliminate  references  to  time  and  on-half  pay  for 
overti  ^e. 

Director  Woolridge  seconded  the  motion,  and  the  following 
resolution  was  adopted: 


RESOLUTION  NO.  1$6U 

DECLARATION  OF  PERSONNEL  POLICY 

'^EREAS,  the  Bo  rd  of  Directors  of  the  East  May  Regional 
Park  District  did  by  Resolution  No,  155U,  recognize  the  American 
Federation  of  State,  County  and  Municipal  ^ployees  Union,  a 
division  of  the  Congress  of  Industrial  Organizations  —  American 
Federation  of  Labor,  as  a  Union  represneting  a  majority  ol"  the 
District  employees  and  did  recognize  said  Union  as  the  representa- 
tive of  its  employee  members;  and 

WHEREAS,  it  is  the  desire  of  this  Board  of  Directors  to 
establish  a  declaration  of  personnel  policy  for  guidance  to  both 
the  Union  and  the  District  in  settlement  of  any  grievances  or 
disputes  and t o  serve  as  a  foundation  for  employer- employee 
relations, 

NOW  THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED  by  this  Board  of  Directors 
that  the  following  policies  be  adopted: 

SECTION  1,  The  District  recognizes  tne  Union  as  a  designated 
representative  of  its  raembers  for  the  purj^ose  of  est;  blishing 
policy  in  employee  relations  and  the  settlement  of  grievances 
and  disputes  and  to  provide  wages,  hours  and  working  conditions 
equal  to  the  prevailing  salaries,  wages  and  conditions  for  the 
same  quality  of  service  rendered  to  private  persons,  firms,  or 
corporations  under  similar  employment, 

SECTION  2,  Full-time  employees  are  urged  to  join  and  support  the 
Union  which  is  independent  of  the  Park  District  or  its  management 
and  which  has  been  recognized  by  the  Board  as  a  representative 
agent  of  its  members, 

SECTION  3.  The  District  shall  act  in  good  gaith  in  the  dismi.ssal 
of  any  employee.  Good  faith  shall  be  two  (2)  weeks*  notice  to 
the  employee  wherever  reasonably  possible  under  the  circumstances, 

SECTION  U»      (a)  All  questions,  disputes  and  controversies, 
includihg  dismissals,  shall  be  adjusted  and  settled  in  the  manner 
hereinafter  provided. 

Step  1,  Any  aggrieved  employee  shall  consult  with  his  Union 
steward  and  within  five  (5)  days  of  the  date  of  occurrence, 
excluding  regular  days  off,  the  Union  steward  shall  present  the 
grievance  to  tne  employee's  supervisor.  The  steward  shall 
inform  the  employee's  supervisor  of  the  nature  of  the  griev  .nee 
and  present  such  facts  as  the  employee  and  the  steward  may 
have  at  that  time  pertaining  to  the  grievance.  Within  five  (5) 
days  of  receipt  of  the  grievance  from  the  Union  steward,  the 
supervisor  shall  transmit  his  ansvrer  of  statement  of  position 
to  the  Union  steward  and  the  aggrieved  employee.  Communications 
between  the  parties  herein  provided  for  may  be  written  or  oral. 

Step  2,  If  the  Union  deems  the  reply  of  the  supervisor  to  be 
unsatisfactory  the  Union  Grievance  Committee  shall,  within  five  ($) 
days  after  receipt  of  said  reply,  submit  in  writing  to  the 
General  Manager  a  statement  setting  forth  the  facts  concerning 
the  grievance  or  the  provisions  of  this  declaration  of  policy 
which  it  is  alleged  have  been  violated.  Within  five  (5)  days 
after  frecipt  of  such  grievance  statement,  the  General  Manager 
shall  reply  in  ;in?iting  to  the  Union  Grievance  Committee, 
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Step  3.  If  the  Union  Grie  ance  Committee  deems  the  reply  of 
the  General  Manager  to  he  unsatisfactory,  then  the  Gener-al 
Manager  and  representatives  of  the  Union  shall  meet  within  five 
(5)  days,  unless  otherwise  mutually  agreed,  to  discuss  said 
grievance.  If  at  such  meeting  the  parties  are  unable  to  resolve 
the  dispute  either  party  may  by  written  notice  to  the  other, 
invoke  arbitration  proceedings,  for  the  guidance  of  the  Board, 
as  rovided  in  Step  h» 

Step  h.     Upon  receipt  by  the  Arbitrator  herinafter  yirovided 
for  v.f  a  written  demand  for  arbitration  by  either  party,  as 
provided  for  in  St^p  3  above,  the  Arbitrator  shall  contact 
both  parties  for  the  purpose  of  arranging  a  time  and  place 
mutually  convenient  for  a  hearing  on  the  issues  in  dispute. 

The  Arbitrator  shall  hear  evidence  from  both  parties  and 
make  recommendations  for  resolving  the  dispute  or  grievance  to 
the  Board  of  Directo  s  who  shall  consider  said  recommendations 
before  final  disposition  or  determination  is  made  by  the  Board, 
Expenses  of  arbitration  shall  be  shared  equally  between  the 
parties.  Such  expenses  shall  include  the  fee  of  the  Arbitrator 
which  shall  be  determined  by  mutual  agreement  prior  to  any 
arbitration  hearing,  the  cost  of  reporting  and  any  other  similar 
costs,  but  shall  not  include  the  cost  of  counsel  used  by  either 
party  in  the  presentation  of  its  case. 

The  Arbitrat^.r  or  Arbitrators  shall  be  selected  by  mutual 
agreement  of  the  Board  of  Directors  and  the  Union  and  should  any 
member  of  the  Board  or  management  of  the  District,  or  the  Union, 
be  designated  as  an  Arbitrator  no  fees  shall  be  paid  to  said 
Arbitrator  or  Arbitrators, 

(b)  VJherever  possible  the  District  shall  utilize  the 
provisions  of  this  section  in  the  adjustment  and  settlement  of 
all  questions,  disputes  and  controversies.  The  prodedure  for 
such  adjustment  and  settlement  shall  commence  with  Stxi/p  2, 
in  which  case  the  General  Manager  shall  submit  in  writing  to 
the  Union  Grievance  Committee  a  statement  setting  forth  the 
facts  concerning  the  nature  of  any  charges  or  infractions 
against  any  employee  or  the  provisions  of  this  declaration  of 
personnel  policy  which  have  oeen  violated.  The  Union  Grievance 
Committee  shall  reply  in  writing  within  five  (5)  da^^s  after 
the  receipt  of  such  grievance. 

If  the  General  Manager  deems  the  reply  of  the  Union  Grievance 
Committee  to  be  unsatisfactory,  the  General  Manager  and 
representatives  of  the  Union  shall  meet  within  five  (5)  days, 
unless  otherwise  mutually  agreed,  to  discuss  said  grievance. 
If  after  said  meeting  the  issues  remain  in  dis])ute  either  the 
General  Manager  or  the  Uni.n  m.ay  invoke^:  by  written  notice  to 
the  other,  the  arbitration  procedures  set  forth  in  Step  h   above, 

SECTION  5.  Seniority  shall  consist  of  the  acciimulated  paid 
service  of  an  employee  with  the  District,  Any  employee's 
earned  seniority  shall  not  be  lost  because  of  absence  due  to 
illness,  authorized  leaves  of  absence  or  temporary  layoffs, 
A  seniority  list  shp.ll  be  brought  up  to  date  bi-annually  on 
July  1st  and  January  1st,  and  posted  in  a  conspicuous  place, 
A  copy  of  the  seniority  list  shall  be  mailed  t o  the  Secretary 
of  the  Union  Local, 

SECTION  6.  In  the  event  a  reduction  of  employees  becomes 
necessary,  layoffs  shall  be  according  to  seniority,  ^rior  to 
effecting  a  layoff,  the  District  shall  submit  a  copy  of  the 
proposed  schedule  to  the  Union  representative  and  strict 
application  of  seniority  shall  prevail.  Upon  rehiring  after 
layoff  period,  former  employees  shall  be  rehired  in  reverse 


order  of  layoff,  namely,  last  laid  off,  first  rehired. 
Employees  must  return  to  v;ork  within  five  (^)  days  after 
receiving  written  notice  of  call  back  to  emplojTiient ,  or  go  off 
the  hiring  list  permanently. 

SECTION  7.  Insofar  as  possible,  it  shall  be  the  policy  of 
the  District  to  make  promotions  to  supervisory  positions  from 
the  ranks  of  he  employees,  Pronotion  to  a  higher  job  classifica- 
tion shall  be  according  to  seniority.  Should  the  District 
desire  to  promote  a  qualified  employee  with  less  seniority 
than  other  qualified  employees,  the  matter  shall  be  referred 
to  the  representative  of  the  Union  and  the  District  to  be 
settled  as  a  grievance  pur'suant  to  the  grievance  prodedures 
herein  provided  for  in  Section  i|>

■^    2,   For  absence  because  of  illness  to  which  the  employee's 
physician  must  attest  if  illness  is  greater  than  three  days' 
duration,  the  employee  shall  be  conpensatied  at  his  regular  rate 
of  pay,  up  to  his  maximum  accumulated  leave  as  earned  under 
subdivision  1  above. 

3»   For  aosence  for  jury  duty,  the  employee  shall  be 
compensated  at  his  regular  rate  of  pay.  The  jury  fee  shall 
be  returned  to  the  District, 

h.       In  the  event  of  death  of  an  employee,  all  accruals 
from  unused  vacation  time  and  any  accrued  overtime  due  the 
employee  vjill  be  promptly  paid  to  his  estate, 

SECTION  10,  fenployees  shall  accumulate  one  day  of  annual  leave 
per  month  (12  days  per  calendar  year).  Employees  who  have 
accuinulated  12  days  of  annual  leave  must  customarily  take  a  12 
working  day  vacation  during  the  year,  unless  otherwise 
authorized  in  writing  by  the  General  Manaj:er. 

SECTION  11. 

1,  The  work  week  shall  consist  of  five  (5)  days  in 
consecutive  ordeli,  and  the  work  day  shall  be  eith  (8)  hours, 

2,  All  time  over  1|0  hours  in  any  week  and/or  ei,:ht  (8) 
hours  in  any  day  shall  be  considered  overtime  work.

2.  Employees  who  have  left  the  area  of  work  and  are 
called  back  after  conpieting  an  eight  (8)  hour  work  day  shall  be 
guaranteed  a  minimum  of  four  (U)  hours  at  the  re.^ular  rate  of  paji. 

3.  In  the  event  of  a  natural  disaster  (fire,  flood  and 
the  like),  employees  not  on  duty  are  expected  to  immediately 
make  themselves  availacle  for  service  to  combat  such  emer,  encies. 
Such  vrorkers  shall  be  compensated  at  the  regular  rate  of  pay, 

SECTION  13. 

1.  Announcements  in  addition  to  the  posting  of  the  semi- 
annual seniority  list,  shall  be  posted  in  conspicuous  places 
where  employees  enter  or  leave  the  premises.  Both  the  District 
and  the  Union  may  use  the  bulletin  boards  for  notices  of  a 
routine  nature,  and  it  is  agreed  that  it  vrould  be  improper  to 
post  denunciations  or  inflammatory  material  on  such  bulletin 
boards. 

2.  Both  the  Union  and  the  District  agree  that  they  shall 
not  discriminate  against  any  person  because  of  race,  creed  or 
color  and  that  all  persons  shall  receive  the  full  benefits  of 
the  provisions  of  this  declaration  of  riolicy, 

3.  The  District  agrees  to  permit  representatives  of t he 
American  Federation  of  State,  County  and  Municipal  Employees, 
representatives  of  Alameda  County  CLC  or'  representatives  of  the 
Local  to  enter  the  i^remises  at  any  time  for  individual  discussions 
of  v7orking  conditions  with  employees,  provided  care  is  exercised 
by  such  representatives  that  they  do  not  interfere  with  duties 
assigned  to  the  employees  and  provided  they  notify  management. 

SECTION  lii.  Determination  of  prevailing  salaries  and  .ages 
shall  be  made  after  negotiations  betv/een  the  District  and  the 
Union  pursuant  to  the- principles  established  in  this  declaration 
of  policy. 

SECTION  15,  The  district  agrees  it  will  negotiate  in  good 
faith  with  the  Union  with. the  aim  of  adopting  a-  participating 
form  of  insurance,  medical  care  and  hospitalization  for  the 
protection  of  the  employees  and  their  families. 

SECTION  16. 

1,  Should  a  dispute  arise  in  which  the  issue  in  not 
specifically  covered  by  this  declaration  of  personnel  policy, 
the  parties  shall  negotiate  on  the  basis  of  the  cooperative 
spirit  of  this  policy, 

2,  The  Union  and  the  Diotrict  consider  themsei^res 
mutually  responsible  to  improve  the  public  service  through 
creation  of  improved  employee  morale  and  efficiency  and  in this 
connection,  both  shall  encoura^-e  employees  to  c  onduct  themselves 
on  the  job  in  a  workmanlike  manner.

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C.   Due  to  the  fact  that  there  was  still  doubt  about  the  legality 
of  granting  a  retroacti /e  salary  increase  for  park  employees, 
although  authorized  by  Resolution  No,  1^60  adotped  May  12,  1959, 
providing  legality  of  such  action  by  the  Board  was  established 
by  Mr.   Moore,  Deputy  District  Attorney,  it  was  not  possible 
to  include  the  salary  inc]-ease  in  the  payroll  for  the  Month 
of  May  1959. 

Mr,  Marshall  then  put  the  question  to  the  Board:   "Can  we  nov; 
take  care  6"f  the  months  the  wage  increase  was  not  in  effect?" 

Mr,  Moore  reiterated  his  former  statement  that  for  the  Board 
to  grant  retroactive  pay  would  expose  them  to  personal 
liability  as  it  would  not  be  legal  to  do  so.  However,  he  said 
that  there  could  be  no  objection  to  a  temporary  increase  which 
would  offset  the  anount  of  the  raise  which  might  have  been 
paid  to  park  employees  for  April  and  May  ahd  those  increase 
in  wa-  es.  been  in  effect  during  those  months.  After  some  dis- 
cussion as  to  methods  of  giving  the  employees  a  temporary 
salary  increase  with  a  cut-back  to  normal  salaries  later, 
it  was  decided  that  each  employee  should  receive,  in  addition 
to  his  normal  salary  (refer  to  salaries  increased  in  accordance 
with  Resolution  No.  1560)  an  amount  equal  to  one  month's 
salary  increase  over  and  above  the  "normal  salary"  established 
in  Resolution  No,  1560  to  bo  included  in  the  pay  checks  covering 
wages  for  the  months  of  June  and  July  1959.  The  pay  checks  for 
the  month  of  Augbst  1959  and  thereafter  would  be  prepared  on  the 
basis  of  the  "normal  -salary". 

Mr,  Marshall  then  s'.ated  that  a  yirevailing  waf;e  rate  still  has 
not  been  established,  even  with  the  increase  granted  by  the 
Board, 

Mr,  Moore  suggested  that  an  amendraent  in  salary  schedule  might 
be  made  effective  August  1,  1959,  if  the  Board  so  wished, 

Mr,  Marshall  said  that  it  was  necessary  to  d  veloi le  a  theoty 
for  establishment  of  a  prevailing  wage  rate  which  would  auto- 
matically work  year  after  year,  lie  said  that  the  action  taken 
would  be  a  stop-gap,  but  that  he  still  wants  to  discuss  a 
prevailing  wage  rate  an  the  question  of  a  health  plan.  He 
asked  that  this  discussion  take  place  at  the  next  meeting  of 
the  Board  ~  June  30,  1959. 

General  Manager  suggested  that  these  discussions  take  place 
prior  to  the  Board  meeting  as  too  much  time  is  consumed  in 
the  meeting  in  talking  such  matters  over.  . 

Mr,  Marshall  assured  all  present  that  he  would  attend  the 
meeting  held  in  July  with  a  peoposal  on  wages, 

^".r,   Moore  said  that  the  Board's  resolutioh  on  the  temporary 
salary  increase  should  provide  that  on  June  1,  1959,  and  during 
the  months  of  June  and  July,  salaries  should  be  increased  to  the 
amounts  specified,  and  that  for  the  balance  of  the  fiscal  year, 
beginning  August  1,  these  salaries  would  be  decreased  to  certain 
amounts  specified.  He  said  that  this  would  not  prevent  a  change 
in  wages  at  a  later  date,. 

President  Goodrich  asked  Mr,  Moore  to  outline  the  resolutioh 
on  this  subject,  Mr,  Moore  said  that  it  should  contain  a  salary 
schedule  and  list  each  employee  individually  and  agreed  to  prepare 
the  resolution. 

General  Managet?  Walpole  then  recommended  that  all  supervisory 
personnel  receive  a  raise  corresponding  to  that  granted  to  park 
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maintenance  men  and  assistant  supervisors,  or  generally  C!:;0.00 
monthly  increase,  in  order  to  maintain  an  equitable  level  of 
differencr  between  supervisory  and  non  supervisory  salaries.

V.   COI^II-rUNI  CATIONS. 

Letter  of  May  29,  1959,  received  from  John  H.  Nail,  City 
Manager  of  ^'^ewark,  relative  to  the  Regional  Park  District  provid- 
ing park  facilities  in  Southern  Alameda  County,  The  letter  states 
in  part... I  do  feel  that  it  would  be  extremely  unwise  on  the  part 
of  the  District  to  take  any  other  action  but  that  of  expeditiously 
attacking  the  problem  of  a  facility  for  Washington  Township.  I 
say  this  because  there  is  some  growing  and  strong  concern  in  our 
area  over  what  is  taking  place  with  respect  to  the  problem  at  hand. 
The  people  in  our  area  should  be  informed  of  your  plans  and  progress 
to  date.  The  City  Council  has  directed  that  this  communication  be 
sent  for  the  purpose  of  determining  what  the  status  of  your  pro- 
graiTiming  is  at  this  point.  The  Council  furhter  expects  some 
information  from  your  honorable  body  of  what  we  can  expect  in  the 
near  future...". 

General  Manager  Walpole  said  that  all  the  citizens  in 
Washington  Township  are  anxious  to  have  Regional  Park  land 
in  their  vicinity,  and  that  the  Jrinker  Property  seems  to  be 
the  best  from  the  standpoint  of  availability,  price,  and 
suitability.  He  said  that  there  is  other  land  available, 
but  that  the  prices  make  it  out  of  range  of  the  Park  District 
as  far  as  purchase  is  concerned. 

Director  Muivany  said  that  he  had  talked  to  Mr,  Himmelwright 
and  had  determined  that  he,  HimiTielv.rright,  would  represent  the 
Regional  Parks  in  this  matter  and  will  contact  Director 
Muivany  as  soon  as  an  appraisal  is  filed.  He  said  that  the 
heirs  are  definitely  in  favor  of  selling  the  property  -  He 
explained  that  if  it  is  necessary  to  bid  on  the  land,  the 
second  bidder  must  bid  at  least  10^  over  the  first  bid,  and 
that  thereafter  the  required  percentages  over  the  previous 
bids  are  graduated  down. 

Director  Muivany  also  said  that  Mr.  Himmelwright  had  had  some 
of  the  exceptions  taken  off  the  property,  but  that  the  City  and 
Vounty  of  San  Francisco  still  has  all  water  rights  in  the  creek. 
However,  it  was  felt  that  it  would  be  quite  possible  to  deal 
with  the  San  Francisco  V7ater  Company  in  this  matter,  as  it  is 
another  public  agency. 

The  Board  decided  that  the  General  Manager  should  answer 
Mr,  Nail's  letter  stating  that  the  Beard  has  taken  the 
purchase  of  several  sites  under  consideration,  among  which 
is  the  Brinker  Property,  and  that  progress  should  be  made 
toward  purchase  of  land  in  the  near  future. 

VI,   GEiCEiAL  MANAGER'S  REPORT, 

A.   We  are  running  large  water  bills  in  the  operation  of  Tilden 

Golf  Course  due  to  the  fact  that  this  has  been  an  extremely  dry 
year.  We  are  pumping  about  ^Q%   of  the  water  for  the  golf 
course  from  Lake  Anza.and  using  about  50^  city  water.  This  is 
going  to  entail  some  large  water  bills  for  the  year.  On  the 
other  hand,  the  Uaise  in  rates  on  the  golf  course  certainly  is 
paying  off,  and  it  seems  almost  certain  that  the  golf  course 

will  produce  approximately  -.'100,00  in  income  this  year or 

almost  $20,000  more  than  in  any  previous  year. 
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B,  The  current  season  certainly  got  away  v;ith  a  bang  with  recent 
spells  of  hot  weather.  Both  lakes  have  been  jammed,  as  has  the 
swimming  pool  at  the  Roberts  Area.  Revenue  from  parking  fees 
and  swimm.ing  at  the  Roberts  Area  has  risen  sharply  during  the 
nonth  of  June.  V7e  are  expecting  exceptionally  heavy  use  on  the 
Fourth  of  July,  T/^th  the  holiday  falling  on  a  Saturday,  not  as 
many  people  as  usual  will  ^o   out  of  town,  and  the  parks  must 

be  prepared  to  serve  a  large  crovxd  on  that  day.  On  ^'^emorial 
Day  we  were  successful  in  getting  throiigh  the  entire  day  with 
no  casualties  of  any  sort.  There  were  a  few  injuries,  but  none 
of  a  serious  nature, 

C,  The  boys  from  the  ^lameda  County  Probation  Department  who 
are  working  in  Grass  Valley  have  accomplished  a  considerable 
amount  of  work.  The  number  of  boys  has  beer;  increased  from 

30  to  50,  and  we  have  put  an  extra  man  on  the  job  to  help  di.rect 
their  activities.  To  date,  they  have  cleaned  off  about  35  acres 

of  eucalyptus  suckers,  and  cutting  up  the  wood which  we  are 

sellinfT  to  a  woodman  to  make  enough  money  to  pay  for  the  add- 
itional tools  that  we  have  had  to  buy  for  this  job,.  They  have 
constructed  a  trail  for  hikers  and  horseback  riders  down  a 
Darticularly  steep  hill  that  calls  for  hand  labor.  The  program 
to  date  has  been  an  unqualified  success,  andl  am  certain  the 
parks  are  going  to  benefit  greatly  with  this  new  lab  or  source. 
The  members  of  the  park  staff  who  have  been  handling  this  pro- 
gram have  been  doing  a  very  good  job,  with  most  of  the  credit 
going  to  Jack  Parker  for  getting  the  job  organized  and  under 
Way. 

D,  A  celebration  was  held  to  mark  the  opening  of  the  train  over 
an  easement  for  a  strip  of  land  giving  access  from  Castro 
Valley   into  Grass  Valley  Regional  Park  which  was  granted  us 
by  the  East  Bay  Utility  District,  Over  'l^O  horsemen  took 

part  in  the  opening  day  ride,  and  the  trail  waS  called  a  complete 
success.  The  water  district  wns  extremely  cooperative  in  grant- 
ing this  easem.ent.  In  addition  to  its  use  as  a  tiridle  trail, 
the  easement  could  be  expanded  into  an  autom.obile  road  in  the 
future  to  provide  access  directly  into  Grass  Valley  from  the 
Castro  Valley  area. 

E,  Work  Progress  Report:  During  the  ;:onth  of  June,  and  since  the

After  three  months'  employment, 
if  satisfactory,  the  Trainee  would  be  transferred  to  permanent 
employment  at  $325.00  per  month  or  the  first  step  in  the  park 
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maintenance  man  classification.  After  six  weeks  of  employTnent 
trainee  efficiency  would  be  reviewed  by  his  supervisor,  and 
agai.i  at  the  end  of  three  months.  Efficiency  Reports  are  de- 
signed to  aid  the  employee  in  discovering  weak  points  in  his  vxork 
and  to  offer  him  the  op.jortunity  to  di.scuss  his  work  frankly  with  the 
supervisor, . 

The  trainee  classification  would  carry  with  it  the  benefits  of 
sick  leave  and  annual  leave,  !lov;ever,  during  the  probationary 
period,  although  this  leave  is  accrued,  it  may  not  be  taken  off 
until  after  the  employee  is  under  the  permanent  employment  status.

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F,   The  General  Manacer  had  sent  copies  of  the  new  positions  and 
new  pay  scales  as  worked  out  by  Union  representatives  and 
himself.  In  talking  to  the  Union  representatives.  General 
»  Manager  Waipole  said  that  their  request  for  $23.00  salary 

^  / n  increases  schemed  to  be  in  line  with  comparable  salaries  in  this 

area,  and  that  they  would  like  to  have  the  thinking  of  the 
Board  on  this  matter  in  order  to  allovj  for  any  furtner  salary 
increases  in  preparing  the  oudget  for  1959-1960  fiscal  year. 
He  said  that  if  these  raises  were  jjut  into  effect,  he  would 
recommend  similar  increases  in  the  salaries  of  supervisory 
personnel. 

On  the  subject  of  paying  time  and  one-half  for  overtime  work. 
General  Manager  Waipole  said  that  he  felt  the  Board  would  be 
justified  in  not  paying  time  and  one-half  for  overtime  inasmuch  as 
some  of  the  public  agencies  in  this  locality  do  not  do  so.

G,.   Director  Woolridge  said  that  he  had  been  "nudged"  from  several 
sources  rer.:arding  the  parking  problem  on  Skyline  Blvd.  near  the 
Roberts  Area.  It  appears  that  there  is  some  feeling  among  people 
connected  with  the  Oakland  Park  Department  that  the  Regional  Park 
District  should  provide  additional  par-.ing  space  for  visitors  to 
the  Roberta  Area  so  that  people  would  not  have  to  park  along  the 
roadside.  1 

General  Manager  Waipole  said  that  he  had  recently  ^one  over      I 
this  area  with  Andre  Fontes,  Park  Comm  ssioner,  and  had 
shown  him  the  two  parking  lots  located  in  the  Roberts  Area,  and 
had  pointed  out  places  which,  although  previously  used  for  parking 
off  Skyline  ^Ivd.in  the  Sequoia  Park  area,  had  had  barriers  across 
them  so  that  certain  parking  facilities  had  been  purposely 
eliminated  by  the  Oakland  Park  Department .  General  Manager 
Waipole  stated  that  he  did  not  see  what  the  Regional  Par'ks  could 
do  to  alleviate  this  situation. 

No  action  waS  taken  on  this  subject.

This  letter 
states  that  the  group  was  very  pleased  with  the  park  facilities, 
and  that,  although  it  was  their  first  visit  to  the  park,  they  hope 
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to  make  more  use  of  the  park  in  the  future.   Ordered  filed, 

V.   GEI\1SEIAL  MAI^'AGER'S  REPORT. 

A,  On  the  morning  of  July  h,   1959,  we  had  the  unfortunate  drowning 
of  Byron  Rumfor^'s  son  at  Lake  Temescal  at  approximately 
2:30  a.m.  He  was  accompanied  by  a  companion,  Mr,  Patton,  All 
signs  were  disregarded  as  well  as  the  closed  gates.  They  came 
to  Lake  Temescal  for  an  early  morning  seim,  and  as  a  result 
of  their  actions  the  drowning  of  Mr,  ^^umford  occurred.  We  had 
turned  this  matter  over  to  our  insurance  carriers,  although 
there  seems  to  be  no  possible  claim  against  the  park,  ■'■'he 
area  is  sufficiently  marked  proclaiming  the  swimming  hours  and 
the  gates  are  closed  to  prevent  the  general  public  from  having 
easy  access  to  the  lake.  We  have  a  caretaker  living  out  of 
the  area, 

B,  The  Twenty-second  Regional  '-'hampionship  started  qualifying  on 
July  2ii.  Qualifying  continued  over  Friday,  uaturday,  and 
Sunday,  and  match-play  in  the  annual  event  will  start  on  August 
2,  1959.  We  have  over  2^0  entries,  and  the  entry  fees  will  take 
care  of  all  of  the  trophies  and  other  expenses  of  the  event 
itself.  We  started  holding  this  event  in  1938,  and  it  has 
become  one  of  the  most  popular  tournaments  in  the  area, 

C,  Day  camping  is  in  full  swing  in  all  of  our  regional  parks. 
Over  35  organizations  are  using  the  parks  this  year  for  their 
day  camping  program.  It  is  estimated  that  some  20,000 
children  will  have  had  day  camp  experience  in  the  regional 
parks  this  year.   This  day  camping  activity  puts  quite  a  strain 
on  our  maintenance  problem,  and  makes  it  necessary  for  us  to 
continue  to  develop  areas  to  be  used  by  day  campers.  We  have 
adopted  a  plan  of  allowing  day  camping  in  our  picnic  areas  so 
all  improvements  going  into  the  areas  may  be  used  by  the  general 
public  for  picnicking.  Day  camps  operate  only  from  Monday 
through  Friday  leaving  the  areas  open  for  the  heavy  week-end 
picnicking, 

D,  The  Fourth  of  July  brought  tremendous  crowds  into  the  regional 
parks.  It  was  a  warm  day,  and  all  parks  were  operating  in  full 
capacity,  With  the  exception  of  the  umford  case,  our  main 
problem  waS  fights  among  colored  groups,  particularly  in  Tilden 
^ark.  Some  UO  colored  people  were  cited  by  the  Berkeley  Police 
as  a  result  of  what  almost  amounted  to  a  gang  fight  at  the 
Spruce  Street  entrance  to  ■'■ilden  •t'ark,  A  Pattern  is  becoming 
pretty  well  established  that  Memorial  Lay,  "^he  Fourth  of  July, 
and  Labor  D^y  are  the  days  that  we  are  apt  to  have  the  most 
trouble.  We  handled  the  entire  Fourth  of  July  crowd  withour 
own  crew,  but  if  the  board  is  willing,  the  General  Manager  would 
like  to  enploy  four  or  five  Contra  Costa  County  deputy  sheriffs 
who  are  not  on  duty  on  Labor  Day  to  help  in  controlling  traffic, 
and  any  other  type  of  trouble  that  might  develop. 

The  Board  authorized  the  hiring  of  such  persons  on  ■^abor  Day, 

E,  Work  Progress  Report:  The  tremendous  use  of  the  parks  during 
July  made  it  necessary  for  u^  to  devote  a  great  many  man  hours 
to  maintenance — particularly  to  clean-up.  However,  during  the 
month  the  following  projects  were  either  started  or  completed, 

I,  Tilden  Regional  i^ark 

a.  Completed  spraying  poison  oak  throughout  the  park  concentrating 
.around  picnic  areas,  hiking  and  riding  trails, 

b.  Completed  painting  the  chain  guard  rail  at  Indian  Picnic  Area. 

c.  Installed  nine  chain  gates  at  all  picnic  areas. 

d.  Completed  painting  the  Indian  C^mp  restroom, 

e.  Hauled  30  yards  of  soft  rock  to  Anza  View  road, 

f.  Installed  four  20'  tables  and  repaired  five  10'  tables  at 
Indian  Camp. 

g.  Oiled  15,000  square  feet  of  parkin^^  area  and  pathway  at  the 
Nature  Area  and  at  the  Little  Farm,

a.  Installed  1"  pipe  braces  on  the  wheels  of  the  play  train 
for  better  stability, 

b.  Installed  new  angle  extensions  on  the  legs  of  the  Jack  'n 
Jill  slide, 

c.  Repaired  chains  on  the  swings  by  welding  links, 

d.  "auled  four  truck  loads  of  can  platforms  from  the  American 
C  and  Company  to  the  "oberts  Area  to  be  used  for  firev/ood, 

e.  Reset  and  filled  the  coal  car  with  sand  for  the  sand  box  in 
the  childrens  play  area. 

5,  Redwood  Regional  ^ark. 

a.  Completed  rock  catch-basins  on  the  road  leading  to  the  Girls'

e.  Completed  clearing  in  preparation  for  burnin  and  planting 
about  three  of  the  13  acreas.  This  includes  lo-  ging, 
brushing,  splitting  and  grubbing, 

f.  Sprayed  all  accessible  roads  from  the  stone  bridge  south  for 
poison  oak. 

g.  Prepared  the  fire  truck  for  painting, 

h.  Cleared  the  archery  range  of  suckers  and  sprayed  for  poison  oak. 
i.  Completed  three  new  fire  breaks  in  Grass  Vglley. 
j.   Constructed  a  dirt  backstop  for  the  day  camp  archery  range  at 
Chabot  Area, 
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VI.   UNFINISHED  BUSINESS. 

A.  In  a  letter  dated  July  21,  1959,  Mr.  Oscar  i^rice,  of 

Ponsford  and  Price — Architects,  outlined  a  cost  estimate 
on  construction  of  a  proposed  clubhouse  and  office 
building  to  be  located  at  Joaquin  Miller  "oad  and  Sky- 
Line  Blvd.,  in  Redwood  Regional  ^ark.  His  estimate,  based 
on  preliminary  plans  only  was  $213,000.00.  Mr.  ^rice 
WaS  present  at  this  meeting  and  discussed  the  proposed 
building  with  the  Board,  "e  said  that  it  would  probably 
take  20  months  to  complete'  form  the  time  a  contract  is 
entered  into  with  his  firm. 

Upon  being  asked  about  other  structures  that  have  been 
designed  by  Ponsford  and  Price,  Mr,  Price  mentioned  the 
new  Garden  Center  Building  Lakeside  Park  in  Oakland,^.  the 
Mens'  Garden  Center,  the  Arroyo  Valle  Recreation  Building 
and  two  boat  houses  at  Lake  Merritt — the  new  Sailboat 
House  and  renocation  of  the  old  boat  house. 

Director  Mulvany  said  that  before  the  ^oard  takes  definite 
action  in  entering  into  a  contract,  he  felt  that  the  Board 
should  see  some  of  the  aforementioned  buildings  and, 
also  he  asked  General  Manager  Walpole  about  the  expenditure  of 
over  $200.00  at  this  time. 

The  General  Manager  told  the  Board  that  in  his  opinion  the 
amount  of  money  in  the  bank  would  cover  construction  of  the 
building  as  well  as  leave  enough  to  provide  a  fund  for  the 
purchase  of  land  as  presently  anticipated.  Aside  from 
accumulated  funds,  there  is  enough  in  the  active  account 
and  in  tax  contributions  which  will  be  received  during  the 
ensuing  year  to  cover  operating  expenses.  It  is  believed 
that  with  revenue  now  coming  from  Washington  Township, 
the  total  amount  of  tax  revenue  id-ll  exceed  $600, 000. 

Mr.  ^rice  explained  the  responsibilities  of  the  architect 
in  erecting  a  building  designed  under  contract.  They  would 
include  consultation  on  design  and  planning,  detailed 
specifications  and  plans,  assistance  in  securing  a  contractor, 
supervision  of  construction. 

After  the  discussion  with  '■"'^r.   Price  was  concluded,  the 
Board  continued  to  discuss  bhe  subject.  Director  Mulvany 
and  Director  Sproul  expressed  and  interest  in  seeing  other 
buildings  planned  by  Ponsford  and  -^^rice.  Director  Sproul 
said  that  he  was  convinced  of  the  need  for  the  building,  but 
would  like  to  have  additional  information  oH   this  firm. 
Director  Woolridge  wondered  why  the  City  of  ^akland  had 
engaged  them  to  do  so  many  buildings.  General  Manager 
Walpole  said  that  this  tyj)e   of  work  is  what  they  specialize 
in  and  that  he  felt  they  were,  therefore,  better  eq  ipped  to 
do  the  job  than  some  architect  who  usually  is  concerned 
with  other  types  of  buildings.  There  being  a  number  of 
questions  on  this  matter.  Director  ^'^acdonald  suggested  that 
any  action  be  withheld  pending  further  investigation  to  satisfy 
all  reservations  the  Board  may  have  with  regard  to  the  proposed 
construction,  and  further  suggested  that  perhaps  a  decision  could 
be  reached  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board.  All  members 
of  the  Board  agreed  that  this  would  be  the  best  plan  for 
the  present, 

B.   Director  Mulvany  reported  that  there  is  as  yet  no  particular 
progress  on  the  linker  Property,  "e  has  talked  with  Mr, 
Himmelwright  and  has  found  that  Mr.  drinker's  will  did  not 
provide  for  sale  of  the  property,  but  feels  that  the  heirs  will 
be  interested  in  selling,  "e  said  that  the  executor  can  sell 
the  land  if  it  is  in  the  best  interests  of  the  estate,  ■'■'o 
date,  no' inventory  has  been  filed,  but  this  may  take  place 
within  about  30  days. 


C,  Director  Mulvany  also  reported  that  he  and  the  *^enerai 
Manager  inspected  the  ^ark's  government  bonds  and  it 
would  not  be  practical  to  redeem  the  frovemment  bonds 
held  by  the  Regional  ^arks  which  are  due  in  1962,  due 
to  the  fact  that  they  have  not  been  called,  and  therefore 
could  only  be  redeemed  at  considerable  sacrifice  at  the 
present  time.  This  information  was  obtained  pursuant  to 
an  informal  discussion  of  the  ^oard  on  whether  it  would 
or  would  not  be  practical  to  turn  in  these  bonds  at  this 
time.

the  various  flights.  The  entry  fees  took  care  of  all  expenses 
this  year  and  in  addition  we  had  a  surplus  of  $iiO,00,  '^'he 
next  public  golf  event  will  take  place  in  October  when,  for 
the  third  time,  we  will  put  on  the  Women's  Regional  ^ham  donship. 
Tournaments  of  this  type  have  ;jOod  recreational  value  as  well 
being  good  builders  for  the  course  and  the  Regional  Parks 
generally.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  among  the  -.-dnners 
and  runners  up  of  the  various  flights,  as  well  as  among  a  large 
percentage  of  the  contestants,  there  were  many  yound  golfers

B,  The  day  camping  program  comes  to  a  close  on  -^igust  28,  "he 
estimate  of  20,000  children  day  camping  in  the  Regional  Parks 
was  considerably  lower  than  the  actual  figure.  It  now  appears 
that  the  total  would  be  nearer  30,000  children  who  will  have 
had  day  camping  experience  in  the  Regional  Parks  this  year.  The 
program  has  operated  extremely  smoothly  this  year,  due,  I 
believe,  in  lar^-e  part  to  the  fact  that  vxe  had  a  meeting  with  the 
day  camp  heads  before  the  day  camping  season  started  and  furnished

in  the  area  and  then  have  gone  back  to  root  it  out.

B,  Vice  President  Mulvany  reported  that  as  of  this  date  no  further 
progress  has  been  made  with  regard  to  the  Brinker  Property, 
Just  prior  to  this  meeting  director  Mulvany  spoke  with  Mr,  Olney 
of  the  Trust  Department  of  the  Crocker-Anglo  Bank,  executors  of 
Mr •«. Brinker 's  Estate,  and  vj'as  informed  that  the  inventory  and 
appraisal  have  not  been  filed,  ^e  was  also  told  that  the  heirs 
to  the  estate  wish  to  sell  the  land,  and  that  it  is  possible  th^t 
a  sale  might  be  effected,  I4r,  Olney  suggested  that  Mr.  i;orman 
Johnson  be  contacted  in  this  regard.  Director  Mulvany  explained 
to  I4r,  Olney  that  it  would  be  necessary  for  them  to  clear  the 
title  to  this  land  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Regional  Park 


District  before  the  Park  District  would  consider  its  purchase. 

C.       General  Manaj^er  Walpole  told  the  board  that  Duchess,   Inc.,   the 
concessionaire  handling  the   food  and  merry-go-round  at  the 

Area  under  a  contract  which  expires  in  October,  have  express ed  ' 
their  wish  to  dispense  with  handling  the  merry-go-round,  but 
would  like  to  continue  with  a  renewal  of  t;  eir  contract  for  the 
food  concession. 

The  concession  was  contra. cted  for  the  Duchess  originally  on 

the  promise  that  they  would  have  the  merry-go-round  in 

addition  to  the  food  concession,  and  the  General  Manager  does 

not  believe  it  would  be  feasible  to  split  the  concession,  but 

believes  that  the  value  of  the  merry-go-round  would  be  approximately 

$10,000.00. 

General  ^'lanager  Walpole  offered  to  look  around  for  a  possible 
buyer  for  the  merry-go-round,  and  suggested  that  it  might  even 
be  practical  for  the  Regional  ^ark  District  to  operate  it,  "e 
said  that  he  knew  of  one  party  who  might  be  interested  in  it,  Mr, 
Walpole  said  that  if  someone  is  found  to  operatre  the  merry-go- 
round  he  w  uld  suggest  a  five  year  contract  be  granted  to  that 
person, 

VI,  A,  NSVJ  BUSINESS. 

During  the  month  the  General  Manager  contacted  Mr,  Glen  Slaughter 
who  specialized  in  the  prepartation  of  retirement  plans.  For 
several  yaars  we  have  considered  a  pension  plan  and  it  would 
seem  that  now  is  the  time  to  secure  all  the  facts  and  costs  on 
such  a  plan.  We  contacted  Mr,  Slaughter  and  talked  to  him  in  a 
very  general  way  concerning  pension  plans.  As  a  result  of  this 
conversation,  he  has  sent  us  the  following  letter.  ^"^0  charges 
are  involved  until  we  actually  indicate  that  we  want  his  ser-zice. 
To  date,  all  conversation  has  been  on  a  preliminary  basis, 

Mr,  Walpole  then  read  Mr.  Slaughter's  letter  explaining  his 
services  and  indicating  that  any  commissions  he  receives  for  insured 
plans,  if  that  type  of  plan  should  be  decided  upon,  are  offset 
against  hio  fee.   He  said  that  he  believed  that  ^'^r.  Slaughter  could 
give  some  general  information  to  the  Board  on  a  preliminary  basis  at 
no  charge,  and  that  if  the  Board  wished  to  continue  with  a  complete 
survey  and  professional  advice,  they  could  then  consider  engaging 
Mr,  Slaughter  for  tnis  service. 

Director  Woolridge  said  that  is  his  opinion  t  :e  Board  needed 
counselling  and  that  he  would  like  to  explore  the  possibilities 
of  entering  into  a  retirement  plan  without  an  initial  heavy 
payment  by  the  Park  District  to  start  the  fund,  ^^e  also  sug^^ested 
that  if  professional  advice  is  sought,  it  should  be  with  the 
thought  of  provision  of  a  choice  of  two  or  more  types  of  retirement 
plan  in  order  that  the  Board  might  exercise  an  educated  preference 
for  one. 

The  General  Manager  said  that  it  is  also  possible  and  economical, 
to  have  a  bank  handle  a  retirement  plan,  acting  as  trust  officer.  In 
this  connection,  Vice-President  Mulvany  said  that  he  would  ask 
someone  in  the  Bank  of  America  in  their  San  Francisco  office  to  get 
in  touch  with  General  Manager  Waipoie, 

Director  Woolridge  commented  that  the  board  should  certainly  be 
advised  on  the  subject  before  the  union  makes  a  request  on  behalf 
of  the  employees  for  a  retirement  plan. 

General  Manager  Walpole  said  that  a  retirement  plan  is  more 
necessary  to  the  employees  that  a  health  insurance  plan,  and 
asked  the  Board  if  he  should  determine  what  the  actual  charge  for 
Mr,  Slaughter's  services  in  making  a  survey  and  giving  his 
recommeridations  as  to  various  retirement  plans  would  be,  He  thought 
tnat  an  initial  survey  could  be  made  mthout  charge.

I  V  .   GENERAL  MANAGER'S  REPORT. 

A.  The  Third  Annual  Women's  Golf  Championship  will  be  played  at 

the  Tilden  Golf  Course  starting  October  13  to  16.     This  is  a 
54  hole  medal  tournament    which  we  started  three  years  ago 
as  a  companion  to  the  men's  Regional  Championship.      This 
year  we  expect  approximately  150  contestants  with  prizes 
being  provided  for  by  entry  fees.      There  is  a  great  deal  of 
interest  in  golf  on  the  part  of  women  now,    and  this  tournament 
has  gradually  grown  in  attendance  and  prestige  since  it  was 


started  three  years  ago.      We  expect  to  have  a  very- 
interesting  tournament. 

B.  The  Army  will  probably  turn  the  South  Gate  Army  Camp  back 
to  the  Regional  Parks  about  the  middle  of  October.  Already, 
with  this  camp  coming  back  to  us,  we  have  taken  advantage  of 
the  waterline  serving  this  camp  and  have  converted  it  to  park 
use.  It  will  enable  us  to  furnish  city  water  to  all  picnic  areas 
in  the  south  end  of  Tilden  park,    to  the  Minature  Train  and 

to  the  two  new  restrooms  which  have  been  constructed  in 
the  southern  end  of  Tilden  Park.      This  represents 
a  tremendous  improvement  in  the  public's  use  of  the 
south  end  of  the  park.     Before,    we  had  to  depend  on  one 
spring,    and  this  year  it  went  completely  dry,  hampering 
the  summertirae  use  of  the  park  to  a  great  degree. 

C.  We  are  preparing  a  planting  plan  for  Grass  Valley 
Regional  Park  for  use  by  the  boys  in  the  County 
Probation  Camp  to  plant  approximately  7,  000  small 
trees   in  the  areas  they  have  cleared  of  eucalyptus. 
The  planting  will  include  Douglas  fir  and  Bishop  pine, 
which  we  have  found  by  test  to  be  ideally  suited  for  use 
in  Grass  Valley.      The  new  planting  plan  will  serve  to 
greatly  enhance  the  value  of  Grass  Valley  for  park  ^and 
recreational  purposes. 

D.  September  was  a  month  of  heavy  attendance  in  all 
the  Regional  Parks.     Both  Labour  and  Admission 
Days  were  days  of  heavy  use.      The  early  rain  curtailed 
attendance  in  the  latter  part  of  the  month,    but  was 
especially  welcome  to  put  an  end  to  the  very  serious 
fire  hazard.     Some  damage  occurred  because  of  the 
unexpected  storra,    but  nothing  of  a  serious  nature 
happened. 

E.  Two  members  of  the  Regional  Park  Board,    John  A. 
Macdonald  Secretary,    and  Clyde  Woolridge,    and 
two  members  of  the  staff,    the  General  Manager  and 
his  assistant,    attended  the  National  Park  and 
Recreation  Convention  in  Philadelphia.     Director 
Woolridge  extended  his   stay  in  the  east  by  several  days 
and  is  not  able  to  be  with  us  today. 

Director  Macdonald  reported  on  his  impressions  at 
the  Conference.     He  said  that  the  raeetings  were 
divided  up  in  three  sections  - -the  Commissioners' 
Section;   a  park  section  and  a  zoo  section.     Matters 
discussed  by  the  CommissiGner s  included  vandalism 
highway  encroachment  and  labor  problems  such  as 
wage  rates  and  fringe  benefits.     He  said  that  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  has  instituted  the  use  of  police 
dogs  for  night  patrols.     It  costs   &:3,  000  to  train  a  dog 
for  this  work,    but  the  results  have  been  gratifying. 
The  use  of  dogs  has  virtually  eliminated  vandalism 
in  the  parks . 

There  was  also  panel  discussion  on  the  subject 
of  employment,    wage  rates,    and  fringe  benefits. 
Cincinnatti  employees  are  affiliated  with  the  same 
union  which  Regional  Park  employees  have  joined, 
and  it  was  found  that  the  City  of  Cincinnati  does 
deduct  union  dues  from  the  employee's  salary  if  the 
employee  so  wishes.     It  was  also  found  that  some 
cities  have  actually  signed  contracts  with  unions.

Regarding  the  subject  of  highway  encroachment 

on  park  land,    it  was  brought  out  that  in  some  instances 

the  park  departments  have  not  been  reimbursed 

for  land  confiscated  for  highway  purposes  on  the 

grounds  that  the  land  was  not  being  used.       Director 

Macdonald  specified  that  an  example  of  this  had 

been  unreclaimed  marshland. 

F.  Work  Progress  Report:      During  the  month  of 

September,    maintenance  continues  at  a  high  level  . 
However,    during  the  month  the  following  projects 
were  either  started  or  completed. 

1.  Tilden  Regional  Park. 

a.  Constructed  a  rack  for  storing  banquet  tables  in 
the  Temescal  Clubroom. 

b.  Started  construction  of  stands  to  hold  golf  bags  for 
use  on  the  golf  course. 

c.  Poured  floors  for  three  new  restrooms  and 
completed  roughing  in  the  plumbing. 

d.  Cut  leaching  lines  and  backfill  for  the  new 
restroom  at  South  Gate. 

e.  Erected  two  new  restrooms  at  Fern  and  Camp 
Willows . 

f.  Started  painting  the  new  restrooms. 

g.  Installed  20'  of  24"  culvert  extension   across 
the  main  road  at  Fern  Trail. 

h.       Completed  approximately  3,200'  of  2"  pipeline 
from  Grizzly  Peak  to  Camp  Padre.     Assembled 
and  installed  pressure  regulator  on  this 
waterline . 

i.        Expanded  the  target  area  and  cut  trail  at  the 
archery  range. 

j.        Started  sealing  cracks  in  the  pavement  of  all 
roads  at  the  lower  end  of  Tilden  Park. 

k.       Set  chain  guard  rail  posts  and  welded  on  chain 
on  the  bridge  over  the  spillway  at  Lake  Anza. 

2.  Tilden  Golf  Course. 

a.  Sulphated  all  tees  and  greens. 

b.  Enlarged  No.    8  green. 

c.  Built  forms  for  check  dams  to  be  constructed 
in  Wildcat  Creek. 

d.  Constructed  a  rail  fence  down  No.  3  fairway. 

e.  Installed  new  gate  valve  on  No .  1  tee. 

f.  Installed  300'  of  new  pipeline  to  serve  No .  9  tee. 

3.  Temescal  Regional  Park. 

a.  Erected  100'  new  anchor  fence  at  the  Broadway 
entrance  to  prevent  people  from  cutting  across 
the  bank  to  the  lake . 

b.  Painted  new  parking  lines  and  "stop"  signs  on 
the  pavement  at  the  main  entrance. 

c.  Constructed  one  10'  picnic  table  at  Hilltop 
Picnic  Area. 

d.  Installed  two  all-steel  charcoal  burning  stoves 

at  Willowbrook  Picnic  Area,    and  Lakeside  Picnic 
area. 

e.  Hauled  nine  truckloads  of  brush  and  debris  to  the 
Tilden  dump. 

4.  Roberts  Recreational  Area. 
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a.  Completed  construction  of  a  barrier  fence 
leading  from  the  upper  parking  area  to  the 
lower  parking  area. 

b.  Reconstructed  300'  of  rustic  fencing  of  new 
eucalyptus  logs  . 

c.  Began  fertilizing  all  lawns  using  low  grade 
fertilizer  from  the  pony  stables. 

5.  Redwood  Regional  Park. 

a.  Completed  installing  725'  of  wire  fencing 
around  the  minature  railroad  at  the  entrance 
to  the  park.

c.  Carried  on  clearing  ground  of  eucalyptus 
suckers  and  stumps.     Cleared  6  acres  of  brush 
and  logs,    piling  debris  for  burning;   and  completely 
cleared  3  acres,    including  poisoning  stumps, 
which  are  now  ready  for  planting.

UNFINISHED  BUSINESS. 


A.  The  contract  for  architects'  work  on  the  proposed 
construction  of  a  clubroom  and  office  building  at 
Joaquin  Miller  Road  and  Skyline  Blvd.   was  presented 
to  the  Board.     The    architect's    fee,    according  to  this 
contract  shall  be  7%  of  the  cost  of  construction.      The 
contract  was  executed  by  the  President  and  Secretary, 

B.  Director  Mulvany  reported  that  no  further  progress, 
had  been  made  on  the  hoped-for  purchase  of  the 
Brinker  Ranch.     Mr.   Himmelwright  contacted 
Director  Mulvany  recently  to  inforra  him  that  as  yet 
no  inventory  of  the  estate  has  been  filed,    nor  has 

any  appraisal  been  made.     It  appears  that  the  property 
will  be  sold,    however,    to  clear  the  estate;   and  inasmuch 
as  the  heirs  who  reside  in  the  East  are  evidently  in 
favour  of  selling  the  property,    it  is  hoped  that  the  sale 
will  be  effected  before  too  long.

Director  Sproul  told  the  Board  that  from  information  he  had 
been  able  to  obtain,    property  in  SouthemAlameda  County 
should  not  sell  for  more  than  $75.00    per  acre  for 
ranching  use,    or  could  sell  from  $200.00  per  acre 
up  for  development. 

The  appraisal  on  the  Brinker  Ranch  obtained  by  the 
Regional  Park  District  indicated  a  value  of  slightly 
less  that  $75.00  per  acre. 

C.  Genral  Manager  Walpole  reported  on  information  received 

from  Mr.    Glen  Slaughter  with  regard  to  a  retirement 
plan  for  Regional  Park  employees.     Mr,    Slaughter  has 
stated  that  the  State  Reti'rment  Plan  might  be  the  only  plan 
which  the  Regiom  1  Park  would  be  eligible  for.     However, 
he  will  investigate  other  plans  through  insurance  companies 
and  the  possibilities  of  joining  other  jurisdictions   such 
as  East  Bay  Municipal  Utility  District  which  would  have 
an  existing  plan. 

The  General  Manager   said  that  a  number  of  existing 
city  and  county  jurisdictions  have  already  joined  the 
State  Retirement  System  or  have  their  own  retirement 
plan.     He  suggested  that  if  an  alternate  plan  is  found, 
other  than  the  state,    the  District  Attorney  might  clear 
it.     However,    according  to  Mr.    Slaughter  State  and 
Company  plans  are  apt  to  offer  more  advantages  than 
other  plans.      The  entering  into  State  Retirement  System 
might  mean  the  avoidance  of  possible  criticism  inasmuch 
as  park  funds  would  be  held  by  another  public  agency,    and 
would  not  fall  into  the  hands  of  any  coramercial  agency. 
General  Manager  Walpole  explained     that  only  organizations 
whose  funds  are  controlled  by  the  County  Treasurer  are 
eligible  to  join  the  County  Retirement  Systera.

\  Blau,  president  of  Local  UlU,  at  the  conference  would  not 

have  bearing  upon  his  work  for  the  ^^gional  Park  district, 
and  that  due  to  absence  of  any  aspect  of  his  attendance 
which  might  be  constructive  or  in  the  interests  of  the 
Re  ional  Parks,  the  Board  could  not  legally  grant  leave  of 
absence  with  pay  for  this  ourpose.   Of  course,  Mr,  Blau 
would  be  at  liberty  to  attend  the  conference  by  offsetting 
his  time  off  with  accumulated  annual  leave.

VI.    GENERAL  MANAGER'S  REPORT. 

A.  The  third  Annual  "^omen's  Golf  ".hampionship  was  played  at 
Tilden  Golf  Course  on  October  13  -  l6  as  a  5ii  hole^,  medal 
Tournament,  'i'his  the  third  event  of  its  kind,  proved  to  be 
the  most  successful  women's  tournajnent  we  have  had,  OvfT  66 
contestants  took  part,  and  were  awarded  18  prizes.  The  first 
year  we  had  thirty  players  in  the  tournament — the  second  year 
37,  and  this  year  almost  doubled  the  number.   It  appears  that 
this  tournament  will  be  something  the  women  golfers  on  public 
links  in  the  Bay  Area  need  very  badly  and  should  prove  to  be 
increasingly  popular, 

B,  The  army  had  completed  its  contract  with  the  Park  District  for 
use  of  land  at  the  i^outh  Gate  in  "^ilden  Park,  They  have 
complied  with  all  requests  regarding  removing  buildings,  tanks, 
and  other  installatins  which  we  thought  would  be  a  handicap  to 
us  in  making  use  of  the  area.  The  papers  returning  the  area 
to  the  Park  District  are  here  and  ready  for  signatures. 


The  South  Gate  area  has  marvelous  possibilities  for  the 
development  of  a  concentrated  recreational  area  such  as 
we  have  in  the  Roberts  Area,   It  is  my  thinking  that  v/e 
should  work  up  olans  for  the  development  of  the  area.   It 
would  help  distribute  the  crowds  in  ""'ilden  i^ark  and  would 
provide  an  excellent  spot  for  more  or  less  mass  use  and 
recreation,  V/e  inherited  two  concrete  buildings  on  top  of 
Vollmer  Peak  which  I  believe  can  be  made  useful  for  over- 
nip;ht  camping  for  boy  pnd   girl  organizations.  With  very 
little  work,  we  can  make  them  useful  for  this  type  of  use. 
In  the  lov/er  areadtself ,  we  have  inherited  a  larre  concre+e 
building  which  Iwould  like  the  Directors  to  examine  at  their 
earliest  opportunity.   It  has  always  struck  me  that  this 
building  has  excellent  possibilities  for  office  spaces  and 
lecture  halls — also  the  possibility  of  a  museum  of  modern  art, 
I  am  certain  that  with  a  little  imagination  we  will  find 
this  building  will  prove  a  real  asset  to  Tilden  ^ark, 

G,       Jack  Parker,  our  naturalist,  reports  that  his  junior  ranger 

Program  at  the  Nature  Area  got  away  with  a  hang  this  year  with 
over  3^0  children  taking  part,  Parker  runs  this  program 
through  the  entire  school  term  and  features  regular  classes 
in  nature  study,  nature  hikes,  overnight  camps,  etc.  He 
started  the  group  with  eleven  yoiingsters  and  today  it  had 
grown  so  that  it  is  all  Jack  and  his  wife  can  do  to  handle 
it.  It  is  almost  certain  that  we  must  find  someone  to  help 
him  with  the  program.   In  the  past  we  have  used  volunteer 
mothers  of  the  youngsters  taking  part  for  assistance,  but  it 
has  grown  to  a  point  where  we  definitely  need  a  full  time  person 
to  work  with  Parker, 

D,      V/e  have  started  a  tree  nursery  at  the  Senior  Boys  Gamp  of 
the  Alameda  County  Probation  ^-^ommittee.  Over  1,000  young 
trees  are  to  be  transplanted  from  seedling  trays  to  gallon  cans. 
This  will  make  a  start  for  a  nursery  over  there  so  that  later 
the  trees  or  shrubs  can  be  planted  in  Grass  Valley,  Several 
thousand  trees  have  been  orderd  just  for  the  Senior  Boys  Camp 
from  the  State  Forestry  Department  at  a  cost  of  approximately 
sp3«00  per  thousand.  The  boys  can  transfer  these  trees  to  gallon  cans 
and  keep  them  for  one  year.   Next  winter  we  will  plant  them  in 
Grass  Valley  and  get  more  trees  for  the  boys  camp.  At  this 
rate  perhaps  we  can  build  this  into  a  good  n\irsery  for  growing 
our  trees  to  larger  sizes  before  transplanted  to  the  field, 

B,       Attendance  continued  high  in  all  parks  through  the  month  of 
October,  Picnicking  has  continued  in  full  swing,  '^ath  the 
University  of  California  students  making  use  of  Tilden  on  an 
almost  nighCLy  basis  for  lar':e  organized  picnics,  V/e  have  had 
good  luck  this  year  vrith  the  students  by  having  our  rangers 
secure  the  names  of  organizations  and  the  nanes  of  the  leaders 
giving  instructions  at  the  time  to  clean  the  area  up  before 
leaving.  To  date,  following  this  procedure,  we  have  had  no 
failures, 

F,      V/ork  progress  Report:  During  the  month  of  October,  the

carrying  on  a  study  of  a  pension  nlan  with  Ilr.  Glen 
Slaughter,  and  are  preparing  to  write  the  State  at 
this  time  to  secure  their  financial  and  other  terms 
and  conditions  under  which  we  might  be  included  in 
the  state  retirement  system..  V/e  have  also  talked  to 
Dick  Moore  at  the  District  Attorney  s  office,  and 
have  found  that  it  is  legal  for  the'District  to  contract 
with  an  insurance  company  to  handle  the  pension  plan 
for  the  District.  However,  it  is  not  legal  for  the 
District  to  go  into  a  self -administrated  pension  plan. 
It  is  our  plan  to  obtain  figures  from  the  state,  then 
take  them  to  private  carriers  to  see  if  they  cm  work 
out  a  more  advantageous  plan  for  us,  //e  havefOund  that 
it  is  not  possible  for  us  to  enter  into  the  Alameda  County 
plan  because  of  the  fact,  as  we  have  stated  before, 
that  the  county  does  not  handle  our  money  and  all  the 
Regional  Park's  money  is  in  the  hands  of  its  own 
treasurer.  We  will  have  a  much  more  complete  report 
on  this  matter  at  the  next  Board  meeting.  Director 
Woolridge  commented  that  he  felt  the  Board  should  carry 
on  with  work  on  a  retirement  plan  and  that  the  Board 
should  present  the  findings  to  park  p-rsonnel  as  some 
tiling  done  by  the  Board  alone,  at  which  time  the  employees 
can  decide  whether  they  x^7ish  to  enter  into  a  retirement 
plan, 

B.  Director  Kulvany  reported  that  there  is  still  no  progress 
on  purchase  of  the  Brinker  Hanch. 

C.  Documents  submitted  by  the  Army  for  release  of  the  South 
Gate  Armj''  Gamp  vere  executed  by  the  Board  of  Directors, 

FZU  BUSINESS. 

A«       Vandalism  at  the  Botanic  Garden  has  become  a  serious 

problem  and  as  a  great  deal  of  money  has  been  expended 
in  making  this  collection  of  native  plants  (probably 
the  finest  in  California.)  the  General  Manager  is 
considering  fencing  the  garden  and  would  like  to  get 
preliminary  prices  for  this  work.   If  prices  aopear  to  be 
reasonable,  it  might  be  advisable  for  the  Manager  to 
request  permission  of  the  Board  to  advertise  for  bids. 
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Fencing  the  garden  would  make  it  possible  to  operate 
the  Botanic  Garden  on  an  8-hour  schedule  each  day  of  the 
week.   It  would  also  enable  us  to  close  the  area 
at  approximately  5  p.  ni,  each  day  with  the  certainty  that 
no  one  would  be  in  the  garden  after  our  men  ,ro  home — 
breeding  aats  of  vandalism  and  actually  removing  some  plants, 
which  has  been  our  experience  in  the  past.  The  Board  approved 
of  this  idea  generally,  the  General  Manager  will  proceed 
to  get  estimates  of  the  cost  before  asking  permission  to 
advertise  for  bids.

V,  GENERAL  MANAGER'S  REPORT,  . 

A,OBe  of  the  worst  fires  we  have  experienced  for  some  time  occurred 
in  Grass  Valley  on  October  29,  1959,  The  fire  was  referred  to  as 
a  circus  fire  in  that  it  was  whipped  by  high  winds  and  skipped 
over  a  wide  area.  There  is  a  great  deal  of  green  grass  coming 
up  in  that  area  so  that  the  fire  was  spread  through  the  top  of 
the  grass  and  did  not  burn  grassy  areas  clean.  Extensive  seeding  of 
the  open  land  will  not  be  necessarj''  to  prevent  erosion.  The  fire 
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waS  not  particulary  hot  due  to  the  wind  which  pushed  it  ahead 
of  itself.  The  wind  WaS  so  strong  that  the  fire  never  crowned 
in  the  eucalyptus  groves — rath  r  it  burned  only  ground  cover 
in  most  areas. 

The  fire  covered  a  total  of  between  2^0  to  275  acres  of  Regional 
land.  It  also  co  -ered  approximately  300  acres  of  East  Bay 
Municipal  Utility  District  water  shed  land.  However,  the  fire 
was  primarily  contained  within  the  Regional  Park  Boundaries, 
Two  eucalyptus  groves  were  consumed. by  the  fire  and  the  remainder 
of  the  land  burned  was  of  a  grassy  or  brushy  nature.  Most  of 
the  latter  is  very  hilly, 

A  total  of  28  fire  trucks  responded  to  the  fire,^  These  trucks 
came  from  the  Rggional  Parks,  CaStro  Vglley  and  ^akland.  In 
addition,  there  was  one  ambulance,  one  water  tank  truck  from 
Alameda  County,  one  Army  helicopter,  two  park  pickups  with 
water  tanks,  two  state  Forestry  Department  pickups,  two  Forestry 
Departments  bull  dozers,  and  one  park  bulldozer  brough  in  on 
•  October  30,  It  was  reported  that  the  army  sent  100  volunteers 
from  the  nearby  Nike  base,  and  in  addition  there  were  about  35 
local  volunteers,  hS   firefighters,  two  state  forestry  men  and 
two  dozen  Regional  Park  men.  This  would  total  about  200  men. 

There  are  several  possible  causes  of  the  fire.  As  a  public 
park,  there  are  many  ri  ders  and  hikers  going  through  at  various 
times  of  the  day.  One  of  these  persons  could  easily  have  started 
the  fire.  There  wei-e  cyclone-like  winds  of  high  velocity  that 
dayy  and  it  is  possible  that  one  of  these  gusts  could  have 
picked  up  a  spark  from  somewhere  and  blown  it  into  a  pile  of 
brush.  It  would  be  impossible  to  determine  the  exact  cause 
of  the  fire, 

B.      The  South  Gate  area  of  -^ilden  Regional  Park  is  now  officially 
back  in  the  park  hands  after  the  many  years  of  its  being  under 
lease  to  the  Army,  All  papers  have  been  signed,  and  we  have 
started  preliminary  work  of  locking  up  buildings,  smoothing 
roads,  cutting  back  brush  and  generally  cleaning  up  the  area. 
It  will  still  be  held  as  a  restricted  zone  until  we  have  an 
opportunity  to  clean  it  up.  Hikers  and  riders  will  be 
allov;ed  to  use  the  area,  but  there  will  be  a  restriction 
on  automobile  travel  in  the  area, 

C,.  We  are  spending  quite  a  bit  of  time  and  using  a  lot  of  labor 
from  the  Alameda  County  Boys'  Probation  Camp  in  winterizing 
the  roads  in  Grass  Valley,  The  main  culverts  are  being  cleaned 
out  and  put  back  in  condition  where  necessary,  Headwalls  are 
being  built,  etc.  The  main  drainage  ditches  along  the  road 
coming  down  into  the  work  area  for  the  Camp  are  being  clesuied  out 
and  unsightly  dead  material  removed.  Check  dams  will  be  built 
along  the  whole  length  to  prevent  further  erosion,  preventing 
trash  from  getting  into  Lake  Chabot,  Check  dams  will  also 
be  built  in  places  where  any  runoff  will  be  prevented  from 
carrying  floating  material  into  Lake  Chabot,  """he  planning 
.  program  on  Grass  Vglley  will  start  on  schedule -as  soon  as 
we  have  the  first  rains, 

D,   Construction  of  the  new  No,  3  tee  on  tilden  'jolf  Course  has 
been  completed.  This  tee  will  be  a  companion  to  a  new  No,  3 
hole  which  we  plan  to  build  in  the  spring.  At  the  same  time,  v;e 
improved  the  area  between  the  new  No,  3  tee  and  No,  2  permanent 
green  by  filling  in  with  topsoil,  reseeding  and  installing 
addj.tional  sprinklers  to  provide  a  larger  area  of  grass  around  the 
green  and  to  prevent  balls  from  rolling  off  the  green  into 
rough  area.  When  we  have  completed  this  project,  we  will  have 
a  large  tee  for  the  third  hole  and  a  nev;  green  for  the  third 
hole—at  the  same  time  retaining  the  hole  3  tee  and  No,  3  green. 
This  has  been  necessary  because  of  the  fact  that  the  present  No, 
3  tee  and  No,  3  green  have  become  extremely  wet— almost  to  a  point 
oof  being  usualble  in  the  winter.  With  the  additional  green  and 
tee,  we  will  be  able  to  switch  back  and  forth  to  allow  repair 
and  rebuilding  of  the  green  or  tee  as  necessary. 
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E,  Our  attendance  in  all  parks  continued  to  be  exceptionally 
high  due  to  the  fine  weather.  Attendance  on  weekends 
has  been  very  good  and  all  picnic  areas  have . received  a 
great  deal  of  use.  Naturally,  this  presents  a  niaintenance 
problem  which  has  gone  on  and  beyond  our  usual  experience 
for  this  time  of  year.  However,  the  use  of  the  parks  by 
the  public  more  than  makes  up  for  this  additional  labor, 

F,  Work  Progress  Report,  During  the  month  of  October,  the 
following  projects  were  either  started  or  coiqjleted  in 
the  Regional  Parks, 

1,  Tilden  Regional  Park,  . 

a.  We  have  done  a  lot  of  additional  maintenance  work 

in  the  Nature  Area  during  this  period.  Brush  has  been 
cut  and  piled  for  burning.  Eucalyptus  had  been 
removed  where  it  is  growing  among  the  oaks  along  Laurel 
Creek  and  we  have  a  great  deal  more  of  this  to  do. 
The  Little  F^rm  has  been  winterized  through  making 
necessary  repairs,  cleaning  up  the  manure,  etc, 

b.  Installed  a  new  pump  and  regulator  on  the  park  water 
tank  truck, 

c.  Repaired  and  reb\iilt  the  front  of  the  ranchwagon  used 
in  Grass  Valley, 

d.  Excavated  and  poured  a  septic  tank  to  serve  the  next 
rest  room  at  Fern  Area, 

e.  Completed  painting  all  window  sash  in  the  Brazilian 
Building, 

f .  Constructed  two  culvert  bulkheads  and  leaching  lines 
at  Laurel, 

g.  Constructed  one  culvert  bulkhead  and  leaching  line  at 
Upper  CaVes  and  one  at  South  Gate. Road, 

h.  Constructed  rock  steps  and  a  flower  bed  near  the  new  restroom 

at  South  Ggte, 
i.  Painted  all  center  lines  on  main  roads  and  parking  area 

zone  lines, 
j.  Installed  a  pipe  gate  at  the  entrance  to  the  Boys'  Camp, 
k.  Completed  a  septic  tank  and  leaching  lines  for  new  rest 

rooms  at  Fern  and  "^illows  Picnic  Areas, 
1,  Con5)leted  painting, the  three  new  metal  restrooras, 
m.  Graded  and  cut  leaching  lines  for  Fern  and  Willows  rest rooms, 
n.  Raised  the  concrete  foundation  on  the  back  of  the  pony  barn, 
o.  Checked  all  electric  wiring  and  prepared  for  installation 

of  a  meter  on  the  building  at  the  old  army  camp.  Installed 

a  punp  in  the  basement  of  the  building, 

2,  Tilden  Golf  Course, 

a.  Hauled  and  spread  3>000  yards  of  topsoilc  in  the 
construction  of  No,  3  tee  and  in  renewing  eroded  areas  on 
the  golf  course, 

b.  Installed  a  sprinkler  system  with  12  sprinklers  at  No,  3  tee, 

c.  Hauled  200  yards  of  rock  to  the  check  dams  on  Wildcat  Creek, 

d.  Top-dressed  and  prepared  the  temporary  No,  3  green. 

e.  Seeded  No,  5  and  11  tees  and  an  area  above  No,  18  green, 

3,  Lake  Temescal  Regional  Park, 

a.  Painted  the  garage  at  the  Kiwanis  Building, 

b.  Installed  a  new  sprinkler  heads  at  Lakeside  lawn, 

c.  Dug  ditch  and  laid  2li'  of  cast  iron  sewer  pipe  for  Lakeside 
rfestroom, 

d,/Hauled  UO  yards  of  gravel  for  fill  over  the  leaching  tile, 

e.  Installed  new  fixtures  and  a  new  water  tank  at  Lakeside 
restroom, 

f ,  Constructed  a  new  dam  and  ditch  to  stop  erosion  at  Lakeside 
restroom, 

U*    Redwood  Regional  Park, 

a.  Completely  cleaned  dirt  and  leaves  off  the  main  road  into 
the  park  in  preparation  for  armor-coating  the  road, 

b.  Holes  and  bad  spots  in  the  road  were  dug  out,  cleaned  and 
patched  with  one  half  inch  of  black  top, 

c.  Three  quarters  of  the  length  of  the  main  road  was  armor-coated 
with  oil  and  rock. 
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d.  Packed  down  the  armor-coating  on  the  main  road  with 
the  roller. 

e.  Cut  back  brush  and  tree  limbs  for  20'  along  the  creek 
side  of  the  baseball  field, 

f .  The  area  on  the  East  Ridge  waS  cleaned  of  brush  and 
topsoil  which  was  dozed  into  a  stockpile  with  the  TD18 
tractor, 

g.  The  parking  area  at  Skyline  G^te  was  cleaned  and  an 
armor-coating  of  oil  and  rock  was  applied  to  protect 
the  pavement, 

h.  Hauled  five  truck  loads  of  hard  wood  from  a  construction 

point  to  the  park  for  use  as  firewood, 
i.  Directional  signs  for  Stream,  Mill  Canyon  and  Canyon 

Trail  and  East  Ridge  Trail  had  hours  put  on  them  and 

were  set  back  up, 

5,     Grass  Valley  Regional  ^ark, 

a.  Completed  constructing  a  temporary  rain  shelter  in  the 
work  area  of  the  Alameda  County  Boys'  Camp,  The  shelter 
consists  of  eucalyptus  logs  and  suckers  for  the  roof, 

b.  Cleared  sucker  growth,  brush  and  logs  from  about  five 
acres  and  piled  for  burning, 

c.  Approximately  ten  acres  were  cleared  and  are  ready  for 
planting  due  to  the  fire  in  this  area  on  October  29. 
Five  of  these  acres  had  already  been  sown  with  grass 
seed, 

d.  Cleared  one-third  of  the  drainage  cre^k  from  Marciel 
Road  to  the  junction  at  the  bottom  of  the  hill, 

e.  Constructed  a  check  dam  at  the  bottom  of  this  drainage- 
creek.  At  least  four  additional  check  dams  are  completed, 

f.  Prepared  the  culvert  at  the  bottom  of  the  creek  in  order 
to  place  headwalls  on  both  sides  of  the  culvert. 

g.  Poisioned  stumps  over  a  one-are  area. 

h.  Installed  a  siren  and  sidehood  on  the  station  wagon  for 
the  purpose  of  calling  the  boys  into  the  carrp, 

i.  Patrolled  the  burned  area  daily  after  October  29,  checking 
for  any  smouldering  remains.  The  last  such  remains  were 
extinguished  on  Friday,  November  13. 

j.  Repaired  the  damage  to  the  girl  scout  shed  at  Corral  Camp 
which  occurred  on  November  11,  A.lso  repaired  latrines  at 
Corral  Camp  which  were  overturned  on  that  date, 

VI,   UNFINISHED  BUSINESS. 

A,  Vice-President  Mulvany  reported  that  he  had  discussed 
the  Brinker  estate  with  Mr,  Jack  Himmelwright  on 
Novonber  19.  Mr,  Himmelwright  said  that  a  sizeable  claim 
had  been  filed  against  the  estate  which  would  have  to  be 
settled.  The  executors  were  going  to  have  a  meeting  with 
the  heirs  to  discuss  the  suit.  The  claim  will  have  to 

be  settled  either  by  trial  or  settlement,  and  no  partial 
distribution  of  the  estate  can  be  made  until  they  get 
rid  of  the  suit.  It  could  be  six  months  or  longer  before 
the  estate  can  be  distributed. 

There  are  three  heirs  in  this  area,  and  one  living  in 
the  east, 

Mr,  Himmelwright  said  that  Mr,  Brinker  had  not  wanted 
to  sell  the  property  at  the  time  the  Regional  ^'ark 
Board  submitted  an  offer  on  the  land,  as  he  had  felt 
that  he  had  only  a  few  3nBars  to  live  and  wished  to 
enjoy  having  the  ranch, 

B,  General  Manager  Walpole  reported  that  he  had  written  to 
the  state  providing  information  they  request  to  start

from  them.

C»   Mr,  Oscar  Price,  the  architect  who  has  been  working  q 

on  preliminary  plans  for  the  proposed  clubroora  and  ag 

office  bid  Iding  presented  a  tentative  floor  plan  of 
the  lower  floor  of  this  building  which  incorporates 
the  clubrooms,  kitchen,  dressing  rooms,  etc.  He  explained 
that  he  would  at  this  point,  like  the  Board  to  signify- 
officially  that  they  wished  him  to  continue  to  produce 
a  more  detailed  plan  and  that  he  would  then  go  ahead, 
working  with  the  General  Manager  to  devise  a  "final 
preliminary  plan",  upon  completion  of  which  he  would 
submit  a  bill  for  partial  payment  of  the  architect's  fee. 
He  also  said  that  his  estimate  of  the  cost  of  this  building, 
including  architect's  fees,  would  be  $2^0,000,00,  and 
that  if  the  Board  was  considering  a  lesser  sura,  that  it 
would  become  necessary  to  eliminate  something  from  the 
plans  as  they  now  stand.

General  Manager  Walpole  reported  that  approximately  a  year 
ago  we  purchased  a  Cushman  scooter  for  use  on  the  golf 
course.  We  have  been  using  the  scooter,  but  find  it  is  not 
entirely  satisfactory  for  the  purpose.  Being  a  three  wheeled 
unit,  it  has  a  tendency  on  steep  areas  to  tip  over  and  the 
wheels  cut  into  wet  turf  too  much, 

A  new  Terra-Car,  for  which  we  have  some  advertising  material, 
has  only  two  tdieels,  with  tires  so  soft  that  you  can  run 
it  over  the  wettest  turf  without  damage.  We  have  tried  it 
out  and  found  that  it  will  p\ill  all  the  hills  on  the  course 
with  perfect  safety.  It  would  make  an  ideal  cart  for  patrolling 
the  golf  course.  The  scooter  could  be  transferred  to  the 
Roberts  Area  where  it  would  replace  the  jeep  now  used  there. 
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The  gas  saving  on  both  rigs  is  tremendous  as  they  operate 
for  almost  a  week  on  one  tank—approximately  h   gallons  of 
gas.  Only  one  company  has  the  Terra-C^r,  the  California 
Toro  Co,  Its  price  is  $1,250,00  so  it  would  be  necessary  to 
obtain  bids.  There  is  no  chance  that  we  would  get  any  other 
type  of  cart  because  this  is  the  only  one  which  would  meet 
our  specifications.

E,  Director  Macdonald  reported  that  he  had  attended  a  meeting 
of  the  Hayward  Park  Commission  and  that  persons  at  the 
meeting  had  expressed  their  interest  in  establishing  a 
park  on  the  shore  of  the  Bay  at  the  foot  of  Alameda  Creek, 
They  had  asked  him  whether  the  Regional  Park  District  would 
be  interested  in  creating  such  a  park.  Director  Macdonald 
had  told  them  tat  at  the  present  time,  the  Park  Board  is 
considering  the  purchase  of  land  in  another  part  of  the 
county  and  that  he  would  suggest  that  they  approach  the 
Board  in  February  of  I96O  in  this  regard.

F,  General  Manager  Walpole  told  the  Board  that  the  California 
State  Highway  Division  had  aksed  permission  to  have  a 
repeater  radio  station  on  top  of  Vollmer  Peak,  They  alreac^ 
have  such  a  station  in  existence  at  that  location,  its  use 
having  been  granted  by  the  Army  while  the  property  was  leased 
by  the  government.  The  General  Manager  had  stated  that  he  felt 
that  the  Board  would  not  wish  to  have  any  such  installation 

in  the  park,  but  that  on  the  other  hand,  if  the  state  would 
provide  radio  repeater  service  for  the  Regional  Parks  providing 
and  maintairiing  the  necessary  equipment  therefore,  the  Board 
might  be  VTilling  to  allow  them  to  use  the  required  space.

V.     C0M^4UNI  CATIONS. 

A.  Letter  received  from  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Paul  Strohallen,  requesting 
that  the  Board  consider  them  for  a  contract  as  concessionaires 
at  the  Roberts  Recreational  Area,  operating  the  refreshment 
stand  and  the  merry-go-round.   They  have  furnished  references, 
both  business  and  personal,  and  state  that  they  have  recently 
conducted  a  business  at  the  Peek-A-Boo  Amusement  Park  in  San 
Pablo.   This  was  a  refreshment  stand,  and  was  operated  by  them 
for  approximately  three  years. 

The  General  Manager  advised  the  Board  that  all  references 
received  in  response  to  the  park's  inquiries  have  proved  to 
be  very  satisfactory,  however,  the  Strohallens  have  not  yet 
negotiated  to  buy  the  merry-go-round  at  the  Roberts  Area, 
and  until  it  is  determined  whether  or  not  they  will  be  able 
to  do  this,  no  action  can  be  taken  to  award  a  contract. 

Director  Woolridge  said  that  he  felt  the  Strohallens  would 
like  to  have  some  word  from  the  Board  at  this  point  indicative 
of  the  Board's  stand,  and  that  if  the  Strohallens  appear  to  be 
satisfactory  as  concessionaires  at  the  Roberts  Area,  perhaps 
the  Board  should  so  inform  them  in  order  that  they  might  carry 
on  with  plans  they  might  have  to  buy  the  merry-go-round.   The 
other  Directors  agreed  that  they  would  be  willing  to  enter  into 
a  contract  with  the  Strohallens  if  they  can  buy  the  merry-go-round, 
and  asked  the  General  Manager  to  let  them  know  of  the  Board's 
decision. 

B.  Letter  of  December  18,  1959,  received  from  Lloyd  Graham  requesting 
renewal  of   his  lease  on  the  Piedmont  Stables  in  Redwood  Park  for 
the  calendar  year  January  1  to  December  31,  1960. 

The  Board  voted  unanimously  in  favor  of  renewing  the  lease  on 
the  Piedmont  Stables,  and  the  renewal  for  was  executed. 

VI.   GENERAL  MANAGERS  REPORT. 


A.   A  luncheon  meeting  was  held  with  Colonel  Adams,  who  is  in 
charge  of  the  Alameda  County  Probation  Camp  from  which  we 
receive  the  boys  who  are  working  in  Grass  Valley.   Plans  were 
set  up  for  the   establishment  of  a  nursery  on  the  camp  grounds 
and  it  is  hoped  that  some  2000  trees  can  be  put  into  gallon 
cans  this  year  to  be  planted  in  the  Regional  Parks  at  a  later 
date.   We  are  buying  the  trees  from  the  State  as  small  seedlings 
at  $10.00  per  thousand.   The  cans  and  the  top  soil  are  being  collected 
by  the  camp.   The  planting,  watering,  and  care  of  the  plants  will 
be  done  by  the  boys.   After  one  year,  these  will  be  worth  approx- 
imately $1.25  a  piece.   This  will  make  a  very  desireable  addition 
to  our  tree  planting  program.   Plans  were  also  discussed  for  the 
extension  of  work  services  by  the  boys  in  the  Regional  Park.   To 
date,  approximately  45  boys  were  working  in  Grass  Valley.   It 
appears  that  eventually  we  may  have  more  boys  coming  from  camp, 
and  there  is  a  good  possibility  that  we  might  extend  their  use  to 
other  Regional  Parks  than  Grass  Valley.   To  date  they  have  relaxed 
to  a  point  that  we  have  been  taking  the  boys  over  to  Tilden  Park 
and  using  them  for  loading  trucks  for  transporting  rock  and  other 
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material  used  in  the  Grass  Valley  projects.   The  contribution 
these  boys  are  making  to  Regional  Parks,  particularly  in  Grass 
Valley  where  their  time  has  been  centered,  is  almost  inestimable. 
As  to  the  costs  of  the  jobs  they  are  doing — they  are  doing  many 
tasks  that  we  would  not  possibly  be  able  to  expend  Park  funds  to 
accomplish . 

B.On  December  11,  the  General  Manager  attended  a  conference  on  Regional 
Parks  at  the  Richmond  Auditorium.   This  conference  was  sponsored  by  the 
University  of  California  and  had  attendance  from  all  of  the  Bay  Area 
Cities  and  Counties.  Of   main  concern  was  the  extension  of  Regional 
Parks  around  the  entire  Bay  Area.  They  also  put  stress  upon  the  fact 
that  there  is  a  tendency  now  for  other  public  agencies  to  continue 
whittling  away  at  the  Parks  now  in  existence.  This  is  particularly 
true  of  the  Highway  Department,  and  its  disregard  for  parks  vdien  they 
are  pushing  freeways  through.   This  appears  to  be  one  of  the  strongest 
moves  we  have  experienced  in  some  time  for  extension  of  Parks  of  this 
type  around  the  Bay  Area.   The  discussions  were  very  informative  and 
extremely  worth  while. 

C.The  extremely  dry  weather  we  are  experiencing  at  this  writing  is 

making  it  possible  to  accomplish  a  great  deal  of  new  work  particularly 
in  the  way  of  top-dressing  all  fairways  on  the  Golf  Course  with 
manure  secured  from  the  stables  in  Redwood  Canyon.  We  have  also  been 
able  to  do  a  great  deal  of  grass  seeding,  having  completed  seeding 
the  new  ball  field  in  Redwood  Regional  Park  and  a  number  of  plots  on 
the  Golf  Course  itself.   We  have  also  installed  and  put  into  service 
three  restrooms  in  Tilden  Regional  Park.  On  the  other  hand  the  dry 
weather  has  completely  stymied  our  tree  planting  program  and  has  made 
it  necessary  to  continue  with  a  high  degree  of  maintenance  due  to 
the  fact  that  the  parks  are  still  being  used  quite  heavily  by  the 
public.   The  lake  in  Tilden  Park  remains  a  vital  issue  because  of 
the  fact  that  no  water  has  entered  it  to  speak  of   since  we  ended 
the  swimming  season,  and  the  lake  at  this  point  is  approximately 
35  feet  lower  than  spillway  level. 

D.Work  Progress  Report.   During  the  month  of  December,  since  our  last 
Board  Meeting  the  following  projects  were  either  started  or  completed 
in  the  Regional  Parks. 

1.  Tilden  Regional  Park 

a.  Rebuilt  and  worked  over  all  four  chain  saws  for  tree  cutting 
during  the  winter  period. 

b.  Completed  pouring  septic  tanks  and  laid  letching  line 
backfilled  with  rock;  completed  installation  of  water  lines 
and  fixtures  for  the  restroom  at  Camp  Willows. 

c;   Constructed  flower  beds  in  front  of  building. 

d.  Completed  installation  of  fixtures  in  the  South  Gate . restroom 
and  hauled  five  yards  of  fine  gravel  for  footpaths  around 
building. 

e.  Painted  all  stop  and  caution  signs  throughout  park  on  park 
roads . 

f .  Constructed  a  new  type  of   drinking  fountain  and  wash  basin 
at  Camp  Fern. 

g.  Continued  to  dig  for  a  water  line  at  Camp  Fern. 

h.    Cut  two  flat  rack  loads  of  pine  boughs  for  use  in  the 

Veterans  Hospital, 
i.   Oiled,  painted  and  shingled  the  roof  of  the  Brazilian  Building. 

2.  Tilden  Golf  Course. 

a.  Set  (  in  concrete)  two  shoe  brushes  at  Golf  Clubhouse  for 
cleaning  shoes  of  golfers  coming  into  the  Golf  Clubhouse. 

b.  Rakes  and  seeded  the  new  No.  3  golf  tee. 

c.  Continued  working  on  check  dams  in  Wildcat  Creek. 

d.  Constructed  a  rock  wall  in  the  creek  at  No.  11  tee  to  prevent 
erosion, 

e..   Seeded  fields  at  Redwood  Regional  Park  and  Bell  Camp  baseball 
field,  playground,  and  Trail's  end. 


f .  Constructed  three  valve  boxes  for  use  with 
sprinkler  system, 

g.  Sulphated  tees  and  greens  on  golf  course. 

h.   Spread  twenty  truck  loads  of  manure  on  golf  course  fairways. 

3.  Lake  Temescal  Regional  Park. 

a.  Constructed  16  ft.  of  all  steel  fence  and  painted  a 
sign  in  the  Bowl  Area. 

b.  Painted  and  rehung  a  Park  sign  on  Contra  Costa  Avenue. 

c .  Repaired  cracks  in  pavement  on  dam  and  at  the  Rangers 
Residence  entrance. 

d.  Hauled  and  spread  four  loads  of  manure  on  Lakeside  lawn. 

e.  Pruned  and  cut  back  three  large  Maple  trees  and  hauled  brush 
up  to  Tilden  Park  dump. 

4.  Redwood  Regional  Park. 

a.  Hauled  thirty  five  loads  of  top  soil  to  the  new  ball 
field. 

b.  Top  soil  spread  with  T.  D.  18  Tractor. 

c.  Thirty  loads  of   manure  hauled  and  spread  on  ball  field. 

d.  Nine  standard  pipes  1"  in  size  complete  with  sprinklers 
set  in  at  ball  field. 

e.  Dug  water  line  ditch  and  installed  450'  of  water  line 
for  a  sprinkling  system  at  the  playfield. 

f .  The  Service  Yard  was  cleaned  up  for  tractor  trail  behind 
sheds . 

g.  Painted  corners  of  headwalls  and  railings  on  main  road 
bridges  white  for  safety  purposes . 

h.    Constructed  a  new  drinking  fountain  at  Maple  Area  picnic 
grounds . 

5.  Roberts  Recreational  Area. 

a.  Dug  14  holes  with  the  post  hole  digger  for  stem  pipes 
and  wire  fence. 

b.  Cemented  14-2"  pipes  in  ground  for  wire  fence. 

c.  Painted  by  spraying  one  coat  of  primer  and  one  coat 
of  aliominium  paint  on  490'  of  chain  fence. 

d.  Railroad  ties  painted  in  fence  leading  down  to  lower 
parking  lot  completed. 

e.  Welded  chain  for  65'  of  chain  fence. 

f .  Added  20'  of  2"  water  pipe  for  wading  pool. 

g.  Replaced  two  sections  of  galvanized  culvert  on  drain 
pipe  at  the  ball  field. 

h.   Hauled  seven  loads  of  manure  and  spread  on  side  banks 
of  ball  field. 

6.  Grass  Valley  Regional  Park. 

a.  Repaired  barbed  wire  fence  Marciel  Gate;  also  improved 
horse  entrance. 

b.  Repaired  leak  on  plastic  pipe  at  Big  Trees  Camp. 

c.  Transported  three  loads  of  rock  from  the  hard  rock 
quarry  in  Tilden  Park;  one  load  of  sand  and  cement 
for  construction  of  head  walls. 

d.  Cleaned  approximately  six  acres  of  undergrowth  in 
preparation  for  burning  logs.   This  includes  the 
removal  of  saplings  and  dead  debris  into  windows. 

e.  Constructed  seven  check  dams  to  prevent  debris  from 
washing  into  Lake  Chabot . 

VII.  UNFINISHED  BUSINESS. 

A.   General  Manager  Walpole  said  that  he  had  talked  to 

Mr.  Himmelwright  about  looking  for  some  property  other 
than  the  Brinker  Ranch  which  might  be  available  and 
suitable  for  a  Regional  Park. 
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It  was  suggested  that  it  might  be  possible  to  condemn 
the  Brinker  property  and  to  have  the  price  of  the  property 
impounded  pending  settlement  of  the  law  suit  against  the 
Brinker  estate.   Vice-President  Mulvany  said  that  the 
District  Attorney's  office  would  have  to  handle  any  such 
move,  that  a  price  would  have  to  be  set  on  the  property 
through  additional  appraisals. 

No  action  was  taken  at  this  time. 

B.   The  General  Manager  told  the  Board  that  he  had  obtained 
a  rough  estimate  of  the  cost  of  a  chain  link  fence  around 
the  Botanic  Garden  and  that  the  price  would  be  around 
$8,000.00  for  a  six  foot  fence  with  post  extensions  for 
barbed  wire  around  the  top. . 

The  fence  is  recommended  to  enable  us  to  lock  up  the 
area  at  night  for  the  protection  of  the  plant  collection 
This  would  also  result  in  less  output  in  extra  wages 
to  have  a  man  patrol  this  area. 

The  Board  agreed  that  the  fence  would  be  very  practical, 
and  authorized  the  General  Manager  to  advertise  for  bids 
for  its  construction.   On  motion  of  Director  Macdonald, 
seconded  by  Director  Woolridge,  the  following  resolution 
was  adopted:

C.    General  Manager  Walpole  informed  the  Board  that  the  floor 
of  the  Brazilian  Room  the  original  parquet  floor,  is  in 
poor  shape  and  shold  be  replaced.   It  is  very  uneven  and 
dangerous  to  step  upon.   He  had  contacted  one  floor  installer 
who  estimated  that  a  new  maple  floor  of  the  conventional 
type  could  be  put  in  on  top  of  the  existing  parquet  floor 
for  about  $1800.00.   The  room  is  40'  x  22'. 

Director  Woolridge  questioned  the  advisability  of  putting 
in  a  new  floor  over  the  old  one,  and  the  General  Manager 
explained  that  this  would  be  the  easiest  way  of  doing  it 
because  the  parquet  is  laid  directly  on  a  cement  slab. 
The  Board  suggested  that  additional  information  be  obtained 
regarding  different  methods  of  replacing  the  floor  and 
that  additional  estimates  be  furnished  before  they  decide 
what  should  be  done  in  this  case. 
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The  General  Manager  reported  the  California  Society 
of  the  American  Institute  of  Park  Executives  are 
holding  their  State  Convention  at  Pasadena  on  January 
10th  to  14th  and  requested  permission  from  the  board 
to  attend  with  his  assistant  Tom  Flood.

B.   Letter  of  January  4,  19^0,  received  from  C.  S.  Shelly  of 

the  Livermore  Area  Recreation  and  Park  District,  informing 
the  Revional  Park  District  of  his  Board's  desire  to  enter 
into  an  agreement  with  the  State  of  California  which  would 
enable  the  Livermore  District  to  assume  responsibility  and 
operating  control  of  any  recreational  facilities  which  may 
be  developed  at  the  Del  Valle  site.   The  letter  further 
states  that  jurisdiction  over  this  area  must  be  decided  upon 
by  the  State,  and  that  Livermore  District  and  the  East  Bay 
Regional  Park  District  are  the  organizations  being  considered. 
The  letter  asks  for  the  Regional  Park  Board's  reaction. 

The  Board's  opinion,  which  was  unanimous,  was  that  no  action 
should  be  taken  at  the  present  time.   The  State  has  not 
officially  approached  the  Park  Board  with  regard  to  admin- 
ist  ring  the  proposed  recreational  facilities  (which  are  to 
embrace  picnicking  and  boating  facilities  on  approximately 
seven  miles  of  shoreline  surrounding  an  artificial  lake 
which  will  be  formed  upon  construction  of  a  damm  which  is 
now  propoed.   Therefore,  any  action  on  the  part  of  this 
Board  at  the  present  time  would  be  premature. 

Director  Mulvany  suggested  that  Mr.  Shelley  be  advised  of 
the  Board's  desire  to  await  some  word  from  the  State  in 
this  connection  before  making  any  decision,  and  upon  agree- 
ment of  the  other  Directors,  the  General  Manager  was  instructed 
to  reply  to  the  letter  apprising  Mr,  Shelly  of  this  fact. 
Since  the  extent  of  the  proposed  recreational  development  is 
not  known,  it  is  impossible  for  the  Park  Board  to  express 
any  opinion  regarding  the  feasibility  of  administration  by 
the  Regional  Park  District. 

V,    GENERAL  MANAGER'S  REPORT 

A.  Three  members  of  the  East  Bay  Regional  Park  staff  attended 
the  annual  Conference  of  the  California  Society  of  the 
American  Institute  of  Park  Executives  in  Pasadena  on  January 
10-13.   Mr.  Wesley  Adams  went  in  my  place  due  to  the  fact 
that  I  had  two  appointments  during  that  period  which  couldn't 
be  called  off.  Our  staff  members  took  a  number  of  colored 
slides  of  the  Regional  Parks  and  showed  them  continuously  in 
an  automatic  projector  during  the  time  of  the  convention.   These 

pictures  were  viewed  with  a  great  deal  of  interest  by  park 
people  from  other  parts  of  the  state.  Our  staff  also  took 
with  them,  and  entered  in  a  contest  for  new  ideas,  a  model 
exhibiting  a  locking  device  which  enables  us  to  use  our  pad- 
locks belonging  to  other  organizations  on  the  same  door  or 
gate.   This  exhibit  was  awarded  second  prize  which  was  $20.00. 
The  theme  of  the  conference  was  "Looking  Back  to  See  Ahead". 
Many  top  park  people  from  the  state  attended  and  took  part 
in  the  conference.   From  reports  submitted  by  those  of  our 
staff  who  attended,  it  would  appear  that  they  all  derived 
some  benefit  through  their  attendance. 

B.   On  Tuesday  evening,  January  19,  a  meeting  with  the  Crestmont 
Home-owners  was  held.   Crestmont  is  the  subdivision  nearest 
the  site  of  the  proposed  office  and  clubhouse  building  on 
Skyline  Boulevard.   Those  present  were  particularly  interested 
in  knowing  exactly  what  the  Regional  Parks  proposed  in  the 
development  of  the  area.   After  this  was  explanied,  they 
seemed  to  be  in  complete  accord  with  our  thoughts  on  develop- 
ment of  the  site. 

Although  this  property  is  outside  the  city  boundary,  and 
therefore  the  building  and  general  development  does  not 
fall  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Oakland  Planning  Depart- 
ment, it  is  still  good  business  to  acquaint  the  people  in  the 
immediate  neighborhood  of  what  we  are  doing,  and  to  be  sure 
that  we  will  not  run  into  serious  objections  after  the 
building  is  under  way. 
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Generally  speaking,  the  meeting  was  quite  successful. 
Most  of  the  people  at  the  meeting  seemed  to  think,  that 
the  building  will  be  a  real  asset  to  recreational  facilities 
in  that  area. 

C.    At  last  we  have  started  to  receive  some  rain,  although 
the  reservoirs,  particularly  Lake  Anza  which  lacks  20* 
of  being  full,  have  not  had  enough  water  to  bring  them 
up  to  top  water  leve.   The  planting  program  has  been 
started,  and  to  date,  we  have  planted  over  3,000  trees 
in  Grass  Valley,  these  being  Ponderos ,  Monterey  and  Bishop 
pines.   Douglas  fir  and  Arizona  Cypress  have  been  planted 
to  introduce  a  change  in  texture.   Ponderosa  and  Monterey 
pines  have  been  mixed  in  some  spots  because  of  their  difference 
in  color — the  Monterey  pine  being  a  dark  green  while  the 
Ponderosa  is  a  dark  blue  gray.  These  two  varieties  also 
have  difference  in  growth  with  the  Monterey  pine  making  rapid 
growth  but  still  providing  a  certain  amount  of  shade  and 
protection  in  comparison  to  the  Ponderosa.   Once  the  Ponderosa 
pine  gets  its  roots  down  into  the  soil  it  too  will  achieve 
rapid  growth,  but  it  will  be  hehind  the  Montery  pine  for 
several  year. 

One  troop  of  Boy  Scouts  planted  2,000  pines  near  the 
Marciel  Gate  in  Grass  Valley.  These  trees  were  paid  for 
by  the  scouts,  although  we  secured  them  from  the  State 
Forestry  Department. 

About  2,000  Bishop  pines  and  Douglas  firs  were  planted 
in  Tilden  Park,  and  we  also  planted  some  Fremontia  and 
native  redbuds  along  parking  strips.   In  addition,  we  are 
securing  approximately  3,000  seedilings  of  Bishop  pine, 
Douglas  fir  and  Arizona  cypress  to  be  planted  in  various 
scout  groups  around  the  edge  of  the  Nature  Area. 

D.    Work  Progress  Report:   During  the  month  of  January,  the 
following  projects  were  either  started  or  completed: 

1.    Tilden  Regional  Park. 

a.  Planted  100  gallon-can  size  Bishop  pines  around 
the  new  restrooms  and  in  areas  which  needed 
screening . 

b.  Planted  2,000  Douglas  firs  and  Bishop  pines 
(seedling  stock)  encircling  various  meadows  in 
Tilden  Park. 

c.  Installed  a  radio,  red  light  and  siren  on  the  new 
Ford  pickup  truck. 

d.  Pulled  out  the  TD9  loader  motor  for  overhauling. 

e.  Completed  plumbing  in  the  two  new  restrooms,  and  the 
last  ones  included  in  the  bid. 

f .  Installed  shelving  in  supply  and  storage  compartment 
used  by  Day  Campers  which  is  the  center  section  in  the 
new  restrooms  located  at  the  Willows  and  Fern  picnic 
areas . 

g.  Constructed  two  rock  flower  beds  around  the  restroom 
at  Fern  area. 

h.   Hauled  and  spread  six  yards  of  gravel  on  paths  near 
the  restroom  at  Willows  area. 

i.   Built  and  installed  an  iron  handrail  for  the  stair 
way  at  the  South  Gate  restroom. 

j.   Completed  laying  1,000'  of  water  line  and  installed 
a  pressure  regulator  in  a  cement  box  for  this  line 
from  the  merry-go-round  to  the  new  restroom  at  Fern 
Area. 

k.   Hauled  11  tons  of  4"  and  3"  cast  iron  pipe  from 

Richmond  for  use  in  constructing  posts  for  hanging 
signs . 

1.   Re-routed  the  sewer  line  at  the  Lake  Anza  bath- 
house.  Installed  two  floor  drains  in  this  building 
and  removed  the  top  and  filled  in  the  old  septic 
tank  which  served  the  Lake  Anza  building. 
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2.  Tilden  Golf  Course. 

a.  Constructed  a  concrete  box  around  the  grsase  trap 
in  the  kitchen  of  the  golf  clubhouse  to  facilitate 
cleaning  out. 

b.  Constructed  five  wooden  platforms  to  be  used  for 

temporary  tees  when  regular  tees  are  wet. 

c.  Completed  three  check  dams  in  Wildcat  Creek. 

d.  Planted  15  Bishop  pines  on  the  course. 

e.  Hauled  and  spread  150  yards  of  manure  on  the  fair 
ways . 

f .  Overhauled  and  repaired  35  automatic  sprinklers. 

g.  Constructed  three  sets  of  3V  in  each  set,  of  tee 
markers . 

h.   Set  up  a  temporary  No.  3  tee  and  green. 

3.  Lake  Temescal  Regional  Park. 

a.  Loaded  and  spread  20  yards  of  gravel  on  the  beach 
to  fill  in  holes .   The  gravel  was  rolled  in  and 
sand  will  be  placed  on  top  of  it  to  improve  the 
wading  area. 

b.  Welded  two  steel  4"  caps  on  the  sign  in  the  Bowl 
picnic  area. 

c.  Installed  a  new  8"  drain  in  the  patio  near  the 
clubhouse . 

d.  Carved  two  signs  for  Temescal  Park. 

e.  Constructed  a  stone  drinking  fountain  on  the  beach. 

f .  Spread  15  yards  of  pea  gravel  on  the  road  in  the 
Bowl  area. 

g.  Washed  the  walls  in  the  clubhouse  kitchen  preparatory 
to  painting. 

4.  Redwood  Regional  Park. 

a.  Straightened  the  creek  in  the  Fern  Dell  Bend  by 
dozing  out  with  the  TD-18  tractor . 

b.  Loaded  and  hauled  55   yards  of  manure  from  the 
Oakland  Riding  Academy  to  Tilden  Park. 

c.  Erected  '5*  of  eucalyptus  fence  near  the  Moon 
residence  on  Skyline  Blvd. 

d.  Poured  20  cement  table  legs  for  use  in  constructing 
picnic  tables. 

e.  Removed  dead  trees  throughout  the  park. 

f .  Repaired  three  catch  feasins  with  new  rock  work. 

g.  Built  a  dirt  berm  with  the  grader  along  Skyline 
Blvd.  near  the  Crestmont  Homes  Tract, 

5.  Roberts  Recreational  Area. 

a.  Bored  44  post  holes  and  welded  eleven  lengths  of 
1  -  1/2"  rail  in  construction  of  a  fence  around 
the  planted  area. 

b.  Cemented  44 — 2"  pipe. 

c.  Washed  down  the  dressing  rooms,  the  office  and 
concession  stand  preparatory  to  winter  painting. 

d.  Planted  25  Bishop  pines  in  the  dividing  strip. 

e.  Removed  200*  of  wooden  rail  and  post  fence. 

6.  Grass  Valley  Regional  Park. 

a.  Continued  clearing  eucalyptus  groves  preparatory 
to  burning  about  three  acres.   This  includes  re- 
moval and  piling  of  all  eucalyptus  trees  and 
saplings  less  than  firewood  size  and  piling  all 
dead  material  in  wind-rows  for  burning. 

b.  Continued  to  supply  George  Silva  with  labor  in 
order  to  facilitate  removal  of  about  one  cord  of 
split  firewood  per  day . 
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c.  Burned  about  two  acres  of  wind-rows.   This  included 
"secondary  burning  of  large  logs  and  uprooted  stumps 
which  primary  burning  did  not  consume. 

d.  Planted  approximately  2,500  Douglas  Firs,  Ponderosa 
and  Red  pines  and  Arizona  Cypress.   Thsese  bare-root 
trees  were  planted  in  the  grease-wood  area  bordering 
Redwood  Road. 

e.  Poisoned  one  acre  of  stumps  with  ammate. 

f .  Removed  one  acre  of  second  growth  eucalyptus  suckers 
in  cleared  areas. 

g.  Delivered  two  dump  truck  loads  of  split  wood  to  Redwood 
Park . 

h.    Spent  four  days  in  the  archery  range  during  the  rainy 
weather.   The  boys  of  the  County  Probation  Camp  did 
four  kinds  of  work:   Cut  24"  firewood,  approximately 
1  -  1/2  cords;  and  cleared  trails,  installed  3*  of 
log  steps  and  log  borders;  cleared  12*  steps  and  cut 
retaining  stakes  for  the  steps . 

VI  .   UNFINISHED  BUSINESS. 

A.  We  are  still  working  on  the  survey  to  secure  information 
needed  to  prepare  a  bid  for  construction  of  a  fence  around 
the  Botanical  Garden  in  Tilden  Park.   We  should  have  all 
the  information  and  be  ready  to  ask  for  bids  during  the 
month  of  February. 

B.  The  General  Manager  called  in  two  additional  hardwood 
floor  contractors  to  get  their  recommendations  on 
re-flooring  the  Brazilian  Room  and  foyer.   It  is  the 
opinion  of  both  that  a  new  hardwood  floor  should  be 
laid  directly  over  the  orignial  flooring.   The  base 
of  this  floor  being  concrete  and  having  proved  to  be 
water  proof,  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  contractors  that 
roll  roofing  paperwould  be  laid  down  over  the  existing 
floor.   This  method  is  considered  to  be  less  expensive 
and  probably  better  than  removing  the  present  flooring 
and  putting  down  strips  on  which  to  install  the  floor- 
ing.  It  is  also  advised  that  in  the  entrance  hall 

to  the  Brazilian  Building,  we  use  rubberized  tile 
rather  than  hardwood.   The  flooring  to  te  used  in  the 
Brazilian  Room  would  be  select  maple  or  better. 

The  estimated  price  will  be  in  the  neighborhood  of 
$1,800.00  the  room  is  35'  x   .0'. 

Director  Mulvany  asked  Mr.  Price,  who  attended  this 
meeting,  as  the  architect  for  the  proposed  new  building, 
if  he  had  an  opinion  on  the  method  of  laying  a  new  floor 
which  would  be  practical. 

Mr.  Price  commented  that  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the 
sub-floor  consisted  of  a  concrete  slab,  there  would  be 
water  vapor  coining  through  and  although  this  might  not 
be  evident,  it  would  cause  damage  to  the  floor.  He  said 
that  even  if  firring  strips  were  put  down  and  the  new 
flooring  were  put  down,  the  wood  underneath  would  deteriorate 
from  dry  rot.  Mr.  Price  advised  against  laying  new  flooring 
on  mastic  because  the  mastic  would  not  hold  up  due  to  water 
vapor  contacting  it.  He  recommended  that  Mr.  Walpole  ob- 
tain information  from  the  Acme  Flooring  Co.  in  San  Francisco. 

The  Board  asked  the  General  Manager  to  investigate  this 
further  before  any  decision  is  made  as  to  the  best  method 
of  putting  down  a  new  floor. 

C.  Director  Mulvany  reported  that  no  inventory  has  yet 
been  filed  on  the  estate  of  Mr.  Drinker.  He  has  been 
informed  that  because  of  a  law  suit  for  two  million  dollars 
against  the  estate,  condemnation  would  be  useless  as  it  would 
be  impossible  to  get  clear  title  to  the  Ranch  property.   It 
probably  would  be  some  time  before  this  matter  could  be 
settled. 
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D.   Mr.  Oscar  Price,  architect,  presented  the  final 

preliminary  plans  on  the  proposed  building.  These 
consisted  of  elevations,  cross  sections,  and  floor 
plans  as  well  as  plans  for  parking  areas  and  roads 
surrounding  the  building.  The  only  suggestion  made 
by  the  Board  was  on  the  question  of  the  type  of  re- 
frigeration facility  to  be  furnished  in  the  kitchen. 
Director  Mulvany  stated  that  a  walk-in-type  of  re- 
frigerator might  be  more  desirable  than  the  usual 
small  refrigerator,  as  it  would  serve  caterers  much 
more  satisfactorily  when  dealing  with  large  groups 
of  people.  Mr.  Price  agreed  that  this  might  be  true, 
and  said  that  he  would  look  into  this  further. 

On  the  whole,  the  plans  were  considered  entirely 
satisfactory  to  the  Board,  and  on  motion  of  Director 
Macdonald,  seconded  by  Director  Mulvany,  the  following 
resolution  was  adopted:

VI .     COMMUNI CATI ONS . 


A.   A  copy  of  a  letter  of  February  9,  1960  from  Jack  Himmelwright 

to  Director  Mulvany  was  received.   In  this  letter  Mr.  Himmelwright 
states  that  he  has  instructed  the  California  Pacific  Title 
Company  to  send  two  revised  copies  of  the  preliminary  report  on 
the  Brinker  Ranch.  This  report,  dated  February  2,    1960  contains  no 
reference  to  the  suit  pending  against  the  Brinker  Estate. 


Mr.  Himmelwright  mentioned  that  he  had  discussed  the  possibility 
of  the  Regional  Park  District  filing  a  condemnation  action  as 
a  means  of  obtaining  this  land,  with  Mr.  Bremner,  attorney  for 
the  title  company  and  Mr.  Prather,   plant  officer.  They  were  of 
the  opinion  that  the  estate  could  deliver  clear  title  on  the  land 
and  would  insure  on  this  report. 

Mr.  Scott,  attorney  for  the  Brinker  Estate  has  said  that  the  law- 
suit would  have  no  effect  in  encumbering  title  to  the  property. 

Mr.  Himmelwright  then  suggested  that  the  Park  Board  submit  a 

written  offer  together  with  a  deposit.  The  offer  should  be 

the  appraised  value  as  determined  by  the  Regional  Parks  appraiser. 

Director  Mulvany  said  that  title  to  water  rights  on  the  Brinker 
Property  would  have  to  remain  in  the  name  of  the  City  and  County 

of  San  Francisco,  but  that  probably  some  of  the  other  encumbrances 
on  title  to  the  property  could  be  eliminated.   In  view  of  hesitancy 
in  acquiring  this  land  without  absolutely  clear  title,  the  General 
Manager  explained  that  the  same  situtation  now  exists  in  the  case 
of  Tilden  Regional  Park  which  property  was  purchased  from  the 
East  Bay  Municipal  Utility  District,  with  that  District  retaining 
certain  rights.  This  has  never  caused  the  Park  District  any 
difficulty. 

Director  Mulvany  agreed  with  Director  Woolridge  that  the  longer 
p.rtion  is  delayed,  the  more  the  land  will  increase  in  value — 
perhaps  to  a  point  where  it  woujd  be  prohibitive  to  buy  it.   Director 
Woolridge  suggested  that  the  Board  make  an  offer  in  the  amount  of 
the  appraisal  which  was  made  in  1958.   This  would  be  $220,000.00 

Director  Macdonald  said  that  if  the  value  could  be  established  at 
220,000.00  this  would  be  only  $79.71  per  acre.   He  considered 
that  any  price  knder  $100  per  acre  an  extremely  good  price. 

Director  Mulvany  said  that  if  the  Board  feels  that  it  needs  and 
wants  this  land  now  is  the  time  to  buy.  The  value  is  undoubtedly 
going  up  all  the  time.   The  Board  should  then  have  an  understanding 
with  Mr.  Himmelwright  so  that  it  knows  whether  he  will  represent 
the  Board  in  this  matter  and  on  what  basis. 

Director  Sproul  voiced  his  opinion  that  the  Board  should  make 
every  attempt  to  acquire  this  property. 

President  Goodrich  said  that  he  thinks  this  is  good  piece  of 
property,  but  is  puzzled  about  whether  the  East  Bay  Regional  Park 
District  needs  the  land  enough  to  pay  the  price  they  are  asking 
for  it.  The  Park  District  has  already  provided  park  facilities  and 
has  already  done  a  good  job,  but  how  far  does  the  Board  wish  to  go 
from  this  point? 

Director  Woolridge  said  that  he  felt  the  acquisition  of  additional 
land  in  the  southerm  part  of  Alameda  County  is  mandatory  inasmuch 
as  the  Park  Board  has  already  committed  itself  to  the  provision  of 
parks  in  that  region  to  serve  the  residents  in  territory  which 
has  recently  been  annexed  to  the  Park  District.   He  pointed  out 
that  the  people  vdio  voted  on  the  annexations  in  1956  and  1958 
are  growing  anxious  about  getting  park  facilities.  Also  that  he 
recently  attended  a  meeting  and  heard  the  Generl  Manager  defend 
the  Regional  Parks  for  over  forty  five  minutes  against  its  critics 
who  wanted  to  know  what  the  Regional  Parks  Board  was  going  to  do 
on  land  acquisition. 

Director  Macdonald  concurred,  saying  that  as  we  have  accepted 
tax  contributions  from  the  annexed  territories,  we  are  certainly 
obliged  to  utilize  those  funds  in  providing  a  park.  He  estimated 
that  within  20  years  the  revenue  from  Southern  Alameda  County 
might  approach  $150,000  per  year.  He  suggested  that  if  the 
Brinker  land  is  obtained,  some  of  it  could  be  leased  for  a  while 
in  order  to  provide  some  revenue  from  it. 
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General  Manager  Walpole  said  that  as  he  sees  the  situation,  the 
only  way  to  acquire  the  Brinker  property  is  through  condem- 
nation, and  said  also  that  he  has  been  unable  to  find  any 
more  desirable  land  in  the  area,  both  from  a  price  standpoint 
as  well  as  from  the  point  of  view  of  suitability. 

Director  Mulvany  then  stated  that  the  Board  should  talk  to 
Mr.  Himmelwright  to  determine  whether  he  will  represent  the 
Board  in  this  matter.  He  suggested  that  another  meeting  of  the 
Board  be  held  very  soon  in  order  to  get  started  with  definite 
action.   If  the  Board  made  an  offer  for  the  land  through  Mr. 
Himmelwright  he  would  be  entitled  to  a  commission  of  5%;  however, 
since  it  is  known  that  any  offer  must  be  rejected,  the  best 
way  of  handling  things  would  be  to  make  the  offer,  which  would 
be  automatically  rejected,  and  then  to  institute  condemnation 
proceedings  through  the  District  Attorney.   Some  arrangement 
could  be  made  to  compensate  Mr.  Himmelwright  for  his  services, 
and  this  could  be  determined  at  the  proposed  meeting. 

The  Board  voted  unanimously  in  favor  of  continuing  this  meeting  of 
the  Board  on  Friday,  February  26,  1960,  at  3  p.m. 

B.   Letter  of  February  11,  1960,  received  from  Oscar  M.  Price 

architect  for  the  clubroom  and  office  building  being  planned 

by  his  firm  for  the  Parks,  relatin  g  to  the  question  of  install- 

of  a  walk-in  cold  box  for  the  kitchen  adjoining  the  clubroom. 

Upon  discussing  this  question  with  Mr.  Knox  Bronson  of  Duchess, 
Inc.,  Mr.  Price  found  that  in  the  opinion  of  Mr.  Bronson,  a 
walk-in  cold  box  would  serve  no  particular  purpose  in  the  proposed 
kitchen.   Suggestions  were  made  for  movable  service  iinites 
for  both  hot  and  cold  service. 

Mr.  Price  enclosed  pages  from  a  catalog  containg  descriptions 
and  specifications  for  this  type  of  equipment. 

Other  suggestions  were  made  in  the  letter — relocation  of  doors 
into  the  kitchen  for  more  convenience,  and  added  door  from  kitchen 
into  the  sotreroom  to  facilitate  storing  the  aforementioned 
movable  units;  movable  counters  for  flexibility  of  arrangement, 
lockers  and  dressing  space  for  temporary  kitchen  help;  and  also 
he  suggests  that  a  dishwashing  machine  should  be  operated  only 
by  a  trained  person.  He  makes  a  recommendation  regarding  storage 
of  barbecue  equipment  also. 

Mr.  Price  also  said  that  the  Board  might  wish  to  restudy  the 
alternative  of  open  or  selected  catering  service  on  the  basis 
of  lower  equipment  cost  to  the  District  for  selected  catering 
service.  He  said  that  unless  he  is  advised  to  the  contrary,  he 
will  proceed  on  the  absis  of  opening  catering. 

General  Manager  Walpole  said  that  previous  experience  would 
indicate  that  open  catering  is  preferable  because  people  who 
use  the  clubrooms  often  would  rather  obtain  their  own  caterers. 
The  Board  agreed  that  open  catering  was  desirbale. 

?..  Letter  of  February  16,  1960,  received  from  the  Acme  Floor  Co. 

(addressed  to  Ponsford  *  Price)  suggesting  a  method  of  replacing 
the  floor  at  the  Brazilian  Room  and  estimating  the  cost  at  about 
$2,300.00. 

The  General  Manager  said  that  it  is  now  too  late  to  do  anything 

about  the  floor  because  of  the  many  reservations  which  have 

been  made  for  the  room,  and  that  it  will  probably  be  necessary  to 

wait  until  sometime  around  the  month  of  October  until  the  room 

can  be  closed  down  for  this  work,  which  he  believes  mighttake  about 

ten  days.  Therefore,  it  was  decided  to  delay  doing  anything  about 

the  floor  until  later  in  the  year.

VII.        GENERAL  .N1AN ACER'S    REPORT. 

A.  During  the  month  of  February  we  carried  on  with  our  tree 
planting  program.   We  have  completed  planting  approximately 
18,000  trees  in  Grass  Valley  this  season,  mostly  Douglas 
Fir,  Ponderosa  pines.  Bishop  pinss  and  Monterey  pines,  two 
small  areas  were  planted  to  redbud.  These  two  spots  were 
planted  in  such  a  way  that  two  vivid  spots  of  color  will  show 
in  the  spring  in  a  sea  of  green.  They  have  also  planted 
approximately  1000  Douglas  firs  that  we  are  allowing  the  Scout 
organizations  to  plant  in  a  designated  area. "  A  few  hundred 

or  so  are  planted  every  week-end  by  the  various  Scout  organ- 
izations . 

B.  We  have  orderd  an  additional  6,000  trees  which  we  should 
have  in  before  the  end  of  the  month.  The  p.lanting  weather 
has  been  so  fine  this  year  that  we  want  to. tkke  full  advantage 
of  it. 

C.  We  have  completed  establishing  the  forest  nursery  at  the  Senior 
Boys  Probation  Camp.   It  is  not  exactly  a  thing  of  beauty 

now,  but  the  boys  are  trying,  and  that  is  the  important  thing. 
Some  day  we  hope  this  nursery  will  produce  a  large  number  of 
gallon  and  five  gallon  can  size  trees  for  special  park  plantings. 
These  trees  will  cost  the  park  practically  nothing,  as  we  are 
buying  seedlings  at  $10.00  a  thousand  and  all  labor  is  being  fur- 
nished by  the  senior  boys  camp,  also  water  and  the  labor  to 
keep  the  plants  watered  during  the  summer  months. 

D.  Our  Ranger  program  is  continued  every  week  end  with  approximately 
110  enrolled  in  the  senior  ranger  program.  This  is  youngsters 

up  to  14  years  old,  and  approximately  80  in  the  Pee-Wee  and 
Intermediate  Rangers.  These  range  in  age  from  8  to  12. 

E.  So  far  this  year  the  rains  have  been  ideal  for  our  purposes. 
Both  lakes  are  full  and  to  date  we  have  had  no  bad  washing  rains. 
Play  on  the  golf  course  continues  to  be  exceedingly  heavy, 

even  through  the  winter  months ,  and  a  great  deal  of  our  time 
is  spent  on  the  golf  course  in  repairing  damage  done  by  player 
playing  in  the  wet  weather. 

F.  Work  Progress  Report:   During  the  month  of  February,  the." 
follov/ing  projects  were  either  started  or  completed  at  the 
various  Regional  Parks.

4"  X  4"  redwood  posts. 

d.  Two  garbage  (new)  cans  painted  and  stenciled  were  set  out 
at  Skyline  Gate  and  Redv/ood  Bowl  Area. 

d.  Worked  over  and  did  re-construction  on  gates  at  Trails  End 
and  main  gate  entrance. 

e.  Worked  over  and  repaired  garage  doors  at  service  yard  garage 
next  to  Wes  Adams*  residence. 

f.  Bucked  up  wood  for  all  barbecu  stoves. 

5.  Roberts  Recreational  Area.

d.  Cut  approximately  3  cords  of  fire  wood,  piled  near  the 
Archery  hut . 

e.  Planted  approximately  14,000  conifers  in  brush  draws  and 
canyons  along  Redwood  road  and  in  boys  camp  valley  in 
cleared  area. 
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f .  Planted  approximately  500  redbuds  and  golden  rain  trees 
in  areas  selected  by  Richard  IZ.  Walpole. 

g.  Continued  buring  off  approximately  3  acres  of  wind  rows 
of  downed  trees. 

h.   Grass  Valley  tool  shed  painted  green  for  identification 

purposes  and  all  tools  ringed  with  green, 
i.   Continued  ditching  boys  camp  road  to  prevent  washouts  in 

rain, 
j.   Continued  to  supply  Woodland  with  boys  to  split  wood  and 

load  manure. 


VIII.  NEK'  BUSINESS. 

A.   General  Manager  Walpole  informed  the  Board  that  he  has 
been  informed  of  the  availability  of  property  bordering 
Skyline  Blvd.  which  has  been  known  as  the  San  Leandro 
Annex  to  Oak  Knoll  Naval  Hospital.   The  total  land  now 
declared  to  be  surplus  comprises  129.82  acres,  and 
there  are  buildings  and  improvements. 

This  land  lies  across  the  road  froiT^  Grass  Valley  Regional 
Park,  and  could  be  used  for  park  purposes,  although  the 
buildings  would  not  have  great  value  to  the  Regional  Parks 
The  General  Manager  said  that  the  property  may  also  have 
been  offered  for  sub-division  purposes,  and  in  that  case 
the  price  would  probably  be  substantially  more  than  the 
Regional  Parks  could  consider.  However,  if  the  land  is 
only  being  offered  to  the  public  agencies,  it  might  be 
worth  while  investigating  further. 

The  Board  of  Directors  decided  that  until  additional 
information  is  obtained,  it  would  be  well  to  make  no 
committment  as  to  the  desirability  of  the  land  for 
additional  Regional  Park  use  and  to  gather  information 
which  might  enable  to  Board  to  have  a  basis  for  an  ex- 
pression of  interest  or  disinterest  as  to  its  acquistion. 
The  General  Manager  was  authorized  to  find  out  more  about 
the  price  being  asked  for  the  property. 

IX.  ADJOURNMENT . 

This  meeting  was  adjourned  at  4:15  p.m.  pending  continuance 
on  Friday,  February  26,  1960,  at  3  p.m.  in  the  main  office 
of  the  Park  District.

I.    ROLL  CALL. 

A  continuance  of  the  regular  monthly  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  the  East  Bay  Regional  Park  District  held  on 
February  23,  1960,  was  held  at  the  District  Office,  6500 
Broadway,  Oakland,  California,  on  Friday,  February  26,  1960 
at  3  p.m. 

PRESENT:    Vice  President  Mulvany  and  Directors  Macdonald, 
and  Woolridge.  General  Manager  Walpole  was  also 
present . 

ABSENT:     President  Goodrich  and  Director  Sproul. 

II.    CORNJUNI  CATIONS. 

A.    Letter  of  February  17,  1960,  received  from  George  K. 

Burton,  Chief  of  the  Contra  Costa  County  Communications 

Division  advising  the  Regional  Park  District  of  certain 

changes  in  radio  equipment  standards  required  by  the 

Federal  Communications  Commisssion  resulting  in  changes 

in  the  County  Fire  Service.  This  then  necessitates  a 

re-evaluation  of  the  communications  system  presently  in 

use  by  the  Regional  Park  District.  Requirements  recommended 

now  will  become  mandatory  in  1963,  and  include  the  change 

of  all  radio  equipment  from  wide-band  to  narroiv-band  operation 

with  operation  on  two  rather  than  one  frequency. 

Mr.  Burton  states  that  much  of  the  radio  equipment  now 
used  by  the  Park  District  will  not  meet  these  requirements 
and  must  be  either  modified  or  replaced.  The  main  station 
in  Tilden  Park  Does  not  cover  the  entire  park  system,  and 
it  is  recommended  that  this  base  station  be  replaced  and 
relocated  on  Vollmer  Peak. 

Contra  Costa  County  is  interested  in  leasing  an  area  on 
Vollmer  Peak  for  a  repeater  site,  utilizing  an  existing 
building  south  of  the  peak  and  installing  a  tower  and 
other  equipment.  They  have  in  mind  a  long-term  lease  with 
a  monthly  payment  equivalent  to  the  amount  paid  them  by 
the  Park  District  for  radio  maintenance. 

General  Manager  Walpole  suggested  that,  inasmuch  as  the 
changes  mentioned  in  Mr.  Burton's  letter  are  inevitable,  the 
Regional  Park  Board  might  allow  them  to  use  the  Vollmer  Peak 
site  that  they  have  requested,  but  that  the  Board  insist 
that  they  pay  for  the  cost  of  the  wire  leading  up  to  that 
site.  He  also  recommended  that  equipment  now  in  use  by 
the  Regional  Parks  be  modified  and  or  replaced  as  necessary 
in  order  to  ultimately  have  equipment  which  can  be  usable 
when  the  changes  become  mandatory. 

On  motion  of  Director  Woolridge,  seconded  by  Director 
Macdonald,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted:

AUTHORIZING  MODIFICATION  AND/OR  REPLACEMENT  OF  RADIO 
EQUIPMENT  TO  CONFORM  WITH  RECOMMENDATIONS  OF  THE  CONTRA 
COSTA  COUNTY  COMMUNICATIONS  DIVISION:  AND  AUTHORIZING  THE 
GENERAL  MANAGER  TO  NEGOTIATE  A  LEASE  FOR  USE  OF  A  SITE  ON 
VOLLMER  PEAK  FOR  A  REPEATER  STATION. 
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WHEREAS,  The  Contra  Costa  County  Communications 
Division  has  recommended  the  modification  and/or  replacement 
of  certain  radio  equipment  presently  in  use  by  the  Regional 
Park  District  to  conform  to  standards  established  by  the 
Federal  Communications  Commission  regarding  utilization 
of  two  frequencies  on  narrow-band  operation; 

WHEREAS,  the  Contra  Costa  County  Communications - 
Division  has  further  requested  the  lease  of  a  site  on  Vollmer 
Peak  in  Tilden  Regional  Park  for  a  repeater  station,  for 
which  use  it  is  proposed  to  establish  a  rental  fee  of  an 
amount  equivalent  to  the  charge  they  make  to  the  Regional 
Park  District  for  maintenance  of  its  radio  equipment; 

BE  IT  RESOLVED,  by  this  Board  of  Directors  of  the 
East  Bay  Regional  Park  District,  that  the  Regional  Park*s 
radio  equipment  be  modified  and/or  replaced  as  deemed 
necessary  by  the  General  Manager  to  conform  to  requirements 
of  the  Federal  Communications  Division  and  recommendations 
by  the  Contra  Costa  County  Communications  Division; 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED,  that  the  General  Manage/! be 
and  he  is  authorized  hereby,  to  negotiate  a  lease  of  a  site 
on  Vollmer  Peak  in  Tilden  Regional  Park,  including  the  use 
of  an  existing  building,  to  the  Contra  Costa  County  Communic- 
ations Division  for  installation  of  a  repeater  station, 
tower  and  other  equipment  necessary,  in  return  for  viiich  the 
said  Contra  Costa  County  Communications  Division  will  be 
requested  to  pay  the  cost  of  connections  from  the  Regional 
Park's  main  radio  station  and  the  monthly  rental  fee  for 
said  site  shall  be  equal  to  the  cost  of  maintenance  of  the 
Regional  Park's  radio  equipment  by  the  Contra  Costa  Communic- 
ations Division  exclusive  of  replacement  parts. 

Passed  by  the  following  vote:

NOES:      Directors  none. 

ABSENT:    President  Goodrich  and  Director  Sproul. 

III.   UNFINISHED  BUSINESS. 

A.    Mr.  Jack  Himraelwright ,  real  estate  broker,  was  present 
at  the  invitation  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  to  discuss 
further  action  to  be  taken  with  a  view  to  acquistion  of 
the  Brinker  Ranch, 

Vice-President  Mulvany  asked  Mr.  Himraelwright  if  he  is  in 
a  position  to  represent  the  Regional  Park  Board.  He  informed 
him  that  the  Board  is  considering  submitting  an  offer  for 
the  Brinker  Property  subject  to  clear  title  on  the  land. 

Mr.  Himraelwright  then  told  the  Board  that  he  would  like  to 
explain  that  certain  exceptions  disclosed  in  the  prelirainary 
title  insurance  report  cannot  be  handled  by  the  title  in- 
surance company  because  of  the  fact  that  they  do  not  insure 
against  certain  types  of  reservations.   He  was  referring 
specifically  to  exceptions  No.  5  and  6. 

He  went  on  to  list  the  exceptions  and  to  comment  upon  each. 

No.  1  -  Taxes 

No.  2  -  This  pertains  to  a  right  of  way  retained  by  the 
Winship  estate.  The  Winship  and  Crocker  Estates 
have  no  more  holdings  in  this  vicinity  and  might 
agree  to  a  quiet  title  due  to  the  fact  that  the 
right  of  way  has  no  value  now. 

No.  3  -  Refers  to  water  rights  given  to  the  San  Francisco 
and  Oakland  Company,  assumed  to  be  predecessors 
to  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company.  The  title 
company  is  now  working  on  this. 
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No.  4  -  Mineral  rights.  This  affects  only  parcel  2 

which  is  an  outlying  section  and  which  has  only 
one  corner  contigulus  to  the  rest  of  the  property. 
A  terminal  date  of  20  years  is  mentioned  and  this 
period  wotild  have  ended  in  1955.   (Director  Mulvany 
suggested  that  it  might  be  well  to  clear  this  any- 
way just  to  be  perfectly  safe.) 

No.  5  -  Water  rights  reserved  in  Patent.   Cannot  be  cleared 
by  the  title  company. 

No.  6  -  Water  rights  reserved  in  Patent.   Cannot  be  cleared 
by  the  title  company. 

No.  7  -  Water  rights  granted  to  the  Spring  Valley  Water 

Company.   Mr.  Himmelwright  had  not  yet  investigated 
this. 

Vice-President  Mi'lvany  stated  that  the  Park  Board  would 
have  to  have  an  understanding  with  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco  regarding  water  rights,  then,  in  order  to 
have  some  protection. 

Mr.  Himmelwright  pointed  out  that  the  title  company  does 
not  assume  responsibility  for  water  rights.  However,  he 
said  that  this  affects  only  one  quarter  of  Section  II  as 
this  is  the  only  part  of  the  property  through  which  Alameda 
Creek  runs.  It  says  nothing  that  would  stop  construction 
of  a  dam  in  other  areas.  He  went  on  to  say  that  he  did 
not  know  where  the  San  Francisco  Water  Company  uses  any 
water  after  it  leaves  the  Calaveras  Reservoir.   He  did  not 
think  that  the  San  Francisco  Water  Company  would  make  any 
concessions  with  regard  to  their  established  water  rights. 

General  Manager  Walpole  said  that  Mr.  Brinker  had  been 
permitted  to  hold  water  for  ponds.   Mr.  Himmelwright 
replied  that  ranchers  are  permitted  to  do  so  under  the 
water  law  regardless  of  the  granting  of  water  rights  to 
others.  He  said,  further,  that  the  parks  might  be  allowed 
to  have  a  small  lake  or  swimming  area. 

The  General  Manager  also  said  that  as  the  water  sources  are 
somewhat  undependable  and  it  would  probably  be  necessary 
to  buy  v;ater. 

Vice  President  Mulvany  thought  that  the  Regional  Parks 
might  be  criticized  if  it  purchased  land  and  couldn»t 
produce  water  on  it,  but  Director  Woolridge  expressed  his 
opinion  that  there  should  be  n6  criticism  if  we  supply 
adequate  water  buying  it. 

No.  8  -  An  easement. 

No.  9  -  This  is  a  general  easement,  including  parcels  3  and 
7.  There  are  two  roads.   Mr.  Himmelwright  mentioned 
Welch  Road,  and  said  that  there  is  another  road  about 
which  he  was  not  sure,  but  he  felt  that  it  probably 
connected  to  land  under  other  ownership. 

Nos .  10  and  11  -  Both  mining  claims.  These  claims  are  invalid 
if  on  private  land.  Mr.  Himmelwright  has  not  been 
able  to  locate  them  and  stated  that  Mr.  Brucato  had 
never  heard  of  them.  He  thought  that  if  the  Regional 
Parks  approaches  Messrs.  Nicolai  they  might  attach 
some  nuisance  value  to  the  claims  and  this  could 
cause  unnecessary  difficulty. 
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General  Manager  Walpole  said  that  he  was 
certain  that  a  major  part  of  these  claims  was 
not  actually  on  the  Brinker  Ranch, 

Vice  President  Mulvany  asked  Mr.  Himmelwright 
whether  the  executor  has  a  right  to  sell  the 
property  without  notice.   Mr.  Himinelwright  an- 
swered that  the  executor  has  that  right,  but  that 
there  would  be  no  advantage  in  so  doing  any  bid 
he  accepts  must  be  returned  to  court,  and  then 
the  court  would  ask  for  a  raise  on  the  original 
bid.   In  answer  to  a  question  as  to  whether  there 
is  a  potential  buyer  for  the  ranch,  Mr.  Himinelwright 
said  that  he  believes  there  is  a  buyer  because  Mr. 
Johnson  of  the  Crocker  Anglo  Bank,  executor  of  the 
estate,  has  received  inquiries,  but  has  dimissed  them. 
He  thinks  the  Board  would  be  more  successful  in  going 
through  condemnation  proceedings.  He  said  that  in 
his  opinion  a  maximum  price  for  the  land  would  be 
$275,000.  This  has  been  verified  by  Mr.  Wilmette,  a 
ranch  appraiser  who  has  estimated  the  value  as  being 
between  $250,00  and  $275,000.  There  are,  fortunately, 
some  low  comparables.  The  Patterson  land  sold  at 
$45.00  per  acre,  and  the  Tyler  land  at  $100,000  per 
acre.  These  figures  were  based  on  inheritance  tax 
appraisals  and  there  are  some  even  lower  figures  on 
other  property.  There  was  only  one  sale  with  a  high 
value  at  $500.00  per  acre.  One  thing  that  Mr.  Wilmette 
will  use  in  figuring  sale  values  is  the  rental  value. 
The  Brinker  Ranch  would  rent  at  $4.50  per  acre.  This 
comes  to  $12,000  per  year  and  is  based  on  a  5%  gross 
capitalization.   If  the  appraiser  for  the  seller  can- 
not prove  anything  else — he  can  always  use  this  rental 
value. 

Mr.  Johnson  had  disclosed  that  Mr.  Brinker  had  rented 
land  for  $5.50  per  acre,  but  that  it  was  not  worth 
that.   However,  it  is  possible  that  Mr.  Brucato  was 
in  a  position  to  obtain  a  high  rent  from  some  reason 
unknown  to  us . 

Mr.  Himmelwright  pointed  out  that  it  is  difficult  to 
go  by  the  inheritance  tax  appraisal.   It  could  be  too 
high,  and  if  we  depended  on  that  we  might  be  stuck  with 
a  high  appraisal.  He  went  on  to  say  that  he  would  like 
to  see  the  Park  Board  make  an  offer  for  the  amotmt  of 
our  own  appraisal — $220,000;  This  would  strengthen 
the  Board's  position  in  court  later.   In  that  case, 
Mr.  Himmelwright  would  take  the  offer  in  subject  to' 
his  comraission.   Considering  the  fact  that  the  market 
for  this  property  is  probably  cold  now,  maybe  the  Park 
Board  could  get  the  land  in  this  way.  The  bank  does 
feel  that  it  should  have  the  money  rather  then  make  an 
attempt  to  operate  the  ranch,  and  this  might  prompt 
them  to  sell. 

Mr.  Himmelwrights  said  that  on  the  basis  of  an  initial 
bid  of  $220,000  the  next  bid  would  have  to  be  $231,500 
or  $11,500  more. 

Vice-President  Mulvany  stated  that  he  would  like  to 
submit  an  offer  for  the  Brinker  Ranch. 

Mr.  Himmelwright  suggested  that  he  arrange  a  meeting 
between  Richard  Moore  of  the  District  Attorney's  office, 
himself  and  Mr.  Bremner  of  the  California  Pacific  itle 
Insurance  CompanyC  whom  he  feels  will  attempt  to  go 
further  in  clearing  the  exceptions  listed  on  their 
report . ) 
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Director  Macdonald  said  that  he  thinks  the 
Board  should  proceed  with  Mr.  HimrieJwright's 
suggestion — subject,  of  course,  to  the  approval 
of  the  District  Attorney  regarding  the  restrict- 
ions on  use  of  the  land. 

Director  Woolridge  agreed. 

Vice-President  Mulvany  said  that  he  was  sorry  that 
President  Goodrich  and  Director  Sproul  were  not 
present,  as  he  felt  they  should  be  on  hand  to  vote. 
However,  in  the  interim,  he  suggested  that  the  dis- 
cussion with  the  District  Attorney's  deputy — Mr. 
Moore  take  place,  the  main  problem  being  water  rights. 

Vice-President  Mulvany  thought  that  it  might  be  a 
good  idea  for  the  General  Manager  to  contact  the 
San  Francisco  Water  Company  or  see  Mr.  Dion  Holm, 
City  Attorney,  or  someone  who  would  advise  him  as  to 
how  the  Water  Company  would  feel  about  the  Regional 
Parks  having  a  park  there. 

Mr.  Himmelwright  felt  that  perhaps  they  would  not  be 
enthused  about  the  idea,  and  thought  it  would  be  just 
as  well  not  to  say  anything.  He  went  on  to  say  that 
if  the  Parks  wanted  to  develop  water  in  the  future, 
it  would  probably  become  a  matter  of  political  pressure. 
He  also  said  that  Mr.  Brucato,  the  Superintendent  in 
charge  of  lands  for  the  San  Francisco  Water  Company, 
is  not  aware  that  the  Regional  Parks  are  interested 
in  this  land  as  Mr.  Himmelwright  has  not  identified 
the  Regional  Parks  as  the  potential  buyer. 

Mr.  Himmelwright  continued,  saying  that  if  the  Park 
Board  could  not  make  the  executor  sell  voluntarily, 
that  would  mean  that  he  (Himrielwright)  could  not 
represent  the  Board  as  there  would  be  nothing  for  him 
to  do.  Therefore,  he  would  continue  to  do  the  leg- 
work  for  a  pre-arranged  fee.  Although  he  is  a  broker, 
he  could  qualify  as  an  appraiser  due  to  his  past  ex- 
perience. Mr.  Dombrink  should  bring  his  original 
appraisal  up  to  date  (this  would  cost  the  parks  an. 
additional  fee).   If  Mr.  Dombrink  should  have  to 
testify  in  court  his  fee  would  be  about  $100.00  per 
day — v.'ork  outside  of  court  would  cost  about  $50.00 
per  day. 

General  Manager  Walpole  asked  Mr.  Himmelwright  what 
his  fee  would  be.   It  was  understodd  that  he  would 
be  working  for  the  estate  until  such  time  as  an  offer 
submitted  by  the  Park  Board  would  be  re  iected.  There- 
after, condemnation  proceedings  were  to  be  entered 
into,  provided  the  District  Attorney  approves,  Mr. 
Himmelwright  would  be  working  for  the  Park  Board  in 
an  attempt  to  clear  the  title  and  to  do  research 
work  relative  to  the  subsequent  purchase. 

Mr.  Himmelwright  said  that  $2,500.00  would  cover 
the  work  he  planned  to  do,  including  th^  remaining 
work  to  be  done  by  the  title  company  and  payment  to 
the  title  company  therefor.  He  would  have  to  fun 
down  all  sales  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Brinker  Ranch 
as  it  is  imperative  that  none  be  overlooked. 

The  Board  agreed  that  $2,500,00  is  a  reasonable 

figure  for  this  work  and  decided  that  when  all  members 

of  the  board  are  present,  they  would  vote  on  making 

an  offer  on  the  estate  in  the  amount  of  $220,000.   In 

the  meantime,  they  asked  Mr.  Himmelwright  to  arrange 

to  meet  with  Mr.  Richard  Moore  of  the  District  Attorney's 

office,  Mr.  Dombrink,  our  appraiser,  Mr.  Bremmer  a 
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representative  of  the  title  insurance  company  and 
general  Manager  Walpole,  at  which  time  the  pre- 
liminary title  insurance  report  would  be  referred 
to  Mr.  Moore  for  his  consideration  as  to  the  feas- 
ibility or  legality  of  the  Regional  Parks  purchasing 
property  with  water  rights  held  by  the  San  Francisco 
Water  Company  primarily  and  other  conditions  which 
might  not  be  cleared;  Mr.  Dombrink  would  be  consulted 
as  to  bringing  his  appraisal  up  to  date  and  Mr.  Bremnier 
of  the  title  insurance  company  would  be  asked  to  give 
his  opinion  with  respect  to  further  eliminating  the 
encumbrances  existing  on  the  title. 

This  action  was  unanimously  agreed  upon  by  those 
present, 

IV.   NHV  BUSINESS 

A.       General  Manager  Walpole  reported  that  the  District 
should  replace  four  pieces  of  automotive  equipment, 
saying  that  two  new  4-door  station  wagons  and  two 
3/4  ton  pickups  are  needed.   Equipment  to  be  traded 
in  would  consist  of  a  1952  ranchwagon,  a  1955  GMC 
pickup  to  be  replaced  because  of  excessive  gas  con- 
sumption, a  195S  station  wagon  and  a  1957  ranch- 
wagon.  Each  of  these  pieces  of  equipment  need  replace- 
ment because  of  the  necessity  of  extensive  repair  in 
the  near  future  or  high  mileage. 

He  asked  permission  of  the  Board  to  advertise  for  this 
equipment  in  order  that  the  Parks  might  benefit  from 
getting  a  bid  on  all  four  pieces  at  one  time  which  should 
result  in  considerable  saving. 

On  motion  of  Director  Woolridge,  seconded  by  Director 
Macdonald,  the  follov/ing  resolution  was  adopted:

V.    COMMUNICATIONS, 


Letter  of  March  9,  1960,  received  from  Richard  F.  Hartsook,  Real 
Estate  Officer  for  the  Regents  of  the  University  of  Ca-lifornia, 
requesting  that  the  Board  consider  granting  a  lease  to  provide  the 
University  with  the  use  of  a  part  of  Vollmer  Peak  for  the  Lauschner 
Observatory  for  the  Astronomy  Department.   The  Vollmer  Peak  site 
is  desirable  because  of  these  factors:   Freedom  from  fog,  light 
glare,  or  other  urban  interferences  and  proximity  to  the  campus. 
There  would  be  three  telescopes  with  separate  domes,  and  one 
building  of  approximately  3,000  square  feet. 

General  Manager  Walpole  said  thatthe  water  company  has  a  tank  site 
on  Vollmer  Peak  over  which  the  Parks  have  no  control,  however,  they 
have  agreed  to  construct  the  tank  below  the  top  of  the  peak  in  order 
to  make  it  less  unsightly.   Also,  the  Board  has  recently  approved 
the  establishment  of  a  radio  repeater  station  on  top  of  the  peak. 

The  proposal  of  the  University  of  California  to  put  an  observatory 
on  top  of  the  peak  would  most  certainly  use  up  what  little  level 
ground  is  left  there.   The  University  owns  property  referred  to 
as  Chapparral  Hill  which  adjoins  the  campus  property,  and  it  is 
possible  that  the  pain  for  the  Lauschner  Observatory  could  be  carried 
out  on  land  already  owned  by  the  University. 

The  Board  was  in  unanimous  agreement  that  it  would  be  unwise  to 
consider  this  request  at  all  in  view  of  the  fact  that:  1)  the  obser- 
vatory would  not  be  open  to  the  public;  2)  an  access  road  would  be 
necessary  and  would  have  to  be  maintained  by  the  Regional  Parks; 
3)  a  precedent  would  have  been  established  if  the  Board  allowed 
construction  of  the  observatory,  opening  the  way  to  similar  restricted 
uses  of  park  land  excluding  the  public. 

The  Board  agreed  that  any  decisive  action  on  this  matter  should 
be  held  in  abeyance  pending  the  presence  of  Director  Sproul. 
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VI.      GENERAL  MANAGER'S    REPORT. 

A.  Indications  are  that  day  camping  will  continue  to  grow  during 
the  coming  year.   We  have  accepted  a  number  of  new  reservations 
and  it  appears  that  the  parks  will  receive  almost  full-time  use 
for  day  camping  on  weekdays  during  school  summer  vacation.   We 
have  been  busy  during  the  year  improving  various  areas  to  make 
them  suitable  for  day  camping,  and  are  now  in  the  process  of 
installing  a  nymber  of  combined  drinking  fountains  and  wash  basins 
for  day  camper's  use.   Storage  space  in  all  the  new  restrooms  is 
made  available — between  the  men's  and  ladies'  rooms.   Shelves  have 
been  put  in  also,  but  in  spite  of   these  improvements,  the  demand 
is  still  far  ahead  of  the  facilities  we  have.   Fortunately,  the 
same  facilities  are  in  use  by  the  general  public  on  weekends,  so 
that  we  serve  two  entirely  different  groups  with  our  improvements 
and  expansion. 

B.  All  30,000  trees  have  now  been  planted.   As  they  are  seedlings, 

we  will  be  very  pleased  to  get  as  much  as  50%   survival.   Fortunat- 
ely, the  rain  during  the  year  has  been  at  favorable  intervals,  and 
if  we  have  lete  spring  rain  there  should  be  an  even  higher  percentage 
of  survival. 

C.  The  Recent  warm  weather  has  put  quite  a  burden  on  park  personnel 

in  policing  and  cleaning  up  the  parks,  as  we  have  not  been  prepared 
to  handle  the  large  crowds  in  making  use  of  the  parks  on  every  nice 
Saturday  and  Sunday.   These  crowds  have  almost  equalled  the  full- 
time  summer  crowds  on  weekends  of  late.   One  of  the  greatest  problems 
is  keeping  people  from  swimming  in  Lake  Anza  and  Lake  Temescal  on 
warm  days.  We  are  not  ready  to  open  for  swimming  because  life  guards 
have  not  been  hired,  and  therefore,  are  not  in  a  position  to  protect 
swimmers.   This  causes  some  problems,  but  they  are  problems  that 
recurr  each  spring  when  the  weather  becomes  unseasonable  warm,   Al- 
thought  the  lakes  are  full  now,  it  is  hoped  that  more  rain  will  come 
to  bring  the  rainfall  up  to  normal.   We  like  to  have  the  lakes  run 
over  enough  to  carry  away  some  of  the  debris  which  collects  during 
the  year. 

D.  The  Alameda  County  Boys'  Probation  Camp  in  Grass  Valley  has 
continued  to  operate  very  satisfactorily.   The  work  that  has 
been  done  has  contributed  tremendously  to  the  foundation  work 
in  preparing  Grass  Valley  for  future  park  purposes.   This  work 
includes  clearing  land,  cutting  wood,  plainting  trees   and  burning 
brush.   Already,  a  number  of  scouts  and  various  youth  groups  are 
making  use  of  the  park  on  weekends.   Grass  Valley  gives  promise  of 

a  tremendous  potential  in  facilities  for  youth  activities  and  camping 
programs.   I  feel  that,  conservatively,  the  work  accomplished  in  Grass 
Valley  is  worth  $55,000  to  $70,000  per  year  to  the  District  in  actual 
labor. 

E.  Work  Progress  Report:   During  the  month  of  March  the  following 
projects  were  either  started  or  completed  at  the  various  Regional 
Parks . 

1.   Tilden  Regional  Park. 


Serviced  and  repaired  both  sweepers  used  in  Tilden  Park 

and  at  the  Roberts  Recreational  Area. 

Installed  a  7'  iron  gate  and  curbing  on  the  sidewalk  in 

back  of  the  Brazilian  Building. 

Completed  70'  of  stone  stairway  at  Fern  Picnic  Area. 

Cleared  additional  picnicking  space  and  set  out  trees  at 

Fern  and  Alders  areas . 

Constructed  five  stone  drinking  fountains  with  attached  wash 

basins  for  use  by  the  public  and  day  campers. 

Completed  installing  shelves  and  two-way  lock  hasps. in  storage 

spaces  of  the  new  metal  restrooms  for  use  by  day  campers. 

Started  construction  of  a  foot  bridge  across  Wildcat  Creek 

from  Laurel  picnic  area  to  the  abll  field. 

Installed  a  pipe  fence  and  guard  rails  for  a  small  pong  ring. 

Constructed  two  iron  gates  for  the  large  pony  ring. 

Made  up  fifty  12"  fiber  glass  bobbins  for  the  children's 

swimming  area  at  Lake  Anza. 

Constructed  and  installed  a  metal  sign  at  Orchard  Camp. 
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1.   Constructed  two  20'  picnic  tables  at  Alders  picnic 

area,  and  one  20'  table  at  Acacia  Camp, 
m.   Cut  a  ditch  and  installed  1400*  of  2"  water  line  from  Camp 

Willows  to  Owl  picnic  area. 
n.   Re-routed  a  bridle  trail  near  the  Boys'  Camp, 
o.   Cut  out  rock  with  the  D8  tractor  at  the  hard  rock  quarry. 

This  work  was  done  by  an  outside  tractor  operator  to  secure 

more  rock  for  building  and  construction  throughout  the 

parks . 

2.  Tilden  Golf  Course. 

a.  Planted  13  large  pines  and  100  small  seedling  firs. 

b.  Constructed  two  incinerators  from  metal  drums  for  use 
outside  the  golf  clubhouse. 

c.  Installed  a  motor,  after  repair,  at  Lake  Anza  for  pumping 
water  from  the  lake  to  the  golf  course  reservoir. 

d.  Welded  rail  and  painted  the  fence  near  the  clubhouse. 

e.  Laid  500'  of  sod  to  repair  the  golf  course. 

f.  Fertilized  all  greens. 

g.  Cut  and  bucked  up  13  eucalyptus  trees. 

h.   Repaired  and  reconstructed  60  automatic  sprinklers. 

3.  Lake  Temescal  Regional  Park. 

a.  Installed  a  gas  valve  on  the  water  heater  in  the  Kiwanis 
Hut. 

b.  Constructed  and  installed  a  new  all-steel  ladder  on  the 
stationary  diving  platform. 

c.  Installed  24-12'  planks  on  the  diving  platform. 

d.  Painted  both  piers. 

e.  Installed  four  12*  planks  on  both  piers. 

f .  Dug  ditch  and  installed  120'  of  24"  steel  drain  pipe  at 
Lakeside  picnic  area. 

g.  Carved  and  constructed  12  wooden  signs  for  all  parks. 

h.   Constructed  and  welded  30'  of  1"  pine  for  a  hand  rail  on 

the  pier  for  swimmers'  safety, 
i.   Constructed  25'  of  stone  and  concrete  stairway  to  the  tennis 

courts  in  the  Bowl  area. 

4.  Redwood  Regional  Park. 

a.  Constructed  two  10'  picnic  tables;  one  20'  table  for  the 
Orchard  area  and  one  10'  table  for  Maple  picnic  area. 

b.  Five  Muricata  pines,  and  five  weeping  willows  were  planted 
in  Orchard  and  Maple  picnic  area, 

c.  Constructed  wire  protectors  around  each  tree. 

d.  One  20'  picnic  table  was  completed  at  Brookside  area. 

e.  One  combination  drinking  fountain  and  wash  basin  was  completed 
at  Fern  Hut . 

f .  Planted  15  pyracanthas  and  15  Fremontias  were  planted  at 
Skyline  Gate  and  wire  protectors  were  put  around  them  to 
prevent  the  deer  from  eating  them. 

g.  Installed  220*  of  3/4"  water  line  with  hose  spigots  at 
Skyline  Gate  to  provide  for  watering  the  new  plants . 

h.   Planted  500  Douglas  fir  seedlings  at  the  site  of  the  proposed 

office  and  clubhouse  building, 
i.   Painted  in  the  letters  and  log-oiled  a  new  sign  for  the  San 

Leandro  Gate. 

5.  Roberts  Recreational  Area, 

a.  Completed  installation  of  440*  of  42"  cyclone  fence,  using 
7"  strips  of  No,  12  galvanized  wire  every  2'  along  the  top 
rail  and  three  strips  of  wire  on  every  post. 

b.  Bored  8  post  holes  for  signs  in  Areas  No,  1  and  No.  2; 
cemented  8  1-1/2"  pipe  posts. 

c.  Installed  100'  of  3/4"  galvanized  pipe  and  one  hose-bib 

for  watering  trees  near  the  lower  parking  lot.   Planted  five 
Fremontias  on  the  side  bank  of  the  lower  parking  lot. 

d.  Spread  three  truckloads  of  topsoil  around  the  bases  of  the 
ball  field. 


e.  Painted  60'  of  chain  rail  and  one  truss  with  rustoleum  and 
one  coat  of  aluminum  paint . 

f .  Installed  10'  of  electric  wire  and  one  outlet  at  the  con- 
cession stand. 

g.  Removed  one  strip  of  concrete  at  the  right  corner  of  the 
swimming  pool  with  the  air  hammer  and  replaced  an  area  . 

h.   Removed  caulking  strip  1/2"  x  1/2"  from  between  the  concrete 
pool  edge  preparatory  to  installation  of  new  caulking. 

6.   Grass  Valley  Regional  Park. 

a.  Installed  a  large  log  barrier  on  the  fire  trail  leading 
to  the  archery  range  to  prevent  horseback  riders  from  en- 
tering the  range  area. 

b.  Delivered  five  loads  of  firewood  to  park  residents. 

c.  Completed  rough  work  on  the  south  range  of  the  archery  area. 
This  work  consisted  of  clearing  brush  from  around  trails  and 
reconstructing  trails  by  installing  log  steps  and  log  borders. 
Some  three  cords  of  firewood  were  cuty  and  stacked  at  the  club- 
members'  hut.   This  work  was  done  with  the  assistance  and  advice 
of  the  president  of  the  archery  club. 

d.  Seeded  the  burnt  area  at  the  Boys'  Camp  with  rye  grass  to 
prevent  erosion, 

e.  Burned  eucalyptus  branches  piled  up  from  clearing  to  eight 
acres . 

f .  Transplanted  750  pine  seedlings  from  the  Marciel  Gate  area 
to  the  draw  north  of  the  archery  range. 

g.  Felled  150  eucalyptus  trees  and  cut  them  into  24"  sections 
and  split  for  firewood.   Note:   It  has  been  impossible  for 
George  Silva,  the  man  who  has  the  contract  to  cut  and  split 
wood,  to  log  trees  as  fast  as  the  boys  can  clear.   Last  month 
the  clearing  program  was  in  advance  of  the  logging  by  at  least 
one  year.   In  order  to  complete  the  clearing  of  one  large  area 
which  includes  logging,  it  was  thought  advisable  to  begin  a 
logging  program  by  the  boys  themselves.   Thus,  the  boys  are  now 
felling,  cutting  and  splitting  trees.   Three  boys  have  been 
selected  for  judgement  and  ability,  and  were  given  careful 
instructions  on  felling  trees  with  axes.   The  boys  were  then 
assigned  to  areas  a  safe  distance  apart  to  drop  trees.   After  a 
suitable  number  of  trees  were  felled,  the  three  boys  were 
moved  to  other  areas  and  choppers  and  splitters  were  sent  in. 
Thus  far,  this  new  kind  of  work  has  proved  very  satisfactory. 

VII.   NEW  BUSINESS 

A.   Although  the  present  gasoline  contract  does  not  expire  until 
the  end  of  June,  it  has  been  deemed  advisable  to  take  more 
time  in  preparing  bids  and  selecting  the  proper  time  to 
let  the  contract  for  gasoline  and  diesel  fuel  for  the  coming 
fiscal  year.   Therefore,  the  General  Manager  requests  per- 
mission of  the  Board  of  Directors  to  advertise  for  bids  when 
he  deems  advisable  for  both  gasoline  and  diesel  oil. 

The  Board  agreed  with  the  General  Manager  on  this  point, 
and  on  motion  of  Director  Mulvany,  seconded  by  Director  Mac- 
donald,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted:

Buckley,  Secretary  of  the  California  Federation  of 
Women's  Clubs,  enclosing  a  check  in  the  amount  of 
$150.00  as  a  contribution  toward  construction  of  a 
drinking  fountain  to  be  located  at  the  Girl's  Camp 
in  Redwood  Regional  Park. 

This  letter  was  answered  by  the  General  Manager, 
accepting  the  check  and  stating  that  the  letter 
would  be  presented  to  the  Board  at  this  meeting. 
The  Board  expressed  their  appreciation  for  this 
contribution  and  asked  the  General  Manager  to 
attend  to  the  completion  of  the  fountain  and  suit- 
able placque. 

A  check  in  the  amount  of  $1,229.40  was  received 
from  the  P.  G.  &  E.  Company  reimbursing  the  Regional 
Park  District  for  part  of  its  expense  in  having  a 
power  line  installed  in  the  vicinity  of  Redwood 
Road  and  Skyline  Blvd.   The  check  represents  payment 
by  new  customers  tied  into  this  line,  which  payment 
offsets  the  original  cost  in  part. 


An  article  published  by  the  Berkeley  Daily 
Gazette  was  brought  to  the  Board's  attention. 
Headlined  "Grizzly  Peak  Fire  Tower  Ordered  Closed 
by  City".   The  article  related  that  the  Berkeley 
City  Council  has  ordered  discontinuance  of  the  fire 
lookout  tower  on  Grizzly  Peak  in  June,  1960.   This 
tower,  was  built  36  years  ago,  but  is  now  considered 
unnecessary  due  to  the  fact  that  there  are  now  fire 
station  near  the  crest  of  the  hill  both  in  Berkeley 
and  in  Tilden  Regional  Park. 

General  Manager  Walpole  reported  that  he  had  informed 
the  East  Bay  Municipal  Utility  District  that  the 
Regional  Parks  would  be  interested  in  this  fire 
tower,  and  the  Grizzly  Peak  property,  comprising 
about  3  acres  of  land  adjacent  to  Tilden  Regional 
Park,  as  he  feels  the  area,  and  the  tower  itself, 
which  is  an  old  land  mark,  would  have  great  recreation 
value.   He  went  on  to  state  that  the  tower  might 
provide  the  Park  District  with  some  degree  of  fire 
protection,  as  well  as  of  interest  to  hikers  and 
sight-seers,  and  that  a  Park  District  employee  could 
live  on  the  premises.

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V.     GENERAL  MANAGER'S  REPORT. 

A.  All  swimming  facilities  in  the  Regional 
Parks  were  opened  to  the  public  Saturday, 
April  23.   We  have  had  quite  a  few  sun  bathers 
prior  to  this  time,  but  this  was  the  official 
opening  day  for  Lake  Temescal,  Lake  Anza  and 
the  Roberts  Pool.   Both  lakes  will  be  opened 
on  weekends  only  until  May  23,  at  which  time 
it  will  be  opened  on  a  daily  schedule. 

All  lifeguards  have  been  tested  and  are  ready 
to  assume  their  posts. 

B.  The  General  Manager  spoke  to  the  Hayward 
Chamber  of  Commerce  last  Friday,  April  22. 
There  is  a  tremendous  demand  among  the  people 
of  Southern  Alameda  County  for  a  Regional  Park. 
There  is  a  feeling  that  we  are  being  extremely 
slow  in  acquiring  property  in  that  area.   The 
Manager  explained  that  the  Board  has  been  work- 
ing hard  in  attempting  to  acquire  the  Brinker 
property--that  we  hope  to  eventually  acquire  it, 
and  that  it  will  contribute  greatly  to  the  park 
needs  in  the  southern  end  of  the  county. 

C.  We  have  restocked  the  little  farm  in  Tilden 
Regional  Park  with  small  animals.   There  are 
two  lambs,  two  baby  goats,  two  Mallard  hens 
and  22  ducklings.   We  are  also  working  on  ac- 
quiring some  young  piglets  and  a  calf  for  the 
summertime  users  at  the  Nature  Area  and  The 
Little  Farm.   These  animals  are  kept  through 
the  year  and  returned  to  their  original  owners 
ultimately . 

D.  Attendance  in  all  the  parks  was  extremely 
heavy  during  the  Easter  week  vacation.   The 
golf  course  had  more  youngsters  playing  on 
it  than  we  have  ever  observed  before.   Play 
was  so  heavy  that  we  had  one  record  week  day 
play  grossing  over  $400.00,  a  new  record  for 
any  weekday  on  the  course.   Patrolling  was  quite 
a  problem  during  Easter  week,  due  to  the  nice 
weather  and  the  influx  of  youngsters.   We  were 
forced  to  maintain  a  full  time  patrol  in  all 
the  parks  to  efficiently  police  and  safe  guard 
park  property. 

E.  Work  Progress  Report:   During  the  months  of 
April  the  following  projects  were  either  started 
or  completed  in  the  various  parks.   These  projects 
were  worked  on  in  conjunction  with  the  regular 
maintenance  work  that  goes  into  keeping  the  parks 
up. 

1.   Tilden  Regional  Park. 

a.  Completed  survey  work  for  a  new  tee 
on  the  golf  course  and  for  paving  of 
paths  around  the  golf  clubhouse. 

b.  Constructed  a  double  drinking  fountain 
of  stone  at  the  merry-go-round. 

c.  Constructed  three  new  type  combination 
drinking  fountains  with  wash  basins  at 
the  Boy  Scout  Camp  in  Mineral  Springs 
area . 

d.  Completed  a  four-head  stone  drinking 
fountain  near  the  Anza  bathhouse. 

e.  Completed  two  20'  picnic  tables  at  Camp 
Alders,  and  three  20'  tables  at  Camp  Fern. 

f .  Hauled  gravel  for  walkways  to  the  new  Fern 
restroom,  completed  stone  steps  and  installed 
a  hand  rail. 
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g.   Constructed  a  metal  sign  post  and  sign 

for  the  Shasta  Gate  Entrance  to  the  Tilden 

Park, 
h.   Painted  the  lifeguard  rescue  boards  and  work 

boat  at  Lake  Anza,  and  anchored  the  floats 

preparatory  to  the  opening  of  swimming  season, 
i .~  Removed  approximately  500 'of  old  fence  at  the 

area  formerly  occupied  by  the  Army, 
j.   Installed  a  new  pressure  regulator  at  the  rest 

room  near  the  merry-go-round.

area. 

g.  The  swinging  doors  on  the  service  yard  garage 
were  repaired  with  new  tracks  and  rollers. 

h.   Helped  the  Oakland  Recreation  Department 

prepare  a  new  day  camping  area  in  Redwood  Bowl 

5.    Roberts  Recreational  Area. 

a.  Bored  nine  pestholes  for  iron  rail  posts. 

b.  Cemented  six  rail  posts  for  three  l/2"x4" 
signposts . 

c.  Welded  50'  of  chain  to  rail,  ground  down 
welds  and  painted  with  one  coat  of  rustoleum 
prime  and  one  coat  of  aluminum  paint. 
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d.  Heated  and  straightened  the  rail  at  the

f .  Finished  improvements  of  the  South  Range  in  the 
Archery  area. 

g.  Boys  of  the  Alameda  County  Probation  Camp  felled, 
sectioned  and  split  250  eucalyptus  trees  with  axes 
and  cross-cut  saws  for  fire  wood. 

VI.   UNFINISHED  BUSINESS. 


A.  General  Manager  Walpole  reported  there  had  been 
no  new  developments  regarding  the  purchase  of 
the  Brinker  property.   Mr.  Moore,  of  the  District 
Attorney's  office,  has  started  work  on  this,  but 
has  nothing  new  to  offer  at  this  time. 

Director  Woolridge  suggested  speedier  action  might 
result  if  the  East  Bay  Regional  Park  District  kept 
an  attorney  on  retainer. 

Director  Goodrich  stated  that  the  Park  District 
had  never  had  cause  to  complain  of  the  District 
Attorney's  services,  and  that  he  and  his  office 
did  a  first  rate  job.   He  pointed  out  that  few 
attorneys  in  private  practice  have  the  knowledge 
of  municipal  law  that  the  District  Attorney's 
staff  affords,  and  that  to  duplicate  the  quality 
of  work  provided  by  the  District  Attorney  might 
well  prove  too  great  an  expense  to  the  Park 
District . 

General  Manager  Walpole  reported  that  Mr.  Jack 
Himmelwright  had  informed  him  that  no  income 
tax  appraisal  of  the  Brinker  property  has  been 
made  to  date. 

B.  With  reference  to  the  request  of  Richard  F. 
Hartsook,  Real  Estate  officer  for  the  Regents 
of  the  University  of  California,  that  the  Board 
consider  granting  a  lease  to  provide  the  University 
with  the  use  of  part  of  Vollmer  Peak  for  the 
Lauschner  Observatory,  operated  by  the  Astronomy 
Department  of  the  University: 
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General  Manager  Walpole  reported  that  he  had 

talked  to  Mr.  Wickman,  of  the  East  Bay  Municipal 

Utility  District,  who  assured  him  there  would 

be  adequate  room  for  such  an  Observatory  on  Vollmer 

Peak. 

Dr.  Henyey ,  professor  with  the  Astronomy  Depart- 
ment of  the  University,  has  voiced  some  fear  that 
the  existing  radio  equipment  in  the  area  might 
interfere  with  the  Observatory. 

General  Manager  Walpole  reiterated  the  need  for 
water  at  the  site,  and  reported  that  the  Obser- 
vatory might  be  forced  to  situate  further  down 
the  slope,  on  private  property,  in  which  case, 
he  had  agreed  to  the  use  of  the  Park  District's 
access  road  by  the  University. 

Director  Sproul  asked  if  the  General  Manager 
recommended  that  such  a  lease  be  granted  the 
University;  to  which  Mr.  Walpole  replied  that 
provided  the  Observatory  will  be  open  to  the 
general  public,  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that 
the  University  would  police  the  area,  he  felt  it 
would  be  worthwhile  undertaking. 

C.     Director  Woolridge  asked  about  developments 
on  the  new  Park  District  office  building. 
General  Manager  Walpole  reported  he  had  spoken 
to  Oscar  Price,  who  is  getting  estimates  at 
this  time,  and  should  be  able  to  make  some 
report  of  progress  at  the  next  meeting  of  the 
Board. 

VII .   ADJOURNMENT 

No  further  business  appearing  before  the  Board, 
the  meeting  adjourned  at  3:45  p.m.

VI.    COMMUNICATIONS . 

A.  Letter  of  May  9,  1960,  received  from  Robinson 
&  Floyd,  Inc.,  Insurance  Adjuster,  enclosing 
Proof  of  Loss  in  the  amount  of  $701.23  covering 
repairs  estimated  to  the  McCorkle  dwelling  in 
Tilden  Regional  Park  caused  by  a  recent  fire. 
This  letter  also  contains  information  that  a 
number  of  code  violations  were  observed  in 
construction  of  this  building,  and  advises  that 
repair  to  bring  the  building  up  to  code  require- 
ments would  be  considerably  in  excess  of  the  cost 
of  repair  of  the  fire  damage  alone.   This  work 
would  pertain  to  foundation,  electrical  work  and 
single  wall  construction.   Ordered  filed. 

B.  Letter  of  May  9,  1960,  received  from  C.  S.  Shelly, 
District  Superintendent  of  the  Livermore  Area 
Recreation  and  Park  District,  relative  to  the 
recent  announcement  that  Alameda  County  plans  to 
close  the  Arroyo  Del  Valle  County  Tuberculosis 
Sanitarium  located  fove  miles  south  of  Livermore, 
and  comprising  160  acres  on  which  there  are  numerous 
buildings.   This  property  is  adjacent  to  the  Arroyo 
Del  Valle  Reservoir  which  is  being  developed  by  the 
State  of  California  as  a  major  regional  and  recreat- 
ional area. 

Out  of  the  total  acreage,  56  acres  was  leased  six 
or  seven  years  ago  by  the  Livermore  Area  Recreat- 
ion and  Park  District  and  has  been  partially 
developed  as  a  park,  and  the  master  plan  for  develop- 
ment of  the  reservoir  area  prepared  by  the  Division 
of  Water  Resources  indicates  that  the  present  park 
should  be  retained  as  a  part  of  the  overall  develop- 
ment for  the  reservoir . 

The  Alameda  County  Board  of  Supervisors  has  un- 
officially indicated  that  it  is  considering  dis- 
posing of  the  entire  property,  and  that  there  is 
one  proposal  to  establish  a  privately  owned  resort 
on  it . 

Mr.  Shelly  suggested  that  the  Regional  Park  Board 
of  Directors  adopt  a  resolution  similar  to  one 
adopted  by  the  Livermore  District  Board  (a  copy  of 
which  he  enclosed  with  his  letter,  urging  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  to  retain  the  Arroyo  Del  Valle  area 
in  public  ownership. 

General  Manager  Walpole  stated  that  if  the  Regional 
Park  District  were  to  administer  this  land  as  a 
park,  it  certainly  would  be  an  addition  to  the 
District  in  providing  parks  and  recreation  facilities 
He  said  that  the  State  plans  to  construct  a  dam 
approximately  1-1/2  miles  above  this  property. 
The  Arroyo  Del  Valle  is  about  4  miles,  or  about 
7  miles  by  road  from  the  Brinker  property. 

Director  Woolridge  said  that  he  felt  this  land 
should  be  maintained  under  public  ownership,  but 
that  it  would  probably  be  best  to  refrain  from 
adopting  a  resolution  as  suggested  by  Mr.  Shelly. 


The  General  Manager  suggested  that  he  write  a  letter 
to  the  Alameda  County  Board  of  Supervisors  saying 
that  the  Board  feels  that  Arroyo  Del  Valle  Property 
should  be  kept  under  public  ownership  and  that  as  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  has  endorsed  the  East  Bay  Regional 
Park  District,  the  Park  Board  feels  that  it  would  be 
short  sighted  for  them  to  dispose  of  this  land  to 
private  hands  and  contrary  to  the  principles  and  policies 
established  in  past  years.   A  copy  of  this  letter  could 
be  sent  to  Mr.  Shelly. 

The  Board  agreed  to  this  plan  and  so  instructed  the 
General  Manager  to  follow  the  course  of  action  he  had 
outlined. 

Letter  of  May  16,  1960,  received  from  Miss  Kay  Cline  of 
the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Berkeley,  commending 
the  park  hostess  at  Tilden  Park,  Mrs.  Clifford,  and  the 
Ranger,  Mr.  Sommer ,  for  the  manner  in  which  their  res- 
ervation of  the  Brazilian  Room  was  handled.   Their  group 
was  impressed  with  the  courteous  way  in  which  they  were 
assisted  by  these  two  members  of  the  park  staff. 

Letter  of  May  25,  1960,  received  from  Mr.  Jack  Himmel- 
wright  stating  that  he  is  hopeful  of  receiving  the 
approval  of  the  Park  Board  of  his  making  an  offer  on 
behalf  of  the  East  Bay  Regional  Park  District  for  the 
Brinker  Ranch  at  the  amount  of  $240,000,  the  figure  at 
which  this  property  was  recently  appraised  by  Mr.  Dombrink, 
thereby  revising  his  original  appraisal .   He  further  states 
his  reasons  for  the  suggestion  that  an  offer  be  made 
immediately  in  view  of  the  possible  reaction  of  the  executor 
and  position  of  the  Park  Board  should  it  be  necessary  to 
enter  into  a  condemnation  suit , 

Mr.  Himmelwright  also  referred  to  his  findings  concern- 
ing other  tracts  in  Southern  Alajneda  County,  saying  that 
he  is  convinced  that  the  Brinker  Ranch  is  definitely  the 
best  of  the  available  land  in  its  price  range  and  with 
its  suitability  for  park  purposes,  other  than  land  owned 
by  the  San  Francisco  Water  Company  which  might  be  leased. 
He  cited  the  planned  development  in  the  vicinity  of 
Livermore  and  Dublin  which  would  with  a  proposed  free- 
way, make  the  Brinker  Ranch  very  accessible  to  residents 
of  those  areas.   Ordered  filed. 

Letter  of  May  27,  1960,  received  from  Richard  Moore, 
Deputy  District  Attorney,  informing  the  General  Manager 
that  he  has  exajnined  the  exceptions  contained  in  the 
preliminary  report  on  the  Brinker   Ranch  and  has  concluded 
that  they  will  "not  be  incompatible  with  the  intended 
use  of  the  property  as  a  camping  area  or  for  related 
purposes".   He  also  said  that  he  concurred  with  comments 
and  an  analysis  prepared  by  Mr.  Jack  Himmelwright,   Each 
of  the  exceptions  was  itemized  and  commented  upon  in 
this  letter,  and  Mr.  Moore  recommended  that  an  offer 
be  made  to  the  estate  for  the  amount  of  the  original 
appraisal--$220,000,00.   Should  this  offer  be  rejected, 
the  offer  could  be  raised  to  $240,000.00,  the  amount  of 
the  value  at  the  present  time  as  indicated  in  a  revised 
appraisal  submitted  by  Mr.  Richard  Dombrink.   Mr.  Moore 
suggested,  however,  that  if  the  initial  offer  is  rejected, 
a  conference  be  arranged  between  the  attorney  and  the 
appraiser  for  the  estate,  the  Regional  Park's  appraiser 


and  himself,  which  time  "we  would  disclose  the 
actual  appraisal  data  on  each  side.   this,  of  course, 
would  be  with  the  understanding  and  stipulation  that 
any  information  given  or  offers  made  during  such  dis- 
cussion would  not  be  used  by  either  party  against  the  other 
in  the  event  of  a  trial." 

The  Board  decided  that  a  new  offer  for  the  Brinker  Ranch 
in  the  amount  of  $220,000.00  should  be  made  at  this 
time  and  had  a  warrant  drawn  in  the  amount  of  10%,  or 
$22,000.00,  payable  to  the  California-Pacific  Title 
Insurance  Company  as  a  deposit .   It  was  agreed  that 
this  deposit  would  be  presented  immediately.

BE  IT  RESOLVED,  by  this  Board  of  Directors  of  the 
East  Bay  Regional  Park  District,  that  an  offer  for  the 
Brinker  Property  be  and  is  authorized  hereby  in  the  amount 
of  $220,000.00,  with  a  deposit  in  the  amount  of  $22,000.00 
being  also  authorized  to  be  paid  immediately  as  evidence 
of  the  offer  being  made  in  good  faith. 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED,  that  should  an  offer  of 
$220,000.00  be  rejected,  that  further  negotiations  be 
made  x^d.th  the  stipulation  that  the  initial  offer  might 
be  increased  to  $240,000.00.

VII .    GENERAL  MANAGER'S  REPORT. 

A.    General  Manager  Walpole  reported  that  a  serious 
accident  had  occurred  on  May  8,  1960,  in  Redwood 
Regional  Park  involving  a  4  year  old  boy  named 
Paul  Donnachie.   The  boy  was  kicked  in  the  head  by 
a  horse  owned  and  ridden  by  Sandy  Tanzillo  and  he  is 
in  critical  condition.   It  is  quite  possible  that  a 
claim  will  be  made  against  the  Regional  Park  District 


in  connection  with  this  accident,  although  it  would 
be  difficult  to  prove  any  negligence  on  the  part  of 
the  Park  District  in  this  case,  as  there  was  nothing 
at  the  scene  of  the  accident  to  indicate  any  responsib- 
ility on  the  part  of  the  Regional  Parks. 

B.  The  chain  link  fence  around  the  Botanic  Garden,  con- 
tracted by  the  Colorado  Fuel  and  Iron  Company,  has  been 
completed. 

C.  Attendance  during  the  month  of  May  was  high,  and  no 
serious  incidents  occurred  over  the  three-day  Memorial 
Day  weekend.   Three  Contra  Costa  Deputy  Sheriffs  were 
worked  on  in  conjection  with  the  regular  maintanance 
work  necessary  in  keeping  up  the  parks. 

1.  Tilden  Regional  Park. 

A.   The  Old  rest room  at  Woodland  Camp  has  been  put 
into  workable  condition  and  it  can  also  be  used 
for  storage  purposes  by  day  campers. 

b.  A  new  fence  has  been  built  around  the  bulletin 
board  at  the  front  gate  to  the  Nature  Area. 

c.  The  sprinkling  system  at  Jewel  Lake  Meadow  has 
been  put  into  condition  for  summer  watering. 

d.  Painted  the  lifeguard  shack  at  Lake  Anza. 

e.  Installed  48'  of  handrail  on  the  walk  to  Anza 
beach . 

f .  Completed  painting  two  sheds  at  the  pony  ride 
concession . 

g.  Striped  the  parking  lot  and  painted  road  signs 
at  Anza;  striped  the  parking  lot  at  Roberts  Area 
and  painted  centerlines  in  Redwood  Park. 

h.   Installed  a  new  1"  pressure  regulator  at  the  rest- 
room  near  the  merry-go-round, 
i.   Completed  patching  roads  throughout  the  park  with 

asphalt . 
j  .       Completed  construction  of  six  charcoal  burning  metal 

barbecues . 
k.   Installed  three  dry  sump  latrines  at  the  Boy's  Camp 

near  the  miniature  train, 
1.   Continued  to  cut  firebreaks  and  trails  at  Tilden 

Park  with  the  large  tractor, 
m.   Poured  a  concrete  foundation  for  a  water  tank  at  Miner 

Springs . 
n.   Poured  two  sets  of  legs  for  picnic  tables. 
O.   Prepared  the  Rotary  Peace  Grove  for  dedication  cermony 

on  June  1 . 
p.   Started  spraying  the  poison  oak  along  the  trails 

around  Lake  Anza  as  a  part  of  the  poison  oak 

eradication  program. 

2.  Tilden  Golf  Course. 

a.  Completed  black-topping  paths  around  the  clubhouse 
leading  to  the  starting  tees. 

b.  Started  welding  a  fence  to  control  traffic  and  to 
keep  people  on  the  paths  to  their  destinations. 

c.  Sulphated  all  greens. 

d   Constructed  12-sand-trap  rakes. 

3.  Lake  Temescal  Regional  Park. 

a.   Installed  a  new  kitchen  light  fixture  at  the 
caretaker's  cottage. 


b.  Placed  nine  steel  posts  in  concrete  for  hand 
rails  and  four  steel  railroad  rails  in  concrete 
for  guards  in  the  Bowl  Area. 

c.  Painted  signs  and  parking  spaces  at  the  main  en- 
trance and  Willowbrook  Area. 

d.  Carved  and  painted  six  park  signs  for  use  in  all 
parks . 

e.  Installed  a  1"  brass  valve  on  the  sprinkler  system/ 

f .  Transplanted  16  flats  of  annual  blooming  plants 
around  the  office  ajid  in  the  flagpole  planting  area. 

Redwood  Regional  Park. 

a.  The  trail  leading  to  Laurel  picnic  area  was 
completed  with  the  use  of  the  TD18  tractor. 

b.  One  double  barbecue  pit  was  completed  in  the 
Orchard  area. 

c.  Two  pipe  gates  were  completed--one  at  the  Girls' 
Camp  and  one  at  the  Piedmont  Stables. 

d.  Two  stone  drinking  fountains,  with  attached  wash 

basin  for  washing  dishes  were  completed--one  at 
the  Girls'  Camp  and  one  at  Redwood  Bowl. 

e.  Installed  a  placque  on  the  new  drinking  fountain  near 
Fern  Hut  which  was  dedicated  by  the  Women ' sClub  of 
Alameda. 

f .  Repaired  wooden  barriers  at  the  entrance  to  Redwood 
Park  off  Skyline  Blvd. 

g.  Rebuilt  the  shake  roof  on  Fern  Hut. 

Roberts  Recreational  Area. 

a.  Poured  28  post  holes,  cemented  28  2"  pipe  posts 
6'  long  for  chain  link  fence  behind  the  restrooms 
and  upper  play  area. 

b.  Installed  a  non-slip  surface  in  the  showers  of  the 
Ladies  dressing  room. 

c.  Drilled  and  tapped  a  1"  hole  in  the  filter  plant 
for  a  chlorinator  line. 

d.  Installed  a  drinking  fountain  near  the  pony  ride. 

e.  Cemented  one  six  foot  length  of  2"  pipe  for  a 
pedestrian  sign. 

f .  Sanded,  stained  and  painted  all  benches  with  log 
oil  and  the  windreak  at  the  swimming  pool . 

Grass  Valley  Regional  Park. 

a.  Installed  two  hanging  signs  completely  constructed 
of  metal.   One  is  located  at  the  San  Leandro  Gate 
and  one  at  Midway  Gate.   Also  completed  one  gate 
at  the  stone  bridge. 

b.  Started  spraying  poison  oak  around  all  camps  and  roads  as 

a  part  of  the  poison  oak  eradication  and  control 
program. 

c.  Planted  a  small  lawn  in  front  of  the  grass  shack 
approximately  10  x  20  yards. 

d.  Began  construction  of  a  quail  gu22ler--a  shallow 
rock  pool  about  6  x  20 '  fed  by  a  spring. 

e.  Finished  construction  of  a  small  rock  culvert  on 
the  road  near  the  grass  shack. 

f.  Continued  felling,  chopping  splitting  and  stacking 
trees  by  hand.   Approximately  15  cords,  or  120  trees 
were  felled  during  the  month . 
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g.   Ditches  for  drainage  along  approximately  200 
yards  of  dirt  road  leading  to  the  grass  shack 
were  dug . 

h.   Held  a  wood  chopping  contest  with  30  boys  competing 
The  winner  was  given  a  day's  vacation.   It  was 
thought  that  a  contest  of  this  sort  would  stimulate 
interest  and  pride  in  the  work.   Response  was 
extremely  good  and  at  a  later  date  a  splitting 
contest  will  be  arranged. 

UNFINISHED  BUSINESS. 


A.   General  Manager  Walpole  reported  that  there 

has  been  no  further  action  with  regard  to  the 
interest  of  the  Astronomy  Department  of  the 
University  of  California  in  a  site  on  Vollmer  Peak 
for  an  observatory.   He  stated  that  he  had  in- 
formed them  that  their  suggestion  of  having  an 
observatory  open  to  the  public  one  night  each 
week  could  hardly  be  regarded  as  a  justifiable 
amount  of  public  use  as  the  Park  Board  stipulates. 
The  representatives  of  the  Astronomy  Department 
regard  Vollmer  Peak  as  an  ideal  location  for  their 
observatory,  and  they  have  been  by  the  General 
Manager  advised  that  some  additional  public  use, 
such  as  a  lecture  or  program  of  some  sort  on 
Saturdays  might  be  considered. 


IX. 
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NEW  BUSINESS 

A.   General  Manager  Walpole  reported  that  he  had 
received  an  outline  of  several  requests  for 
benefits  and  salary  increases  from  James  Marshall 
of  the  American  Federation  of  State,  County, 
and  Municipal  Employees.   These  included  a  5% 
overall  salary  increase,  a  new  hospital  insurance 
and  health  plan  to  be  paid  by  the  Regional  Park 
District,  deduction  of  union  dues  from  the  pay- 
roll, uniform  pay  and  foui:  weather  gear  furnished 
by  the  Regional  Park  District  and  increased  annual 
leave . 


The  General  Manager,  in  discussing  this  subject 
with  Mr.  Marshall  indicated  his  willingness  to 
recommend  to  the  Board  that  the  step  raises 
established  in  June  of  1959  be  maintained,  but 
that  the  top  salary  for  each  category  be  increased 
by  $15.00.   He  said  that  he  could  not  advocate  the 
general  5%  salary  increase  at  this  time.   As  to  the 
other  requests  for  fringe  benefits,  the  only  one  to 
which  he  is  willing  to  give  any  consideration  at 
all  would  be  the  hospital  insurance  and  health 
plan.   After  some  investigation  regarding  usual 
procedures  in  this  regard  followed  by  other  Bay 
Area  municipalities,  counties  and  the  East  Bay 
Municipal  Utility  District,  the  General  Manager 
felt  that  the  Regional  Park  District  would  be 
justified  in  contributing  approximately  $3.50 
per  month  toward  payment  of  the  premium  of  the 
employee  on  any  plan  that  might  be  adopted.   Mr. 
Marshall  had  submitted  a  plan  proposed  by  the  Etna 
Life  Insurance  Company  which  included  life  insurance 
as  well  as  hospital,  medical,  surgical  coverage 
and  major  medical  coverage  on  a  co-insurance  basis 
with  a  premium  for  each  employee  estimated  at$5.68 
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The  life  insurance  coverage  of  $2,000  per  employee 
\   If      and  accidental  death  and  dismemberment  insurance 
y'  C^  premiums  totalling  $1.94  per  employee  would  be  paid 

'^        in  full  by  the  employer  according  to  this  proposal. 

The  General  Manager  will  prepare  a  full  copy  of  his 
recommendation  for  general  salary  increases  and  will 
send  it  to  the  Directors  during  the  month  of  June.   The 
monthly  salaries  for  the  1960-1961  fiscal  year  should 
be  decided  at  the  June  meeting,  to  enable  us  to  prepare 
our  new  budget  for  the  1960-1961  fiscal  year. 

B"    Some  eight  years  ago  the  Board  of  Directors  granted 
the  right  to  Jack  Houston  to  install  a  full-fledged 
pro-shop  at  the  Tilden  Golf  Course.   This  was  done 
because  in  the  past  we  had  had  no  operator  who  was 
willing  to  spend  the  money  to  build  up  top  class 
pro-shop  sufficiently  stocked  to  provide  all  golfing 
needs.   When  this  privilege  was  granted  to  Mr.  Houston, 
we  agreed  to  do  so  at  no  rental  charge  to  give  him 
an  opportunity  to  build  up  a  business  and  a  top  operating 
pro  shop.   To  date,  Mr.  Houston  has  built  up  his  pro-shop 
to  where  he  now  carried  approximately  $10  to  $15,000 
stock  of  merchandise.   He  is  giving  excellent  service 
and  is  beginning  to  receive   reasonable  fair  returns  on 
his  investment. 

It  is  now  the  suggestion  of  the  General  Manager  that 
we  put  a  monthly  rental  for  this  privilege  and  give 
Mr.  Houston  a  five  year  contract  for  the  carrying  on  of 
the  pro-shop  and  the  golf  instruction.   The  Manager  feels 
that  a  rental  of  $50.00  per  month  would  pay  for  the 
utilities  and  would  not  be  too  great  a  burden  for  Mr. 
Houston  to  assume.   It  is  the  Manager's  recommendation 
that  the  Board  sign  a  contract  with  Mr.  Houston,  effective 
July  1 . 

The  Board  concurred  with  the  recommendation  of  the 
General  Manager,  and  on  motion  of  Director  Macdonald, 
seconded  by  Director  Sproul ,  the  following  resolution 
was  adopted: 

RESOLUTION  NO.  1613 

AUTHORIZING  THE  ISSUANCE  OF  A  LICENSE  FOR  THE  OPERATION 
OF  A  GOLF  PROFESSIONAL  SHOP  AND  FOR  GOLF  INSTRUCTION  AT 
THE  TILDEN  GOLF  COURSE,  TILDEN  REGIONAL  PARK. 

WHEREAS,  a  golf  professional  shop  has  been  conducted 
by  Mr.  Jack  Houston  for  the  past  eight  years  at  the 
Tilden  Golf  Course,  Tilden  Regional  Park,  in  conjunction 
with  golf  instruction  without  a  formal  license,  but  with 
the  understanding  tiiat  if  a  reasonably  profitable  business 
could  be  established,  a  rental  fee  would  be  charged  and  a 
license  entered  into  and 

WHEREAS,  Mr.  Jack  Houston  has  succeeded  during  that 
period  of  time  in  developing  a  successful  business; 
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BE  IT  RESOLVED,  by  this  Board  of  Directors  of  the 
East  Bay  Regional  Park  District,  that  a  license  be  and  is 
entered  into  hereby  for  the  operation  of  said  golf  pro-shop 
in  conjunction  with  golf  instruction  by  a  qualified  golf 
professional ,  and  that  the  charge  for  this  privilege  shall 
be  $50.00  per  month. 

Passed  by  the  following  vote:

The  Terra  car  which  was  purchased  by  the  Park  District 
recently  has  proved  to  be  so  practical  as  a  patrol  car 
for  the  golf  course,  that  the  General  Manager  requested 
permission  to  advertise  for  bids  for  another  one.   The 
price  of  the  one  purchased  was  $1100.00,  and  it  is  felt  that 
the  acquistion  of  another  Terra  car  would  enable  the  Regional 
Parks  to  trade  in  the  1941  military  Jeep  which  has  been  used 
by  the  golf  course  supervisor.   The  Terracar  is  more  economical, 
that  a  jeep  both  from  a  maintenance  standpoint  as  well  as  gas 
use . 

The  Board  unanimously  approved  this  suggested  purchase,  and 
on  motion  of  Director  Sproul,  seconded  by  Director  Macdonald, 
the  following  resolution  was  adopted:

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IV.   PUBLIC  HEARING. 

A.    A  committee  representing  Crestmont  Homes  Association 
was  present  to  discuss  a  protest  against  construct- 
ion of  a  building  which  incorporates  a  clubroom  at 
the  intersection  of  Skyline  Blvd.  and  Crestmont 
Drive  in  Redwood  Regional  Park.   On  June  27,  a 
meeting  of  residents  of  the  Crestmont  Tract  had 
met  with  Director  Macdonald  and  Mr.  Wesley  Adams' 
at  which  time  they  had  ahd  an  opportunity  to  view 
the  architect's  plans  and  elvation  of  the  building. 
Both  representatives  of  the  Regional  Parks  attempted 
to  explain  the  purposes  of  the  building  and  to 
answer  any  questions  put  to  them  by  those  present. 
At  that  meeting,  this  committee  was  formed  and 
asked  to  attend  this  meeting  of  the  Regional  Park 
Board  to  formally  voice  their  protest  against 
construction  of  the  building. 

Mr.  Nicholas  C.  Petri s,  State  assemblyman  and 
a  resident  of  the  Crestmont  Tract  presented  a 
petition  containing  200  signatures  of  Crestmont 
residents  who  oppose  construction  of  the  building 
on  the  following  grounds:  (excerpt  from  text  of 
the  petition) . 

Primary  objections  are: 

1.  Many  of  the  intended  uses  of  the  proposed 
operation  are  incompatible  with  the  adjacent 
residential  envi-ronment . 

2.  Residential  areas  should  be  protected  against 
activities  which  produce  excessive  noise. 

3.  The  assembly  and  exodus  of  large  numbers  of 
vehicles  will  create  a  dangerous  annoying 
traffic  problem  for  the  residential  streets  in 
the  area. 

4.  With  thousands  of  acres  at  the  disposal  of  the 
East  Bay  Regional  Parks  the  proximity  of  the 
proposed  installation  to  a  residential  district 
is  ill  advised. 

Mr.  Petris  spoke  on  behalf  of  those  persons  opposing 
building  on  the  basis  of  its  containing  a  clubroom. 
He  said  that  he  believed  that  there  was  no  objection 
to  the  building  itself  and  stated  that  its  use  as  an 
office  was  quite  acceptable  to  the  people  living 
nearby.   However,  he  said  that  residents  of  the 
area  did  not  have  a  need  for  the  clubroom  and 
cited  the  other  clubroom  facilities  of  the  area. 
He  said  that  it  is  the  concensus  that  the  Regional 
Park's  operation  of  a  clubroom  falls  beyond  the 
scope  of  the  operation  of  parks  on  a  regional  basis, 
aind,  as  stated  in  the  petition,  it  would  infringe 
on  a  residential  area,  causing  a  noise  and  traffic 
problem  unwanted  in  that  area. 

Mr.  Petris  concluded,  saying  that  they  earnestly 
request  that  the  Park  Board  hold  up  any  plans 
for  completing  the  buidling  so  that  a  change  in 
its  location  could  be  considered. 
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Others  present,  some  of  whom  spoke  personally  to  the 
Board  included:

All  comments  made  by  those  present  were  similar  in  the 
reasons  expressed  for  the  opposition  to  the  Clubroom. 
Most  of  the  people  who  spoke  had  no  objection  to  the 
appearance  of  the  building  to  its  use  as  a  park  office. 

Director  Macdonald  said  that  the  establishment  of  a  club- 
room  in  this  area  was  originally  his  own  idea  because  he 
had  received  numberious  requests  for  such  a  facility. 

President  Goodrich  verified  with  the  Crestmont  committee 
the  fact  that  there  was  no  particular  objection  to  the 
construction  of  the  building  if  used  for  offices  only. 
He  then  said  that  the  primary  purpose  of  the  Regional 
Parks,  as  visualized   by  those  who  worked  for  the  form- 
ation of  the  District  and  by  those  who  first  formulated 
the  policies  under  which  the  Regional  Parks  would  be 
operated,  were  the  acquisition  and  preservation  of  large 
areas  of  land  to  provide  open  space  for  outdoor  recreation 
and  to  conserve  these  areas  which  were  in  danger  of  being 
sold  to  private  interests.   He  said  he  could  not  recall 
any  plan  for  the  erection  of  buildings  through  which  the 
Regional  Park  District  might  benefit  financially.   He  said 
that  it  may  be  that  the  building  as  planned  is  contrary  to 
the  original  concept . 

Mr.  Petris  then  asked  the  Board  to  arrange  a  meeting  some 
evening  with  residents  of  Crestmont  to  take  up  the  matter 
in  more  detail. 

Director  Woolridge  said  the  prople  are  the  boss,  and  if  the 
clubroom  is  not  needed,  the  Board  would  be  willing  to  con- 
sider this  aspect. 

Mr.  Petris  said  that  if  there  is  a  need  for  the  building, 
it  should  be  put  in  another  location  where  it  would  not 
interfere  with  any  residential  area. 

Director  Macdonald  suggested  that  perhaps  the  plans  should 
be  redrawn  for  a  building  devoted  to  office  use  only. 

Director  Sproul  stated  that  the  opposition  now  evident  had 
not  previously  been  known  to  him,  that  he  favored  reconsider- 
ation of  the  previous  decision  of  the  Board  in  light  of  the 
representations  now  made,  but  that  he  did  not  feel  that  the 
Board  should  either  confirm  or  reverse  its  earlier  decision 
without  further  investigation. 
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364  Director  Woolridge  was  of  the  opinion  that  action  might  ^mS 

be  postponed  until  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board  to  C5 

permit  time  for  further  study,  and  that  the  Board  might  ^ 

consider  some  revision  of  its  original  plan  for  the 
building . 

Mr.  Petris  then  asked  the  Board  to  notify  those  persons 
who  comprise  his  committee  to  be  notified  when  the  Board 
will  be  able  to  meet  with  them  again.   Those  present  left 
their  names  and  addresses. 


The  Board  agreed  to  follow  the  course  of  action  suggested 
by  Directors  Sproul  and  Woolridge  and  to  comply  with 
Mr.  Fetris'  request  that  Crestmont  committee  members  be 
notified  as  soon  as  a  future  meeting  of  the  Board  is 
arranged . 

V.    COMMUNICATIONS. 

A.    Two  letters  dated  June  2  and  June  3,  1960,  received 
from  Kay  Gilliland,  owner  of  property  on  Skyline 
Blvd.  bordering  Grass  Valley  Regional  Park,   Mrs. 
Gilliland  purchased  this  land  for  a  homesite  under 
a  misunderstanding  with  regard  to  the  boundary  which 
is  common  with  the  Grass  Valley  Park  boundary.   As 
the  area  on  which  they  hoped  to  build  their  home 
turned  out  to  be  on  park  owned  property,  she  has 
suggested  a  trade  of  3.24  acres  traversed  by  a  fire 
road  for  the  land  on  which  they  wish  to  build.   She 
points  out  the  advantages  to  the  Park  District  in 
the  proposed  exchange  of  land;  1)  The  park  would 
be  given  a  mutually  acceptable  right  of  way  and 
easements  through  the  Gilliland  property  on  which 
to  build  a  fire  lookout  or  for  use  as  an  entry  or 
for  routing  utilities.   2)   The  park  would  be  given 
a  triangular  3.24  acre  plot  in  exchange  for  a  lesser 
area  nearer  the  hilltop;  and  3)  The  park  would  obtain 
ownership  of  the  fire  road  making  rerouting  unnecessary . 
A  map  accompanying  this  letter  indicates  the  property 
referred  to. 

In  her  other  letter,  Mrs.  Gilliland  referred  to  her  meeting 
with  the  General  Manager,  Mr.  Tom  Flood  and  Mr.  Bill 
Stanton  on  the  land  in  question.   She  states  that  Assemblyman 
Carlos  Bee  has  notified  her  that  he  will  aid  in  obtain- 
ing legislation  by  the  state  if  the  Park  District 
Board  considers  the  proposed  exchange  of  land  favorably. 

The  General  Manager  stated  that  he  had  explained  to 
Mrs.  Gilliland  that  the  only  way  an  exchange  of  land 
could  be  effected  would  be  to  obtain  state  legislation 
permitting  her  to  take  title.   He  told  the  Board  that 
the  proposed  exchange  would  be  advantageous  to  the 
Regional  Park  both  from  the  standpoint  of  gaining  the 
slight  increase  in  acreage  and  for  the  reason  that  re- 
location  of  the  existing  fire  road  would  then  become 
unnecessary.   Mrs.  Gilliland  would  initiate  steps  toward 
obtaining  the  necessary  legislation  with  the  assistance 
of  Mr.  Carlos  Bee. 
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President  Goodrich  recommended  that  the 
General  Manger  request  a  representative  of 
the  District  Attorney's  office  to  represent 
the  Board  in  this  matter  inasmuch  as  all 
Directors  agreed  that  undertaking  the  exchange 
would  be  feasible. 

On  motion  of  Director  Woolridge,  seconded  by 
Director  Mulvany,  the  following  resolution  was 
adopted:

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AUTHORIZING  THE  GENERAL  MANAGER  TO  PROCEED  WITH

GRASS  VALLEY  REGIONAL  PARK. 

WHEREAS,  Mrs.  Kay  Gilliland,  owner  of 
property  adjacent  to  Grass  Valley  Regional 
Park,  has  requested  an  exchange  of  a  small 
portion  of  her  holdings  for  a  small  plot  of 
land  presently  a  part  of  Grass  Valley  Regional 
Park,  for  the  purpose  of  building  a  home  des- 
cribed as  Lot  #1,  Section  12,  T25R3W,  MDB&M. 

WHEREAS,  at  the  time  Mrs.  Gilliland 
purchased  the  said  property  she  was  misinformed  with 
regard  to  its  correct  boundary  and  has  subsequently 
learned  that  the  portion  of  the  land  on  which  she 
wished  to  build  a  home  is  actually  a  part  of 
Regional  Park  holdings,  and  she  has  also  found 
that  a  service  road  constructed  by  the  Regional 
Park  District  traverses  a  part  of  her  property. 
Therefore,  she  proposes  that  3.24  acres  of  land 
over  which  the  service  road  runs  be  exchanged  for 
a  smaller  acreag  e  owned  by  the  Regional  Park 
District . 

WHEREAS,  the  Regional  Park  Board  of  Directors 
has  agreed  that  the  exchange  of  land  with  Mrs. 
Gilliland  in  accordance  with  her  proposal  would 
be  advantageous  to  the  Regional  Park  District; 

BE  IT  RESOLVED,  by  this  Board  of  Directors 
of  the  East  Bay  Regional  Park  District,  that  an 
exchange  of  land  shall  be  and  is  approved  hereby, 
and  that  a  request  be  made  to  the  office  of  the 
District  Attorney's  Office  to  have  a  representative 
of  said  office  confer  with  Assemblyman  Carlos  Bee 
to  draw  up  a  bill  for  presentation  to  the  California 
State  Assembly  in  order  to  obtain  the  necessary 
Legislation  legalizing  said  property  exchange.

H.  Oliver,  Chairman  of  the  Peace  Grove  Committee 
of  the  Rotary  Club  of  Berkeley,  expressing  the 
apprsciation  of  the  Rotary  Club  for  the  particip- 
ation of  the  Board  in  their  annual  tree  dedication 
in  Tilden  Regional  Park,   Ordered  filed. 

VI .    GENERAL  MANAGER ' S  REPORT . 

A.  The  winter  schedule  of  Junior  Ranger  activities 
ended  in  June.   The  youngsters  were  taken  on 
three  over-night  trips  by  Jack  Parker,  and  then 
they  held  their  annual  open  house  and  made  the 
necessary  arrangements  for  Junior  Ranger  activities 
for  next  fall.   The  open  house  was  very  well  attended 
by  all  parents,  and  special  achievement  certificates 
were  handed  out  to  all  youngsters  who  had  taken  part 
in  the  program.   The  parents  furnished  the  food  and 
there  was  good  fellowship  and  fun  at  this  open  house. 
The  last  of  the  activities  until  fall. 

B.  The  beginning  of  our  tremendous  day  camp  program 
got  under  way  on  June  27.   Practically  all  the 
areas  which  can  accommodate  day  camping  in  all 
parks  are  being  used  and  have  been  reserved  five 
days  per  week  until  September  1.   A  great  deal  of 
work  has  gone  into  preparing  these  areas  this  year 
and  we  are  able  to  offer  quite  an  extension  in  our 
services  to  day  camping  groups. 

C.  We  have  five  new  geese,  acquired  from  the  Oakland 
Park  Department .   They  are  almost  ready  for  release 
at  Jewel  Lake;  we  also  have  a  new  racoon  who  has 
adapted  himself  readily  to  life  in  the  Nature  Area 
and  has  proved  quite  an  attraction  to  the  visitors. 
In  fact,  we  have  quite  a  number  of  animals  in  the 
Nature  Area  now--both  wild  and  domestic. 

D.   Grass  Valley  is  shaping  up  extremely  well.   The  work 
is  going  on  steadily,  and  the  Probation  boys  are 
making  a  tremendous  showing  concerning  the  work  in 
hand.   Some  of  the  Directors  may  have  noticed  that 
Kent  Pursel  of  the  Alameda  County  Board  of  Supervisors 
has  suggested  that  the  people  on  county  welfare  also 
be  given  to  the  Regional  Parks  to  form  crews  to  do 
useful  and  needed  work.   Perhaps  this  will  provide 
another  source  of  needed  labor  in  the  near  future. 

E.  Attendance  during  the  month  of  June  was  high.   The 
warm  weather  swelled  the  crowds  at  the  swimming 
facilities  and  on  weekends  all  the  parks  have  been 
full  of  picnicking  groups.   No  serious  accidents 
occurred  during  the  month. 

F.  Work  Progress  Report:    During  the  month  of  June  the 
following  projects  were  either  started  or  completed 
in  the  various  parks.   These  projects  were  worked  on 
in  conjunction  with  regular  maintenance  work,  which, 
of  course,  increases  tremendously  during  the  summer 
months--the  months  of  heavy  use. 
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Tilden  Regional  Park. 

a.  Repaired  and  rebuilt  eight  park  benches. 

b.  Dug  leaching  lines  for  five  new  drinking  fountains/ 

c.  Installed  650'  of  1"  pipeline  from  the  tank  to 
a  new  fountain  at  Mineral  Springs. 

d.  Completed  installation  and  built  a  new  top  for 
the  tank  at  Mineral  Springs. 

e.  Replaced  a  pipeline  across  the  creek  from  Acacia 
to  Orchard  Camp. 

f .  Cleaned  sewer  and  leaching  lines  and  pumped 
out  the  septic  tank  at  the  restrooms  near  the 
merry-go-round,  Camp  Caves,  Indian  Camp,  Camp 
Oaks,  Camp  Padre  and  Meadows  Playfield. 

g.  Installed  a  1"  pressure  regulator  at  Camp  Caves 
and  opened  up  a  baypass  regulator  at  Lake  Anza 
for  high  pressure  on  the  pipeline  to  the  merry-go- 
round  . 

h.   Had  25  steel  drums  galvanized  for  use  as  garbage 

cans.   Picked  up  the  cans  and  hauled  into  various 

spots  throughout  the  parks, 
i.   Disconnected  the  pipeline  from  springs  and  connected 

to  the  city  water  line  for  fountains  at  Camp  Willows 

and  Camp  Laurels. 

Tilden  Golf  Course. 

a.  Painted  the  men's  restroom  at  the  golf  clubhouse. 

b.  Installed  a  new  window  in  the  pro-shop. 

c.  Trimmed  the  redwoods  at  the  entrance  to  the  parking 
lot. 

d.  Repaired  an  8"  pipe  lying  behind  the  Anza  pumping 
station  and  installed  40'  of  8"  pipe. 

e.  Cleaned  the  roughs  at  No .  6  11  and  16  fairways. 

f.  Welded  the  fence  and  built  two  pipe  gates  on  No. 10 
tee  to  control  play. 

g.  Sprayed  all  tees  and  greens  for  fungus  and  brown 
patch . 

Lake  Temescal  Regional  Park. 

a.  Constructed  and  painted  32'  of  steel  guard  rail 
in  the  Bowl  picnic  area. 

b.  Constructed  and  painted  55'  of  1-1/2"  hand  rail 
along  the  road  to  the  beach. 

c.  Painted  benches  in  the  bathouse  restrooms. 

d.  Treated  the  water  weekly  with  50  lbs.  of  per 
chlorine  and  blue  stone. 

e.  Transplanted  three  azaleas  near  the  clubhouse 
entrance . 

f .  Picked  up  and  hauled  to  Temescal  four  loads  of 
stone  for  masonry  work  to  be  done  in  the  future. 

g.  Spread  two  leads  of  manure  on  the  Bowl  Area  lawn. 

Redwood  Regional  Park. 

a.  Completed  a  new  drinking  fountain  and  wash  basin 
combination  at  Redwood  Bowl  Area, 

b.  Installed  500'  of  double  eucalyptus  rail  fence 
at  the  end  of  the  Redwood  Bowl  archery  area  to 
keep  day  caanpers  separated  from  the  archery  range. 

c.  Five  horse  trail  signs  were  installed  on  l-]./2" 
pipe  7  '  long  placed  along  the  new  fence  at  the 
Redwood  Bowl  area. 


d.  Trees  at  the  Railroad  were  trimmed  back  for  new 
construction . 

e.  Started  spraying  poison  oak  throughout  Redwood  Park 
and  Lake  Temescal . 

f .  Tables  at  Maple  and  Orchard  picnic  areas  were  log  oiled 
and  prepared  for  use. 

g.  All  fire  stand  pipes  were  painted  red  and  white  for  easy 
identification . 

h.   Worked  on  the  spring  water  line  at  Piedmont  Stables  and 
installed  300'  of  2"  pipe. 


Grass  Valley  Regional  Park. 

a.  Continued  work  on  the  quail  guzzler  and  water  troughs 
for  horses . 

b.  Completed  construction  of  a  large  stone  fire-place  at 
the  boys'  camp. 

c.  Delivered  forewood  to  the  Girl  Scouts  at  Corral  Camp. 

d.  Worked  one  week  on  the  bridle  trails  over  Water  Company 
land.   This  included  1)  chopping  and  piling  fallen  trees 
and  debris,  left  when  the  trails  were  first  completed; 
2)  widening  the  narrow  trails  that  rise  sharply  to  the 
south  gate  entrance. 

Prepared  special  smoking  areas  for  boys  at  break-time. 
Repaired  the  hand  rail  on  the  small  bridge  over  the  creek 
on  water  company  land  which  leads  to  Chabot  Reservoir. 
Continued  removal  of  secondary  sucker  growth  through  the 
park  . 

Removed  all  thistle  growth  in  the  area  around  the  Boys 
Camp  . 

Sprayed  poison  oak  growth  in  front  of  clearing  crews  with 
back  pumps . 

J.   Cut  poles  for  Redwood  Regional  Park  for  fence  railings. 

k.   Prepared  a  plan  for  boys  of  the  probation  camp  to  follow 
in  case  of  fire.   Thus,  at  a  given  signal,  the  boys  will 
stop  work,  assemble  quickly  turn  in  their  tools  and  be 
ready  to  leave  the  park  if  so  ordered.   A  fire  drill  is 
planned  in  the  near  future. 

1.   Completed  a  new  drinking  fountain  at  Chabot  Picnic  Area. 

m.   A  four  foot  opening  was  cut  in  the  fence  along  the  new 
bridle  trail  between  Proctor  and  Cypress  Gates  to  allow 
horsemen  to  enter  on  an  easier  grade. 

n.   Chemical  restrooms  were  hauled  to  Grass  Valley  along  Red- 
wood Road  bridle  trail  for  juvenile  workers  to  use  as  part 
of  the  conditions  of  use  with  the  Numicipal  Utility  District 


VI.  UNFINISHED  BUSINESS. 

A.   The  General  Manager  had  sent  out  copies  of  his  recommend- 
ations for  salary  increases  for  park  employees  for  the 
coming  fiscal  year  to  the  Board  members.   The  list  of  the 
proposed  raises  follows  for  action  by  the  Board.   An  ex- 
tensive study  of  prevailing  wages  in  the  East  Bay  has 
lead  us  to  believe  that  none  of  the  proposed  increases 
are  out  of  line  as  wage  scales  go  in  the  East  Bay. 

Director  Sproul  stated  that  he  had  carefully  gone  over 
the  proposed  salary  increases  and  felt  that,  in  general 
they  appear  to  be  in  line  with  salaries  paid  by  other 
organizations  in  this  vicinity.

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B,    General  Manager  Walpole  referred  the  Board  to  a  letter 
just  received  from  the  American  Federation  of  State, 
County,  and  Municipal  Employees  stating  that  menb  ers 
of  the  Regional  Park  Employees '  Local  had  adopted 
a  resolution  stating  their  desire  that  the  East  Bay 

II  O  Regional  Park  District  pay  the  full  cost  of  a  hospital 

insurance  plan  for  park  employees.   Along  with  this 
(g  'Z         letter  was  a  comparison  table  showing  the  relative 

"^  coverages  offered  by  Blue  Cross  and  the  AEtna  Insurance 

Company.   The  estimated  plan  prepared  by  the  AEtna  In- 
surance Company  was  submitted  by  the  Union,  while  the 
General  Manager  had  obtained  a  firm  offer  for  a  comparable 
plan  from  Blue  Cross. 

General  Manager  Walpole  told  the  Board  that  he  was 
of  the  opinion  that  any  hospital  plan  put  into  effect 
whould  be  for  all  park  employees,  and  not  for  just  those 
who  were  union  members.   He  said  that  at  the  present 
time  the  park  employees  belong  to  a  Blue  Cross  Group, 
and  it  is  his  feeling  that  they  are  quite  happy  with 
this  coverage.   If  all  the  park  employees  are  to  be- 
long to  one  group  for  hospital  insurance  they  should 
be  given  a  choice  as  to  what  that  coverage  should  be 
and  with  what  company.   Furthermore,  the  General  Manager 
said  that  his  recommendation  would  be  to  pay  a  flat 
amount  against  whatever  coverage  is  decided  upon, 
and  not  the  whole  cost.   He  suggested  that  additional 
time  be  taken  in  order  to  conduct  a  survey  of  the 
employees  wishes  in  this  regard  and  to  allow  further 
study  before  any  action  is  taken. 

The  Board  of  Directors  agreed  that  further  study  would 
be  necessary  in  this  connection  and  that  no  action 
would  be  taken  pending  the  receipt  of  some  indication 
of  the  employees'  wishes  and  additional  investigation  by 
the  management . 

C.    With  regard  to  the  negotiations  for  purchase  of  the 

Brinker  property,  the  General  Manager  has  had  work  from 
Mr.  Moore  of  the  District  Attorney's  office  that  Mr. 
Joe  Smith  has  been  appointed  as  appraiser  for  this 
rporperty  for  the  executor.   Both  Mr.  Moore  and  Mr. 
Dombrink  have  offered  their  assistance  to  Mr.  Smith 
and  it  is  hoped  that  the  appraisal  he  makes  will  be 
within  90%  of  the  offer  make  by  the  Park  Board.   This 
would  enable  the  executors  to  legally  sell  the  property. 
D.   Mr.  Oscar  Price  was  present  and  gave  some  figures 

indicating  the  proximity  of  the  houses  nearest  the  new 
office  building  to  be  constructed  at  Skyline  Blvd.  and 
Crestmont  Drive.   Each  residence  was  several  hundred 

feet  away,  the  nearest  being  about  265'  from  the 
building--this  one  lying  on  the  opoosite  side  of 
Skyline  Blvd. 

Mr.  Price  submitted  a  letter  outlining  the  approximate 
conount  of  work  on  the  building  completed  to  date,  and 
giving  an  approximate  figure  of  th  cost  to  the  Regional 
Park  District  at  this  point .   Total  work  done  by  all 
architects,  engineers  and  others  involved  in  the  various 
phases  of  construction  such  as  electrical  and  plumbing 
work  comes  to  85%  of  their  completed  jobs.   This  would 
result  in  an  amount  due  at  this  time  of  80%  of  75%  of  the 
architect's  fee,  out  of  which  $4,025.00  has  been  paid, 
and  leaving  a  balance  due  of  about  $6,575.00. 
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Mr,  Price  pointed  out  that  should  the  Board 

wish  to  alter  the  design  of  the  Building  to  eliminate 

ths  clubroom,  that  some  of  the  work  done  on  the 

building  already  could  be  applied  to  a  revised 

design  and  that  credit  would  be  given  in  this 

event . 

Director  Mulvany  suggested  that  within  the  next 
month  the  General  Manager  consult  witn  Mr.  Price 
to  determine  how  we  might  proceed. 

Mr.  Price  explained  that  since  it  will  be  necessary 
to  apply  to  th  Planning  Commission  and  have  a  public 
hearing  on  construction  of  the  building,  it  would 
appear  that  approval  of  the  clubroom  would  be  ex- 
tremely difficult  in  view  of  the  number  of  people 
who  would  undoubtedly  be  present  to  oppose  it . 

General  Manager  Walpole  mentioned  that  one  of  the 
reasons  for  construction  of  a  clubroom  in  the  Red- 
wood Park  area  was  the  intended  tearing  down  of  the 
Redwood  Lodge  which  has  become  too  dilapidated  for 
use.   There  has  been  a  heavy  demand  for  the  Lodge 
and  there  is  no  other  building  at  present  to  take 
its  place.   If  another  location  were  considered-- 
say  in  Grass  Valley,  the  problem  now  being  faced 
would  be  experienced  again,  and  to  construct  an 
office  far  within  the  park  would  be  impractical. 

Limitations  on  use  of  the  clubroom  in  the  new 
building  were  brought  up  by  Director  Macdonald  as 
a  compromise  solution.   He  suggested  daytime  use 
only,  or  a  10  p.m.  closing  hour  in  the  evening/ 
However,  it  was  considered  that  limited  use  would 
make  the  construction  too  expensive  for  the  use  it 
would  receive . 

Mr.  Price  commented  that  the  Board  might  consider 
only  roughing  in  the  ground  floor  for  the  present , 
and  going  ahead  with  the  construction  of  the  office 
space. 

The  Board  decided  to  give  the  matter  further  con- 
sideration before  making  any  decision  and  to  state 
their  plan  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board.

cast  within  the  County  of  Alameda  for  said  election  and 
to  direct  the  Clerk  of  said  Board  of  Supervisors  to  certify 
said  results  of  said  East  Bay  Regional  Park  District  election 
to  this  Beard  of  Directors  of  the  East  Bay  Regional  Park 
District,  when  such  results  have  been  ascertained. 
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AND  BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  the  Secretary 
of  the  Board  of  Directors  be  and  he  is  directed 
hereby  to  file  a  certified  copy  of  this  resolution 
with  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  County  of 
Alameda.

The  General  Manager  gave  each  director  a  copy  of  his 
letter  of  resignation.   The  letter  stated  that  for 
reasons  of  poor  health,  his  doctor  had  recommended 
that  he  detach  himself  from  all  causes  of  pressure 
from  work  as  soon  as  possible,  and  that  therefore, 
it  had  become  necessary  for  him  to  resign  with  much 
regret  at  leaving  the  position  he  has  held  for  so 
many  years , 

The  members  of  the  Board  expressed  their  shock  at 
this  news  and  asked  the  General  Manager  if  it  was 
necessary  for  him  to  leave  his  position  at  once. 
General  Manager  Walpole  informed  them  that  he  had 
offered  his  services  on  a  consulting  basis.   He  said 
that  he  could  probably  devote  five  days  per  month  to 
the  parks  in  an  advisory  capacity,  although  he  would 
be  living  in  Northern  California. 

President  Goodrich  asked  the  General  Manager  if  by 
some  shift  of  duties  among  the  personnel  it  might 
not  be  possible  for  him  to  remain  in  his  present 
position  but  with  some  relief  from  the  strain  of 
normal  work. 

General  Manager  Walpole  replied  that  he  felt  it 
would  be  most  fair  to  turn  all  duties  over  to  the 
two  men  who  had  been  his  assistants  for  a  number 
of  years--Tom  Flood  and  Wesley  Adams,  and  that  be- 
tween the  two  men  the  job  could  be  adequately 
handled.   Realizing  that  Mr.  Flood  will  be  away 
from  work  for  an  indefinite  period,  probably  several 
months,  due  to  illness,  the  job  would  fall  to  Mr, 
Adams;  however,  the  General  Manager  explained,  this 
position  should  probably  be  divided  between  two 
persons,  and  he  suggested  that  Mr,  Adaans  be  named 
as  Manager,  and  Mr.  Flood  as  Superintendent. 

Director  Macdonald  suggested  that  the  Board  meet 
briefly  without  the  presence  of  the  General  Manager 
to  enable  the  Board  to  discuss  the  matter  among 
themselves  as  the  time  for  making  any  decision  was 
so  limited.   The  General  Manager  retired  from  the 
room . 

Director  Woolridge  then  commented  that  it  would  be 
most  in  keeping  with  good  policy  to  try  to  fill  the 
position  of  Gereral  Manager  from  the  ranks  of  the 
employees  rather  than  offer  the  job  to  an  outsider. 
He  thought  that  a  six  months  trial  period  with  Mr. 
Adams,  along  with  some  help  on  a  consulting  basis 
from  Mr,  Walpole  would  be  a  worthwhile  solution  which 
would  give  the  Board  time  to  determine  whether  Mr. 
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Adams  would  be  qualified  for  the  job. 

Director  Sproul  said  that  this  suggestion  seemed 
very  good,  but  that  he  felt  the  Board  should  also 
consider  other  men  who  might  also  be  qualified  to 
hold  the  position  of  General  Manager. 

President  Goodrich  stated  that  the  position  of 
General  Manager  of  the  Regional  Park  District  is 
one  that  is  difficult  to  fill  as  it  is  not  an  ordinary 
executive  job.   The  man  who  hold  this  position  must 
have  special  abilities  and  training. 

Director  Woolridge  agreed  that  a  man  of  vision 
with  practical  abilities  to  operate  the  Regional 
Parks  would  be  the  type  of  person  needed.   He  said 
that  he  feels  that  he  is  not  well  enough  acquainted 
with  Mr.  Adams  and  Mr.  Flood  to  give  any  opinion 
on  their  abilities.   However,  with  Mr.  Walpole  con- 
tinuing to  act  in  a  consulting  capacity,  he  feels  that 
Mr.  Walpole  could  give  the  Board  his  frank  opinion 
on  the  progress  of  Mr.  Adams  in  handling  the  manag- 
erial position,  thereby  enabling  the  Board  to  come 
to  some  decision,  in  time,  regarding  his  qualification 
for  the  position  of  General  Manager. 

Director  Mulvany  mentioned  the  fact  that  should 
the  Board  succeed  in  purchasing  of  the  Brinker  property 
it  would  be  imperative  that  an  experienced  man  hold 
the  position  of  General  Manager. 

Director  Sproul  suggested  that  Mr .  Walpole  might  consider 
taking  a  leave  of  absence.   He  wanted  to  guard  against 
filling  the  position  immediately  or  giving  any  person 
the  feeling  that  he  has  a  claim  on  the  job  at  present. 
He  felt  that  if  Mr.  Walpole  would  agree  to  a  six  months 
leave  of  absence  during  which  time  he  would  act  as  a 
consultant  as  needed,  that  Mr.  Adams  might  then  be  appoint- 
ed Acting  General  Manager  on  a  trial  basis. 

The  Board  was  in  general  agreement  with  Director  Sproul ' s 
suggestion  and  discussed  the  medthod  by  which  Mr.  Walpole 
could  be  compensated  for  accrued  annual  and  sick  leave. 
It  was  decided  that  further  discussion  should  be  carried 
on  with  Mr .  Walpole  present . 

President  Goodrich  told  Mr.  Walpole  that  the  Board  would 
like  to  have  him  considered  as  being  on  a  leave  of 
absence  for  the  next  six  months  during  which  time  the 
Board  would  appreciate  his  acting  in  a  consulting  capacity 

Mr.  Walpole  reiterated  that  he  feels  he  should  withdraw 
from  the  position  of  General  Manager  entirely,  but  agreed 
that  he  could  arrange  to  spend  about  five  days  per  month 
in  advising  Mr.  Adams.   He  told  the  Board  that  he  felt 
that  Mr.  Adams  could  carry  on  in  the  job. 

President  Goodrich  asked  then  about  the  backgrounds  of  Mr. 
Adams  and  Mr.  Flood  and  whether  their  work  in  the  past 
would  equip  them  for  the  position  of  General  Manager. 

Mr.  Walpole  said  that  both  men  had  grown  up"  with  the 
Regional  Parks.   Mr.  Adams  attended  the  University  of 
California  at  Davis,  has  had  agricultural  training  and 
experience,  and  that  he  has  an  extrememly  good  personality 
and  is  respected  by  the  park  employees.   He  has  been 
with  the  Regional  Park  District  since  1936  and  has,  in 
recent  years,  been  given  many  duties  of  responsibility  in 
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his  position  as  assistant  to  the  General  Manager. 

Mr.  Flood  previously  worked  for  the  National  Park 
Service  before  being  employed  by  the  East  Bay 
Regional  Park  District  in  1941.  .He  is  acquainted  with 
many  phases  of  work  done  in  the  Regional  Parks  and 
has  acted  as  assistant  to  the  General  Manager  for 
a  number  of  years. 

Mr.  Walpole  continued  to  say  that  both  men  had 
developed  their  capabilities  for  park  work  by 
actually  doing  the  work--working  up  to  their  present 
positions  through  the  years.   He  said  that  he  doubted 
that  many  persons  of  comparable  experience  could  be 
found. 

Director  Woolridge  asked  Mr.  Walpole  to  agree  to 
give  his  true  opinion  of  the  management  of  the 
Regional  Parks  as  handled  by  Mr.  Adams  in  the  next 
few  months.   He  said  that  it  would  be  quite  possible 
for  the  parks  to  go  downhull  during  that  length  of 
time  without  the  Board's  being  aware  of  it,  and 
felt  that  the  Board  shuld  have  some  assurance  that 
before  any  serious  management  problem  could  arise, 
that  the  Board  would  have  some  knowledge  of  the 
condition . 

Director  Sproul  then  spoke,  saying  that  both  Mr. 
Adams  and  Mr.  Flood  should  be  protected  against 
any  possible  reflection  upon  their  abilities  in 
case  either  or  both  of  these  men  should  not  ul- 
timately be  chosen  for  the  position  of  General 
Manager.   Therefore,  rather  than  immediately  de- 
signate a  new  General  Manager,  it  would  be  better 
to  refer  to  Mr.  Adams  as  "Acting  General  Manager" 
until  further  action  is  taken  by  the  Board  to  fill 
the  position.   He  asked  what  salary  would  be  re- 
commended for  Mr.  Adams  when  he  assumes  his  new 
position,  and  was  answered  by  Mr,  Walpole  v\^o  pro- 
posed a  salary  of  $800.00  per  month  which  would  be 
an  additional  $225.00  more  than  his  present  salary. 
This  was  considered  an  appropriate  increase  by 
the  Board.   Should  Mr.  Flood  be  able  to  assume  the 
position  of  Superintendent,  the  Board  agreed  that 
he  should  too  receive  the  same  salary. 

The  Board  requested  the  presence  of  Mr.  Adams, 
and  asked  Mr.  Walpole  to  explain  the  situation  to 
him,  saying  that  they  would  like  to  appoint  him 
as  Acting  General  Manager  for  a  limited  period  of 
time  or  until  Mr.  Walpole  might  consider  return- 
ing to  his  job. 

Mr.  Adams  replied  that  he  had  worked  with  Mr. 
Walpole  for  24  years  and  that  Mr.  Walpole ' s 
handling  of  problems  vdiich  have  arisen  has  always 
agreed  with  his  own  ideas.   He  said  that  he  has 
a  great  deal  of  interest  and  enthusiasm  in  his 
work  and  would  be  very  willing  to  try  to  fill 
the  position  offered  by  the  Board.   He  stated  further 
that  it  would  be  comforting  to  know  that  he  could 
obtain  the  counselling  of  Mr.  Walpole. 


It  was   emphasized  by  the  Board  in  talking  over 
his  appointment  that  it  was  of  a  temporary  nature 
only,  and  Mr.  Adams  said  that  he  fully  understood 
this  and  would  be  willing  to  undertake  the  job  on 
that  basis. 

On  motion  of  Director  Sproul ,  seconded  by  Director 
Woolridge,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted: 

RESOLUTION  NO.  1622 

APPOINTING  WESLEY  ADAMS  AS  ACTING  GENERAL  MANAGER. 

WHEREAS,  General  Manager  Richard  E.  Walpole 
has  submitted  his  letter  of  resignation  for  reasons 
of  poor  health  and  has  expressed  his  desire  to 
terminate  his  employment  with  the  East  Bay  Regional 
Park  District  as  of  July  1,  1960,  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Regional 
Park  District  has,  with  much  regret,  accepted  the 
fact  that  the  General  Manager  must  detach  himself 
from  his  present  position  immediately,  but  have 
asked  him  to  take  a  leave  of  absence  for  the  next 
six  months  starting  July  1,  1960,  a  compromise 
to  which  the  General  Manager  has  agreed;  and 

WHEREAS,  upon  the  recommendation  of  General 
Manager  Walpole  the  Board  has  agreed  to  appoint 
his  assistant,  Mr.  Wesley  Adams  as  Acting  General 
Manager ; 

BE  IT  RESOLVED,  BY  THIS  BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS 
of  the  East  Bay  Regional  Park  District  that  Mr. 
Wesley  Adams  be  and  he  is  appointed  hereby  as 
Acting  General  Manager  at  a  salary  of  $800.00  per 
month,  effective  July  1,  1960,  with  the  understand- 
ing that  said  appointment  is  temporary. 

Passed  by  the  following  vote: 

AYES:      President  Goodrich  and  Directors  Mulvany, 
Macdonald ,  Sproul  and  Woolridge. 

NOES:      Directors  none. 

ABSENT:    Directors  none. 

MR.  adams  then  retired  from  the  room. 

Director  Sproul  stated  that  the  Board  would  appreciate 
Mr.  Walpole 's  agreeing  to  talcing  a  leave  of  absence 
for  a  period  of  six  months  rather  than  considering  hir*- 
self  irrevocably  terminated  from  employment  by  the 
Regional  Park  District . 

President  Goodrich  stated  that  they  the  Board  wDuld 
like  to  continue  on  the  understanding  that  Mr.  Walpole 
would  be  available  as  a  consultant  as  he  had  offered 
to  do  so  in  his  letter  of  resignation,  saying  further 
that  the  administrative  staff  would  try  to  avoid 
burdening  him  unnecessarily. 
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Mr.  Walpole  agreed  that  he  would  accept  the 
Board's  proposal  of  taking  a  leave  of  absence 
for  six  months,  and  asked  that  the  Board  grant 
him  payment  of  120  days  of  annual  leave  and  120 
days  of  sick  leave  at  this  time.   He  said  that 
he  would  appreciate  receiving  payment  in  a  lump 
sum  although  if  the  Board  preferred,  they  might 
pay  his  sick  leave  at  the  present  time  and, 
provided  he  was  unable  to  return  to  his  job,  after 
six  months  then  pay  him  for  the  accrued  annual 
leave . 

The  Board  agreed  to  the  payment  of  a  lump  sum 
for  240  days  of  leave. 

Director  Sproul  asked  the  rate  of  pay  presently 
in  effect  for  the  position  of  General  Manager 
on  a  daily  basis.   This  was  slightly  less  than 
$50.00,  and  it  was  then  suggested  that  Mr.  Walpole 
be  retained  at  $250.00  per  month  for  six  months. 
Mr.  Walpole  expressed  his  satisfaction  with  this 
monthly  rate  also,  and  it  was  decided  that  he 
should  be  paid  $50.00  per  day  plus  expenses  for 
time  spent  on  consultation. 

On  motion  of  Director  Sproul,  seconded  by 
Director  Woolridge,  the  following  resolution 
was  adopted: 

RESOLUTION  NO.  1623 

AUTHORIZING  A  LEAVE  OF  ABSENCE  FOR  GENERAL  MANAGER 
RICHARD  E.  WALPOLE  AND  A  RETAINER  FOR  SERVICES  OF 
THE  GENERAL  MANAGER  AS  CONSULTANT  FOR  A  PERIOD  OF 
SIX  MONTHS. 

WHEREAS,  General  Manager  Richard  E.  Walpole 
has  informed  the  Regional  Park  Board  of  Directors 
of  the  necessity  of  his  leaving  his  job  due  to 
reasons  of  poor  health;  and 

WHEREAS,  General  Manager  Walpole  has  agreed 
to  take  a  leave  of  absence  for  six  months  during 
which  time  he  will  act  as  consultant  to  the  Acting 
General  Manager;  and  for  said  consulting  services, 
an  agreed  upon  retainer  of  $50.00  per  day  plus 
expenses  shall  be  paid.
